KAILROADS. 


Annual  returns  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1914,  have  been 
received  from  thirty-six  railroad  corporations,  also  one  return 
has  been  received  from  a  canal  company,  and  one  return  from 
a  sleeping  car  company. 

There  was  returned  the  past  year  a  net  increase  of  14.99 
miles  of  railroad  line  located  in  this  Commonwealth,  caused 
by  additions  and  remeasurements.  There  were  increases  of 
.96  of  a  mile  of  second  main  track,  4.13  miles  of  third  main 
track,  1.60  miles  of  fourth  main  track  and  13.13  miles  of  side 
track. 

There  are  now  in  Massachusetts  2,125.49  miles  of  main  and 
branch  railroad  line.  The  total  length  of  railroad  track  within 
the  Commonwealth,  including  second,  third  and  fourth  main 
track  and  side  track,  is  4,927.58  miles.

The  aggregate  capital  stock  June  30,  1914  (not  including  the 
premiums  on  sale  of  capital  stock  as  returned  in  the  form  of  re- 
turn), of  the  thirty- two  Massachusetts  corporations  was  $330,- 
012,175.70,  —  an  increase  of  $660.00  over  the  previous  year,

Annual  returns  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1914,  have  been 
received  from  fifty-three  street  railway  companies. 

Returns  were  also  received  from  the  receiver  of  the  Dedham 
&  Franklin  and  Medfield  &  Medway  for  the  period  during 
which  these  railways  were  operated  by  the  receiver. 

Companies  added  to  the  List. 
During  the  year  one  company  was  organized  under  the 
general  law  and  added  to  the  list,  being  the  purchaser  of  the 
railways  sold  at  receiver's  sale;  the  Medway  &  Dedham, 
purchasers  of  the  Dedham  &  Franklin  and  the  Medfield  & 
Medway. 

Companies  dropped  from  the  List. 
During  the  year  ten  companies  have  been  dropped  from  the 
list,  as  follows:  the  Amesbury  &  Hampton;  the  Citizens;  the 
Lawrence  &  Methuen;  the  Lowell  &  Pelham;  the  Haverhill  & 
Amesbury;  the  Haverhill  &  Plaistow;  the  Templeton;  the 
Gardner,  Westminster  &  Fitchburg;  these  companies  having 
been  consolidated  with  others;  The  Dedham  &  Franklin  and 
the  Medfield  &  Medway;  their  property  having  been  sold  at 
receiver's  sale  to  a  new  corporation  formed  as  before  stated. 

Operation  of  Companies. 
By  reason  of  receiver's  sale  there  were  at  the  end  of  the  year 
fifty-three    existing    companies;     of    this    number    thirty-eight 
operated  their  railway  and  fifteen  were  operated  under  leases  or 
contracts  by  other  companies. 
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Railway  Mileage. 
New  Mileage. 
There  was  a  decrease  during  the  past  year  in  the  mileage  of 
the  Massachusetts  companies  of  6.362  miles  of  street  railway 
line,  and  an  increase  of  6.697  miles  of  second  track,  making  a 
net  increase  of  .335  miles  of  main  track.  There  was  also  an 
increase  of  2.863  miles  of  side  track,  making  a  total  net  increase 
of  3.198  miles  reckoned  as  single  track. 

Mileage  Owned. 
The  Massachusetts  companies  now  own  2,317.421  miles  of 
street  railway  line,  515.114  miles  of  second  main  track  and 
185.755  miles  of  side  track,  making  the  total  length  of  track 
owned,  reckoned  as  single  track,  3,018.290  miles.  All  the  track 
owned  is  surface  street  railway  track,  with  the  exception  of 
13.399  miles  of  elevated  line  and  13.179  miles  of  elevated 
second  track.  Of  the  sidings,  all  are  surface  track,  with  the 
exception  of  9.662  miles  of  elevated  track.  All  the  elevated 
track  is  located  in  the  cities  of  Boston  and  Cambridge. 

Mileage  Operated. 

The  total  miles  of  main  track  (including  trackage  rights) 
operated  was  2,927.704,  —  an  increase  of  9.155  miles  over 
the  previous  year. 

The  Bay  State  leases  and  operates  the  Nashua,  located  in 
New  Hampshire,  and  the  Newport  and  Fall  River,  located  in 
Rhode  Island,  having  a  total  mileage  of  38.430  miles  of  main 
and  second  track.  The  Berkshire  leases  and  operates  The 
Vermont  Company,  having  a  mileage  of  main  and  second 
track  of  26.960  miles,  located  in  Vermont.  The  Massachusetts 
Northeastern  owns,  leases  and  operates  43.810  miles  of  main 
and  second  track,  located  in  New  Hampshire.  Accordingly, 
109.200  miles  of  main  and  second  track  are  operated  outside 
of  this  Commonwealth. 
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Statistics. 
The  following  compilations  of  statistics  are  from  the  returns 
of  the  several  street  railway  companies  to  the  Commission  for 
the  vear  ending  June  30,  1914.

The  Rate  and  Tariff  Bureau  as  it  exists  to-day  is  the  result 
of  work  done  during  the  present  year,  no  adequate  space  or 
equipment  becoming  available  until  January,  1914. 

The  number  of  tariffs  which  have  been  filed  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Service  Act  up  to  Decem- 
ber 31,  1914,  is  5,176,  all  of  which  have  been  systematically 
recorded,  indexed  and  filed  for  convenient  reference.  During 
the  year  2,674  tariffs  have  been  superseded  or  cancelled. 

In  order  to  keep  the  expense  of  the  work  as  low  as  possible 
a  system  of  filing  and  indexing  much  simpler  than  that  used 
for  similar  work  in  other  offices  was  adopted  and  is  fulfilling 
all  expectations. 

The  provisions  of  the  present  law  requiring  filing  of  printed 
tariffs  with  this  Commission  has  led  the  carriers  to  make  a 
careful  examination  of  many  rates  established  years  ago  before 
the  evils  of  discrimination  were  fully  recognized.  This  scrutiny 
has  led  to  the  cancellation  of  many  questionable  and  improper 
rates  and  produced  a  great  improvement  in  the  general  situa- 
tion. 

Passenger  Rates. 

Upon  the  claim  that  increased  cost  of  operation  has  led  to  a 
careful  examination  of  the  expenses  and  income  from  different 
lines  of  service,  the  results  of  which  would  give  warrant  for  such 
action,  the  railroads  in  the  past  several  months  have  moved 
to  increase  their  passenger  revenue  not  only  in  this  state,  but 
generally,  east  of  the  Mississippi  valley. 

Some  reduced  rate  round  trip  tickets  established  years  ago 
have  been  withdrawn  and  there  are  other  changes  in  the  same 
direction  now  under  suspension  and  consideration  by  this 
Commission. 
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In  March,  1914,  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  filed 
tariffs  changing  the  single  fare  rates  upon  their  suburban  pas- 
senger business  from  the  old  basis  of  approximately  two  cents 
a  mile  to  two  and  one-fourth  cents.  This  was  suspended  and 
after  a  hearing  was  superseded  by  a  new  tariff  covering  the 
same  territory  but  upon  a  uniform  rate  of  two  cents  a  mile. 

In  November,  1914,  the  rate  on  mileage  books  was  raised 
from  two  cents  to  two  and  one-fourth  cents  a  mile.  This  change 
was  general  throughout  the  country  and  has  been  followed  by 
other  tariffs  increasing  the  rate  for  single  one  way  tickets  to  a 
general  basis  of  two  and  one-half  cents  a  mile.  In  view  of  the 
radical  changes  resulting  from  the  tariffs  filed  a  suspension  has 
been  ordered  by  the  Commission  pending  further  consideration. 
At  the  present  time,  the  rate  generally  is  from  two  cents  to 
three  cents  a  mile,  with  many  cases  showing  great  variation 
between  different  divisions  of  the  same  road,  which  result  from 
the  continuance  of  rates  established  by  different  small  independ- 
ent carriers  long  since  consolidated  in  the  large  systems.  This 
situation  in  some  cases  closely  approaches  discrimination. 

Freight  Rates. 

The  perpetuation  of  old  freight  rates  established  years  ago 
by  small  properties  now  consolidated,  has  resulted  in  such  differ- 
ent bases  that  in  an  extreme  case  the  charges  for  moving  certain 
shipments  on  one  part  of  a  system  were  over  five  times  that 
for  duplicate  service  the  same  distance  elsewhere  on  the  same 
property. 

The  evils  of  this  situation  were  fully  discussed  at  the  series 
of  Boston  conferences  of  New  England  commissioners  acting 
jointly  with  Commissioner  Prouty,  then  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission,  in  connection  with  the  Boston  and  Maine 
proposed  increase  of  freight  revenue,  and  the  new  class  rate 
tariff  covering  the  entire  Boston  and  Maine  system,  prepared 
upon  the  basis  recommended  by  the  conference,  became  effec- 
tive on  April  1,  1914.  As  these  rates  have  been  of  wide  inter- 
est, having  since  been  adopted  by  other  properties  as  below 
reported,  it  may  be  of  interest  to  quote  the  standard  furnished 
the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad:

In  the  application  of  this  basis  to  the  business  upon  certain 
lines  of  notably  light  traffic  and  where  operated  under  condi- 
tions increasing  the  general  cost  of  operation,  it  was  suggested 
that  the  tariffs  should  be  made  to  furnish  additional  revenue 
of  16§  per  cent  on  certain  specified  thin  lines. 

Following  the  adoption  of  this  new  class  rate  basis  upon  the 
Boston  and  Maine  railroad  a  great  many  old  special  and  com- 
modity tariffs  were  canceled,  the  new  tariff  being  designed  to 
properly  care  for  general  traffic  in  connection  with  the  official 
classification  under  ordinary  conditions,  but  where  local  condi- 
tions demanded  any  special  consideration,  the  necessary  new 
commodity  tariffs  were  promptly  provided.  In  these  reissues, 
great  improvements  have  been  made  by  adopting,  where 
feasible,  a  mileage  basis  for  different  commodities  such  as 
brick,  sand  and  gravel,  ice,  firewood,  live  stock,  et  cetera,  so 
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that  the  revenue  contributed  for  service  on  different  parts  of 
the  property  is  consistent  and  the  danger  of  even  accidental 
discriminations  is  eliminated. 

Naturally,  such  radical  changes  in  the  rates  on  large  traffic 
led  to  some  comment  and  complaint,  but  investigation  devel- 
oped that  the  objections  to  the  increases  resulting  from  the 
changes  were  caused  more  by  the  percentage  of  increase 
than  by  the  actual  rate  charged.  In  most  cases  this  appeared 
to  have  resulted  from  the  low  rates  previously  enjoyed,  which 
had  not  been  fair  to  other  shippers  contributing  to  the  support 
of  the  common  railroad  treasury. 

After  examination  of  the  basis  furnished  to  the  Boston  and 
Maine,  and  recognizing  the  benefits  of  a  consistent  mileage 
basis  with  class  rates  bearing  a  stated  relation  to  each  other, 
the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad  made  a  similar  change, 
filing  a  new  class  rate  tariff  using  the  basis  above  shown, 
which  became  effective  May  1,  1914.  As  its  old  tariffs  were 
more  uniform  the  changes  were  not  as  marked  as  those  on  the 
Boston  and  Maine  system. 

On  December  1,  1914,  the  same  basis  was  adopted  for  a  new 
class  rate  tariff  over  the  lines  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  railroad,  which  appears  to  be  working  with  a  minimum 
of  friction.  Of  course,  the  revision  of  the  old  commodity  rates 
upon  this  system  will  require  some  time  for  completion. 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  freight  rates  upon  over  98 
per  cent  of  the  steam  roads  of  the  state  are  now  upon  a  uni- 
form basis,  which  greatly  facilitates  the  making  of  joint  tariffs 
and  leads  to  a  great  public  benefit,  in  that  shippers  and  manu- 
facturers upon  the  different  properties  competing  for  business 
to  a  given  point  stand  upon  more  equal  terms  and  purchasers 
are  in  some  cases  able  to  draw  from  larger  territory  than 
formerly.  The  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  tariff 
has  been  prepared  to  protect  within  proper  limits  the  privilege 
enjoyed  by  residents  in  the  Connecticut  Valley  who  continue 
to  be  able  to  draw  upon  Boston  and  New  York  upon  practi- 
cally the  same  basis. 

Express  Rates. 

On  February  1,  1914,  the  new  basis  of  express  rates  pro- 
mulgated, after  exhaustive  study,  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
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Commission,  designed  to  cover  the  interstate  interests  of  all 
the  large  express  companies  throughout  the  United  States, 
was  made  effective.  The  general  scheme  involved  most  radical 
changes,  and  was  accepted  by  the  express  companies  with 
the  understanding  that  only  an  actual  trial  of  at  least  two 
years  can  furnish  reliable  data  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the 
rates  suggested  to  meet  operating  expenses  and  provide  a  fair 
return  upon  the  capital  investment.  In  view  of  this  situation, 
it  appeared  questionable  for  state  authorities  to  impair  the 
value  of  the  test  by  changing  to  any  substantial  extent  the 
scheme  provided  and  made  effective  on  interstate  business.  It 
was  therefore  decided  proper,  in  common  with  many  other  states, 
to  apply  the  interstate  basis  to  business  local  to  Massachusetts. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  early  development  of 
the  express  business,  the  dense  traffic,  short  distances  covered 
by  and  the  sharp  competition  of  the  small  local  companies 
had  resulted  in  very  low  rates  in  this  state,  particularly  in  the 
eastern  portion,  so  that  it  is  easy  to  understand  why  the  gen- 
eral scheme  prepared  for  the  business  of  the  entire  country 
would  and  did  increase  by  a  substantial  amount  the  old  rates 
between  certain  localities  near  Boston. 

The  general  scheme  is  based  upon  the  division  of  the  coun- 
try by  geographical  lines  into  what  may  most  easily  be  de- 
scribed as  a  geographical  checker  board,  the  rate  per  100 
pounds,  which  is  used  as  the  basis,  varying  with  the  number  of 
squares  involved  in  the  movement  of  any  given  traffic.  The 
local  scrutiny  to  which  this  basis  was  subjected  throughout 
the  country  led  to  almost  immediate  recognition  of  some 
needed  modifications  of  the  original  rates.  As  a  result  reduc- 
tions for  the  shorter  hauls  were  put  in  effect  upon  the  20th  of 
March,  1914,  covering  both  interstate  and  intrastate  business. 
The  general  arrangement  is  to  have  the  100-pound  rate  in- 
fluenced by  the  number  of  squares  through  which  the  business 
moves,  but  it  does  not  seem  that  the  plan,  in  its  applica- 
tion to  comparatively  short  distances,  was  refined  enough  to 
be  ideal.  In  this  latitude  the  blocks  are  approximately  15 
miles  east  and  west  and  20  miles  north  and  south  and  the  rate 
per  100  pounds  used  for  the  two  years'  trial  is  by  progression, 
considering  the  rates  in  cents  assigned  to  each  square  unit  in 
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order:  50,  55,  60,  75,  75,  75,  75,  90,  90.  These  compare  with 
old  local  rates  to  the  same  points  which  were  in  cents:  40,  40, 
40,  60,  75,  75,  75,  75,  75.  It  would  seem  that  a  more  equitable 
grading  would  have  come  from  corresponding  rates  of  50,  55, 
60,  65,  70,  75,  80,  85  and  90  cents,  but  it  appeared  objec- 
tionable to  depart  from  the  national  basis  adopted  for  inter- 
state business,  and  the  small  movement  on  the  ordinary  light 
weight  shipments  passing  by  express  between  state  points  does 
not  appear  to  .have  led  to  any  serious  criticism. 

Where  just  cause  for  complaint  was  found  in  consequence  of 
this  arbitrary  geographical  division,  the  express  companies, 
after  conference,  made  some  local  modifications  which  appear 
to  have  relieved  the  situation. 

Some  decided  advantages  have  come  from  the  new  arrange- 
ment, in  that  all  of  the  large  express  companies  are  working  in 
harmony,  handling  business  on  the  same  basis  as  if  all  movements 
were  confined  to  the  territory  of  a  single  company.  This  has 
done  away  with  one  of  the  former  great  causes  of  complaint  in 
that  a  stated  number  of  miles  in  one  direction  involving  move- 
ment by  two  companies  would  require  payment  of  minimum 
charges  to  each  company,  making  a  very  much  greater  tax  than 
a  much  longer  distance  upon  the  lines  of  either  carrier. 

Another  and  probably  the  greatest  improvement  has  come 
from  an  enforced  grading  of  charges  for  packages  of  less  than 
100  pounds.  Without  going  into  detail,  it  can  be  briefly  stated, 
taking  business  handled  under  the  old  and  new  systems  where 
the  100-pound  rate  in  each  case  was  50  cents,  that  the  charges 
for  fractional  parts  of  100  pounds  are  typical:

The  aggregate  charge  for  eleven  packages  of  these  various 
weights  shows  a  reduction  in  the  total  cost  of  over  15  per 
cent,  in  fact,  when  the  new  basis  for  a  full  100  pounds  is  10 
cents  higher  than  the  old  the  aggregate  charge  for  eleven 
assorted  as  above  would  still  be  slightly  cheaper. 
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It  is  too  early  to  form  any  intelligent  opinion  as  to  the  suffi- 
ciency of  the  rates  established,  but  there  are  some  indications 
that  although  the  reductions  have  brought  an  increased  busi- 
ness to  the  express  companies  in  this  commonwealth  the  under- 
standing is  that  revenues  received  are  not  showing  a  corre- 
sponding increase. 

Street  Railway  Rates. 

Although  the  requirement  to  publish  and  file  tariffs  on  elec- 
tric railway  lines  exists  in  quite  a  large  territory,  the  very  com- 
plex nature  of  the  problem  has  discouraged  any  extensive  publi- 
cation of  schedules.  The  history  of  many  street  railway  systems 
discloses  a  series  of  consolidations,  each  bringing  many  complica- 
tions in  the  way  of  concessions  and  special  transfer  privileges  es- 
tablished to  meet  former  competition  or  for  various  other  reasons. 

Unlike  the  situation  upon  the  steam  railroad,  where  a  fare 
begins  and  ends  at  a  definite  point,  the  trolley  service  is  fre- 
quently shaped  to  meet  the  peculiar  demand  of  traffic  between 
certain  localities  and  at  the  same  time  care  for  general  travel 
between  different  parts  of  one  or  more  villages  or  towns,  pro- 
ducing cases  where  passengers  riding  in  a  car  at  one  time  are 
entitled  to  ride  to  several  different  fare  limits.  In  some  cases 
transfer  privileges  at  a  point  are  influenced  by  the  transporta- 
tion already  furnished  and  in  some  cases  transfer  from  the 
same  point  covers  different  distances  upon  the  same  car. 

To  reduce  all  these  factors  to  a  brief  and  intelligent  printed 
statement  from  which  passengers  can  always  tell  exactly  what 
transportation  is  offered  for  one  fare  is  a  very  difficult  under- 
taking. The  recent  petition  of  the  Middlesex  and  Boston 
Street  Railway  Company  for  an  increase  in  certain  fares  upon 
their  lines  from  5  cents  to  6  cents,  which  was  granted  in  part 
by  this  Commission  in  an  order  effective  November  4,  1914, 
has  emphasised  the  incompleteness  of  many  street  railway 
tariffs,  and  a  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  for  the  pur- 
pose of  perfecting  a  form  to  cover  all  these  conditions,  not 
only  upon  the  Middlesex  and  Boston  system,  but  generally 
throughout  the  state. 

It  is  hoped  and  expected  that  before  long  the  street  railway 
tariffs  on  file  at  this  Bureau  will  be  as  complete  and  definite 
as  those  of  the  steam  roads. 
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The  number  of  inquiries,  by  call  and  telephone,  for  informa- 
tion regarding  rates,  service  and  claims  is  increasing  as  the 
equipment  of  the  Rate  and  Tariff  Bureau  becomes  better 
known,  and  besides  a  number  of  matters  investigated,  assistance 
has  been  given  when  a  transaction  was  of  an  interstate  nature 
and  therefore  beyond  the  control  of  this  Commission. 

Inspection  Department. 

George  W.  Bishop,  appointed  by  the  Commission  chief  of 
the  inspection  department,  assumed  the  duties  of  the  office  on 
August  1,  1914.  Previous  to  that  time  this  work  was  under  the 
immediate  direction  of  the  Commission. 

There  are  employed  in  this  department  nine  inspectors  and 
four  assistant  inspectors.  Of  this  number  four  inspectors  and 
two  assistant  inspectors  are  assigned  to  the  inspection  of  rail- 
roads; three  inspectors  and  one  assistant  inspector  to  the  in- 
spection of  street  railways;  two  inspectors  and  one  assistant 
inspector  to  the  inspection  of  both  railroads  and  street  rail- 
ways. Of  the  four  inspectors  and  two  assistant  inspectors  of 
railroads,  one  inspector  and  one  assistant  inspector  are  assigned 
to  the  inspection  of  locomotives,  and  one  inspector  and  one 
assistant  inspector  to  railroads  and  passenger  and  freight  train 
equipment  except  locomotives. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  difficult  to  describe  in  full 
detail  except  in  the  branches  where  it  has  been  deemed  advis- 
able to  specialize  the  work.  The  appointment  of  assistant 
inspectors  and  the  re-arrangement  of  districts  has  resulted  in  a 
more  frequent  and  thorough  examination  of  roadbed  and 
track,  frog  and  guard  rail  blocking,  bridges,  bridge  guards, 
signals  and  interlocking  plants,  passenger  and  waiting  stations, 
power  stations  and  other  buildings,  crossing  signs,  gates  and 
electric  bells,  locomotives  and  cars,  spark  arresters  and  net- 
tings, fire  extinguishers,  emergency  tools,  lifting  jacks,  fenders, 
wheel  guards,  and  sanding  devices. 

The  inspectors  are  required  to  investigate  fatal  and  serious 
accidents,  accidents  caused  by  defective  track  and  equipment, 
and  collisions  of  trains  or  cars,  whether  serious  or  not,  and  to 
attend  inquests.  They  are  required  to  investigate  complaints 
and   make   verbal   reports,   also  to   make   written   special   and 
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daily  reports  of  their  work  to  be  submitted  weekly.  The  in- 
spectors are  also  required  to  keep  themselves  informed  with 
reference  to  rules  and  regulations  for,  and  the  operation  of 
engines,  trains,  and  cars  within  their  territories. 

All  the  above  described  duties,  and  many  others,  are  required 
either  by  law  or  by  recommendation  or  orders  of  the  Commission. 

A  brief  summary  of  the  work  of  the  department  covering 
the  fiscal  year  from  July  1,  1913,  to  June  30,  1914,  inclusive, 
follows : 

Frog  and  Switch  Blocking. 

The  number  of  pieces  of  foot  blocking  found  to  be  missing  or 
defective,  and  called  to  the  attention  of  proper  officials  and 
remedied  during  the  year  was  918. 

Bridge  Guards. 
The  number  of  bridge  guards  found  defective  and  called  to  the 
attention  of  proper  officials  and  remedied  during  the  year  was  401. 

Passenger  Stations. 

The  approximate  number  of  passenger  stations  in  Massa- 
chusetts is  971. 

The  number  of  station  inspections  made  at  various  times, 
where  stations  were  found  to  be  in  good  or  fair  condition,  was 
5,110.  The  number  found  defective  with  respect  to  platforms, 
lavatories,  or  because  of  untidy  conditions,  called  to  the  at- 
tention of  proper  officials  and  remedied,  was  112. 

Locomotives. 

There  are,  in  Massachusetts,  approximately  2,521  locomo- 
tives operated  on  steam  railroads  and  104  on  railroads  for 
private  use,  a  total  of  2,625.  Persons  and  corporations  oper- 
ating locomotives  upon  such  roads  are  required  to  make  annual 
reports  to  the  Commission  of  results  obtained  in  making  boiler 
tests  under  regulations  prescribed  for  that  purpose.  These 
reports,  as  well  as  monthly  reports  of  engine  failures  on  steam 
railroads,  are  examined  by  this  department. 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  devoted  to  the 
investigation  .of  complaints  alleging  an  unnecessary  sounding 
of  locomotive  whistles  and  alleging  smoke  nuisances,  to  hives- 
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tigating  devices  for  arresting  sparks  and  cinders,  and  for 
minimizing  the  number  of  forest  fires  supposed  to  be  set  by 
locomotives. 

The  number  of  engine  inspections  made  at  various  times  and 
no  defects  found  was  3,437. 

The  number  of  engines  inspected  and  found  defective  with 
respect  to  boilers,  wheels,  steam  leaking  to  obscure  the  vision 
of  engine  men,  or  having  defective  spark  arresters  and  ash 
pans,  and  called  to  the  attention  of  proper  officials  and  reme- 
died, was  492. 

The  number  of  special  examinations  of  spark  arresters  and  ash 
pans  was  655. 

The  number  of  complaints  investigated  and  adjusted  during 
the  year  was  23. 

Steam  Passenger  Train  Equipment. 

During  the  year  11,558  passenger  coach  inspections  were  made 
and  no  defects  found. 

The  number  of  coaches  inspected  and  found  defective  with 
reference  to  wheels,  brakes,  lighting,  car  seat  frames,  missing 
emergency  tools,  or  because  of  dirty  condition,  was  1,446. 

Street  Railway  Equipment. 

During  the  year  2,471  car  inspections  were  made  and  no 
defects  found. 

The  number  of  cars  inspected  and  found  defective  with  refer- 
ence to  wheels,  brakes,  lighting,  car  seat  frames,  or  through 
untidy  conditions,  was  786. 

Accidents  on  Steam  Railroads. 

During  the  year  40  accidents  through  derailments  of  trains 
and  16  collisions  on  railroads  have  been  investigated.  The 
number  of  fatal  accidents  to  individuals  investigated  was  429. 

The  number  of  inquests  attended  by  inspectors  and  assistant 
inspectors  was  362. 

The  number  of  persons  killed  and  injured  on  railroads  in 
Massachusetts  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1914,  as  re- 
ported by  the  several  companies,  together  with  the  number 
reported  in  each  of  the  preceding  ten  years,  is  shown  by  the 
following  table :  — 
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In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  there  were  reported  during  the 
year  66  accidents  which  involved  serious  detention  of  passenger 
trains  or  damage  to  property,  but  resulted  in  no  personal  in- 
juries. 

The  total  number  of  persons  killed  and  injured  during  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1914,  namely,  523,  shows  a  decrease  of 
278  from  the  aggregate  number  reported  for  the  preceding  fiscal 
year,  and  a  decrease  of  324  from  the  average  number  reported 
annually  for  the  preceding  ten  years.  Of  the  total  number  of 
casualties,  258  were  fatal,  as  against  319  reported  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1913,  and  as  against  282,  the  average  number 
of  fatalities  reported  annually  for  the  preceding  ten  years; 
while  265  were  not  fatal,  as  against  482  reported  during  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1913,  and  as  against  an  average  of  565 
for  the  preceding  ten-year  period. 

The  percentage  of  passengers,  employees,  travellers  on  high- 
way at  grade  crossings,  and  trespassers  killed  and  injured  dur-

Ten  passengers  were  killed  and  38  injured  during  the  year. 
Of  the  total  fatalities  to  passengers,  all  were  reported  to  have 
occurred  as  the  result  of  their  own  imprudence  or  negligence. 
Of  the  number  of  passengers  injured,  namely,  38,  10  were 
reported  as  injured  from  causes  beyond  their  control,  while  28 
were  reported  as  injured  through  their  own  imprudence  or 
negligence.  The  total  number  of  passengers  killed  and  injured 
during  the  preceding  year  was  14  and  167  respectively;  the 
average  number  of  passengers  killed  and  injured  annually  dur- 
ing the  years  1904-1913  was  11  and  89  respectively.

Grade  Crossings. 

The  number  of  travellers  on  highway  killed  at  grade  cross- 
ings during  the  year  was  20,  and  the  number  injured  11,  as 
against  23  killed  and  19  injured  during  the  preceding  year. 

Of  the  total  number  killed,  10  were  killed  at  grade  crossings 
protected  by  gates,  flagmen  or  otherwise;  and  10  at  unpro- 
tected crossings  (including  1  person  killed  at  crossing  ordinarily 
protected,  but  unprotected  at  the  time  of  the  accident). 

Of  the  total  number  injured,  namely,  11,  3  were  injured  at 
protected  crossings;  7  at  unprotected  crossings,  and  1  at  an 
unprotected  private  crossing. 

The  following  table  shows,  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1914,  the  number  and  character  of  accidents  at  grade  crossings 
on  the  different  railroads:  — 
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Trespassers. 

The  total  number  of  trespassers  killed  during  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1914,  was  148;  the  number  of  trespassers  injured  was 
73.  During  the  preceding  year  175  trespassers  were  killed  and 
71  injured,  while  the  average  number  killed  and  injured  an- 
nually for  the  preceding  ten  years  was  147  and  64  respectively.

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Accidents  on  Street  Railways. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  accidents  investigated  on 
street  railways  was:  collisions,  40;  accidents  caused  by  broken 
axles,  journals  and  wheels,  396;  by  defective  track,  326;  miscel- 
laneous accidents,  248. 

The  records  of  the  office  show  that  the  accidents  caused  by 
persons  coming  into  contact  with  either  fenders  or  wheel  guards, 
or  both,  are  as  follows:  fatal  accidents,  17;  serious  accidents, 
16;  not  fatal  or  serious,  325. 

Jacks  were  used  six  times  to  extricate  persons  from  under- 
neath cars.  In  one  instance  the  time  consumed  was  ten  min- 
utes, in  two  other  instances  six  minutes  each,  in  another  twelve 
minutes,  in  another  nine  minutes,  and  in  another  five  minutes. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  injured,  in  connection  with 
street  railway  operation,  as  returned  by  the  companies  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1914,  was  8,399,  of  whom  117  received 
fatal  injuries  and  8,282  injuries  not  fatal. 

The  number  of  passengers  injured  was  6,261,  of  whom  32 
were  injured  fatally. 

The  injuries  to  employees  were  647  in  all,  9  of  which  were  fatal. 

The  number  of  injuries  to  travellers  and  others  on  the  street 
was  1,491,  of  which  76  were  fatal. 

These  figures  include  a  very  large  number  of  injuries  of  a 
trivial  character  that  have  been  returned  by  the  companies.

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Certificates  of  Operation. 
The  number  of  inspections  of  new  street  railway  tracks  made 
as  a  preliminary  to  issuing  certificates  of  operation  was  86. 

Complaints. 
The  number  of  complaints  investigated  and  adjusted,  other 
than  those  caused  by  the  operation  of  locomotives,  was.  109. 

Inspections  of  Railroads  and  Railways. 

The  annual  inspection  of  railroads  is  usually  made  by  the 
use  of  a  special  train,  the  Commission  or  its  representatives 
being  accompanied  by  officers  in  charge  of  the  property.  Stops 
are  made  at  stations,  bridges,  and  other  desired  points  with 
a  view  to  ascertaining  the  condition  of  the  road  as  regards  its 
construction  and  equipment.  A  similar  inspection  of  street 
railways  is  also  made  by  the  use  of  regular  and  special  cars 
or  other  methods  of  conveyance.  Defects  found  are  reported 
to  the  proper  officials,  either  verbally  or  in  writing,  and  the 
defects  are  remedied. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  of  the  railroad  or  street  railway 
companies  have  neglected  to  keep  their  lines  in  safe  condition, 
but  owing  to  the  rigid  economy  which  these  companies  have 
felt  obliged  to  practice  during  the  past  year,  few  additions 
and  improvements  were  found,  in  comparison  with  inspections 
in  former  years.  It  is  hoped  that  these  companies  may  find  it 
possible  in  the  future  to  make  more  liberal  expenditures  upon 
their  properties  as  a  continuance  of  the  present  policy  will  be 
likely  to  result  in  serious  impairment  of  transportation  condi- 
tions and  service. 

Maintenance  of  Way. 
The  department  of  maintenance  of  way  is  one  of  the  most 
important  in  railroad  and  street  railway  organizations,  and  yet 
it  is  one  that  seldom  receives  public  attention  and  too  infre- 
quently has  the  serious  attention  of  the  management  of  such 
companies.  It  is  usually  one  of  the  first  in  which  reductions 
are  made  whenever  the  wave  of  economy  approaches.  It  is  a 
department  on  which  much  depends  with  respect  to  the  safe 
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operation  of  trains  and  cars  and  to  economy  in  maintenance 
of  equipment. 

To  obtain  the  most  economical  and  satisfactory  results  the 
annual  renewal  of  ties  and  rails  should  begin  as  early  in  the 
spring  as  weather  conditions  will  permit,  and,  if  possible,  be 
completed  not  later  than  July  1st.  This  will,  before  winter 
sets  in,  result  in  securing  a  solid  foundation  for  all  new  ties 
placed  in  the  track  and  those  re-spaced,  and  provide  a  proper 
support  to  the  rails.  It  will  also  produce  smoother  riding 
track  throughout  the  year  and  greatly  relieve  the  travelling 
public  from  the  nuisance  of  dust  and  dirt  which  is  occasioned 
by  unnecessarily  disturbing  the  roadbed  during  July  and  August 
when  travel  upon  railroads  and  street  railways  is  usually 
greater  than  at  any  other  period  during  the  year.  It  is  not 
economy  to  purchase  new  equipment  and  operate  it  over 
poor  roadbed  and  rough  track.  It  will  result  in  a  neces- 
sity for  premature  repairs.  It  is,  no  doubt,  more  economical 
to  maintain  smooth  track  and  keep  the  equipment  in  use 
rather  than  in  the  repair  shops. 

Owing  to  the  financial  year  of  railroads  and  street  railways 
ending  with  June  30th,  and  the  desire  of  the  management  to 
declare  dividends  at  that  time,  or,  if  they  pay  no  dividends, 
to  make  as  good  a  financial  showing  as  possible,  the  work  of 
this  department  is  too  frequently  done  out  of  season,  thus  in- 
creasing its  cost  and  producing  most  unsatisfactory  results. 


Mr.  John  Q.  Hennigan,  appointed  railroad  inspector  July  18, 
1900,  died  at  his  home  in  East  Milton  on  November  12,  1914. 
Mr.  Hennigan  enjoyed  the  confidence  and  respect  of  all  who 
knew  him.  He  was  efficient  and  courteous  and  rendered  good 
service  to  the  Commonwealth. 


Engineering  Department. 
The  engineering  department  was  organized  January  1,  1914. 
Henry  W.  Hayes  was  appointed  engineer  in  charge  of  the  work 
of   the   department   other   than  that   relating   to   bridges   and 
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signals.  Lewis  E.  Moore  was  appointed  engineer  of  bridges  and 
signals  and  William  J.  Keefe  assistant  engineer  of  signals. 

During  the  year  this  department  has  investigated  expendi- 
tures on  account  of  additions  and  betterments  charged  against 
issues  of  capital  stock  previously  authorized  by  the  Com- 
mission or  upon  which  authority  to  issue  capital  stock  was 
desired  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  the  Fitchburg  Rail- 
road Company  and  the  West  End,  Bay  State  and  Berkshire 
street  railway  companies,  the  investigation  including  an  exami- 
nation of  the  work  done  and  the  additions  made  to  property. 

The  department  has  made  examinations  and  valuations  of  the 
property  of  the  Norwood,  Canton  and  Sharon  Street  Railway 
Company  in  connection  with  the  issue  of  new  securities  and  of 
the  Medfield  and  Medway  and  Dedham  and  Franklin  street 
railway  companies  in  connection  with  the  reorganization  of 
these  companies  as  the  Medway  and  Dedham  Street  Railway 
Company  and  the  issue  of  new  securities  by  the  reorganized 
company. 

In  connection  with  the  petition  of  the  Middlesex  and  Boston 
Street  Railway  Company  for  an  increase  in  fares,  the  valuations 
of  its  property,  on  file  with  the  Commission,  were  checked,  the 
charges  to  property  account  since  the  date  of  such  valuations 
were  examined  and  the  tracks,  equipment  and  real  estate  were 
inspected. 

In  connection  with  the  petition  of  the  town  of  Amherst  for 
the  elimination  of  the  grade  crossings  at  Main,  High  and 
Whitney  streets,  in  which  this  Commission  is  the  special  com- 
mission, plans  and  a  draft  report  were  prepared.  In  con- 
nection with  the  work  of  the  elimination  of  the  grade  crossing 
of  county  road  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
railroad  at  Sagamore  village  in  the  town  of  Bourne,  done  under 
an  agreement  approved  by  this  Commission,  the  work  of  elimi- 
nation has  been  inspected  and  the  expenditures  investigated. 

The  proposed  locations  of  the  East  Boston  Terminal  and  the 
East  Boston  Marginal  Freight  railroads  in  the  East  Boston 
district  of  the  city  of  Boston  have  been  examined. 

Elaborate  plans,  investigations  and  studies  have  been  made 
for  the  use  of  the  Commission  in  connection  with  the  report 
soon  to  be  made  under  chapter  149  of  the  Resolves  of  1914  in 
relation  to  transportation  facilities  in  the  metropolitan  district. 
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By  direction  of  the  Commission  its  engineer  is  keeping  him- 
self informed  of  the  work  of  valuation  of  the  railroads  in  the 
Commonwealth  which  is  being  done  under  the  direction  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

Under  the  authority  of  chapter  527,  Acts  of  1914,  about 
forty-one  days  have  been  spent  by  the  engineer  attending 
hearings,  inspecting  construction  and  examining  statements  of 
expenditures,  in  connection  with  the  proceedings  for  grade 
crossing  elimination,  for  the  department  of  the  Attorney- 
General. 

Railroad  Bridges. 

Following  is  a  statement  regarding  the  bridges  on  the  steam 
railroads  of  the  Commonwealth,  accompanied  by  tables:  —

On  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad  one  new  bridge  has  been 
constructed,  two  plate  girder  bridges  have  been  replaced  by 
heavier  structures,  one  plate  girder  has  been  replaced  by  I  beams, 
one  I  beam  span  has  been  replaced  by  a  plate  girder,  one  lattice 
truss  has  been  replaced  by  a  reinforced  concrete  arch,  five  lattice 
trusses  have  been  replaced  by  plate  girders,  one  lattice  truss  has 
been  replaced  by  I  beams  and  one  stone  arch  has  been  replaced 
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by  a  reinforced  concrete  arch.  Two  stone  arches  have  been 
abandoned  on  account  of  a  change  in  location.  Two  stone  arches 
have  been  widened  for  a  third  track,  twelve  plate  girder  spans 
have  been  strengthened,  and  extensive  repairs  have  been  made  on 
the  piers  of  the  Connecticut  River  bridge  at  Springfield. 

On  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  six  plate  girder  bridges 
have  been  replaced  by  heavier  structures,  of  the  same  general 
type;  six  new  plate  girders  have  been  built  in  connection  with  the 
elimination  of  grade  crossings  at  Lynn;  two  plate  girders  and  one 
steel  viaduct  have  been  extensively  repaired;  one  iron  stringer  has 
been  replaced  by  a  plate  girder;  one  iron  stringer  has  been  re- 
placed by  a  wooden  stringer,  six  wooden  stringers  have  been 
replaced  by  plate  girders;  five  wooden  stringers,  seven  pile  bridges 
and  two  wooden  trusses  have  been  replaced  by  similar  structures; 
one  riveted  truss  has  been  replaced  by  a  plate  girder;  and  two 
wooden  trestles  have  been  replaced  by  concrete  culverts.  All  of 
the  bridges  on  the  Central  Massachusetts  branch  between  Boston 
and  Bondsville  have  been  strengthened  to  make  them  of  sufficient 
capacity  to  carry  the  heaviest  passenger  equipment  now  in  use  on 
the  Boston  and  Maine  system,  and  the  usual  minor  running  re- 
pairs, which  it  does  not  seem  necessary  to  enumerate,  have  been 
made. 

On  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  one 
plate  girder  bridge  has  been  replaced  by  a  longer  structure;  six 
plate  girders  have  been  replaced  by  similar  structures;  seventeen 
pile  bridges  have  been  rebuilt  or  extensively  repaired;  and  two 
plate  girders  have  been  strengthened.  One  new  pile  bridge  has 
been  built. 

In  connection  with  the  grade  crossing  elimination  at  Clinton 
one  new  reinforced  concrete  arch  and  three  new  plate  girder 
bridges  have  been  constructed.  The  usual  running  repairs  have 
been  made  to  numerous  other  bridges. 

Between  January  1,  1914,  and  June  30,  1914,  a  total  of  929 
bridges  carrying  steam  railroad  tracks  have  been  inspected  and 
repairs  have  been  recommended  on  33  of  them.  In  all  cases 
where  repairs  have  been  recommended  the  work  is  either  com- 
pleted or  under  way. 

The  load  capacity  of  all  bridges  on  the  Central  Massachusetts 
branch  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  and  of  numerous  other 
steam  railroad  bridges  has  been  computed.  Twenty-six  special 
reports  on  bridges  of  all  kinds,  both  steam  and  electric,  have  been 
made. 
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Street  Railway  Bridges. 
During  the  six  months  from  January  1,  1914,  to  July  1,  1914, 
sixty-eight  highway  bridges  carrying  street  railway  tracks,  and 
thirty-three  bridges  used  solely  by  electric  railways  have  been  in- 
spected. In  addition  numerous  plans  for  rebuilding  or  strength- 
ening bridges  have  been  received  and  approved  with  or  without 
suggested  modifications.  The  strength  of  numerous  existing 
bridges  has  been  computed  and  special  reports  made  in  cases  in 
which  it  seemed  necessary.  There  are  in  the  commonwealth 
1,023  bridges  of  all  kinds  over  which  trolley  cars  are  operated,  of 
which  312  are  used  exclusively  by  the  street  railways. 

Railroad  and  Railway  Signals. 
This  department  was  installed  January  1,  1914.  The  work 
thus  far  has  been  devoted  to  the  inspection  of  signals  in  use, 
the  examination  of  plans  for  signals  and  interlocking  plants  to 
be  installed,  and  collecting  data  for  a  tabulated  report,  which 
follows:  — 

These  data  are  of  date  June  30,  1914. 

Tables  1  to  5,  inclusive,  refer  to  steam  railroads;  tables  6  and 
7  refer  to  electric  railways. 

Table  1  gives  aggregate  length  of  steam  railroad  lines  on  which 
the  block  system  is  in  use. 

Tables  2  and  3  give  the  kinds  of  automatic  signals  in  use. 

Tables  4  and  5  describe  the  interlocking  plants  in  use. 

Table  6  gives  aggregate  length  of  street  railway  lines  on  which 
the  block  system  is  in  use. 

Table  7  gives  the  kinds  of  signals  in  use. 
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TELEPHONES  AND  TELEGRAPHS. 


Telephone  and  Telegraph  Department. 

On  January  20,  1914,  a  department  known  as  the  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  department  was  established,  under  the  author- 
ity of  the  Commission,  to  have  charge  of  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  telephone  and  telegraph  rates  and  service.  William  H. 
O'Brien,  of  Boston,  was  appointed  chief  of  the  department, 
and  an  inspection  force  was  established  by  the  appointment  on 
May  15,  1914,  of  James  M.  Cushing,  of  Brighton,  as  telephone 
inspector,  and  on  August  1,  1914,  of  John  J.  Donovan,  of 
Boston,  as  telegraph  inspector. 

The  duties  of  the  Chief  of  the  department  are  to  supervise 
the  work  of  the  department;  to  handle  all  complaints;  to  study 
the  evidence  produced  at  hearings;  to  bring  to  the  attention 
of  the  Commission  all  matters  which  cannot  be  adjusted 
through  the  department;  to  arrange  conferences  at  the  depart- 
ment with  the  officials  of  the  telephone  and  telegraph  compa- 
nies; to  make  suggestions  for  changes  in  commercial  routines 
and  operating  practices  when  deemed  necessary  to  improve 
conditions  and  service;  to  keep  in  touch  with  legislative 
matters  affecting  telephone  and  telegraph  companies;  to  appear 
before  trade  and  commercial  bodies  that  he  may  outline  the 
work  of  the  state  in  supervising  these  companies;  and  to  keep 
informed  in  regard  to  similar  work  of  other  state  commissions. 

The  duties  of  inspectors  are  to  visit  telephone  and  telegraph 
offices  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  operating  methods  and 
testing  service;  to  investigate  and  adjust  specific  complaints; 
to  make  detailed  reports  of  offices  visited,  with  recommenda- 
tions for  improvements;  to  gather  field  data  for  the  use  of  the 
Commission;  to  interview  subscribers  and  officials  of  local 
trade  organizations;  and  to  attend  municipal  or  other  public 
hearings  upon  telephone  and  telegraph  matters. 
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In  the  handling  of  various  complaints  in  regard  to  details  of 
service,  the  department  has  endeavored  to  avoid  red-tape" 
methods  and  to  secure  for  the  complaining  subscriber  the 
quickest  possible  solution  of  the  problem  presented.  By  deal- 
ing promptly  with  all  complaints  submitted,  the  department 
has  been  able  in  a  large  number  of  cases  to  secure  an  immedi- 
ate betterment  in  the  service.  This  result  has  been  due  in 
large  measure  to  the  co-operation  of  the  officials  of  the  New 
England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  in  placing  all 
information  in  relation  to  any  specific  complaint  at  the  imme- 
diate disposal  of  the  department,  and  in  adjusting  such  com- 
plaints in  compliance  with  the  department's  recommendations. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  department,  it  has  secured  by 
agreement  with  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company,  changes  in  operating  practices  and  commercial  rou- 
tines which  it  is  felt  have  materially  added  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
service  and  reduced  the  cost  to  the  subscriber.  The  following 
may  be  cited  as  showing  some  of  the  changes  brought  about: 

Abolition  of  "reduced  rate",  a  certain  charge  made  on 
failure  to  get  party  called  for  on  toll  call. 

Notice  to  subscribers  in  the  matter  of  overtime  charges  on 
toll  calls. 

Installation  of  cords  upon  telephones  not  to  exceed  twenty- 
five  (25)  feet. 

Requiring  the  operator  to  report  "no  charge"  upon  uncom- 
pleted calls  from  measured  service  stations. 

Providing  for  temporary  transfer  of  service  when  subscriber's 
telephone  is  out  of  order. 

Establishing  rules  and  regulations  governing  collections  from 
coin  boxes  and  pay  stations. 

Regarding  advance  payments  on  new  contracts. 

More  prompt  installation  of  new  telephones. 

Reduction  from  ten  to  five  cents  in  rate  within  the  five  to 
eight-mile  zone  on  six-party  service. 

Providing  that  the  applicant  for  new  service  shall  neither  be 
required  nor  permitted  to  pay  unpaid  bills  of  previous  tenant- 
subscriber,  in  order  to  secure  immediate  service. 

Reduction  from  ten  to  five  cents  in  toll  rate  between  Lynn 
and  Marblehead. 
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Refunding  of  one-half  of  rental  during  life  of  Telephone 
Directory  involved  when  subscriber's  name  is  omitted  from 
directory. 

Advance  notice  to  subscribers  of  intended  change  of  number. 

Providing  for  notification  to  offending  subscribers  on  party 
lines  of  excessive  use  of  such  service  and  interference  with  the 
service  of  other  subscribers;  urging  the  necessity  of  a  five- 
minute  limit  when  others  wish  to  use  the  line,  and  to  give 
immediate  right  of  way  in  emergency  calls. 

Routine  provision  for  a  temporary  service,  when  installation 
of  the  class  of  service  contracted  for  is  to  be  delayed  owing  to 
lack  of  facilities. 

In  addition,  there  were  settled,  through  the  efforts  of  the. 
department,  a  variety  of  complaints  involving  plant,  traffic  and 
commercial  problems. 

As  a  result  of  petition  by  the  United  Improvement  Associa- 
tion the  four-party  full  suburban  service  which  had  been 
abolished  in  1910,  was  ordered  restored  to  the  schedule  on 
February  28,  1914. 

Telegraph  Service. 

In  the  matter  of  telegraph  service,  it  became  apparent  early 
in  the  year  that  the  release  of  control  of  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Company  by  the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  would  bring  many  changes  in  the  matter  of  offices, 
hours,  traffic  methods  and  deliveries,  particularly  in  the 
many  cities  and  towns  where  the  telegraph  service  has  been 
conducted  for  several  years  under  a  traffic  agreement  between 
the  Western  Union  and  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company,  and  in  order  to  determine  just  what  standard 
of  service  the  public  might  expect  as  a  result  of  such  changes, 
the  officials  of  both  companies  were  requested  to  appear  before 
the  Commission,  as  a  result  of  which  the  following  memoran- 
dum was  issued  by  the  Commission  under  date  of  June  19, 
1914: 

For  several  years  past  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  has 
been  operating  many  of  its  stations  in  Massachusetts  in  the  offices  of  the 
New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  which  resulted  in  a 
great  improvement  in  telegraph  service,  with  greater  opportunity  for 
the  smaller  communities.     Recently  the  Western  Union  Company  in- 
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augurated  a  change  of  policy  which  the  Public  Service  Commission  felt 
might  tend  to  reduce  the  efficiency  of  the  service  and  increase  the  rates. 
Under  date  of  May  28,  the  Commission  requested  the  Western  Union  and 
the  New  England  Company  not  to  make  any  further  changes  until  such 
time  as  the  Commission  could  ascertain  the  result  of  such  changes. 

On  Thursday  a  conference  between  the  Commission  and  the  interested 
parties  was  held,  at  which  every  phase  of  the  so-called  joint  operations 
was  discussed,  and  the  Commission  received  the  assurance  of  the  Western 
Union  Telegraph  Company  that  no  changes  would  be  made  which  would 
in  any  way  impair  the  existing  service  or  facilities  to  the  public,  or  any 
increase  in  existing  rates  for  any  service  now  furnished  the  public  under 
any  traffic  or  operating  agreement  with  the  New  England  Telephone 
Company.  With  this  assurance  the  Commission  withdrew  its  objection 
to  the  proposed  changes. 

The  telegraph  inspector  is  making  frequent  inspections  in 
order  that  the  Commission  may  be  assured  that  the  standard 
of  service  indicated  in  the  above  memorandum  is  maintained. 
While  the  present  service  appears  to  be  susceptible  of  improve- 
ment, it  is  felt  that  the  company  should  be  allowed  a  reason- 
able time  to  adjust  itself  to  the  new  conditions. 

As  telephone  and  telegraph  companies  have  been  brought 
within  the  field  of  public  service  regulation  within  a  compara- 
tively recent  period  in  this  and  other  states,  much  of  the 
work  of  the  telephone  and  telegraph  department  is  necessarily 
of  a  pioneer  character.  The  results  thus  far  obtained  seem, 
however,  to  justify  the  belief  that  the  department  is  proceed- 
ing along  the  right  lines,  and  that  it  is  capable,  in  the  natural 
course  of  development,  of  performing  a  highly  useful  public 
service. 
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GENEEAL  DISCUSSION. 


Chapter  108  of  the  resolves  of  the  general  court  for  the 
year  1913  provided  for  an  investigation  and  report  by  the 
board  of  railroad  commissioners  and  the  Boston  transit  com- 
missioners sitting  jointly,  relative  to  the  street  railway  service 
furnished  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  and  the 
Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company,  in  the  metropolitan  dis- 
trict. This  investigation  was  made  the  subject  of  a  special 
report,  transmitted  to  the  general  court  on  March  18,  1914, 
and  printed  as  Senate  Document  No.  448.  The  appendices  to 
this  report  were  later  printed  as  Senate  Document  No.  474, 
and  both  the  report  and  the  appendices  appear  in  the  appen- 
dix to  this  report. 

Chapter  149  of  the  resolves  of  the  general  court  for  the  year 
1914  provides  for  an  investigation  by  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission of  the  subject  of  street  railway  and  railroad  service 
within  the  Metropolitan  district,  including  the  subject  matter 
contained  in  the  joint  report  of  the  Public  Service  Commission 
and  Boston  Transit  Commission  referred  to  above,  together 
with  the  subject  matter  contained  in  the  several  bills  and  other 
papers  and  information  presented  to  the  committee  on  metro- 
politan affairs  and  street  railways  sitting  jointly,  at  the  hear- 
ings upon  said  report,  with  instructions  that  the  commission 
make  a  complete  investigation  and  study  of  the  transportation 
needs,  present  and  future,  of  Boston  and  other  cities  and 
towns  served  by  corporations  having  a  terminus  within  the 
metropolitan  district,  in  connection  with  the  information,  data 
and  suggestions  obtained  at  public  hearings  or  otherwise,  with 
particular  reference  to  all  problems  relating  to  capitalization, 
revenue,  revision  of  fares  and  depreciation  of  properties,  the 
consolidation  of  companies  and  the  advisability  of  electrifica- 
tion of  any  part  of  the  railroads  of  any  corporations  operating 
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within  said  metropolitan  district.  This  investigation  will  be 
made  the  subject  of  a  special  report  to  be  submitted  to  the 
general  court. 

Chapter  158  of  the  resolves  of  the  general  court  for  the  year 
1914  provides  for  an  investigation  and  report  by  the  Public 
Service  Commission  on  the  relations  of  railroad  companies  to 
the  statute  laws  of  this  commonwealth  and  of  other  states,  and 
any  inconsistent  or  conflicting  requirements  to  which  such  cor- 
porations may  thereby  be  subject,  —  including  any  conflicting 
or  inconsistent  requirements  affecting  the  right  of  such  corpo- 
rations to  issue  and  reissue,  from  time  to  time,  securities,  or 
otherwise,  to  meet  or  refund  their  financial  obligations,  —  and 
what  changes,  if  any,  should,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commission, 
be  made  in  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  and  what  changes, 
if  any,  such  corporations  should  seek  to  obtain  in  the  laws  of 
any  of  such  states.  This  investigation  will  be  made  the  sub- 
ject of  a  special  report  to  be  submitted  to  the  general  court. 

Chapter  102  of  the  resolves  of  the  general  court  for  the  year 
1914  authorizes  and  directs  the  Public  Service  Commission  to 
file  a  report  with  the  next  general  court  stating  the  amount 
which  has  been  invested  in  street  and  elevated  railway  lines 
situated  within  the  commonwealth,  so  far  as  such  amount  is 
within  the  knowledge  of  the  Commission,  and  also  give  an 
estimate  of  the  cost  to  the  commonwealth  of  acquiring  all  such 
lines  by  eminent  domain  or  otherwise,  and  also  stating  whether, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  any  part  of  such  cost  could 
properly  be  assessed  upon  real  estate  to  be  benefited  by  such 
acquisition.  The  provisions  of  the  resolve  will  be  made  the 
subject  of  a  special  report  to  be  submitted  to  the  general 
court. 

Chapter  136  of  the  resolves  of  the  general  court  for  the  year 
1914  provides  for  certain  investigations  and  a  report  by  a 
commission  consisting  of  the  Attorney-General,  the  Board  of 
Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commissioners  and  the  Public  Service 
Commission,  relating  to  the  feasibility  and  desirability  in  the 
public  interest,  of  placing  the  business  of  supplying  ice  under 
state  supervision  and  control;  also  the  expediency,  in  the  public 
interest,  of  permitting  electric  light  and  gas  companies  to 
engage  in  the  business  of  manufacturing  and  selling  ice.     This 
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investigation  will  be  made  the  subject  of  a  special  report  to  be 
submitted  to  the  general  court. 

Chapter  93  of  the  resolves  of  the  general  court  for  the  year 
1914  provides  for  the  establishment  of  a  commission,  of  which 
the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  is  a  member, 
to  report  to  the  general  court  upon  the  taxation  of  signs  and 
other  devices  used  for  commercial  advertising.  The  provisions 
of  this  resolve  will  be  made  the  subject  of  a  special  report  to 
be  submitted  to  the  general  court. 

During  the  past  year  as  the  result  of  proceedings  initiated  by 
the  Federal  Department  of  Justice,  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
state  authorities,  an  agreed  decree  was  entered  on  October  17, 
1914,  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  Southern 
District  of  New  York,  providing  for  the  separation  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  from  the  Boston  and 
Maine  railroad  and  various  trolley  and  steamship  properties 
which  have  formed  a  part  of  the  New  Haven  system.  A  copy 
of  this  decree  will  be  appended  to  this  report. 

By  this  action  the  recommendations  of  the  Commission  in  its 
last  annual  report  have  been  made  effective  and  the  whole 
scheme  for  the  monopoly  of  the  transportation  facilities  of  New 
England,  in  defiance  of  public  policy  and  of  public  morals,  has 
come  to  an  inglorious  end. 

The  burdens  of  past  mismanagement  rest  heavily  upon  those 
who  are  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  bringing  about  a  re- 
habilitation of  these  splendid  railroad  properties.  We  believe 
that  the  present  management  is  entitled  to  receive  and  will 
receive  the  support  of  the  public  in  every  reasonable  and  proper 
effort  to  place  the  companies  upon  a  sound  financial  basis  and 
thus  to  enable  them  to  render  more  efficient  service  to  the 
public.  To  that  end  additional  legislation  may  be  necessary, 
but  that  matter  need  not  be  discussed  at  this  time  as  it  will  be 
dealt  with  in  the  special  report  to  be  filed  by  the  Commission 
in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  158  of  the  Re- 
solves of  1914. 

We  desire  to  renew  the  recommendation  in  our  last  annual  re- 
port in  regard  to  a  reorganization  of  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Railroad.  The  financial  showing  of  the  company  during  the 
past  financial  year  gives  this  recommendation  an  added  urgency 
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at  the  present  time.  This  problem  is  receiving  the  earnest 
attention  of  the  directors  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad 
and  as  soon  as  a  definite  plan  of  reorganization  has  been 
evolved  a  request  will  be  made  to  the  Legislature  for  the 
necessary  enabling  legislation.  We  believe  that  this  is  a  matter 
upon  which  public  opinion  should  make  itself  strongly  felt  so 
that  there  may  be  no  delusion  in  any  quarter  that  the  public 
will  permit  the  perpetuation  of  the  present  unsound  organic 
structure  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  system  by  con- 
tributing sufficient  revenue  for  the  payment  of  unearned  rentals 
upon  the  leased  lines  of  that  system. 

The  problem  of  railroad  rates,  which  is  one  of  great  public 
concern  at  the  present  time,  cannot  properly  be  discussed  in 
this  report  in  view  of  the  pendency  of  cases  now  before  the 
Commission.  Certain  principles  in  regard  to  the  rates  of  public 
service  corporations  have,  however,  been  carefully  considered 
and  defined  in  the  recent  decision  of  the  Commission  in  the 
Middlesex  and  Boston  rate  case. 

In  that  case,  also,  a  suggestion  was  made  that  a  more  definite 
statement  of  public  policy  is  desirable  in  regard  to  the  relations 
between  street  railway  companies  and  park  or  recreation 
properties  owned  or  maintained  in  whole  or  in  part  by  such 
companies.  ^We  renew  that  suggestion  at  this  time  with  a  view 
to  the  enactment  of  appropriate  legislation. 

Since  the  enactment  of  chapter  725  of  the  Acts  of  1912,  it  is 
not  clear  in  certain  cases  brought  under  the  provisions  of  section 
78,  Part  II  of  the  general  railroad  law  whether  jurisdiction  rests 
with  the  County  Commissioners  or  with  the  Public  Service 
Commission  to  prescribe  the  limits  within  which  land  may  be 
taken  for  railroad  purposes.  We  believe  that  legislation  is 
desirable  in  order  that  this  doubt  may  be  resolved. 

The  provisions  of  the  public  service  law  [Acts  of  1913,  chapter 
784],  designed  to  prevent  rebates  and  discriminations  between 
shippers,  are  so  rigidly  drawn  as  to  make  it  impossible  for  the 
Commission  either  to  order  or  to  permit  carriers  to  make 
reparation  to  shippers  even  where  the  equities  of  the  case  call 
for  such  action.  It  has  been  found  extremely  difficult  to  draft 
a  law  allowing  refunds  in  proper  cases  without  opening  the 
door  for  rebating.     If  the  Legislature  should  deem  it  proper  to 
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enlarge  the  authority  of  the  Commission  in  this  respect  the 
necessary  legislation  might  be  modeled  upon  the  New  Hamp- 
shire law  [N.  H.  Public  Statutes  of  1913,  chapter  145,  section  12 
(e)],  which  reads  as  follows:  — 

Whenever  complaint  has  been  made  to  the  Commission  covering  any 
rate,  fare,  charge  or  price  demanded  and  collected  by  any  railroad  cor- 
poration, and  the  commission  has  found  after  hearing  and  investigation 
that  an  unjustly  discriminatory  rate,  fare,  charge  or  price  has  been  col- 
lected for  any  service,  the  commission  may  order  the  railroad  corporation 
which  has  collected  the  same  to  make  due  reparation  to  the  person  who 
has  paid  the  same,  with  interest  from  the  date  of  the  payment  of  such 
unjustly  discriminatory  amount,  provided,  however,  that  such  order  of 
reparation  shall  cover  only  payments  made  within  two  years  before  the 
date  of  filing  the  petition  asking  to  have  reparation  ordered.  Such  order 
may  be  made  without  formal  hearing  whenever  the  railroad  corporation 
affected  shall  assent  in  writing  thereto,  or  file  or  join  in  a  petition  there- 
for, but  in  no  case  shall  any  such  order  be  made  until  the  commission  shall 
be  satisfied  by  such  investigation  as  may  be  necessary  that  the  rate, 
fare,  charge  or  price  collected  was  in  fact  unjustly  discriminatory. 

In  conclusion  it  may  be  pointed  out  that  the  difficulties  in 
reaching  a  satisfactory  solution  of  the  transportation  problem 
in  this  commonwealth,  due  to  inherent  causes  already  referred  to, 
have  been  increased  by  the  abnormal  business  conditions  grow- 
ing out  of  the  European  war  which  have  compelled  the  Govern- 
ment itself  to  resort  to  extraordinary  measures  of  taxation  in 
order  to  provide  adequate  revenues  for  the  conduct  of  the 
public  business.  At  a  time  like  the  present  it  would  seem  to 
be  the  duty  of  the  public  and  those  representing  them  in  official 
capacities  who  have  any  present  responsibility  in  the  control  of 
transportation  conditions  to  exercise  patience  and  forbearance 
in  order  to  avert  the  possibility  of  further  impairment  of  trans- 
portation facilities  and  serious  damage  to  the  business  interests 
of  the  commonwealth.

Decree. 

This  cause  came  on  to  be  heard  at  this  term  and  was  argued 
by  counsel;  and  thereupon  upon  consideration  the  Court  doth 
find  that  the  defendants  The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  (hereinafter  called  the  New  Haven  Company), 
The  New  England  Navigation  Company  (hereinafter  called  the 
Navigation  Company),  the  Boston  Railroad  Holding  Company 
(hereinafter  called  the  Holding  Company),  and  the  Providence  & 
Danielson  Railway  Company,  are  parties  to  combinations  in 
restraint  of  trade  and  commerce  among  the  several  states  and 
with  foreign  nations  and  have  attempted  to  monopolize  and  now 
are  monopolizing  a  part  of  such  trade  and  commerce,  consisting 
of  transportation  by  railroad,  trolley  lines  and  steamboat  lines 
within  New  England,  contrary  to  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  2, 
1890;  and  thereupon,  the  defendants  above  named  consenting 
thereto,  as  more  fully  appears  by  their  written  consent  on  file 
herein  dated  the  17th  day  of  October,  1914,  it  is  further  ordered, 
adjudged  and  decreed: 

First.  —  The  New  Haven  Company  shall  forthwith  assign  and 
transfer  to  Marcus  P.  Knowlton  of  Springfield,  Henry  B.  Day  of 
Newton,  James  L.  Doherty  of  Springfield,  Charles  P.  Hall  of 
Newton,  all  in  Massachusetts,  and  Frank  P.  Carpenter  of  Man- 
chester in  New  Hampshire,  as  trustees,  31,065  shares  of  the 
common  stock  and  244,939  shares  of  the  preferred  stock  (being  all 
of  the  common  and  all  but  approximately  28,000  shares  of  the 
preferred  stock)  of  the  Holding  Company,  the  latter  being  the 
holder  of  6,543  shares  of  the  preferred  and  219,189  shares  of  the 
common  stock  (being  a  majority  of  all  the  shares)  of  the  Boston 
&  Maine  Railroad  (hereinafter  called  the  Maine  Company). 
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The  trustees  shall  have  the  following  powers  and  duties : 

A.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  decree  and  until  its 
purposes  have  been  fully  carried  out,  they  shall  hold  the  said 
shares  and  exercise  all  the  powers  which  owners  of  shares  of  the 
Holding  Company  are  entitled  to  exercise,  except  the  right  to  sell 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  them.  In  electing  directors  of  the  Hold- 
ing Company,  they  shall  act  with  a  view  to  securing  for  the 
Maine  Company  a  management  solely  in  its  own  interest  as 
distinguished  from  that  of  the  New  Haven  Company,  with  due 
regard  for  the  public  interest  and  with  substantial  representation 
to  minority  stockholders  of  the  Maine  Company. 

B.  As  early  as  may  be  the  trustees  shall  make  proper  arrange- 
ments to  protect  the  rights  of  preferred  stockholders  of  the  Hold- 
ing Company,  after  which,  but  not  until  further  order  of  the 
Court,  they  shall  exercise  their  powers  so  that  there  shall  be  a 
sale  or  sales,  together  or  in  parcels,  by  public  auction  or  private 
contract,  of  all  the  shares  of  the  Maine  Company  owned  by  the 
Holding  Company,  free  from  the  statutory  lien  of  the  preferred 
shares  of  the  Holding  Company  hereby  directed  to  be  transferred; 
and  also  a  sale  or  sales  of  any  other  property  owned  by  the 
Holding  Company,  whenever  in  their  judgment  that  can  be  done 
to  the  best  advantage. 

No  order  directing  the  sale  of  such  shares  of  the  Maine  Com- 
pany or  any  portion  of  them  or  fixing  the  terms  or  conditions 
thereof  shall  be  made  by  the  Court  until  after  July  1,  1915, 
unless  the  New  Haven  Company  shall  in  writing  consent  thereto. 
If  no  such  order  has  been  made  before  July  1,  1915,  the  Court  on 
application  of  any  party  and  after  a  hearing  at  which  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  shall  be  invited  to  appear,  shall 
direct  the  sale  and  fix  the  terms  and  conditions  thereof. 

C.  The  trustees  shall  use  their  best  efforts  to  complete  the 
sale  of  the  shares  of  the  Maine  Company  before  January  1,  1917, 
and  shall  cause  any  of  the  shares  remaining  undisposed  of  sixty 
days  before  that  date,  or  such  other  final  date  of  sale  as  the  court 
may  fix  pursuant  to  Section  Ninth  hereof,  to  be  sold  at  public 
auction  within  such  sixty  days,  and  if  the  lien  of  the  preferred 
shares  of  the  Holding  Company  on  the  shares  of  the  Maine 
Company  has  not  been  released  before  the  final  date  of  sale  the 
trustees  shall  release  the  lien  in  respect  of  the  244,939  shares  of 
preferred  stock  of  the  Holding  Company  held  by  them  (substitute 
ing  therefor  a  lien  upon  the  proceeds),  and  shall  then  cause  the 
said  shares  of  the  Maine  Company  to  be  sold  as  above  provided, 
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subject  only  to  the  lien  of  the  28,000  shares  of  preferred  stock  of 
the  Holding  Company  held  by  other  persons. 

Whenever  in  their  judgment  it  shall  be  necessary,  the  trustees 
may  take  proper  steps  to  subordinate  the  statutory  lien  enjoyed 
by  the  preferred  shares  of  the  Holding  Company  held  by  them 
to  the  lien  of  the  28,000  preferred  shares  of  the  Holding  Company 
held  by  others;  but  the  lien  of  the  preferred  shares  held  by  them 
shall  attach  to  any  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  shares  of  the 
Maine  Company  remaining  after  satisfying  the  claims  of  the 
persons  holding  the  said  28,000  preferred  shares. 

In  the  discretion  of  the  trustees  options  of  reasonable  duration 
for  the  purchase  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  said  shares  of  the 
Maine  Company  may  be  given  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts or  to  any  person  or  persons  whom  the  trustees  believe 
to  be  endeavoring  in  good  faith  to  effect  a  sound  and  efficient 
reorganization  of  the  Maine  Company,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the 
trustees  the  granting  of  such  options  would  facilitate  such  a  re- 
organization and  be  otherwise  consistent  with  the  public  interest. 

As  soon  as  practicable  the  trustees  shall  cause  the  dissolution 
and  winding  up  of  the  Holding  Company. 

D.  Out  of  the  proceeds  from  the  sales  of  the  property  of  the 
Holding  Company  the  trustees  shall  pay: 

(a)  All  debts  of  the  Holding  Company  and  all  reasonable  ex- 
penses incurred  in  the  management  and  winding  up  thereof  and 
in  the  sale  of  said  shares  including  reasonable  compensation  for 
their  own  services,  to  be  determined  in  case  of  disagreement  by 
the  court. 

(6)  All  sums  which  shall  be  due  to  the  holders  of  the  said 
28,000  shares  of  the  preferred  stock  of  the  Holding  Company 
upon  the  winding  up  of  its  affairs. 

(c)  The  balance  of  the  proceeds  to  the  New  Haven  Company 
or  its  legal  representatives  or  assigns,  when  and  as  realized. 

E.  Until  such  liquidation  and  winding  up  are  completed  the 
trustees  shall  exercise  the  powers  herein  given  so  that  the  income 
of  the  Holding  Company  shall  be  applied  as  received  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debts  and  expenses  of  the  Holding  Company  and  the 
payment  of  the  dividends  which  from  time  to  time  may  become 
due  on  its  stock. 

F.  If  before  such  sale  of  the  said  shares  has  been  completed 
a  reorganization  of  the  Maine  Company  with  or  without  its 
leased  lines,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  proposed,  and  under  the 
terms  of  such  reorganization  the  trustees  shall  deem  it  desirable 
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to  exchange  the  shares  of  the  Maine  Company,  or  such  as  shall 
remain  unsold,  for  shares  or  other  securities  of  another  cor- 
poration, they  shall  have  the  right  to  make  such  exchange  on 
such  lawful  terms  and  conditions  as  they  shall  think  proper,  and 
the  shares  or  securities  so  received  in  exchange  shall  thereafter 
be  subject  to  the  provisions  hereof  in  place  of  the  shares  sur- 
rendered. 

G.  The  trustees  shall  hold  the  said  shares  subject  to  any  right 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  under  an  act  of  the 
legislature  passed  for  the  purpose  and  defining  the  procedure, 
with  or  without  previous  notice,  to  take  or  acquire  by  purchase 
or  otherwise  all  or  any  part  of  the  stock  of  the  Maine  Company 
or  of  the  Holding  Company  which  on  the  date  of  such  taking  or 
acquisition  shall  remain  subject  to  sale,  paying  therefor  such 
sum  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  with  the  Holding  Company  or  the 
trustees,  or  failing  such  agreement,  such  sum  as  shall  be  de- 
termined substantially  in  the  manner  provided  in  Section  7  of 
Part  II  of  Chapter  463  of  the  acts  of  Massachusetts  for  the  year 
1906. 

H.  It  appearing  that  the  Holding  Company  may  not  in  the 
immediate  future  have  any  net  income  or  other  funds  applicable 
to  the  expenses  and  compensation  of  the  trustees,  their  employees 
and  counsel,  the  New  Haven  Company  shall  advance  not  exceed- 
ing $15,000  per  year  for  the  payment  of  any  expenses  and  com- 
pensation of  the  trustees,  or  their  employees  and  counsel  which  in 
the  opinion  of  the  trustees  should  be  paid  at  once. 

Second.  —  The  New  Haven  Company  forthwith  shall  assign 
and  transfer  to  the  persons  named  in  the  preceding  section  hereof 
as  trustees,  the  following  shares  of  corporations  the  railroad  lines 
of  which  are  leased  to  the  Maine  Company,  viz. : 

922  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the  Northern  Railroad  (of  New  Hamp- 
shire) , 
1,015  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the  Connecticut  River  Railroad  Company, 
63  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the  Manchester  &  Lawrence  Railroad, 
246  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the  Hereford  Railway  Company, 
2,469  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the  Concord  &  Montreal  Railroad, 
184  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the  Vermont  &  Massachusetts  Railroad 

Company, 
193  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the  Lowell  &  Andover  Railroad  Company, 
412  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corpora- 
tion, 
710  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the  Pemigcwassett  Valley  Railroad, 
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1,464  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the  Connecticut  &  Passumpsic  Rivers 
Railroad  Company, 
73  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the  Upper  Coos  Railroad, 
'  18  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the  Concord  &  Portsmouth  Railroad, 
98  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the  Wilton  Railroad  Company, 
86  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the  Peterborough  Railroad, 
84  shares  of  capital  stock  of  The  Nashua  &  Lowell  Railroad  Cor- 
poration, and 
354  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the  Massawippi  Valley  Railway  Company. 

The  trustees  shall  have  the  following  powers  and  duties: 

A.  Until  sold  as  hereinafter  provided,  they  shall  hold  said 
shares  and  exercise  all  the  powers  in  the  management  of  said 
corporations  which  the  owners  of  shares  therein  are  entitled  to 
exercise. 

B.  They  shall  sell  the  said  shares,  together  or  in  parcels,  by 
public  auction  or  private  contract,  whenever  in  their  judgment 
such  sale  or  sales  can  be  made  to  the  best  advantage,  or,  so  long 
as  they  remain  subject  to  sale,  whenever,  and  upon  such  terms 
as  the  New  Haven  Company  shall  request  in  a  writing  signed  by 
its  president  or  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  approved 
at  a  meeting  by  its  said  Board. 

C.  The  trustees  shall  exercise  their  best  efforts  to  complete 
the  sale  of  said  shares  before  January  1,  1917,  and  shall  cause 
any  of  said  shares  remaining  undisposed  of  sixty  (60)  days  before 
that  date,  or  such  other  final  date  of  sale  as  the  court  may  fix 
pursuant  to  Section  Ninth  hereof,  to  be  sold  at  public  auction 
within  such  sixty  (60)  days 

In  the  discretion  of  the  trustees,  options  for  the  purchase  of  all 
or  parts  of  the  said  shares  for  reasonable  times  may  be  given  to 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  to  any  person  or  persons 
who  in  the  judgment  of  the  trustees  are  endeavoring  in  good 
faith  to  effect  a  sound  and  efficient  reorganization  of  the  Maine 
Company,  if  such  options  will  in  the  judgment  of  the  trustees 
facilitate  such  reorganization  and  otherwise  be  consistent  with 
the  public  interest. 

D.  Out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sales  the  trustees  shall  pay: 
(a)  All  reasonable  expenses  incurred  in  the  sale  of  said  shares 

and  in  the  execution  of  their  powers  and  duties  hereunder,  in- 
cluding reasonable  compensation  for  their  own  services,  to  be 
determined  in  case  of  disagreement  by  the  Court. 

(6)  The  balance  of  the  proceeds  of  the  New  Haven  Company 
or  its  legal  representatives  or  assigns  when  and  as  realized. 
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E.  Any  dividends  which,  in  the  discretion  of  the  directors  of 
the  respective  companies  may  be  declared  and  paid  to  the 
trustees  with  respect  to  shares  herein  ordered  to  be  transferred 
or  with  respect  to  any  other  securities  received  in  place  thereof 
as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  paid  over  as  received  by  the 
trustees  to  the  New  Haven  Company  or  its  assigns. 

F.  If  before  such  sale  of  the  said  shares  has  been  completed 
a  reorganization  of  the  Maine  Company  with  or  without  its 
leased  lines,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  proposed  and  under  the 
terms  of  such  reorganization  it  shall  be  desirable  to  exchange  the 
shares,  hereby  transferred,  or  such  as  shall  remain  unsold  for 
shares  or  other  securities  of  another  corporation,  the  trustees 
shall  have  the  right  to  make  such  exchange  on  such  lawful  terms 
and  conditions  as  they  shall  think  proper,  and  the  shares  or 
securities  so  received  in  exchange  shall  thereafter  be  subject  to 
the  provisions  hereof  in  place  of  the  shares  surrendered. 

Third.  —  The  Navigation  Company  forthwith  shall  assign  and 
transfer  to  Walter  C.  Noyes  of  Old  Lyme,  Lyman  B.  Brainerd  of 
Hartford,  Charles  Cheney  of  South  Manchester,  George  E.  Hill 
of  Bridgeport  and  William  W.  Hyde  of  Hartford,  all  in  Con- 
necticut, as  trustees,  400,000  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Connecticut  Company,  a  corporation  of  Connecticut. 

The  trustees  shall  have  the  following  powers  and  duties: 

A.  They  shall  hold  the  said  shares  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
in  the  management  of  the  Connecticut  Company  which  the 
owners  of  the  shares  therein  are  entitled  to  exercise  until  the 
said  shares  shall  have  been  sold  as  hereinafter  provided. 

B.  They  shall  sell  the  said  shares  at  such  time  or  times,  to- 
gether or  in  parcels,  by  public  auction  or  private  contract,  when- 
ever the  New  Haven  Company  shall  so  request  or  consent,  for 
such  prices  and  upon  such  terms  in  all  respects  (except  as  pro- 
vided in  paragraph  C  of  this  section)  as  shall  be  named  by  the 
New  Haven  Company  in  a  writing  signed  by  its  president  or 
the  Chairman  of  its  Board  of  Directors  and  approved  at  a  meet- 
ing by  said  Board. 

C.  The  trustees  shall  exercise  their  best  efforts  to  complete 
the  sale  of  the  said  shares  before  July  1,  1919,  and  shall  cause 
any  of  said  shares  remaining  undisposed  of  sixty  (60)  days  before 
that  date  or  such  other  final  date  of  sale  as  the  Court  may  fix 
pursuant  to  Section  Ninth  hereof,  to  be  sold  at  public  auction 
within  such  sixty  (60)  days  without  regard  to  the  provisions  in 
paragraph  B  of  this  section  for  consent  or  approval  by  the  New 
Haven  Company. 
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D.  Out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sales  the  trustees  shall  pay: 

(a)  All  reasonable  expenses  incurred  in  the  execution  of  their 
powers  and  duties  hereunder  and  in  the  sale  of  the  said  shares, 
including  reasonable  compensation  for  their  own  services,  to  be 
determined  in  case  of  disagreement  by  the  Court. 

(b)  The  balance  of  the  proceeds  to  the  Navigation  Company 
or  its  legal  representatives  or  assigns,  when  and  as  realized. 

E.  If  before  such  sale  of  the  said  shares  has  been  completed 
a  reorganization  of  the  Connecticut  Company  shall  be  proposed, 
and  under  the  terms  of  such  reorganization  it  shall  be  desirable 
to  exchange  the  shares  in  the  Connecticut  Company,  or  such  as 
shall  remain  unsold,  for  shares  or  other  securities  in  another 
corporation,  the  trustees  shall  have  the  right  to  make  such 
exchange  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they  shall  think 
proper,  and  the  shares  or  securities  so  received  in  exchange  shall 
thereafter  be  subject  to  the  provisions  hereof  in  place  of  the 
shares  surrendered. 

F.  Any  dividends  which,  in  the  discretion  of  the  directors  of 
the  Connecticut  Company  may  be  declared  and  paid  to  the 
trustees  with  respect  to  said  shares  and  any  dividends  or  interest 
received  by  the  trustees  with  respect  to  any  other  securities  re- 
ceived as  hereinbefore  provided  in  place  of  the  said  shares,  shall 
be  paid  over  as  received  by  the  trustees  to  the  Navigation  Com- 
pany or  its  legal  representatives  or  assigns. 

G.  After  the  said  shares  of  the  Connecticut  Company  shall 
have  been  transferred  to  the  trustees,  the  Navigation  Company 
shall  cause  the  Housatonic  Power  Company  to  make  an  agree- 
ment with  the  Connecticut  Company  which  shall  be  satisfactory 
to  the  said  trustees,  and  which  shall  provide  for  supplying  the 
Connecticut  Company  with  the  necessary  power  to  operate  its 
lines  to  the  extent  of  the  Housatonic  Power  Company's  capacity 
for  a  period  of  twenty  years  upon  reasonable  terms  and  in  case 
the  defendants  and  trustees  cannot  agree  upon  such  terms  the 
same  shall  be  fixed  by  order  of  this  court. 

H.  It  appearing  that  the  trustees  may  not  in  the  immediate 
future  have  any  net  income,  or  other  funds,  applicable  to  the 
expenses  and  compensation  of  themselves,  their  employees  and 
counsel,  the  New  Haven  Company  shall  advance  from  time  to 
time  such  sums  for  the  payment  of  such  expenses  and  com- 
pensation as  the  trustees  shall  request,  or  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
court  in  case  there  is  any  disagreement  between  the  trustees  and 
the  New  Haven  Company. 

Fourth.  —  The   New   Haven    Company   forthwith   shall    assign 
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and  transfer  to  Rathbone  Gardner,  John  O.  Ames,  John  P. 
Farnsworth,  Theodore  Francis  Green  and  Charles  C.  Mumford, 
all  of  Providence  in  Rhode  Island,  as  trustees,  96,855  shares  in 
the  capital  stock  of  the  Rhode  Island  Company,  a  corporation 
of  Rhode  Island,  and  the  Navigation  Company  forthwith  shall 
assign  and  transfer  to  the  said  trustees  9,132  shares  in  the  capital 
stock  of  the  Providence  &  Danielson  Railway  Company,  a  cor- 
poration of  Rhode  Island,  bonds  of  the  said  company  to  the  par 
value  of  $600,000,  7,000  shares  in  the  capital  stock  of  the  Sea 
View  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  of  Rhode  Island,  and 
bonds  of  said  company  to  the  par  value  of  $600,000  (said  cor- 
porations being  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Trolley  Companies). 
The  trustees  shall  have  the  following  powers  and  duties: 

A.  They  shall  hold  said  shares  and  bonds  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  in  the  management  of  the  Trolley  Companies  which  the 
owners  of  shares  therein  are  entitled  to  exercise  until  the  said 
shares  and  bonds  shall  have  been  sold  as  hereinafter  provided. 

B.  They  shall  sell  the  said  shares  and  bonds  at  such  time  or 
times,  together  or  in  parcels,  by  public  auction  or  private  con- 
tract, whenever  the  New  Haven  Company  shall  so  request  or 
consent  for  such  prices  and  upon  such  terms  in  all  respects  (ex- 
cept as  provided  in  paragraph  C  of  this  section)  as  shall  be 
named  by  the  New  Haven  Company  in  a  writing  signed  by  its 
president  or  the  Chairman  of  its  Board  of  Directors  and  approved 
at  a  meeting  by  said  Board. 

C.  The  trustees  shall  exercise  their  best  efforts  to  complete 
the  sale  of  the  said  shares  and  bonds  before  July  1,  1919,  and 
shall  cause  any  of  said  shares  and  bonds  remaining  undisposed  ^of 
sixty  (60)  days  before  that  date,  or  such  other  final  date  of  sale 
as  the  court  may  fix  pursuant  to  section  Ninth  hereof,  to  be 
sold  at  public  auction  within  such  sixty  (60)  days  without  regard 
to  the  provisions  in  paragraph  B  of  this  section  for  consent  or 
approval  of  the  New  Haven  Company. 

D.  The  trustees  shall  pay  over  as  received  and  without  de- 
duction to  the  Navigation  Company  or  its  legal  representatives  or 
assigns,  the  interest  on,  and  the  full  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the 
bonds  of  the  Providence  and  Danielson  Railway  Company  and 
the  Sea  View  Railroad  Company  or  of  any  securities  received  in 
place  thereof  as  hereinafter  provided  and  out  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  the  stocks  of  said  companies  and  the  Rhode  Island 
Company  the  trustees  shall  pay: 

(a)  All  reasonable  expenses  incurred  in  the  execution  of  their 
powers  and  duties  hereunder  and  in  the  sale  of  the  said  shares 
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and    bonds    including    reasonable    compensation    for    their    own 
services,  to  be  determined  in  case  of  disagreement  by  the  Court. 

(6)  The  balance  of  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  shares  of 
the  Rhode  Island  Company  to  the  New  Haven  or  its  legal 
representatives  or  assigns,  and  the  balance  of  the  proceeds  from 
the  sale  of  the  shares  of  the  two  other  trolley  companies,  to  the 
Navigation  Company  or  its  legal  representatives  or  assigns,  when 
and  as  realized. 

E.  If  before  such  sale  of  the  said  shares  has  been  completed  a 
reorganization  of  the  Rhode  Island  Company  or  any  of  said 
other  companies  shall  be  proposed,  and  under  the  terms  of  such 
reorganization  it  shall  be  desirable  to  exchange  the  shares  or 
bonds  of  the  Rhode  Island  Company  or  any  of  said  other  com- 
panies or  such  as  shall  remain  unsold,  for  shares  or  other  se- 
curities in  another  corporation,  the  trustees  shall  have  the  right 
to  make  such  exchange  on  such  lawful  terms  and  conditions  as 
they  shall  think  proper,  and  the  shares  or  other  securities  so 
received  in  exchange  shall  thereafter  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
hereof  in  place  of  the  shares  or  bonds  surrendered. 

F.  Any  dividends  on  said  shares  which  in  the  discretion  of  the 
directors  of  the  respective  companies  may  be  declared  and  paid 
to  the  trustees,  and  any  dividends  or  interest  received  by  the 
trustees  with  respect  to  any  other  securities  received  as  herein- 
before provided  in  place  of  the  said  shares  or  bonds,  shall  be 
paid  over  as  received  by  the  trustees  to  the  New  Haven  Company 
and  the  Navigation  Company,  respectively,  or  the  legal  rep- 
resentatives or  assigns  of  each. 

G.  It  appearing  that  the  trustees  may  not  in  the  immediate 
future  have  any  net  income,  or  other  funds,  applicable  to  the 
expenses  and  compensation  of  themselves,  their  employees  and 
counsel,  the  New  Haven  Company  shall  advance  from  time  to 
time  such  sums  for  the  payment  of  such  expenses  and  compen- 
sation as  the  trustees  shall  request,  or  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
court  in  case  there  is  any  disagreement  between  the  trustees  and 
the  New  Haven  Company. 

Fifth.  —  That  the  respective  bodies  of  trustees  appointed  by 
the  preceding  paragraphs  at  the  reqviest  of  either  the  New  Haven 
Company  or  the  Navigation  Company  shall  issue  to  such  com- 
pany or  its  legal  representatives  or  assigns  a  negotiable  certificate 
or  negotiable  certificates  of  its  or  their  respective  beneficial 
interests  in  any  property  held  hereunder  (either  as  a  whole  or  in 
such  proportions  or  parts  as  such  company  may  request),  in 
such  form  or  forms  as  respectively  each  body  of  trustees  shall 
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approve,  provided  however  that  such  certificates  shall  not  be  in 
any  form  which  may  interfere  with  the  sale  of  the  shares  or 
bonds  held  by  them. 

Each  body  of  trustees  in  electing  directors  of  any  company 
which  it  controls  and  in  all  other  action  shall  exercise  all  the 
powers  herein  vested  in  such  body  so  as  to  assure  for  the  com- 
pany or  companies  which  such  body  controls  a  management 
solely  in  the  interest  of  such  company  without  regard  to  the 
interest  of  the  New  Haven  Company  or  any  other  corporation 
or  person  but  with  due  regard  for  the  public  interest.  If  deemed 
desirable  by  such  body  it  may  cause  its  own  members  or  any  of 
them  to  be  elected  directors  of  any  company. 

No  trustee  shall  be  responsible  for  any  act  or  default  of  any 
other  trustee,  nor  shall  be  personally  liable  for  any  act  or  thing 
done  in  good  faith  under  the  advice  or  in  accordance  with  the 
opinion  previously  obtained  of  any  counsel  of  not  less  than  ten 
years'   standing. 

Each  body  of  trustees  may  exercise  its  powers  by  a  majority 
vote  of  its  members  at  any  meeting  duly  called  or  by  a  writing 
signed  by  all  its  members. 

They  shall  make  proper  rules  for  calling  all  meetings  and  for 
conducting  and  recording  their  proceedings. 

When  a  member  of  any  such  body  is  absent  from  the  United 
States,  or  is  unfit  or  incapable  of  acting,  the  other  members 
thereof  may  execute  all  the  powers  vested  in  such  body  with 
the  same  effect  as  if  all  had  joined  therein.  Any  member  of 
either  body,  by  power  of  attorney  or  otherwise,  may  delegate 
to  any  or  all  of  the  other  members  thereof,  for  the  time  being, 
power  to  act  on  his  behalf  and  to  use  his  name  in  the  execution 
of  said  powers  or  any  of  them,  and  from  time  to  time  may  revoke 
such  delegation,  provided  however  that  such  delegation  shall  not 
authorize  any  act  involving  the  exercise  of  discretion  by  the 
trustees,  and  no  action  of  any  such  body  shall  be  valid  unless  a 
majority  of  its  members  acting  in  person  shall  approve  the  same. 
No  purchaser  or  other  person  dealing  with  any  trustee  purporting 
to  act  during  such  absence,  unfitness,  or  incapacity  of  any  other 
trustee  or  under  such  delegation  of  authority  from  such  trustee, 
as  herein  provided  or  authorized,  shall  be  concerned  to  inquire 
whether  an  occasion  exists  in  which  such  action  is  authorized  or 
in  which  such  delegation  is  permitted,  or  whether  such  delegated 
authority  is  still  subsisting. 

No   purchaser   of  property   or   other   person   dealing   with   the 
trustees,  or  taking  any  property  or  acquiring  any  right  by  virtue 
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of  any  act  done  or  authorized  by  them,  shall  be  obliged  to 
ascertain  the  occurrence  or  existence  of  any  event  or  purpose  in 
or  for  which  such  act  is  herein  authorized  or  directed,  or  be 
required  to  ascertain  or  be  responsible  for  any  violation  of  the 
powers  or  duties  herein  contained. 

In  case  any  trustee  shall  die,  resign,  or  for  any  other  reason 
become  unable  to  act,  the  other  members  of  such  body  of  trustees 
shall  by  writing  under  their  hands  recommend  to  the  court  some 
other  person  to  act  in  his  place,  and  the  person  so  recommended 
shall  succeed  to  and  have  all  the  powers  and  authority  herein 
vested  in  such  trustee  if  and  when  the  court  shall  appoint  him. 

Sixth.  —  The  53,981  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Berkshire 
Street  Railway  Company  and  the  6,500  shares  of  the  capital 
stock  of  the  Vermont  Company  owned  by  the  New  Haven 
Company  shall  be  sold  before  July  1,  1919;  provided,  however, 
such  sale  shall  not  be  proceeded  with  until  action  shall  have  been 
taken  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  authorizing  a  sale 
of  the  shares  of  the  Berkshire  Street  Railway  Company  or  until 
this  court  on  the  application  of  any  party  and  after  a  hearing  at 
which  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  shall  be  invited  to 
appear  shall  by  further  order  so  direct.  If  the  Berkshire  Street 
Railway  Company  shall  acquire  the  securities  or  properties  of 
the  New  England  Investment  &  Security  Company,  then  the 
stocks  and  other  securities  of  the  Berkshire  Street  Railway 
Company  and  the  Vermont  Company  owned  by  the  New  Haven 
Company  forthwith  shall  be  vested  in  three  trustees  (to  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  Attorney  General  and  the  New  Haven 
Company  or  appointed  by  the  Court  in  case  of  the  failure  to  so 
agree)  who  shall  hold  and  sell  the  same  upon  terms  and  con- 
ditions similar  to  those  provided  in  section  Third  of  this  decree 
in  relation  to  the  stock  of  the  Connecticut  Company. 

Seventh.  —  The  Navigation  Company  shall  sell  on  or  before 
July  1,  1917,  15,000  shares  of  preferred  and  20,000  shares  of 
common  stock  in  the  Eastern  Steamship  Corporation  and  bonds 
of  said  corporation  to  the  par  value  of  $2,500,000  held  by  it,  and 
pending  such  sale  the  defendants  the  New  Haven  Company  and 
the  Navigation  Company,  their  officers,  directors,  agents,  and 
employees  are  hereby  enjoined  from  voting  upon  any  capital 
stock  of  said  Eastern  Steamship  Corporation  at  any  meeting  or 
for  any  purpose. 

Eighth.  —  The  New  Haven  Company  shall  sell  on  or  before 
July  1,  1919,  5,000  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  New  York 
&  Stamford  Railway  Company  and  bonds  of  said  company  to  the 
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par  value  of  $678,000,  the  rights  to  the  capital  stock  and  other 
securities  of  the  Westchester  Street  Railroad  Company  when  the 
same  may  be  issued  (both  corporations  of  New  York),  now  owned 
by  it,  and  the  Navigation  Company  shall  sell  on  or  before  July 
1,  1919,  the  rights  to  the  capital  stock  and  other  securities  of  the 
Shore  Line  Electric  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  of  New 
York,  when  the  same  may  be  issued,  and  gold  notes  of  the  New 
England  Investment  and  Security  Company,  a  voluntary  associa- 
tion, to  the  par  value  of  $13,709,000  now  owned  by  it. 

Ninth.  —  The  times  within  which  the  sales  hereinbefore  ordered 
shall  be  made,  may  be  extended  in  each  case  by  the  court  for 
good  cause  shown  upon  the  application  of  any  party  or  any  body 
of  trustees,  but  any  such  application  shall  be  made  not  less  than 
four  months  before  the  expiration  of  the  period  then  fixed,  except 
in  an  unusual  emergency,  and  if  any  of  the  stocks  or  other 
securities  referred  to  in  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  sections  hereof 
shall  remain  unsold  sixty  (60)  days  from  the  expiration  of  the 
last  period  fixed  by  the  court  for  such  sale,  they  shall  be  sold 
within  such  sixty  (60)  days  at  public  auction  by  a  master  of  this 
court  upon  such  terms  and  in  such  manner  as  it  shall  by  order 
direct. 

Tenth.  —  None  of  the  shares  or  other  securities  hereinbefore 
ordered  sold  shall  be  offered  to  the  stockholders  of  the  New 
Haven  Company  as  a  class  either  in  proportion  to  their  stock- 
holdings or  otherwise,  or  be  sold  to  the  New  Haven  Company  or 
to  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  to  be  held 
in  its  interest,  directly  or  indirectly,  or  so  as  to  re-establish  in 
any  manner  the  combination  and  control  which  it  is  the  purpose 
of  this  decree  to  terminate. 

Eleventh.  —  The  trustees,  the  New  Haven  Company,  the 
Navigation  Company,  and  the  Holding  Company,  respectively, 
in  connection  with  every  sale  by  them,  shall  obtain  from  the 
purchaser  or  purchasers  an  affidavit  in  the  appropriate  one  of  the 
forms  annexed  hereto  and  marked  "Appendix  A,"  and  the 
trustees,  the  New  Haven  Company,  the  Navigation  Company, 
or  the  Holding  Company  as  the  case  may  be  shall  file  said  affi- 
davits with  the  clerk  of  the  court,  at  quarterly  intervals,  to- 
gether with  a  report  showing  the  names  of  the  purchasers  and 
the  number  of  shares  or  other  securities  sold  to  each  during  said 
period;  and  from  time  to  time  upon  request  of  the  Attorney 
General  of  the  United  States  they  shall  furnish  him  any  in- 
formation which  he  may  require  relating  to  the  carrying  out  of 
this  decree. 
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Twelfth.  —  It  appearing  that  there  is  now  pending  before  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  an  application  of  the  New 
Haven  Company  under  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  August 
24,  1912,  known  as  the  Panama  Canal  Act,  for  authority  to  retain 
stocks  and  other  securities  of  the  New  England  Steamship 
Company  and  the  Hartford  and  New  York  Transportation 
Company,  the  court  reserves  this  matter  for  further  order  to  be 
entered  after  the  decision  of  said  commission  on  said  application. 
Pending  such  supplemental  order  the  New  Haven  Company  and 
the  Navigation  Company,  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
agents,  and  employees,  are  hereby  enjoined  from  selling  or  dis- 
posing of  any  of  the  vessels,  wharves,  wharfage  rights,  or  other 
property  of  the  New  England  Steamship  Company  or  the 
Hartford  and  New  York  Transportation  Company  and  from 
abandoning  or  discontinuing  any  of  the  lines  of  the  said  com- 
panies or  disrupting  existing  through  routes  or  joint  traffic 
arrangements  hitherto  made  by  the  said  companies  or  from 
otherwise  in  any  manner  materially  disturbing  the  present  status 
of  the  business  and  properties  of  the  said  companies  except  as 
may  hereafter  be  authorized  by  this  court.  A  list  of  the  wharves 
and  wharfage  rights  referred  to  in  this  paragraph  of  the  decree 
is  annexed  and  marked  "  Appendix  B." 

Thirteenth.  —  It  appearing  that  the  New  Haven  Company  has 
cancelled  its  contract  with  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson 
River  Railroad  Company  for  sharing  the  financial  results  of  the 
operations  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad,  and  has  disposed  of 
its  interest  in  the  Merchants  &  Miners  Transportation  Company, 
under  circumstances  approved  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the 
United  States,  it,  its  directors,  officers,  agents,  and  employees  are 
perpetually  enjoined  from  renewing  said  contract  or  any  other  of 
like  purpose  and  effect  and  from  again  acquiring  an  interest  in 
the  Merchants  &  Miners  Transportation  Company,  and  from 
again  acquiring  shares  or  securities  in  any  of  the  corporations  or 
associations  shares  or  securities  of  which  have  hereinbefore  been 
ordered  disposed  of. 

Fourteenth.  —  Any  party  may,  at  any  time  apply. to  the  court 
for  such  additional  order  or  orders  as  it  may  deem  necessary  fully 
to  carry  out  this  decree.  All  applications  by  any  party  for  any 
order  or  modification  as  herein  provided  for  shall  be  upon 
reasonable  notice  to  the  other  parties,  given  according  to  the 
rules,  and  for  the  purpose  of  making  any  such  order  or  modifica- 
tion jurisdiction  of  the  case  is  retained. 

Fifteenth.  —  Marcus   P.    Knowlton,    Henry   B.   Day,    James    L. 
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Doherty,  Charles  P.  Hall  and  Frank  P.  Carpenter,  the  trustees 
referred  to  in  the  First  and  Second  sections  hereof;  Walter  C. 
Noyes,  Lyman  B.  Brainerd,  Charles  Cheney,  George  E.  Hill  and 
William  W.  Hyde,  the  trustees  referred  to  in  the  Third  section 
hereof;  and  Rathbone  Gardner,  John  O.  Ames,  John  P.  Farns- 
worth,  Theodore  Francis  Green  and  Charles  C.  Mumford,  the 
trustees  referred  to  in  section  Fourth  hereof,  having  given  their 
consent,  are  hereby  made  parties  to  this  suit  and  officers  of  this 
court  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  this  decree  into  effect. 

Sixteenth.  —  The  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  having  filed  a  dis- 
claimer, the  petition  as  to  it  is  dismissed,  but  without  prejudice. 

Seventeenth.  —  Except  where  further  orders  are  contemplated 
by  it  or  may  be  necessary  to  carry  it  into  effect,  this  decree  is 
made  as  the  final  and  conclusive  determination  of  all  the  relief 
against  the  defendants  not  dismissed  which  shall  ever  be  granted 
to  the  United  States  upon  the  issues  presented  in  this  suit. 

Eighteenth.  —  The  defendants  the  New  Haven  Company,  the 
Navigation  Company,  the  Holding  Company  and  the  Providence 
and  Danielson  Railway  Company  shall  pay  the  costs  of  the  suit 
taxable  against  them.

THE  MIDDLESEX  AND  BOSTON  BATE  CASE. 


Notice  of  the  Middlesex  and  Boston  Street  Railway  Company  rela- 
tive to  increase  in  Rates  of  Fare,  and  Petitions  in  Remonstrance, 
etc.,  of  the  Waltham  Board  of  Trade,  and  of  Residents  of 
Waltham,  Ashland,  NaUcJc,  Needham  and  Hopkinton.1 


Submitted  September  23,   1914;    decided  October  28,   1914. 


(1)  The  Public  Service  Act  (Acts  of  1913,  chapter  784)  empowers 
the  Public  Service  Commission  to  regulate  and  prescribe  just  and  rea- 
sonable rates  notwithstanding  any  conditions  in  street  railway  loca- 
tions or  agreements  with  municipal  authorities  for  any  specific  rates 
of  fare. 

(2)  Under  Massachusetts  law  the  honest  and  reasonably  prudent 
investment,  represented  under  normal  conditions  by  the  capitalization, 
must  be  taken  as  the  basis  of  reckoning  fair  and  reasonable  rates. 
Reproduction  cost  may  be  considered  but  is  not  to  be  taken  as  the 
determining  basis. 

(3)  In  dealing  with  rates  upon  a  street  railway  consisting  of  numer- 
ous lines  formerly  owned  by  sej:>arate  companies  now  consolidated, 
the  company  is  to  be  treated  as  an  integer;  but  this  does  not  prevent 
the    Commission    from    considering    and    giving    weight    to    earnings 

1  For  subsidiary  orders  relating  to  this  case,  providing  for  publication  of  proposed  rates,  for 
examination  of  the  books  and  accounts  and  physical  property  of  the  company,  and  suspending 
the  operation  of  schedules  of  rates  pending  the  decision  of  the  case,  see  pp.  217-219. 
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upon  the  different  lines  nor  from  setting  just  limits  to  the  amount  that 
thickly  settled  communities  should  contribute  to  the  transportation  cost 
on  jooorer  lines.  Rural  lines,  though  not"  as  separate  units  profitable, 
should,  so  far  as  practicable,  be  conserved  as  performing  hot  only  an 
economic  but  an  important  moral  and  social  function. 

(4)  The  statute  (Acts  of  1906,  chapter  463,  Part  III,  sections 
144-147)  authorizing  the  incorporation  of  a  street  railway  company 
to  operate  a  street  railway  property  purchased  at  receiver's  sale,  is  to 
be  construed,  consistently  with  our  anti-stockwatering  law  code,  as 
limiting  capitalization  to  the  replacement  value  of  the  property  pur- 
chased, as  determined  by  the  Public  Service  Commission.  Consequently 
that  part  of  the  debt  of  the  Middlesex  and  Boston  Street  Railway 
Company  growing  out  of  its  attempt  to  purchase  the  property  of  the 
South  Middlesex  Street  Railway  Company  at  a  price  $125,000  in 
excess  of  the  replacement  cost  of  the  property,  as  determined  by  the 
Commission,  is  illegal  and  must  be  cancelled. 

(5)  Control  of  a  street  railway  company  by  a  holding  company  — 
which  loans  large  sums  to  the  street  railway  company  at  a  substantial 
profit  to  the  holding  company;  which  controls  a  company  selling  power 
to  the  street  railway  company  and  also  owns  a  park  company  to  which 
large  annual  payments  are  made  by  the  street  railway  company  —  is 
obnoxious  to  sound  principles  of  corporation  management  and  con- 
fusing to  a  proper  system  of  regulation  by  this  Commission.  Such 
control  and  interlocking  management  call  in  question  the  validity  and 
advantage  to  the  street  railway  company  of  all  contracts  made  with 
the  holding  company  or  with  other  interlocking  companies  or  in  any 
way  growing  out  of  the  common  control. 

(6)  The  petitioner  has  not  fully  sustained  the  burden  of  showing 
that  the  rates  paid  for  the  money  borrowed  by  it  from  the  holding 
company  were  as  low  as  it  might  have  obtained  in  the  open  market; 
nor  has  the  petitioner  fully  sustained  the  burden  of  showing  that  the 
contract  made  with  the  Edison  Company  for  power,  contemporaneously 
with  the  sale  by  the  holding  company  to  the  Edison  Company  of  the 
plant  formerly  furnishing  a  substantial  portion  of  the  power  used  by 
the  street  railway  company,  was  the  best  available  arrangement  for 
the  street  railway  company. 

(7)  Whether  the  petitioner's  investment  in  and  payments  to  the 
interlocked  Norumbega  Park  Company  have  resulted  in  net  profit  or 
loss  to  the  railway  company  is  doubtful;  but  the  existing  relations  are 
illegal  as  ultra  vires  and  as  an  attempt  to  avoid  the  limitations  upon 
the  ownership  of  pleasure  resorts  imposed  by  statute  1906,  chapter  463, 
Part  III,  section  34. 

(8)  The  petitioner's  annual  charges  for  maintenance  have  been  in- 
adequate to  take  care  of  depreciation  and  obsolescence  properly  charge- 
able as  a  part  of  operating  cost. 
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(9)  But  after  full  consideration  of  all  illegal  payments  made  and 
resolving  every  reasonable  doubt  against  the  petitioner's  management, 
the  Commission  is  driven  irresistibly  to  the  conclusion  that  at  no  time 
have  the  rates  charged  been  adequate  to  meet  the  fair  cost  of  the 
service.  The  average  dividend  paid  upon  the  capital  stock  of  the  con- 
stituent companies  before  consolidation  was  3.09%  and  since  con- 
solidation 4.35%.  Hitherto,  as  between  investors  in  and  patrons  of 
this  street  railway  company,  the  patrons  have  had  much  the  better  of 
the  bargain. 

(10)  A  substantially  increased  labor  cost  resulting  from  a  recent 
award  of  arbitrators,  together  with  other  increasing  operating  expenses 
and  the  imperative  need  of  larger  expenditures  for  maintenance,  will 
probably  leave  the  company,  on  the  present  rates  of  fare,  nothing 
properly  available  for  dividends  upon  the  capital  stock.  It  is  in  the 
public  interest  that  street  railway  companies  should  have  such  income 
as  may  enable  them  to  furnish  safe  and  adequate  transportation  service 
and  such  credit  as  to  enable  them  to  obtain  necessary  capital  to  pro- 
vide for  the  increasing  demands  of  our  growing  communities. 

(11)  The  conclusion  is  that  the  company  is  entitled  to  such  revision 
of  fares  as,  with  rigid  economy  and  eliminating  all  illegal  and  im- 
proper expenses,  will  probably  enable  it  to  pay  very  moderate  divi- 
dends and  to  maintain  its  property  in  sound  and  safe  condition.

REPORT. 

On  July  3,  1914,  the  Middlesex  and  Boston  Street  Railway 
Company  filed  with  this  commission,  in  compliance  with  section 
20  of  chapter  784  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  notice  of  a  proposed  in- 
crease in  its  rates  of  fare.  This  increase,  if  allowed,  will  result 
in  a  six-cent  fare  for  every  ride  between  any  two  fare  limits  on 
the  petitioner's  system,  with  an  additional  charge  of  one  cent  for 
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every  transfer  issued.  The  present  fares  are  five  cents  within 
Newton  and  Waltham,  with  an  additional  cent  charged  for  every 
transfer.,  except  that  six  cents  is  charged  on  the  old  lines  of  the 
Newton  and  Boston,  and  on  the  other  lines  the  fares  are  six  cents 
with  free  transfer  privileges;  but  the  company  issues  a  fifty-ticket 
book  for  $2.50,  good  west  of  Newton  Lower  Falls.  The  average 
fare  now  received  is  5.44  cents.  The  proposed  increase,  if  allowed, 
is  estimated  to  produce  an  increase  of  about  $110,000  annually 
or  10%  to  12%  upon  the  company's  present  revenue  from  pas- 
senger transportation  of  about  $950,000.  (See  also  40th  R.R. 
Com.  Rep.,  p.  131.)  On  July  20,  1914,  the  Commission  entered 
an  order  requiring  the  Chief  Accountant  and  the  Engineer  of  the 
Commission  to  examine  the  books  and  the  physical  property  of 
the  company,  including,  so  far  as  practicable,  all  accounts  of  con- 
stituent companies,  in  order  to  be  prepared  to  advise  the  Commis- 
sion, orally  or  in  writing,  as  to  all  pertinent  facts  having  any  bear- 
ing on  the  right  of  the  corporation  to  the  proposed  increase.  These 
officials  of  the  Commission  have  made  a  report,  accompanied  by 
elaborate  computations,  which  have  been  on  file  and  open  to  public 
examination.  On  July  23,  1914,  the  Commission  suspended  the 
operation  of  the  proposed  change  until  October  1,  1914.  On  Sep- 
tember 29,  1914,  the  time  of  suspension  was  extended  until  Novem- 
ber 2,  1914,  unless  the  Commission  otherwise  orders. 

Protests  against  the  proposed  increase  have  been  received  from 
several  of  the  cities  and  towns  affected;  also  from  chambers  of 
commerce  and  other  civic  bodies,  as  well  as  from  numerous  citizens. 
The  case  was  assigned  for  hearing  on  September  8,  1914,  and  suc- 
ceeding days.  Counsel  for  several  of  the  remonstrants  appeared 
and  the  case  has  been  fully  and  elaborately  heard  and  argued. 
The  Commission  has  derived  much  assistance  in  the  determination 
of  the  case  from  these  hearings  and  from  the  able  arguments  and 
briefs  of  counsel. 

The  case  is  manifestly  one  of  great  importance  —  not  only  be- 
cause the  proposed  rates  involve  a  substantial  annual  increased 
charge  upon  the  patrons  of  the  railway  and  because  of  the  sec- 
ondary results  of  granting  or  denying  the  increase  upon  the  market 
value  of  the  securities  of  the  petitioning  company,  but  also  because 
the  principles  which  must  control  this  decision  may  be  of  far- 
reaching  importance  in  affecting  the  rates  of  other  transportation 
companies  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Commission. 

(1)  A  fundamental  question  presented  by  counsel  is  as  to  the 
lawful  right  of  the  company  to  charge  more  than  five  cents  for 
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a  single  fare  on  certain  lines  in  Newton,  in  Wellesley  and  on  some 
other  parts  of  the  system.  The  claim  is  that  because  of  conditions 
in  some  of  the  locations  granted  or  as  a  result  of  alleged  agree- 
ments made  between  municipal  authorities  and  the  company,  the 
railway  is  prohibited  from  charging  more  than  five  cents  on  these 
lines.  This  question  has  been  elaborately  argued,  with  numerous 
citations  of  statutes,  and  of  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  made  prior  to  the  enactment  of  chapter  784  of  the  Acts  of 
1913,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Public  Service  Act.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  Commission  it  is  not  necessary  to  detail  the  facts 
concerning  these  conditions,  nor  to  attempt  to  determine  the  orig- 
inal validity  or  invalidity  of  the  so-called  agreements  between 
municipal  authorities  and  the  company.  For,  whatever  may  have 
been  the  situation  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  Public  Service 
Act,  we  regard  that  Act  as  vesting  in  this  Commission  full  power 
to  regulate  and  prescribe  just  and  reasonable  rates. 

Section  17  of  that  Act  provides  that  "  all  charges  made,  de- 
manded or  received  by  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  super- 
vision of  the  commission  for  any  service  rendered  or  performed 
.  .  .  shall  be  just  and  reasonable,  and  every  such  common  car- 
rier .  .  .  shall  be  entitled  to  make,  demand  and  receive  just  and 
reasonable  charges  for  any  such  service,  and  every  unjust  or  un- 
reasonable charge  is  hereby  prohibited  and  declared  unlawful;  but 
charges  heretofore  established  and  set  out  in  any  schedule  filed  as 
hereinafter  provided  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  lawful  until 
changed  or  modified  by  the  commission  under  the  powers  conferred 
upon  the  commission  by  the  provisions  of  this  act." 

This  language  seems  the  plainest  sort  of  prohibition  against 
"  unjust  or  unreasonable  "  charges  on  the  one  hand ;  and,  on  the 
other  hand,  a  plain  grant  to  the  carriers  of  the  right  to  receive 
"  just  and  reasonable  "  charges. 

But  other  parts  of  the  Act  make  the  rate-making  power  of  the 
Commission  still  more  explicit.  Section  19  provides  that,  "  Sub- 
ject to  the  powers  of  the  commission  to  regulate  and  prescribe  rates 
and  charges,  a  common  carrier  may  make  commodity,  transit,  or 
other  classes  of  rates.  The  furnishing  by  any  common  carrier  of 
any  service  at  the  rates  and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  pro- 
vided for  in  any  existing  contract  executed  prior  to  the  first  day 
of  July,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen1,  shall  not  constitute  a  dis- 
crimination unless  the  commission  shall  so  determine.  The  com- 
mission shall  not  be  prevented  from  taking  such  action  as  it  may 
deem  proper  by  any  commitment  or  agreement  of  a  common  carrier 
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entered  into  by  reason  of  any  requirement  or  recommendation  of 
any  board  or  public  officers  acting  under  delegated  authority  from 
the  general  court  prior  to  the  enactment  hereof."  Here  is  a  clear 
recognition  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature  of  the  existence  of  agree- 
ments or  contracts  made  by .  carriers  as  to  rates ;  also  of  require- 
ments or  recommendations  by  boards  or  public  officers  affecting  the 
rates,  and  a  direct  assertion  that  such  "  agreements,  requirements 
or  recommendations "  are  not  to  prevent  the  Commission  from 
"  taking  such  action  as  it  may  deem  proper." 

Section  20  furnishes  the  machinery  for  carrying  out  the  rate- 
making  provisions,  by  providing  for  the  riling  of  schedules  and 
prohibiting  the  charging  of  any  different  rate  from  that  set  forth 
in  the  schedule ;  changes  in  rates  to  be  made  on  thirty  days'  notice ; 
the  Commission  to  have  the  right  to  suspend,  as  the  proposed  rates 
were  suspended  in  this  case.  See  also  sections  21  and  22.  Under 
section  22  the  Commission  may,  after  hearing  had  either  upon  its 
own  motion  or  upon  complaint,  determine  that  any  fares  charged 
by  any  common  carrier  are  unjust,  discriminatory  or  unduly  pref- 
erential or  that  such  charges  or  any  of  them  are  insufficient  to  yield 
reasonable  compensation  for  the  service  rendered;  and  the  Commis- 
sion is  thereupon  required  to  determine  just  and  reasonable  rates 
to  be  charged  for  the  service  to  be  performed  and  to  fix  the  same 
by  order  which  is  to  be  served  upon  the  carrier  affected.  And  the 
section  goes  on  to  provide :  "  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  such 
common  carrier  to  observe  and  obey  every  requirement  of  every 
such  order  so  served  upon  it,  and  to  do  everything  necessary  or 
proper  to  secure  absolute  compliance  with  and  observance  of  every 
such  order  by  all  its  officers,  agents  and  employees." 

And  finally,  section  29  provides  that  "  This  act  shall  be  deemed 
and  construed  as  a  remedial  act  and  in  enlargement  and  extension 
of  all  previous  acts  and  existing  laws  conferring  upon  or  vesting 
in  the  commission  any  jurisdiction,  powers  or  discretion  with  re- 
spect to  any  subject  or  matter  treated  in  this  act."  This  section 
continues  with  an  express  repeal  of  "  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  with  any  provision  of  this  act,  and  all  acts  and  parts 
of  acts  which  would  in  any  way  limit  or  prevent  the  exercise  to  the 
fullest  extent  of  any  of  the  jurisdiction,  poivers,  authority  or  dis- 
cretion delegated  herein  to  the  commission",  excepting  only  the 
provision  entitling  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  to  a  five- 
cent  fare  (Acts  of  1897,  chapter  500). 

This  statute  clearly  vests  in  this  Commission  full  jurisdiction 
to  determine  and  order  rates  that  are  just  and  reasonable,  whether 
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lower  or  higher  than  existing  rates.  (Cf.  Springfield  v.  Spring- 
field Street  Railway  Company,  182  Mass.  41 ;  Clinton  v.  Worcester 
Consolidated  Street  Railway  Company,  199  Mass.  279;  Keefe  v. 
Lexington  &  Boston  St.  Ry.  Co.,  185  Mass.  183 ;  Westwood  v.  Ded- 
ham  &  Franklin  St.  Ry.  Co.,  209  Mass.  213.)  The  Commission 
rules  as  a  matter  of  law  that  any  alleged  conditions  or  limitations 
as  to  fares  contained  in  original  grants  of  locations  or  growing 
out  of  agreements  or  attempted  agreements  between  municipal 
authorities  and  the  petitioning  railway  company  or  any  of  its  ante- 
cedent constituent  corporations  are  not  valid  and  controlling  as 
against  the  rate-making  power  now  vested  in  this  Commission  by 
the  Public  Service  Act.  Requests  for  rulings  of  law  presented  in 
behalf  of  the  City  of  Newton  and  the  Town  of  Wellesley,  asserting 
in  various  forms  of  language  that  said  five-cent  fare  provisions  and 
agreements  are  here  controlling  —  are  denied. 

(2)  The  next  question  is,  the  basis  upon  which  a  fair  return 
must  be  reckoned.  It  is  argued  by  some  of  the  counsel,  particularly 
by  counsel  for  the  Town  of  Wellesley,  that  the  present  value  of 
the  property  used  by  the  petitioner  is  the  only  amount  upon  which 
it  can  claim  to  earn  a  return. 

It  would  serve  no  useful  purpose  to  load  this  opinion  with  a 
detailed  discussion  of  the  different  meanings  attached  to  the  word 
"  value  "  in  the  enormous  literature  dealing  with  the  proper  basis 
of  rate-making.  It  is  sufficient  here  to  observe  that  few  words 
having  a  fundamental  importance  in  dealing  with  questions  of  law 
and  finance  have  been  found  mere  difficult  of  accurate  and  gen- 
erally-accepted definition. 

See  Fuhrmann  v.  Cataract  Power  and  Conduit  Co.  Ill  N.  Y., 
P.  S.  C.  (2nd  Dist.)  Rep.,  pp.  656-816  for  an  able  and  elaborate 
discussion  of  the  meaning  of  the  word  as  used  in  the  rate  decisions 
of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court.  See  also  Minnesota  Rate 
Case,  230  U.  S.  446. 

We  are  here  dealing  with  a  corporation  entirely  intrastate,  at- 
tempting to  interpret  and  apply  our  local  law.  We  may  observe, 
however,  parenthetically,  that  there. is  a  widespread  misconception 
of,  indeed,  a  manifestly  biased  attempt  to  misinterpret,  the  real 
meaning  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  opin- 
ions which  deal  with  fair  value  in  computing  what  is  a  reasonable 
return  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  rates.  The  refusal  of  that  Court 
to  base  a  return  upon  securities  issued  with  little  or  no  regard 
to  the  amount  of  the  investment  or  to  the  value  of  the  property 
put  at  the  public  service  cannot,  in  our  opinion,  be  fairly  construed 
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as  a  ruling  that  the  capitalization  laws  of  Massachusetts  and  the 
necessary  corollaries  therefrom,  are  obnoxious  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  and  are  therefore  to  be  disregarded  by  a 
regulating  commission  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

See  other  cases  cited  and  discussed  in  Whitten,  Valuation  of 
Public  Service  Corporations,  p.  82,  et  seq.  It  is  enough  now  to 
quote  the  statement  of  Commissioner  Lane  in  the  Advances  in 
Rates  —  Western  Case,  XX  I.  C.  C.  Rep.  339  —  where,  after  re- 
viewing the  Supreme  Court  decisions,  he  says : 

Notwithstanding  these  decisions,  it  remains  for  the  Supreme  Court 
yet  to  decide  that  a  jDublic  agency,  such  as  a  railroad  created  by  public 
authority,  vested  with  governmental  authority,  may  continuously  in- 
crease its  rates  in  proportion  to  the  increase  in  its  value,  either  (1) 
because  of  betterments  which  it  has  made  out  of  income,  or  (2)  because 
of  the  growth  of  the  property  in  value  due  to  the  increase  in  value  of 
the  land  which  the  company  owns. 

What  counsel  in  this  case  apparently  mean  by  "  value  "  is,  the 
reproduction  cost  of  the  property  now  being  used,  less  depreciation 
by  wear  and  tear  and  obsolescence. 

The  reproduction  cost  theory  has  during  recent  years  become  a 
fashionable  one  among  many  attorneys  and  managers  of  public 
service  corporations.  Not  very  many  years  ago  such  counsel  and 
managers  would  have  denounced  it  as  utterly  confiscatory.  It  is 
obvious  that  in  recent  years  the  rise  in  prices  has  greatly  increased 
the  hypothetical  cost  of  reproducing  much  of  the  property  used 
in  the  public  service.  Beyond  this,  particularly  in  the  west,  the 
fair  value  theory  involves  capitalizing,  as  a  basis  for  rate  purposes, 
enormous  quantities  of  land  given  to  the  railroad  corporations, 
besides  fixing  rates  high  enough  to  furnish  a  return  upon  the  un- 
earned increment  of  land  which  was  originally  purchased  at  a 
small  price.  A  fair  application  of  this  theory  to  Massachusetts 
conditions  would  be  to  rule  that  the  Boston  and  Providence  Rail- 
road Company  is  now  entitled  to  charge  fares  adequate  to  make  a 
return  upon  its  right  of  way  into  Boston  reckoned  at  the  present 
market  values  of  Back  Bay  land  for  residential  or  business  pur- 
poses. It  would  ignore  the  fact  that  the  railroad  originally  came 
into  Boston  on  a  right  of  way  consisting  of  piles  driven  into  a 
marsh  and  having,  if  any,  a  very  small  market  value.  Indeed  in 
the  Minnesota  rate  case  (230  U.  S.  352)  the  circuit  judge,  follow- 
ing the  findings  of  the  master,  held  that  the  carriers  were  entitled 
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to  a  return  upon  the  value  of  the  right  of  way,  taking  as  its  value 
not  only  the  assumed  cost  under  present  conditions,  but  adding 
thereto  excess  values  which,  as  was  claimed,  the  railroad  ordinarily 
is  compelled  to  pay  whether  obtaining  land  by  purchase  or  under 
eminent  domain  (see  230  U.  S.  446,  et  seq.).  This  doctrine  was 
not  sustained  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court.  See  the  dis- 
cussion of  this  line  of  cases  in  report  of  the  National  Association 
of  Eailway  Commissioners  for  October,  1913,  page  265,  by  Max 
Thelen,  commissioner-attorney  of  the  California  Eailroad  Com- 
mission. As  Mr.  Thelen  points  out  in  that  article,  this  theory 
applied  to  the  original  cost  of  the  terminal  properties  of  the  North- 
ern Pacific  Eailway  Company  in  the  State  of  Minnesota  would  have 
resulted  in  a  return  upon  a  hypothetical  value  of  $17,315,869.45, 
although  the  properties  cost  but  $4,527,228.76.  In  the  Western 
Advanced  Eate  case,  decided  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion on  February  22,  1911  (22  I.  C.  C.  Eep.  307-399),  the  Chicago, 
Burlington  &  Quincy  Eailroad  Company  claimed  a  return  on  a 
reproduction  value  of  $530,000,000.  Commissioner  Lane  found 
that  the  original  investment  was  only  $258,000,000  and  that  ap- 
proximately $150,000,000  of  the  Burlington's  claim  represented 
the  increase  in  land  values. 

It  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  that  in  Massachusetts 
during  recent  years  this  reproduction  cost  theory  as  a  basis  for 
rate-making  has  been  urged  on  behalf  of  certain  public  utility 
companies,  mostly  gas  companies,  that  have  accumulated  out  of 
excess  earnings  or  unearned  increment  upon  land  values,  large 
amounts  of  property  not  represented  by  the  original  capital  in- 
vested or  by  the  stocks  and  bonds  issued  under  our  anti-stockwater- 
ing  laws. 

Undoubtedly  in  rate  cases  and  other  cases  involving  the  con- 
flicting rights  of  the  rate-paying  public  and  the  investing  public, 
the  cost  of  reproduction  may  frequently  be  a  fact  desirable  to  be 
ascertained,  and  sometimes  it  illuminates  important  aspects  of  the 
problem  presented;  it  is  often  the  best  method  of  checking  up  un- 
satisfactory accounting,  particularly  when  dealing  with  deprecia- 
tion. But  as  a  fundamentally  controlling  principle,  no  theory 
could  work  out  grosser  injustice,  —  to  the  rate-paying  public  in 
some  cases  and  to  the  investing  public  in  other  cases,  —  than  the 
reproduction  cost  theory.  In  cases  where  rates  have  for  years  been 
too  high,  so  that  the  companies  have  accumulated  out  of  excess 
rates  paid  by  the  public  large  amounts  which  have  gone  for  capital 
purposes,  this  theory  requires  the   rate-payer  to   pay  a  rate  ade- 
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quate  not  only  for  a  return  upon  the  capital  furnished  by  the  in- 
vestor or  stockholder,  but  adequate  also  to  furnishing  capital  and 
a  return  upon  the  capital  furnished;  it  would  authorize  the  capi- 
talization of  excessive  rates  and  a  return  upon  that  capitalization. 
This  is  to  put  a  premium  upon  extortions,  past  and  prospective. 
On  the  other  hand,  this  theory  is  grossly  unjust  to  prospective 
investors  in  that  even  when  the  investment  is  made  with  entire 
honesty  and  with  reasonable  prudence,  —  yet  if,  pending  the  build- 
ing up  of  the  new  business,  the  plant  depreciates  below  the  fair 
cost  to  the  investors,  rates  must,  under  this  theory  be  made  ade- 
quate to  make  return  only  upon  the  reproduction  cost  of  the  prop- 
erty in  its  depreciated  condition.  This  amounts-  to  saying  that 
money  lost  during  the  earlier  stages  of  a  public  service  enterprise 
is  irretrievably  lost  by  the  stockholders;  that  if,  perchance,  rates 
have  been  fixed  so  low  that  the  rate-payer  has  for  a  period  of  years 
obtained  a  service  at  less  than  cost,  this  is  the  permanent  mis- 
fortune of  the  stockholders  —  and  that  the  public  should  never,  at 
any  time  and  under  any  circumstances,  be  called  upon  to  make  up 
a  deficit  thus  incurred.  On  this  theory  copper  put  into  the  tele- 
phone service  at  25  cents  a  pound  is  now  to  be  reckoned  as  worth 
about  half  that  sum.  Every  fluctuation  in  prices  involves  the  ascer- 
tainment of  a  new  rate  basis. 

This  theory  is  as  inexpedient  as  it  is  unjust.  It  should  never 
be  forgotten  that  our  public  utility  companies  are  not  finished. 
They  are  in  process;  they  are  constantly  calling  for  new  capital 
and  of  recent  years  in  increasing  amounts.  They  must  be  kept  on 
good  trading  terms  with  the  investing  public  or  the  whole  experi- 
ment of  private  ownership  and  public  regulation  of  these  public 
utility  companies  will  fail.  It  is  as  necessary  to  attract  capital 
into  the  public  service  as  it  is  to  prevent  the  mismanagement  of  • 
these  companies  or  extortion  by  them.  If  regulation  is  to  limit 
(as  it  should)  the  profits  of  stockholders  to  a  moderate  return, 
not  greatly  in  excess  of  an  investment  rate,  regulation  must  also 
protect,  so  far  as  it  reasonably  may,  all  investments  honestly  and 
prudently  made  and  properly  managed  in  the  public  service;  other- 
wise there  will  be  no  such  investments.  It  is  entirely  clear  that 
in  the  long  run  the  rate-paying  public  as  well  as  the  investing 
public  will  be  best  served  if  regulation  makes  as  its  fundamentally 
guiding  principle  an  attempt  to  protect  investments  honestly  and 
prudently  made  and  wisely  managed.  Any  other  theory  involves 
essential  injustice,  tends  to  make  the  development  of  our  public 
utility  companies  a  speculation  and  not  an  investment,   operates 
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as  a  premium  upon  various  kinds  of  fraud;  invites  into  the  public 
service  undesirable  manipulators  instead  of  sound,  level-headed 
business  managers;  makes  every  rate  case  an  almost  interminable 
and  labyrinthine  inquiry  into  values  with  endless  conflicts  between 
so-called  experts. 

What  the  public  interests  of  this  commonwealth  obviously  need 
is  such  regulation  and  such  management  of  our  public  utilities 
that  the  rate-payers  may  always  feel  assured  that  their  rates  are 
based  upon  making  only  a  fair  and  adequate  return  upon  capital 
which  has  been  invested  for  their  convenience  and  benefit;  that 
purchasers  of  the  securities  may  know  that  within  the  limits  of 
sound  management  and  reasonable  and  just  regulation,  their  in- 
vestments are  secure;  a  system  in  which  a  premium  is  put  upon 
good  management  and  discouraging  condemnation  is  visited  upon 
bad  management;  a  system  which  is  simple  and  capable  of  eco- 
nomical and  efficient  administration. 

These  principles  are  nothing  new  in  the  theory  of  Massachusetts 
regulation.  Partly  owing  to  the  limited  scope  of  rate-making 
power  possessed  b}r  the  Eailroad  Commission,  there  has  hitherto 
been  little  occasion  to  deal  in  detail  with  the  principle  that  invest- 
ment and  not  reproduction  cost  is  in  Massachusetts  the  basis  of 
the  relation  between  the  rate-paying  public  and  the  investing  pub- 
lic; but  any  other  theory  will  be  found,  upon  an  examination  of 
our  statutes  and  of  earlier  decisions,  to  be  utterly  inconsistent  with 
Massachusetts  law.  From  the  time  of  the  granting  of  the  earliest 
charters  in  this  Commonwealth  to  railroad  corporations,  practically 
all  of  our  legislation  dealing  with  the  rights  of  public  service  cor- 
porations has  gone  upon  the  theory  that  their  capitalization  should 
be  limited  to  actual  capital  invested  and  that  rates  were  to  be 
figured  upon  the  capital.  Compare  many  of  the  earlier  statutes 
granting  charters  to  railroads,  most  of  which  contain  purchasing 
powers  entitling  the  Commonwealth  to  take  the  property,  return- 
ing to  the  stockholders  the  actual  amount  invested  in  the  property, 
generally  with  a  return  figured  at  the  rate  of  10%  per  year  from 
the  time  of  the  investment.  See  the  charter  of  the  Boston  and 
Worcester  Railroad  Corporation  granted  on  June  23,  1831,  c.  72, 
sec.  14  (7  S.  L.  152)  ;  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Corpora- 
tion, also  granted  in  1831,  c.  56,  sec.  12  (7  S.  L.  134)  ;  Boston 
and  Taunton  Railroad  Corporation,  1831,  c.  55,  sec.  12  (7  S.  L. 
129)  ;  Andover  and  Wilmington  Railroad  Corporation,  St.  1833, 
c.  109,  sec.  11  (7  S.  L.  336)  ;  Western  Railroad  Corporation, 
St.  1833,  c.  116,  sec.  14  (7  S.  L.  344).     Numerous  other  charters 
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contain  similar  provisions.  Subsequently  this  reserved  right  of 
purchase,  allowing  the  investors  a  return  of  10%  per  year  upon 
their  investment,  was  enacted  into  the  general  railroad  law,  now 
St.  1906,  c.  463,  Part  II.,  sec.  6,  which  is  as  follows : 

Section  6.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  impair  the  rights  of 
the  commonwealth  as  asserted  or  reserved  in  previous  statutes,  and  the 
commonwealth  may,  at  any  time  during  the  continuance  of  the  charter 
of  a  railroad  corporation  after  the  expiration  of  twenty  years  from  the 
opening  of  its  railroad  for  use,  purchase  of  the  corporation  its  railroad 
and  all  its  franchise,  property,  rights  and  privileges  by  paying  therefor 
such  amount  as  will  reimburse  to  it  the  amount  of  capital  paid  in,  with 
a  net  profit  thereon  of  ten  per  cent  a  year  from  the  time  of  the  payment 
thereof  by  the  stockholders  to  the  time  of  the  purchase. 

A  somewhat  similar  policy  was  adopted  with  relation  to  street 
railways,  the  earlier  rights  of  purchase  being  reserved  to  the  cities 
and  towns  served.  Compare,  for  instance,  the  charter  of  the. Metro- 
politan Railroad  Company,  St.  1853,  c.  353,  sec' 7  (9  S.  L.,  p.  738), 
containing  a  reserved  right  to  the  cities  of  Boston  and  Roxbury 
to  purchase  stock  at  par  together  with  a  net  profit  of  ten  per  cent 
per  annum  from  the  transfer  of  said  stock  to  him,  the  stockholder, 
on  the  books  of  the  corporation,  deducting  the  dividends  received 
by  said  stockholder  thereon.  See  also  charter  of  the  Cambridge 
Railroad  Company,  St.  1853,  c.  383,  sec.  7  (9  S.  L.,  p.  758)  ; 
charter  of  the  Boston  and  Chelsea  Railroad,  St.  1854,  c.  445,  sec.  9 
(10  S.  L.,  p.  244).  By  later  enactments  the  directors  of  street 
railway  companies  were  given  general  power  to  make  street  railway 
rates  subject  to  having  them  reduced  by  municipal  authorities,  but 
the  statutes  contained  an  express  prohibition  against  so  reducing 
rates  "  as  to  yield  ...  an  income  of  less  than  ten  per  cent  upon 
the  actual  cost  of  the  construction  of  its  road  and  the  purchase  of 
property  for  its  necessary  use."  (P.  S.  1882,  c.  113.  sec.  44.) 
See  also  P.  S.  1882,  c.  113,  sec.  15-17,  dealing  with  increases  in 
capital  stock  and  providing,  in  effect,  that  such  increases  should 
not  be  allowed  unless  the  company  had  kept  up  the  value  of  its 
property  so  that  all  the  capitalization  will  be  secured,  dollar  for 
dollar,  by  actual  value. 

This  law,  relative  to  permitting  new  capital  without  taking  care 
of  impairment  of  capital  stock,  was  repealed,  with  relation  to  street 
railways,  apparently  because  of  the  financial  stress  put  upon  those 
companies  at  the  time  they  were  transmuted  from  horse  railway 
companies  to  electric  railway  companies.  Compare  St.  1889, 
c.  316;  St.  1892,  c.  192;  R.  L.,  c.  112,  sec.  23;  St.  1902,  c.  370. 
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The  same  general  principle,  however,  is  still  found  in  our  law  rela- 
tive to  gas  and  electric  light  companies.  See  Acts  of  1914,  c.  742, 
sec.  40,  reading  as  follows : 

If,  when  the  board  approves  an  issue  of  new  stock  or  bonds  by  a 
gas  or  electric  company,  it  determines  that  the  fair  structural  value  of 
the  plant  and  of  the  land  of  such  company  is  less  than  its  outstanding 
stock  and  debt,  it  may  prescribe  such  conditions  and  requirements  as  it 
determines  are  best  adapted  to  make  good  within  a  reasonable  time  the 
impairment  of  the  capital  stock;  or  before  allowing  an  increase,  it  may 
require  the  capital  stock  to  be  reduced  by  a  prescribed  amount,  not  ex- 
ceeding the  amount  of  such  impairment.  The  amount  of  impairment 
and  the  conditions  and  requirements  imposed  shall  be  stated  in  the 
annual  report  of  the  board. 

Our  whole  anti-stockwatering  public  utility  code  rests  on  the 
assumption  that  rates  are  to  be  mainly  determined  by  figuring  a 
fair  return  on  capital,  and  that,  therefore,  capital  should  accurately 
represent  investment,  no  less  and  no  more.  Compare  the  anti- 
stockwatering  statutes  of  1894,  chapters  450,  452,  462,  502  — 
now  Revised  Laws,  c.  109,  s.  24-27;  Acts  of  1906,  c.  463,  Pt.  II, 
s.  46,  Pt.  Ill,  s.  107;  Acts  of  1913,  c.  784,  s.  15-16;  Acts  of  1914, 
c.  742,  s.  39.  See  also  Governor  Russell's  message  vetoing  the  bill 
for  increasing  the  stock  of  the  Connecticut  River  Railroad  in  such 
a  way  as  to  amount  to  stockwatering ;  Acts  of  1892,  p.  627.  See 
also  the  further  discussion  of  the  Connecticut  River  case  in  Rail- 
road Commissioners'  report  for  1894,  pages  24,  26.  These  anti- 
stockwatering  statutes  were  but  a  more  carefully  drawn  and  de- 
tailed assertion  of  what  has  always  been  the  fundamental  principle 
of  our  Massachusetts  public  utility  legislation. 

All  through  the  statute  law  and  the  earlier  decisions  of  this 
board,  runs  the  theory  that  the  capitalization  of  a  public  utility 
company  in  this  commonwealth  is  to  represent  only  honest  invest- 
ments; and  that  such  rates  are  to  be  allowed  as  will  yield  a  fair 
return  upon  such  investments,  including,  particularly  in  the  earlier 
legislation,  fair  or  even  generous  payments  for  the  risks  that  the 
investors  ran. 

In  this  fairly  consistent  adherence  to  sound  principle  our  Massa- 
chusetts public  utility  code  is  in  striking  contrast  with  the  loose 
and  haphazard  legislation  as  to  capitalization  in  many  other  states, 
which  has  frequently  resulted  in  compelling  their  regulating  com- 
missions to  resort  to  reproduction  cost  as  perhaps  the  least  unsafe 
basis  for  determining  a  fair  rate. 

Accordingly,  we  rule  that  under  Massachusetts  law  capital  hon- 
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estly  and  prudently  invested  must,  under  normal  conditions,  be 
taken  as  the  controlling  factor  in  fixing  the  basis  for  computing 
fair  and  reasonable  rates;  that  if  there  is  mismanagement  causing 
loss,  such  loss  must  be  charged  against  the  stockholders  legally 
responsible  for  the  mismanagement;  that  reproduction  cost  either 
with  or  without  depreciation,  while  it  may  be  considered,  is  not, 
under  our  law,  to  be  taken  as  the  determining  basis  for  reckoning 
rates. 

(3)  It  will  be  convenient  now  to  set  forth  the  principal  material 
facts  as  to  the  origin  and  financial  condition  of  the  petitioning 
railway  company.  The  following  shows  the  book  assets  and  liabili- 
ties of  the  petitioner  as  of  June  30,  1914:

1  When  the  Commonwealth  Ave.,  Wellesley  &  Boston  and  Waltham  St.  Ry.  companies  were 
consolidated  with  the  Newton  St.  Ry.  Co.,  as  noted  above,  they  had  a  floating  debt  aggregating 
$98,500,  which  amount  now  appears  in  the  floating  debt  of  the  Newton  St.  Ry.  Co. 
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The  average  dividend  paid  on  the  capital  stock  of  the  constituent 
companies  from  the  time  of  their  respective  organizations  down 
to  the  date  of  consolidation  with  the  Middlesex  and  Boston  Street 
Eailway  Company  was  3.09%.  The  average  dividend  paid  on  the 
stock  @f  the  consolidated  company  since  consolidation  is  4.35%. 

From  the  table  of  assets  and  liabilities  above  set  forth  it  appears 
that  the  petitioning  company  is  heavily  indebted.  It  has  a  funded 
debt  of  $1,983,000  and  a  floating  debt  of  about  $1,250,000.  This- 
indebtedness  is  in  large  part  due  to  the  consolidated  company 
taking  over  the  liabilities  of  the  constituent  companies  at  the  time 
of  consolidation.  The  interest  upon  this  floating  debt,  amounting 
to  nearly  $70,000  a  year,  at  the  rate  of  about  6%,  has  been  a  heavy 
charge  upon  revenue.  It  will  also  be  observed  that  the  company 
now  carries  a  profit  and  loss  deficit  of  over  $265,000,  —  or  includ- 
ing bond  discount,  of  over  $300,000. 

It  is  now  urged,  particularly  by  the  cities  of  Newton  and  Wal- 
tham,  that  it  is  unfair  to  their  communities  that  the  railway  com- 
pany serving  them  should  be  saddled  with  a  debt,  growing  out  of 
past  unprofitable  operation  of  other  lines.  Their  claim  is  that 
stockholders  of  certain  unprofitable  lines,  seeing  no  reasonable 
probability  of  making  earnings  on  their  own  lines  adequate  to 
insure  dividends  upon  the  money  invested  therein,  obtained  through 
the  device  of  a  voluntary  association  (the  Boston  Suburban  Elec- 
tric Companies,  hereinafter  described  in  more  detail),  control  of 
other  lines  which  were  intrinsically  sound  and  profitable,  finally 
securing  a  consolidation  of  all  these  lines  into  a  single  corporation, 
the  present  petitioner,  which  has  capital  stock  and  debts  equal 
to  the  aggregate  of  all  the  capital  stock  and  debts  of  the  constituent 
companies.  They  contend  that  the  rates  on  the  lines  serving 
Newton,  Waltham  and  the  other  more  densely  populated  communi- 
ties should  not  be  increased  beyond  five  cents,  the  rate  existing 
at  the  time  of  consolidation,  in  order  to  pay  interest  upon  debts 
growing  out  of  losses  incurred  on  the  poorer  paying  lines,  nor 
operating  deficits  now  alleged  to  accrue  'year  by  year  on  the  poorer 
paying  lines.  The  argument,  in  effect,  is  that  in  fixing  fair  rates 
for  a  consolidated  company  like  the  present,  the  Commission  should 
go  behind  the  orders  of  consolidation  and  attempt  to  recreate  on 
the  different  lines  the  financial  conditions  which  we  think  would 
have  existed  on  these  lines  had  there  never  been  any  consolidation. 

Doubtless,  when  application  is  made  to  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission for  approval  of  any  proposed  consolidation  of  street  rail- 
way  companies   it   is   open   to   any   community   which   thinks   its 
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interests  will  be  adversely  affected  by  such  consolidation  to  appear 
and  oppose  it.  All  these  orders  of  consolidation  contain  a  recital, 
substantially  in  the  language  of  section  52  of  Part  III,  chapter 
463  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  to  the  effect  that  it  appears  to  the  Com- 
mission that  the  terms  of  consolidation  "  involve  no  decrease  in 
facilities  for  travel  and  no  increase  in  the  rates  of  fare."  Un- 
doubtedly it  would  be  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  refuse  its 
approval  of  a  consolidation  if  it  appeared  that  because  of  the  con- 
solidation either  the  facilities  for  travel  were  to  be  diminished  or 
the  rates  of  fare  were  to  be  increased. 

But  if  we  assume,  which  is  very  doubtful,  that  the  Commission 
now  has  any  legal  right  to  deal  with  the  petitioning  company  other 
than  as  an  integer,  it  would  be  difficult  —  practically  impossible 
—  to  recreate  with  even  approximate  accuracy  the  conditions  which 
might  have  obtained  upon  the  different  lines  if  there  had  been  no 
consolidation.  Ordinarily,  as  a  result  of  consolidation,  fare  limits, 
riding  facilities,  convenience  of  connections,  transfer  privileges 
and  many  other  incidents  of  travel  are  increased.  It  would  not  be 
sound  to  say  that  the  consolidated  company  must  give  exactty  the 
same  rates  of  fare  for  radically  increased  traveling  facilities.  More- 
over, these  thin  lines  operate  as  feeders  for  the  lines  in  thickly 
settled  communities,  thus  increasing  the  traffic  on  the  latter  by 
an  unascertainable  amount.  If  the  Commission  should  rule  that, 
in  determining  a  just  and  reasonable  rate  upon  any  short  line 
where  the  traffic  is  dense,  it  must  recreate  the  conditions  which 
might  have  existed  on  that  short  line  if  it  had  remained  in  the 
ownership  and  control  of  the  single  company  that  formerly  owned 
it,  the  result  would  be  inextricable  confusion  and  a  sort  of  chaotic 
adoption  of  the  zone  system  found  in  many  European  cities.  The 
general  tendency  of  our  legislation  has  been  to  encourage  such 
consolidations  and  to  extend  as  far  as  possible  fare  limits  and 
transfer  privileges,  keeping  street  railway  fares  as  near  as  possible 
to  a  flat  five-cent  limit. 

We  rule  that  on  the  present  rate  application  the  Middlesex  and 
Boston  is  to  be  dealt  with  as  a  single  company.  But  this  ruling  is 
not  to  be  construed  to  prevent  the  Commission  now  or  at  any  time 
from  dealing  with  the  soundness  and  prudence  of  any  investment 
made,  either  by  a  consolidated  company  or  by  any  of  its  constituent 
companies,  when  the  soundness  and  prudence  of  such  investment 
is  a  material  question  to  be  determined  in  reaching  a  proper  con- 
clusion as  to  a  fair  rate.  It  is  only  money  honestly  and  with  rea- 
sonable prudence  invested  in  a  public  utility  that  is   entitled  to 
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earn  a  full  return.  If  the  Commission  finds  a  street  railway  com- 
pany investing  money  in  building  extensions  contrary  to  the  dic- 
tates of  reasonable  prudence  and  sound  business  judgment,  it  is 
its  plain  duty  to  refuse  any,  or  at  any  rate  a  full  return  upon  such 
investment. 

Nor  does  the  ruling  above  made  prevent  the  Commission  from 
refusing  a  full  return  upon  capital  invested  in  any  of  the  poorer 
lines  in  the  system  of  the  present  petitioning  company.  Nor  does 
this  ruling  that  the  petitioner  is  to  be  dealt  with  as  a  single  com- 
pany require  the  Commission  entirely  to  disregard  conditions 
which  might  probably  have  existed  in  more  thickly  settled  com- 
munities served  by  the  lines  possibly  more  prosperous  if  there  had 
been  no  consolidation.  It  might  well  be  the  duty  of  the  Commis- 
sion, if  it  were  shown  that  any  proposed  increase  in  rates  was 
exclusively  due  to  consolidation,  to  refuse  its  approval  of  such 
increase. 

In  this  connection  it  may  properly  be  observed  that  there  is  no 
such  thing  as  an  absolutely  accurate  and  scientific  system  of  rate- 
making.  There  are  principles  which  ought  to  guide  and  essentially 
control  rate-making;  there  are  few,  if  any,  arbitrary,  definite  and 
clear-cut  rules  which  can  be  applied  with  mathematical  accuracy 
to  any  given  set  of  facts. 

After  most  careful  consideration  of  the  facts  concerning  the 
origin  and  history  of  the  constituent  companies  of  the  petitioner, 
we  are  satisfied  that  it  would  not  be  in  the  public  interest  for  the 
Commission  now  to  rule  or  find  that  any  of  the  capital  invested 
in  the  creation  of  any  of  these  lines  was  so  recklessly  and  impru- 
dently invested  as  now  to  warrant  or  require  us  to  adopt  a  policy 
likely  to  result  in  abandoning  or  tearing  up  some  of  these  lines. 
Undoubtedly  in  more  optimistic  days  street  railways  have  been 
built  in  Massachusetts  upon  which  a  full  return  cannot  now  be 
earned  without  charging  rates  intrinsically  unfair  and  perhaps  de- 
structive to  traffic.  But  we  believe  that  the  public  interest  and  the 
enlightened  public  sentiment  of  Massachusetts  require  that,  within 
all  reasonable  limits,  such  lines  should  be  conserved,  not  only  for 
a  probable  increasing  population,  but  for  probably  increased  use 
of  rails  for  handling  express  and  such  freight  as  milk  and  farm 
produce.  These  street  railways  running  into  rural  sections  per- 
form not  merely  an  economic  function;  they  perform  an  important 
moral  and  social  function. 

Undoubtedly  there  are  reasonable  limits  to  the  arguable  dis- 
crimination growing  out  of  requiring  the  patrons  of  street  railway 
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lines  in  the  thickly  settled  communities  to  pa}'  more  than  the  cost 
of  their  short  carriage  in  order  to  contribute  to  losses  incurred 
in  the  longer  hauls  through  the  thinly  settled  sections.  But  the 
"  short-riders  "  of  to-day  may  be  the  "  long-riders  "  of  to-morrow. 
Our  population  centers  profit  in  many  indirect  ways  from  street 
railway  lines  ramifying  into  rural  sections.  This  policy  of  a  flat 
rate  within  reasonable  limits  which  does  in  effect  require  short- 
ride  patrons  to  contribute  to  the  larger  cost  of  the  long  rides,  has 
been  the  policy  of  the  Commonwealth  for  many  years.  It  really 
underlies  the  five-cent  fare  provision  of  the  Elevated  and  West 
End  companies  in  metropolitan  Boston.  It  cannot  be  said  that 
this  principle  has  not  some  proper  application  to  the  conditions 
on  the  various  lines  of  the  Middlesex  and  Boston. 

A  sound  transportation  policy  requires  consideration  of  the 
relations  between  transportation  facilities  and  living  conditions. 
The  tenement  house  and  the  "  three  decker  ",  with  all  that  they 
involve  of  undesirable  living  conditions  and  of  fire  risk,  are  closely 
related  to  the  problem  of  adequate  transportation  facilities.  The 
Commonwealth,  which  expends  the  tax-payers'*  money  in  the  con- 
struction of  good  roads  all  over  Cape  Cod  and  through  the  Berk- 
shires,  would  not  be  content  with  a  policy  which  promoted  the 
abandonment  and  destruction  of  existing  street  railway  facilities 
in  eastern  Massachusetts. 

The  principle  now  laid  down  is  in  substance  the  same  as  that 
found  in  R.R.  Com.  Rep.  1906,  p.  81 : 

We  cannot  agree  that  the  separate  receipts  and  expenditures  upon 
each  line  of  a  railway  system  (assuming  that  they  can  be  in  all  cases 
definitely  ascertained)  should  be  the  controlling  factor  in  determining 
what  is  a  reasonable  fare  over  each  line. 

The  business  upon  a  particular  line  is  entitled  to  consideration,  for 
there  is  a  limit  to  the  amount  which  one  part  of  a  community  should 
contribute  to  the  accommodation  of  another;  but  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures of  different  lines  are  to  be  considered  in  connection  with  those 
of  the  railway  as  a  whole  and  with  due  regard  to  the  fact  that  profitable 
lines  must  do  their  share  in  supporting  some  unprofitable  lines  which  in 
the  larger  public  interest  every  company  may  be  compelled  to  maintain. 

Cases  are  to  be  judged  exclusively  from  neither  the  standpoint  of  the 
separate  line  nor  from  that  of  the  whole  system  but  from  both,  and  the 
decision  is  to  be  made  in  accordance  with  what  the  general  good  and 
justice  to  all  may  require. 

(4)  The  present  Middlesex  and  Boston  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany was  organized  in  1907  to  take  over  the  property  of  the  old 
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South  Middlesex  Street  Piailway  Company.  The  South  Middlesex 
Company  was  not  a  financial  success  and  went  into  the  hands  of 
a  receiver.  Its  trial  balance  for  the  period  ending  August  14, 
1907,  shows  an  apparent,  perhaps  an  actual  property  investment 
of  nearly  $600,000  (see  R.R.  Com.  Rep.  Jan.  1908,  page  515). 
Under  an  order  of  the  Superior  Court  dated  June  10,  1907,  the 
receiver  was  authorized  to  sell  the  property  in  his  hands,  which 
was  then  subject  to  an  outstanding  mortgage  represented  by  bonds 
to  the  amount  of  $100,000.  After  the  sale  an  engineer  reported 
that  the  replacement  value  of  the  property  was  not  less  than 
$400,000.  The  Middlesex  and  Boston  was  then  organized  by  the 
purchasers,  who  applied  to  the  Railroad  Commissioners  for  the 
approval  of  an  issue  of  stock;  and  the  Commission  approved  an 
issue,  above  the  $100,000  of  bonds,  to  the  amount  of  $300,000, 
obviously  adopting  the  engineer's  estimate  as  the  basis.  (See 
39th  R.R.  Com.  Rep.,  p.  136.  )x 

But  the  trial  balance  of  the  Middlesex  and  Boston  in  its  next 
report  to  the  Railroad  Commission  disclosed  that  the  company  had 
a  floating  indebtedness  growing  out  of  its  paying  (or  attempting 
to  pay)  $525,000  as  the  purchase  price  of  the  assets  of  the  old 
company.  The  balance  between  this  sum  and  the  authorized  stock 
and  bond  issues  was  made  up  by  short-time  notes  of  $125,000. 
These  notes  have  been  carried  forward  ever  since  as  a  part  of  the 
floating  indebtedness  of  the  present  company.  Interest  thereon 
has  been  paid  year  by  year,  and  charged  to  the  revenues  of  the 
company  at  the  rate  of  substantially  6%,  or  $7,500  a  year. 

The  question  now  arises  as  to  whether  this  debt  of  $125,000 
thus  incurred  was  legal  and  this  inquiry  involves  also  the  legality 
of  the  annual  pa}rments  of  $7,500.  As  we  construe  the  statute 
under  which  the  Middlesex  and  Boston  was  authorized,  these  notes 
are  illegal  and  the  interest  payments  are  illegal. 

Prior  to  1900  there  was  no  provision  in  our  general  street  rail- 
way law  for  incorporating  a  company  to  take  over  the  assets  of  a 
bankrupt  street  railway  company  sold  at  receiver's  sale.  The 
purchasers  at  such  sale  had  either  to  apply  to  the  legislature  for 
a  special  act  or  sell  their  property  as  best  they  might,  provided  that 
under  restrictions  made  by  municipal  authorities  they  could  legally 
tear  up  their  track.  (Of.  French  v.  Jones,  191  Mass.  522;  Cheney 
v.  Barker,   198  Mass.   356.)     For  instance,  when  the  Blackstone 

1  This  estimate  of  $400,000,  as  the  replacement  cost  of  this  property,  was  substantially  con- 
firmed by  another  engineer's  report  made  incase  R.R.  Com.,  Number  8468,  petition  of  Middlesex 
and  Boston  Street  Railway  Company  for  approval  of  an  issue  of  $1,483,000  of  bonds.  See  also 
in  papers  of  that  case  the  report  of  G.  M.  Tompson,  C.E.,  page  33  et  sequitur. 
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Valley  street  railway  was  sold  at  receiver's  sale,  the  purchasers 
obtained  from  the  legislature  (Acts  1897,  chapter  481),  a  special 
act  of  incorporation,  the  new  name  being  the  Worcester  and  Black- 
stone  Valley  Street  Bailway  Company,  permitting  the  new  cor- 
poration to  issue  only  such  amounts  of  stock  or  bonds  as  should 
be  authorized  by  the  Railroad  Commissioners  in  accordance  with 
the  general  law.  Although  the  property  was  claimed  to  be  worth 
some  $80,000,  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  under  the  general  law, 
authorized  capital  stock  to  represent  the  old  property  only  to  the 
amount  of  $45,000,  apparently  the  price  paid  by  the  purchasers  at 
receiver's  sale.  (See  R.R.  Com.  Rep.  1898,  p.  268.)  But  in  1900 
(Statutes  1900,  c.  381)  a  general  law  was  enacted  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  a  more  just  and  consistent  basis  upon  which  to 
capitalize  street  railway  property  purchased  at  receiver's  sale.  The 
new  act,  now  sections  144-147  of  Part  III,  chapter  463,  Acts 
of  1906,  provides  that  the  receiver  may  sell  such  property  on  such 
terms  and  in  such  manner  as  the  court  may  order;  that  neither 
the  purchasers  nor  the  property  in  their  hands  shall  be  liable  for 
any  debts  of  the  old  company  except  taxes  and  outstanding  mort- 
gages; and  that  the  purchasers  shall  organize  a  new  company  with 
the  same  franchises  and  charters  as  the  original  company,  the 
capital  stock  of  the  new  company  to  be  determined  under  the  fol- 
lowing provision: 

The  total  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  fixed 
at  an  amount  approved  by  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  but 
which  shall  not  exceed  the  fair  cost,  as  determined  by  said  board,  of 
replacing  the  railway  and  property  so  acquired,  less  the  amount  of  any 
outstanding  mortgages  to  which  said  railway  and  property  may  be  sub- 
ject in  the  hands  of  the  new  company. 

It  seems  to  us  very  plain  that  by  this  statute  the  Legislature 
intended  to  allow  such  street  railway  property  to  be  represented 
by  the  same  but  no  greater  amount  of  capitalization  than  a  com- 
pany organized  to  build  a  railway  and  creating  the  property  in  its 
then  condition  would  have  been  permitted  to  issue.  No  other 
construction  is  consistent  with  our  code  of  anti-stockwatering  pub- 
lic service  corporation  law.  If  the  debts  are  not  to  be  wiped  out. 
and  perhaps  other  excessive  capitalization  eliminated,  there  is  no 
occasion  for  a  sale  by  receiver  and  for  the  organization  of  a  new 
company  by  the  purchasers.  Manifestly  no  company  organized 
under  the  general  law  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  street  railway 
could  lawfully  issue  its  notes  for  $125,000  or  for  any  other  sum, 
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unless  such  debt  was  properly  incurred  for  lawful  purposes.  It 
would  have  been  a  vain  proceeding  for  the  Legislature  to  limit  the 
amount  of  capital  stock  to  the  replacement  cost  of  the  property  (less 
the  amount  of  outstanding  mortgages)  if  the  Legislature  had  con- 
templated that  the  same  corporation  might,  as  a  part  of  the  same 
transaction,  without  adequate  consideration,  issue  an  unlimited 
amount  of  notes,  notes  obviously  being  a  security  of  higher  degree 
than  capital  stock.  The  Legislature  was  dealing  with  capitaliza- 
tion, not  merely  with  capital  stock.  The  purpose  was  to  permit 
the  new  corporation  to  have  such  an  amount  of  capital  stock  and 
debts  as  should  fairly  represent  the  replacement  cost  of  the  prop- 
erty. The  interest  upon  debts  representing  the  fair  cost  of  any 
property  used  in  the  public  service  is  a  proper  charge  against 
revenue.  Interest  upon  a  debt  not  representing  the  fair  cost  of 
property  put  into  the  public  service  is  not  a  legal  or  proper  charge 
upon  rates.  See  also  St.  1906,  c.  463,  Pt.  Ill,  s.  110,  which  was 
a  part  of  the  original  anti-stockwatering  law  of  1894.  It  is  true 
that  the  statutes  in  relation  to  the  authorization  of  stock  and  bond 
issues  do  not  expressly  require  the  Commission,  as  part  of  that 
proceeding,  to  pass  upon  the  validity  of  outstanding  short-time 
obligations,  but  the  validity  of  the  entire  floating  debt,  involving 
as  it  does  an  annual  interest  charge  upon  the  company's  revenues, 
becomes  a  proper  and  necessary  subject  of  inquiry  in  a  rate  in- 
vestigation. 

At  the  time  of  this  transaction,  it  was  obviously  assumed  by 
counsel  who  advised  it  that  the  new  corporation  might  issue  its 
notes  for  the  full  amount  of  the  nominal  purchase  price  apparently 
fixed  in  the  Court's  order  of  sale  and  that  the  statute  was  to  be 
construed  as  limiting  only  the  amount  of  capital  stock  that  could 
be  issued  to  the  replacement  cost  of  the  property  (less  the  amount 
of  mortgage). 

It  is  enough  now  to  say  that  while  this  transaction  was  in  the 
open  and  under  a  claim  of  right,  and  that  the  Commission  does 
not  question  the  honesty  or  good  faith  of  the  parties  to  it,  we  are 
unable  to  accept  their  construction  of  the  law. 

The  Commission  must  rule  and  does  rule  that  this  debt  of 
$125,000  represents  no  part  of  the  replacement  cost  of  the  prop- 
erty purchased  by  the  petitioning  company  and  is  therefore  illegal 
and  that  all  payments  for  interest  made  upon  that  floating  debt, 
amounting,  compounded,  to  about  $60,000,  are  also  illegal.  While 
the  Commission  does  not  feel  warranted  in  requiring  the  cancella- 
tion of  this  debt  of  $125,000  and  the  accrued  and  paid  interest 
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thereon,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  disposition  of  this  rate  case 
on  its  merits,  we  must  add  that  the  Commission  will  hereafter  make 
formal  order  requiring  such  cancellation  and  release  and  will  take 
such  further  steps  to  enforce  its  order  as  may  seem  just  and  neces- 
sary, unless  the  corporation  shall  within  thirty  days  in  some  legally 
sufficient  form  procure,  and  give  sufficient  evidence  to  this  Commis- 
sion of  having  procured,  a  legal  cancellation  and  release  of  the 
corporation  from  this  debt.  Such  disposition  of  this  matter  will 
make  it  possible  for  the  company,  if  it  so  desires,  to  have  the  sound- 
ness of  the  Commission's  view  as  to  the  illegality  of  this  debt  tested 
in  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  27 
of  the  Public  Service  Act. 

(5)  The  other  questions  requiring  discussion  will  be  best  under- 
stood after  a  statement  of  the  relations  of  the  petitioner  to  the 
Boston  Suburban  Electric  Companies.  This  is  one  of  the  numerous 
so-called  "  voluntary  associations  "  doing  business  in  this  Common- 
wealth. Its  organization  and  operations  are  described  in  consid- 
erable detail  in  House  Document  1788,  Jan.  1913,  p.  16,  "  Eeport 
of  The  Special  Commission  to  Investigate  Voluntary  Associations  ", 
appointed  under  Resolve  113  of  1912.  See  also  page  33  of  the 
report.

Parenthetically  it  should  be  said  that  the  Commission  deals 
with  this  holding  company  only  for  the  purpose  of  determining, 
so  far  as  is  necessary  for  the  present  inquiry,  the  relations  between 
it,  and  other  corporations  controlled  by  it,  and  the  petitioner. 
Compare  St.  1913,  c.  509,  sec.  3.  The  Commission  has  fully  in 
mind  the  limitations  imposed  by  section  7  of  that  act. 

Shortly  stated,  this  holding  company,  which  was  organized  under 
a  deed  of  trust  dated  November  25,  1901,  was  a  device  by  which 
the  stockholders  of  most  of  the  different  companies  now  making 
up  the  petitioning  railway  company  pooled  their  stock  for  the  pur- 
pose of  common  management.  The  association  also  obtained  con- 
trol of  the  Waltham  Gas  Light  Company  and  of  the  stock  and 
debts  of  the  JSTorumbega  Park  Company.  The  Waltham  Gas  Light 
Company  was  sold  out  in  1909.  The  officers  of  the  Boston  Sub- 
urban, the  Middlesex  and  Boston  and  the  Norumbega  Park  com- 
panies are  for  all  practical  purposes  the  same.  The  restaurant  run 
by  the  Park  Company  is  on  land  owned  by  the  Street  Railway 
Company.  There  have  also  been  some  dealings  between  the  com- 
panies in  the  sale  of  auto  supplies  and  in  other  small  matters.  For 
several  years  the  Park  Company  has  received  from  the  Street  Rail- 
way Company  substantial  sums,  charged  apparently  to  advertising. 
For  the  last  three  years  these  contributions  exceed  $10,000  annually. 
General  admission  to  the  Park  is  ten  cents ;  but  purchasers  of  tickets 
which  include  round  trip  transportation  get  admission  at  the  rate 
of  five  cents.  This  indirect  bonus  to  passengers  is  supposed  to  in- 
duce a  large  amount  of  traffic  on  the  railway. 

The  relations  between  the  petitioner  and  this  holding  company 
and  the  park  company  have  been  justly  criticised  by  counsel  for 
the  remonstrants,  and  in  several  particulars. 

(6)  Since  the  consolidation  of  the  companies  whose  stocks  were 
originally  pooled,  the  largest  single  function  performed  by  the  hold- 
ing company  has  been  that  of  obtaining  and  loaning  to  the  railway 


1  No  par  value. 
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company  more  than  one  million  dollars,  making  np  most  of  its 
floating  debt.  On  this  debt  the  railway  company  has  paid,  for 
several  years,  to  the  holding  company,  a  rate  of  interest  averaging 
about  6%.  But  it  appears  that  the  holding  company  has  ob- 
tained substantial  parts  of  this  money  at  a  much  less  rate.  $622,000 
of  the  money  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  has  been 
put  into  the  holding  company's  notes  at  4%.  Money  has  been 
borrowed  from  certain  trust  companies  in  substantial  amounts  at 
4  and  4^2%-  Counsel  for  some  of  the  remonstrants  claim  that 
under  these  circumstances  the  holding  company  is  a  trustee  for 
the  railway  company  of  any  profit  made  in  borrowing  money  and 
loaning  it  to  the  petitioning  railway  company.  It  is  also  claimed 
that  the  6%  rate  paid  for  this  capital  of  above  $1,000,000  is  an 
excessive  rate;  that  the  railway  company  could  have  obtained  much 
or  all  of  this  money  in  the  open  market  at  less  cost;  and  that  the 
net  revenue  of  the  railway  company  has  been  improperly  dimin- 
ished, year  by  year,  by  excessive  interest  charges,  which  charges 
have,  in  effect,  gone  to  the  stockholders  of  the  railway  company 
in  this  indirect  fashion. 

It  would  not  be  profitable  to  attempt  to  analyze  all  the  financial 
transactions  of  the  holding  company.  The  real  question  is  as 
to  whether  the  railway  company  is  being  mismanaged  in  respect 
to  the  interest  that  it  pays  for  money  to  cover  its  floating  debt.  It 
is  too  plain  for  argument  that  any  public  utility  company  which 
is  required  to  borrow  money  should  borrow  it  at  the  best  available 
rates  and  that  any  excess  interest  rates  paid  directly  or  indirectly 
to  the  stockholders  upon  loans  made  by  them  must  be  treated,  for 
rate  making  purposes,  nearly  as  though  it  were  a  dividend  upon 
their  stock.  The  present  query  is  whether  this  holding  company 
plan,  obnoxious  as  it  is  to  most  sound  principles  of  corporation 
management  and  confusing  as  it  is  to  a  proper  system  of  regula- 
tion of  public  utility  companies,  has,  in  the  function  it  has  per- 
formed of  furnishing  capital  to  this  railway  company,  unfairly 
diminished  the  apparent  net  revenue. 

Undoubtedly,  if  the  indebtedness  of  the  railway  company  had 
been  less  and  its  net  revenue  had  been  greater,  it  might  have  bor- 
rowed a  substantial  part  of  the  money  that  it  has  had  at  somewhat 
less  than  Q°/o.  But  it  has  needed  this  large  sum  of  about 
$1,000,000,  and  without  having  its  credit  buttressed  by  this  pool- 
ing device  of  the  stock,  it  is  at  least  doubtful  whether  the  railway 
company  could  have  procured  this  sum  in  the  open  market  at  any 
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substantial  reduction  from  the  interest  rate  which  it  paid  to  the 
holding  company. 

On  the  other  hand,  comparing  the  rate  paid  by  the  petitioner 
with  the  rates  paid  by  other  railway  companies  during  recent  years, 
giving  due  weight  to  the  fact  that  the  petitioner  was  under  the 
control  of  a  holding  company,  where  the  same  set  of  men  were 
trading  with  themselves  in  different  capacities,  it  may  fairly  be 
said  that  the  petitioner  has  not  sustained  the  full  burden  of  show- 
ing that  its  directors  could  not  during  much  of  the  period  in  ques- 
tion have  obtained  the  capital  borrowed  on  its  notes  at  somewhat 
less  than  the  6%  paid. 

For  the  purpose  of  testing  the  cost  to  the  railway  company  or 
companies  of  the  capital  furnished  by  the  holding  company  (which 
included  all  the  capital  stock,  and  also  all  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
notes,  except  a  comparatively  small  sum  borrowed  by  the  company 
or  companies  from  other  lenders)  we  have  caused  a  table  to  be 
prepared  covering  the  six-3rear  period,  1909  to  1914,  which  shows 
the  actual  amount  paid  in  dividends  upon  the  capital  stock,  plus  the 
amount  paid  in  interest  upon  the  floating  debt ;  but  deducting  from 
the  floating  debt  the  amount  of  $125,000  plus  the  accrued  com- 
pound interest  thereon,  held  illegal  on  grounds  above  stated,  which 
sum  is  not  treated  as  capital  furnished  for  the  public  use.  This 
table  is  as  follows :

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This  table  is  not  absolutely  accurate  because  the  floating  debt, 
taken  as  the  basis,  was  not  exactly  the  same  throughout  the  whole 
of  each  year.  But  for  present  purposes  it  is  sufficiently  accurate 
to  be  very  illuminating. 

This  table  shows  that  this  holding  company  has  furnished  for 
this  railway  company  on  the  average,  during  this  six-year  period, 
$3,308,109.33,  less  the  small  amount  derived  from  outside  borrow- 
ings, and  has  received  an  average  return  thereon  at  the  rate  of 
4.59%.  That  is,  assuming  the  rate  of  interest  upon  the  debts  held 
by  the  holding  company  to  be  high,  the  dividends  upon  the  stock 
also  held  by  the  holding  company  have  been  such  that  the  average 
return  upon  the  gross  amount  of  capital  furnished,  exclusive  of  the 
item  of  $125,000  with  compound  interest  thereon,  is  4.59%. 

But  it  is  necessary  to  say  that  when  the  stockholders  of  a  pub- 
lic utility  company  choose  to  involve  their  ownership  in  one  of 
these  holding  company  devices,  with  the  resultant  interlocking 
directorates  between  the  public  utility  company  and  other  com- 
panies, they  deprive  themselves  of  the  ordinary  presumptions  in 
favor  of  the  validity  and  advantage  of  contracts  made  by  their 
directors.  When  the  directors  of  any  public  utility  company,  not 
complicated  by  one  of  these  devices  and  not  interlocking  with  the 
directors  of  some  other  corporation,  make  a  contract  for  borrowing 
money  for  power  or  for  any  other  corporate  purposes,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  clear  evidence  of  fraud,  such  transaction  is  prima  facie  to 
be  deemed  valid  and  advantageous  to  the  corporation.  But  when, 
as  in  this  case,  the  stockholders  of  the  railway  company  hold  their 
stock  through  the  device  of  a  holding  company  which  becomes  the 
railway  company's  chief  creditor,  and  when  this  holding  company 
also  controls  the  park  company,  and  formerly  owned  the  power 
company,  there  is  no  presumption  that  any  particular  transaction 
involving  the  financial  relation  of  the  railway  company  to  these 
other  concerns  has  been  made  with  an  eye  single  to  the  railway 
company's  interest.  For  it  makes  no  difference  in  the  amount  of 
profits  divisible  among  the  stockholders  of  the  holding  company 
whether  the  railway  company  pays  the  holding  company  a  low 
rate  for  money  borrowed  from  it  and  is  thus  enabled  to  pay  a  6% 
dividend  upon  its  stock,  or  vice  versa.  So  also  as  to  the  park- 
company  :  if  the  railway  company  pays  to  the  park  company  more 
than  the  fair  value  of  what  the  railway  company  gets  from  the 
park  company,  the  park  company  is  thereby  enabled  to  pay  divi- 
dends not  really  earned  but  which  go  to  the  same  owners.  Under 
these  circumstances,  the  same  men  being  on  all  sides  of  the  trades. 
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there  is  no  real  presumption  arising  from  the  fact  that  a  trade 
has  been  made,  that  that  particular  trade  is  advantageous  to  the 
railway  company.  When  dealing  with  a  situation  of  this  sort  a 
regulating  commission  is  left  to  grope  more  or  less  in  the  dark 
and  try  to  determine  from  its  own  general  information  or  from 
evidence  whether  the  revenues  of  the  railway  company  have  or 
have  not  been  improperly  diminished  by  excessive  payments  for 
interest,  for  power,  for  facilities  furnished  by  the  park  company 
or  through  any  of  the  other  inter-company  dealings.  The  owners 
and  managers  of  a  company  thus  owned  and  controlled  must  sus- 
tain at  every  point  the  full  burden  of  proof  when  seeking  a  raise 
of  rates  based  upon  a  claim  of  present  inadequate  return  upon  capi- 
tal invested. 

(7)  Among  other  inquiries  that  the  Commission  has  made,  in 
order  to  determine  the  validity  and  soundness  of  the  petitioner's 
investment  in  property,  as  shown  by  its  books,  is  a  tabulation  pre- 
pared by  the  Commission's  accountant  (on  file  and  marked  "Ex- 
hibit A")  which  compares  the  book  cost  per  mile  of  road,  of 
equipment,  land  and  buildings  of  the  petitioner  with  the  same 
items  shown  from  the  reports  of  fifty-two  other  street  railway  com- 
panies. That  exhibit  contains  averages  taken  both  with  and  with- 
out the  same  items  drawn  from  the  books  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company;  for  obvious  reasons  the  capital  investment  of 
the  Boston  Elevated  is  not  fairly  comparable  with  that  of  other 
street  railways  in  Massachusetts.  Summarizing  the  more  signifi- 
cant parts  of  that  table,  we  have  the  following:

Testing  still  further  the  validity  and  soundness  of  the  peti- 
tioner's expenditures,  now  represented  in  large  part  hy  its  floating 
indebtedness,  the  Commission  has  examined  with  care  the  earlier 
reports  of  the  company  and  of  its  former  constituent  companies, 
and  certain  reports  made  by  an  engineer  employed  by  the  Middle- 
sex and  Boston  and  by  the  Lexington  and  Boston  companies  at  the 
time  of  their  applications  for  the  approval  of  an  issue  of  bonds  and 
also  another  report  made  by  an  engineer  employed  by  the  Commis- 
sion. See  E.E.  Com.  Eep.  1907,  p.  88,  and  Eep.  1912,  pp.  151,  152. 
These  reports  were  made  for  a  different  purpose  and  on  a  different 
basis  from  that  which  must  be  applied  in  testing  the  validity  of 
present  outstanding  floating  indebtedness.  Yet  they  do  furnish 
some  evidence  which  the  Commission  ought  to  take  into  account 
and  bas  taken  into  account  for  present  purposes. 

We  go  no  farther  than  to  say  that  the  petitioner's  floating  debt 
(except  as  pointed  out  above)  seems  to  have  been  incurred  either 
in  the  purchase  of  additions  and  in  betterments  to  its  property 
or  as  a  result  of  operating  losses  and  of  obsolescence  and  deprecia- 
tion. Manifestly,  operating  deficits  not  due  to  mismanagement 
are  proper  charges  against  future  profits,  provided  such  profits  may 
otherwise  fairly  be  earned.  But  until  the  time  has  come  for  writ- 
ing off  such  deficits  by  gradually  absorbing  them  out  of  profits. 
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they  are  a  part  of  the  outstanding  debt  upon  which  interest  neces- 
sarily accrues  and  such  interest  ought  to  be  paid  from  current 
income;  otherwise  the  result  would  be  a  constant  accretion  of  def- 
icit. This  doctrine  was  assented  to  by  counsel  on  both  sides  at  the 
hearing;  and  it  was  also  apparently  agreed  that  ten  years  would 
be  a  proper  period  within  which  to  absorb  a  valid  deficit  of  this 
kind. 

(8)  The  foregoing  observations  as  to  holding  companies  are 
also  pertinent  in  dealing  with  the  question  of  the  proper  cost  of 
power,  —  to  which  we  now  come.  In  1909  the  holding  company 
sold  to  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  the  Waltham 
Gas  Light  Company,  which  was  then  supplying  power  for  certain 
lines  of  the  Middlesex  and  Boston  Street  Railway,  receiving  a 
price  which  figures  about  $240  per  share  for  the  stock  of  the  Wal- 
tham Company.  (See  this  transaction  described  in  25th  Rep.  of 
Gas  &  Elec.  Lt.  Com.,  for  year  1909,  p.  70.)  Cotemporaneously 
with  this  sale,  the  railway  company  entered  into  a  ten-year  power 
contract  with  the  Edison  Company,  under  which  the  average  cost 
of  power  is  now  about  .0175  per  Kwh.  Other  power  contracts- 
have  been  made  from  time  to  time,  the  latest  of  which  expires  on 
January  1,  1924.  It  is  claimed  by  the  remonstrants  that  this  price 
is  too  high;  that  the  contract  was  not  made  in  the  open  market, 
but  was  part  of  a  trade  involving  a  very  advantageous  sale  of  the 
stock  of  the  Waltham  Company  and  that  as  a  result  the  revenue 
of  the  petitioner  has  been,  year  by  year,  improperly  diminished 
by  excessive  payments  for  power. 

It  is  beyond  question  that  the  price  paid  is  a  pretty  high  price. 
The  following  table,  showing  the  cost  per  car  mile  of  power  of 
certain  street  railway  companies  in  Massachusetts  for  the  years 
ending  June  30,  1913,  and  1914,  shows  that  the  petitioner  was- 
ninth :

In  the  basis  of  this  computation  is  included  the  item  of  "  Mainte- 
nance of  Power  Equipment "  shown  in  the  annual  returns. 

Moreover,  the  cost  of  power  to  the  petitioner  has  increased  of 
recent  years,  whereas  the  general  tendency  of  the  cost  of  power 
elsewhere  has  been  downward.  The  figures  which  we  are  consid- 
ering are  figures  involving  only  the  actual  payments  for  power. 
But  in  fact,  the  company  now  has  power  plants  in  Lexington  and 
Waltham  having  a  book  value  of  about  $386,000,  which  are  not 
used  and  the  carrying  cost  of  which,  including  some  charges  for 
maintenance,  must  really  be  charged  as  an  item  in  its  cost  of  power. 

See  also  report  dated  October  9,  1914,  of  Professor  Lewis  E. 
Moore  of  the  engineering  staff  of  this  Commission,  filed  with  the 
papers  in  this  case. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  company  cannot  be  permitted  to  carry 
at  the  expense  of  its  rate  payers  this  substantial  investment  in 
plants  which  is  neither  used  nor  useful  to  them. 

What  the  company  ought  to  have  done  or  should  now  do  with 
the  old  power  plants  is  a  question  not  free  from  difficulty.  We 
are  not  prepared  to  say  that  sound  business  policy  required  the 
railway  company,  particularly  in  the  financial  condition  in  which 
it  has  been  during  recent  years,  to  make  a  large  investment  in 
equipping  its  own  power  plant.  Entirely  apart  from  any  possible 
influence  that  the  sale  of  the  Waltham  Company  to  the  Edison 
Company  may  have  had  in  determining  the  course  of  the  railway 
company  as  to  manufacturing  its  power  or  buying  it,  it  is  clear 
that  the  tendency  of  recent  years  has  been  to  equip  large  power 
plants  at  tide-water,  transmitting  the  power  much  longer  distances 
than  was  formerly  thought  practicable.  It  may  well  be  that  in  the 
long  run  the  company  was  right  in  not  making  a  large  additional 
expenditure  of  capital  in  establishing  an  adequate  power  plant  of 
its  own. 
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Nor  can  the  Commission  confidently  say  that  the  company's 
policy  of  holding  these  plants  available  for  its  use  for  a  reasonable 
length  of  time  is  plainly  wrong.  The  company  claims,  and  the 
argument  has  weight,  that  these  plants  may  be  of  great  value  to 
it  in  case  of  possible  emergency;  and  also  that  when  negotiations 
for  new  power  contracts  are  taken  up  with  the  Edison  Company, 
the  Connecticut  Power  Transmission  Company,  or  any  other  large 
manufacturer  of  power,  the  railway  company's  ownership  of  these 
plants  will  be  of  substantial  advantage  for  trading  purposes. 

But  the  petitioner  cannot  be  permitted  to  buy  its  power  at  a 
pretty  high  price  and  to  keep,  permanently,  unused  power  plants 
of  its  own.  Within  a  reasonable  time  it  will  be  its  plain  duty 
either  to  equip  and  use  its  own  plants  or  to  sell  the  unused  prop- 
erty and  apply  the  proceeds  to  a  diminution  of  the  obsolescence. 
A  public  utility  company  cannot  be  permitted  to  carry  per- 
manently and  at  the  rate  payers'  expense  substantial  amounts  of 
dead  property.  Of  course  it  follows  that  money  originally  soundly 
and  properly  invested  but  lost  in  the  advance  in  the  art  is  a  proper 
charge  against  net  revenue. 

In  this  connection  we  may  properly  note  that  the  fact  that  such 
a  public  service  company  as  the  Edison  Electric  Light  Company 
is  under  no  public  regulation  as  to  the  sale  of  power  to  such  cus- 
tomers as  the  Middlesex  and  Boston  Street  Railway  Company  is 
apparently  an  anomalous  exception  to  the  general  principles  of 
public  utility  regulation  obtaining  in  this  Commonwealth.  Its 
service  in  furnishing  light  to  customers  is  subject  to  regulation  on 
petition  of  the  mayor  of  a  city  or  the  selectmen  of  a  town  or  twenty 
or  more  customers.  (See  St.  1914,  c.  742,  s.  162.)  But  the  exten- 
sive business  that  it  is  now  doing  of  selling  power  to  large  cus- 
tomers, including  public  utility  customers  like  the  present  petitioner, 
is  not  so  subject.  It  has  absorbed  a  large  part  of  the  smaller  power 
plants  in  eastern  Massachusetts,  and  has  nearly,  if  not  quite,  a 
monopoly-privilege,  without  the  ordinary  Massachusetts  monopoly- 
responsibility  of  submitting  to  regulation.  Conceivably  it  might  be 
sound  policy  to  let  street  railway  companies  go  into  the  business 
of  manufacturing  power  for  sale,  at  least  for  transportation  pur- 
poses; so  that  the  Elevated,  for  instance,  could  equip  its  present 
large  power  plant  at  tidewater  so  as  to  furnish  power  in  competition 
with  the  Edison  Company.  It  seems  reasonably  clear  that  the 
people  of  eastern  Massachusetts  will  not  long  be  content  to  have 
a  large  part  of  the  power  used  in  transportation  purposes  furnished 
by  the  Edison  Company  unaffected  either  by  competition  with  other 
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companies  able  and  willing  to  equip  themselves  with  substantially 
equivalent  facilities,  or  by  official  regulation  as  to  the  prices  to  be 
charged.  The  fair  cost  of  transportation  should  either  be  deter- 
mined in  the  open  competitive  market  or  under  state  supervision 
and  regulation.  Eegulation  of  monopoly  should  be  coextensive  with 
the  field  occupied  by  monopoly.  Under  present  conditions  the 
Edison  Company  is  an  important  factor  in  the  transportation  busi- 
ness with  little  competition  and  no  regulation  in  that  part  of  its 
business. 

In  this  case  either  the  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commission  or 
this  Commission  ought  to  have  authority  to  fix  a  fair  rate  for  power 
furnished  this  transportation  company. 

To  sum  up  the  power  situation:  undoubtedly  the  prices  paid 
and  to  be  paid  under  the  existing  contracts  with  the  Edison  Com- 
pany are,  under  all  the  circumstances,  high,  the  terms  are  un- 
deniably long,  and  the  conditions  under  which  this  arrangement 
for  ten-year  contracts  originated  are  unsatisfactory.  It  may  fairly 
be  said  that  the  petitioner  has  not  fully  sustained  the  burden  of 
showing  that  its  power  cost  is  not  excessive.  On  the  other  hand, 
on  all  the  evidence  and  on  all  the  facts  known  to  the  Commission, 
it  is  quite  clear  that  the  excess  cost  of  power  to  the  petitioner,  if 
any,  is  not  large. 

(9)  The  railway  company  has  for  the  last  seven  years  made  pay- 
ments to  the  ISTorumbega  Park  Company  as  follows :

As  already  stated,  the  railway  company  also  owns  the  land  and 
the  building  in  which  the  park  company's  restaurant  is  carried 
on.  It  is  argued  by  counsel  of  certain  of  the  remonstrants  that  the 
relations  between  the  railway  company  and  the  park  company  are 
both  illegal  and  unprofitable. 

It  would  be  difficult,  without  a  very  elaborate  and  careful  study, 
and  perhaps  taking  a  large  amount  of  expert  testimony,  for  the 
Commission  to  determine  whether  the  railway  company  has  or  has 
not  profited  out  of  its  relations  with  the  park  company.  The 
annual  contribution  is  substantial. 
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The  most  the  Commission  can  say,  on  the  evidence  and  on  its 
information,  is  that  it  is  left  in  doubt  as  to  whether  the  payments 
by  the  railway  company  for  the  support  of  this  park  have  been 
profitable  or  unprofitable. 

But  it  seems  reasonably  clear  that  they  are  illegal.  The  policy 
of  this  Commonwealth  concerning  the  relations  between  street  rail- 
way companies  and  pleasure  resorts  has  been  determined  by  the 
legislature.  See  Statutes  1906,  chap.  463,  part  3,  sec.  34,  which 
reads  as  follows : 

A  street  railway  company  may,  except  in  the  city  of  Boston,  with  the 
approval  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  acquire,  hold,  maintain 
and  equip  land  for  purposes  of  recreation  and  for  pleasure  resorts. 
Admission  to  the  grounds  of  such  pleasure  resorts  shall  be  free,  subject 
to  such  restrictions  as  may,  with  the  approval  of  said  board,  be  imposed 
by  the  board  of  aldermen  of  cities  or  the  selectmen  of  towns  in  which 
such  grounds  may  be  situated.  Said  company  shall  not  sell  intoxicating 
liquors  nor  allow  them  to  be  sold  on  said  grounds;  nor  shall  it  sell  said 
land  without  the  approval  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners. 

This  statute  requires  as  a  condition  precedent  to  an  investment 
in  such  park  the  approval  of  this  Commission.  It  also  apparently 
requires  that  the  admission  thereto  shall  be  free. 

In  effect,  the  petitioning  company  has  sought  to  avoid  the  opera- 
tion of  this  statute  by  having  the  park  company  owned  by  the  same 
holding  company  that  controls  the  railway  company,  and  making 
payments  as  above  set  forth  directly  to  the  park  company.  We 
regard  these  payments  as  illegal. 

We  note  that  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  is  also  pay- 
ing to  the  Norumbega  Park  Company  the  sum  of  $7,500  annually. 
The  Elevated's  lines  do  not  run  within  several  miles  of  the  park. 
If  the  Elevated  and  the  Middlesex  Company  may  make  these  pay- 
ments to  the  park  company  upon  the  theory  that  they  thereby 
induce  profitable  traffic,  it  is  difficult  to  see  that  there  are  any 
limits,  except  the  judgment  and  discretion  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  a  street  railway  company,  to  investments  in  any  enterprise  on  or 
off  the  line  of  the  railway  company,  the  development  of  which  the 
directors  believe  may  be  productive  of  an  increased  traffic  upon  that 
railway.  The  argument  in  favor  of  an  investment,  for  instance  in 
a  factory  which  might  employ  a  large  number  of  prospective  patrons 
of  the  road,  is  at  least  as  strong  as  the  argument  in  favor  of  an 
investment  in  a  park  containing  an  open  air  theatre  and  a  menagerie. 

Within  very  narrow  limits  a  street  railway  company  probably  has 
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power  to  expend  money  for  advertising  in  order  to  induce  traffic 
and  it  would  not  be  seriously  questioned  that  the  Elevated  may 
incur  some  expense  in  placarding  on  its  cars  and  stations  the  pres- 
ence of  skating  on  Jamaica  Pond  or  the  impendency  of  a  base  ball 
or  foot  ball  match,  in  order  to  induce  patronage  on  its  railway. 
But  such  advertising  is  to  be  distinguished,  both  upon  legal  and 
practical  grounds,  from  a  payment  of  thousands  of  dollars  per  year 
for  the  maintenance  of  an  enterprise  assumedly  not  profitable  with- 
out such  contributions. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  noted  that  the  Park  Company  has 
paid  dividends  on  its  capital  stock  of  $60,000  as  follows:

To  what  degree,  directly  or  indirectly,  these  large  dividends  can 
be  said  to  be  due  to  the  relations  between  the  railway  company  and 
the  park  company  must  necessarily,  under  the  interlocking  arrange- 
ments between  the  two,  be  left  a  matter  of  doubt,  almost  of  guess 
work.  It  is  claimed,  and  not  unlikely  with  accuracy,  that  in  the 
earlier  years  the  novelty  of  this  park  enabled  it  to  earn,  without 
any  contributions,  large  dividends  upon  its  capital  and  that  it  was 
a  very  great  assistance  in  increasing  the  traffic  on  the  street  railway. 
Later,  as  competition  increased  and  moving  picture  shows  were 
multiplied,  contributions  from  the  street  railway  were  thought 
necessary. 

Two  things  are  clear:  first,  in  determining  a  fair  rate  for  the 
street  railway  company  which  bears  this  relation  to  this  park  com- 
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pany,  the  Commission  must  consider  the  investment  in  the  park 
and  the  returns  received  upon  that  investment;  we  cannot  know 
whether  these  large  dividends  were  or  were  not  paid  out  of  what 
ought  to  have  been  the  revenue  of  the  railway  company.  Second, 
if  it  is  desirable  that  a  railway  company  should  have  such  adjuncts 
as  this  park,  —  either  with  or  without  the  express  approval  pre- 
viously obtained  of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  —  application 
should  be  made  to  the  Legislature  to  give  the  due  authority.  The 
present  situation  is  unsatisfactory  both  from  the  standpoint  of 
managers,  who  of  course  want  to  exercise  their  own  business  judg- 
ment under  the  law  and  not  outside  of  tbe  law,  and  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  regulating  commission  which ,  is  left  to  grope  its  way 
where  there  ought  to  be  a  clearly  illuminated  path. 

However  objectionable  and  unsound  the  relations  between  this 
park  company  and  these  street  railway  companies  may  be,  the 
amount  actually  paid  as  dividends  by  the  park  company,  assuming 
them  to  be  railway  earnings  and  not  really  park  earnings,  is  not 
large  enough  to  make  any  substantial  difference  in  this  rate  case. 
We  have  tested  it  in  this  way:  Add  the  $60,000  capital  stock  of  the 
Norumbega  Park  Company  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  railway  com- 
pany (formerfy  companies)  ;  add  to  the  gross  amount  of  dividends 
paid  by  the  railway  companies  the  amount  paid  on  the  park  com- 
pany's stock,  so  as  to  treat,  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  return, 
the  railway  companies  and  the  park  company  as  one;  average  divi- 
dend for  13  years,  so  figured,  amounts  to  only  3.99%.  All  the 
salaries  paid  by  the  railway  company,  by  the  holding  company  and 
by  the  Norumbega  Park  Company  are  moderate;  the  earnings  of 
the  railway  company  have  not  been  improperly  diminished  by  this 
rather  common  incident  of  holding  company  control. 

(10)  There  is  another  item  which  does  not  adequately  appear  on 
the  petitioner's  books  as  a  charge  against  net  revenue,  to  which 
attention  must  be  given.     That  item  is  depreciation. 

The  Commission  does  not  now  undertake  to  make  an  accurate 
and  detailed  finding  as  to  the  amount  of  depreciation  that  ought 
to  have  been  charged  by  this  company  annually  as  a  part  of  operat- 
ing expenses.  It  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  among  men 
conversant  with  street  railway  conditions  in  Massachusetts  that  few, 
if  any  (particularly  of  the  less  prosperous  street  railway  companies), 
have  of  recent  years  charged  to  annual  operating  expense  sufficient 
amounts  to  cover  real  depreciation.  But  depreciation  is  as  much 
a  proper  operating  charge  as  are  the  wages  of  motormen.  If 
ignored,  financial  ruin  is  certain  to  result.     More  attention  must 
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shortly  be  given  to  this  item  of  expense.  Rules  recently  promul- 
gated by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  show  that  that 
tribunal  is  fully  alive  to  the  necessity  of  more  adequate  dealing 
with  this  important  subject  and  that  the  accounting  of  all  trans- 
portation companies  will  be  for  many  purposes  delusive  and  mis- 
leading until  proper  rules  for  dealing  with  depreciation  are  laid 
down  and  obeyed  by  the  carriers. 

But  for  present  purposes  we  can  only  deal  with  the  petitioner's 
depreciation  in  the  rough.  Among  some  Avell-managed  street  rail- 
way companies  in  other  states  it  has,  of  recent  years,  been  cus- 
tomary to  cover  depreciation  by  charging  about  20%  of  gross 
revenue  to  the  maintenance  of  way,  structures  and  equipment. 
This  is  not,  of  course,  an  absolutely  accurate  test,  if  indeed  it  is 
possible  to  find  any  accurate  test.  But  for  the  purpose  of  testing 
the  validity  of  the  petitioners  bookkeeping  in  this  regard,  in  order 
to  show  what  amounts  might  fairly  have  been  charged  to  operating- 
expense  during  the  seven  years  from  1908  to  1914,  inclusive,  we 
have  caused  a  table  to  be-  prepared  showing  the  amounts  actually 
charged  to  these  items  as  contrasted  with  a  20%  charge  for  the 
same  items.     That  table  is  as  follows :

This  table  shows  that  if  a  20  %  basis  for  these  items  is  a 
proper  amount  really  to  take  care  of  the  property,  the  company  has 
undercharged  operating  expense  during  this  seven-year  period  by 
the  amount  of  $277,059.42,  an  average  annual  undercharge  of 
$39,579.91.  This  table  is  but  cumulative  evidence  of  what  other- 
wise appears  elsewhere  from  the  company's  accounts  and  from  tabu- 
lations which  are  set  forth  in  this  opinion,  all  tending  to  show  that 
the  net  revenue  of  the  company  has  fallen  very  far  short  of  being 
adequate  to  keep  intact  the  fair  cost  of  the  property  put  by  the 
company  into  the  public  service. 

While  for  capitalization  and  perhaps  for  other  purposes,  it  would 
be  entirely  unsound  and  illegal  to  offset  an  excessive  expenditure 
for  power  against  an  inadequate  charge  for  depreciation,  yet  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  whether  the  carrier's  gross  revenues 
have  been  adequate  or  inadequate,  in  order  to  reach  a  just  and 
sound  conclusion  as  to  rates,  this  test  may  fairly  be  applied.  For, 
even  if  we  assume  that  the  petitioner's  apparent  net  revenue  is  less 
than  it  ought  to  have  been  because  of  an  excessive  cost  of  power, 
it  is  quite  clear  that  that  excessive  cost  does  not  equal  the  difference 
between  the  actual  charges  for  maintenance  and  those  which  ought 
properly  to  have  been  charged  in  order  to  cover  real  depreciation. 

The  conclusion  is  irresistible  that,  considering  the  low  dividends 
paid  on  the  money  put  into  the  capital  stock  of  these  companies 
from  the  time  of  their  organization,  together  with  the  fact  that  the 
company  has  not,  out  of  the  revenue  received,  been  able  to  keep  up 
its  property,  the  rate-paying  public  has,  up  to  the  present  time, 
been  receiving  service  at  substantially  less  than  its  cost.  Eesolving 
every  reasonable  doubt  against  the  petitioner's  management,  we  are 
driven  irresistibly  to  the  conclusion  that  at  no  time  have  the  rates 
charged  been  adequate  to  meet  the  fair  cost  of  the  service.  Up  to 
the  present  time,  as  between  investors  in  and  patrons  of  this  street 
railway  company,  the  patrons  have  had  much  the  better  of  the 
bargain. 

What  we  have  said  relative  to  depreciation  and  dividends  is  not 
to  be  construed  as  a  direct  or  indirect  approval  of  the  proposition 
that  dividends  are  properly  paid  if  depreciation  is  not  cared  for. 
Under  normal  conditions  dividends  are  but  the  division  of  a  surplus 
remaining  after  the  payment  of  all  necessary  operating  expenses 
of  which  depreciation  is  a  part.  The  Commission  has  recently 
(see  P.  S.  C.  order  No.  448)  called  the  attention  of  the  companies 
to  the  absolute  necessity  of  dealing  with  depreciation. 
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Counsel  for  certain  remonstrants  have  suggested,  not  with  great 
apparent  confidence,  that  the  payment  of  even  the  moderate  divi- 
dends paid  by  this  company,  without  taking  care  of  depreciation, 
is  mismanagement  seriously  affecting  the  right  to  a  fair  rate.  But 
there  is  a  great  practical  difference  between  the  payment  of  divi- 
dends averaging  4.35 %,  no  more,  perhaps  even  less,  than  an  invest- 
ment rate  on  money  (which  tends  to  keep  the  corporation  in  some 
sort  of  credit),  and  the  payment  of  dividends  in  excess  of  an  in- 
vestment rate  which  would  tend  to  put  the  stock  of  the  company 
on  a  speculative  basis.  The  payment  of  large  dividends,  in  sub- 
stantial excess  of  an  investment  return  upon  money,  without  proper 
care  of  depreciation,  would  be  clearly  gross  mismanagement  calling 
for  condemnation  and  perhaps  substantially  affecting  even  a  rate 
case.  But  in  the  present  case,  dealing  with  the  right  of  this  cor- 
poration to  have  a  living  wage,  for  its  capital,  the  fact  that  the 
stockholders  have  hitherto  received  small  dividends,  makes  no 
material  difference  in  the  claim  of  the  corporation  for  an  increased 
rate.  But  we  make  it  very  plain  that  the  payment  of  dividends 
in  excess  of  an  investment  rate,  without  caring  for  depreciation  and 
all  other  proper  operating  charges,  would  be  mismanagement  re- 
quiring the  Commission's  effective  condemnation. 

We  have  tested  the  petitioner's  financial  status  in  still  another 
way.  The  following  table  is  made  up  from  the  actual  returns  made 
to  this  commission : 
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For  the  purpose  of  determining  what  the  financial  status  of  the 
company  would  have  been  if  the  main  contentions  of  the  remon- 
strants were  adopted,  we  have  caused  another  table  to  be  prepared 
reforming  the  company's  accounts  in  the  following  particulars: 

(a)  From  these  charges  against  income  we  have  deducted  the 
interest  paid  each  year  on  the  $125,000  (plus  accruing  compound 
interest  thereon)  referred  to  above. 

(&)  We  have  assumed  that  the  deficits  of  the  constituent  com- 
panies were  cancelled  at  the  time  of  the  consolidation  with  the 
petitioning  company,  and  have  eliminated  all  interest  charges  on 
that  part  of  the  floating  debt  representing  such  deficits. 

(c)  From  the  charges  against  revenue  we  have  also  deducted  all 
payments  made  to  the  ISTorumbega  Park  Company. 

(d)  Five  per  cent  and  not  six  per  cent  has  been  reckoned  as  the 
proper  annual  interest  upon  the  remainder  of  the  floating  debt 
after  making  deductions  as  above. 

(e)  We  have  assumed  that  20  per  cent  of  the  company's  gross 
revenue  has  been  expended  each  year  to  meet  the  cost  of  mainte- 
nance and  depreciation. 

(/)  We  have  assumed  that  the  company,  after  such  reformation 
of  its  accounts,  is  entitled  to  an  annual  dividend  of  6  per  cent  on 
its  capital  stock. 

Upon  this  basis  the  accounts  of  the  companies  would  be  tabulated 
as  follows : 
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It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  company's  accounts,  if  readjusted 
on  the  basis  indicated,  would  still  show  an  operating  deficit  of 
$207,310,  or  an  average  of  more  than  $34,500  a  year.  If  we  make 
a  further  assumption  that  the  present  cost  of  power  is  excessive  to 
the  amount  of  about  $12,000  a  year  (see  report  of  Prof.  Lewis  E. 
Moore  already  referred  to),  and  if  a  corresponding  reduction  is 
made  in  the  operating  expense  of  the  company,  its  annual  revenues 
would  still  be  insufficient  by  more  than  $22,500  to  permit  of  the 
payment  of  a  6%  dividend  on  the  capital  stock.  It  is  to  be  borne 
in  mind  also  that  the  application  of  the  present  wage  schedule 
would  increase  this  operating  deficit  to  over  $67,500  a  year.  In 
other  words,  if  all  the  main  contentions  of  the  remonstrants  are 
adopted  it  would  appear  that  the  company  must  receive  an  increase 
of  over  $67,500  in  its  yearly  revenue  in  order  to  permit  of  the 
payment  of  a  normal  dividend  upon  the  capital  stock. 

(11)  The  immediate  occasion  of  the  petitioner's  application  for 
an  increase  of  fares  is  increased  operating  expense,  due  to  increased 
labor  cost,  —  not  a  voluntary  increase  of  wages,  but  the  result  of 
an  award  of  a  board  of  arbitration.  This  award,  handed  down  on 
June  22,  1914,  requires  the  company  to  pay  for  labor  during  the 
coming  year  about  $37,000  more  than  for  the  same  labor  under  the 
old  rates,  besides  perhaps  $8,000  more  because  of  change  of  hours, 
etc.  Moreover,  the  award  provided  for  the  payment  of  an  additional 
sum  of  nearly  $30,000  for  back  pay.  No  one  denies  that  fares 
ought  to  be  adequate  to  pay  a  living  wage  to  efficient  and  faithful 
employees.  This  method  of  settling  wage  disputes,  by  submitting 
the  controversy  to  an  arbitration  board,  is  one  clearly  entitled  to 
public  approval  and  support.  We  accept  this  award  as  doing  no 
more  than  justice  to  the  employees;  we  doubt  not  that  the  patrons 
of  this  company  will  likewise  accept  it  and  the  consequent  increased 
cost  of  transportation  as  a  proper  charge. 

The  company's  position  is,  in  substance,  that  under  the  old  wage 
schedule  its  capital  was  not  receiving  its  living  wage;  that  under 
the  new  wage  schedule  practically  nothing  will  remain  out  of  net 
earnings  for  dividends  for  the  stockholders. 

Eesolving  every  reasonable  doubt  against  the  claims  of  the  com- 
pany, —  both  doubts  arising  out  of  the  soundness  of  some  of  the 
original  investments  and  doubts  arising  as  to  the  management  on 
the  points  hitherto  discussed,  —  the  conclusion  is  irresistible  that 
without  an  increase  of  fares  earnings  adequate  for  the  payment  of 
any  dividend  cannot  reasonably  be  expected.  But  both  justice  and 
expediency  require  that  capital  as  well  as  labor  employed  in  the 
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public  service  should  have  its  fair  living  wage.  This  will  be  gen- 
erally conceded.  But  the  difficulty,  ordinarily,  is  in  agreeing  what 
the  fair  living  wage  of  capital  is  under  any  given  complicated  set 
of  circumstances,  —  involving  the  original  soundness  of  the  invest- 
ment, the  risks  of  the  enterprise  fairly  assumed  by  the  investors, 
and  the  wisdom  and  disinterestedness  of  the  management.  How- 
ever difficult  the  problem,  it  must  be  faced  in  a  rate  case  like 
this. 

Manifestly,  every  computation  dealing  with  future  earnings  is 
more  or  less  prophetic  and  therefore  probably  inaccurate.  But  of 
necessity  some  practical  conclusion  must  be  reached  applying  as 
nearly  as  may  be  to  the  facts  in  this  case  the  principles  already  set 
forth.  We  are  satisfied  that' unless  the  company  shall  succeed  in 
obtaining  its  power  at  substantially  lower  prices,  the  actual  cost 
during  the  next  year  of  transportation  per  passenger  will  be  about 
5V2  cents,  allowing  in  "cost"  nothing  for  dividends.  In  reaching 
this  conclusion  we  have  figured  in,  to  cover  accruing  depreciation, 
20%  of  gross  revenue  as  indicated  above.  One  computation  show- 
ing this  result  is  as  follows :

Total  expenses $979,543  34 

Divide  by  total  number  of  full  revenue  passengers *  last 
year,  17,468,386  =  5.6  cents  per  passenger. 

If  it  were  conceded  that  the  maintenance  expenses  of  last  year 
were  adequate  to  take  care  of  depreciation,  so  that  the  operating 
expenses  above  set  forth  were  reduced  by  the  amount  of  $40,567.28, 
still  the  cost  per  passenger,  allowing  no  dividend,  would  be  about 
5.37  cents.  A  probable  increase  in  traffic  ought  to  reduce  the  per 
capita  cost  slightly;  but  an  increase  in  fares  may  check  the  normal 
increase  to  some  extent. 

1  For  the  purpose  of  this  compilation  two  school  children  are  figured  as  one  full  revenue  passen- 
ger. The  same  method  is  used  in  regard  to  certain  passengers  whose  fares  are  divided  equally 
with  the  Concord,  Maynard  and  Hudson  Street  Railway  Company. 
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We  have  tested  the  company's  financial  condition  and  prospects 
to  some  extent  in  very  many  other  ways,  but  it  is  impossible  to 
avoid  reaching  nearly  the  same  conclusion,  viz. :  It  has  cost  and  is 
now  costing  (allowing  nothing  for  dividends)  substantially  more 
than  five  cents  per  capita  to  carry  passengers  on  the  Middlesex  and 
Boston  street  railway.  As  already  noted,  the  average  revenue  per 
passenger  last  year  was  5.44  cents.  Without  an  increase  of  fares 
there  is  no  reasonable  possibility  of  the  company's  earning,  during 
the  next  year,  anything  properly  available  for  dividends  upon  the 
capital  stock  of  $1,987,000.  Is  it  sound  public  policy  to  require 
this  corporation  to  carry  on  its  business,  earning  nothing  available 
for  its  stockholders?    We  think  not. 

As  a  broad  proposition  it  is  in  the  public  interest  that  railway 
companies  should  earn  and  pay  such  dividends  as  to  keep  the 
market  value  of  their  stock  at  par  or  a  little  above  par.  In  this 
way  only  can  new  capital  be  obtained  by  marketing  stock,  for  our 
law  does  not  permit  stock  to  be  sold  at  less  than  par.  Even  if 
capital  were  obtainable  hy  increased  borrowing,  it  is  an  unsound 
policy  to  allow  carriers  to  become  overburdened  by  fixed  charges 
for  borrowed  money.  The  deplorable  financial  condition  of  many 
of  the  railroads  in  the  country,  due  to  excessive  borrowing  (much 
of  it  on  short-time  notes  and  at  high  rates)  warns  us  to  adhere  to 
the  old-fashioned  method  of  obtaining  capital  in  large  part  through 
stock  issues. 

No  absolute  rule  can  be  laid  down  as  to  what  dividends  are 
necessary  to  keep  the  stock  of  any  carrier  at  par.  At  times  and 
with  companies  high  in  public  favor  a  4%  dividend  has  been 
adequate;  at  other  times  and  with  other  companies  nothing  less 
than  6^0  or  even  more  has  been  adequate.  Manifestly,  under  pres- 
ent financial  conditions,  nothing  less  than  a  dividend  of  5^0  or 
even  6%  would  bring  a  carrier's  stock,  otherwise  reasonably  sound, 
up  to  a  par  value.  Of  course  this  ideal  of  putting  and  keeping 
stock  at  par  or  a  little  better  can  be  reached  only  under  conditions 
approximating  those  we  have  described  above,  — -  of  investments 
reasonably  sound  and  management  reasonably  wise,  disinterested, 
economical  and  prudent.  We  are  not  prepared  to  say  that  in  the 
light  of  the  prior  history  of  the  petitioner  this  company  is  now 
entitled  to  a  full  return  upon  all  its  capital  stock.  On  the  other 
hand,  we  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  in  the  public  interest  that  more 
money  should  be  expended  by  the  company  in  the  maintenance  and 
equipment  of  its  property  and  that  such  fares  should  be  approved 
as  will,   assuming  rigid  economy  and  wise  management,  ground 
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reasonable  hopes  that  the  stock  of  this  company  may  shortly  become 
a  safe  and  sound  dividend-paying  investment.  An  impecunious 
street  railway  is  a  poor  public  servant;  often  it  is  an  unsafe  public 
servant.  It  is  most  desirable  that  these  passenger  carriers  should 
have  such  income  that  they  may  furnish  safe,  convenient,  adequate 
and  comfortable  transportation  service  to  their  patrons.  Such 
service  the  public  wants,  and  is  willing  to  pay  for  when  convinced 
that  it  is  paying  only  for  what  it  gets. 

The  petitioner's  request  for  a  change  of  fares  would,  if  allowed, 
give  a  probable  increased  revenue  of  about  $110,000  a  year.  On 
all  the  facts,  we  are  not  satisfied  that  the  company  has  sustained 
the  burden  of  showing  that  it  is  now  entitled  to  so  large  an  in- 
crease. But  we  are  of  opinion  that  a  schedule  of  fares  which  will 
show  an  increase  of  probably  not  more  than  two-thirds  of  that 
amount  is  in  the  public  interest  and  required  in  justice  to  the 
company. 

Just  how  any  passenger  schedule  should  be  figured  so  as  to  pro- 
duce the  desired  net  revenue  is  another  matter  of  great  practical 
difficulty.  As  we  have  already  pointed  out  it  has  been  claimed 
by  some  of  the  remonstrants  that  on  certain  lines  no  increase  of 
revenue  would  now  be  necessary  except  for  the  drain  upon  the 
company's  revenues  resulting  from  the  consolidation  of  unprofit- 
able lines.  If  this  fact  could  be  established  it  would  have  an  im- 
portant bearing  upon  the  disposition  of  this  case.  But  as  we  have 
more  fully  explained  in  an  earlier  part  of  this  report  it  is  extremely 
difficult  if  not  impossible  to  determine  the  financial  conditions 
which  would  now  exist  on  the  various  lines  if  they  had  continued 
to  be  operated  by  the  original  constituent  companies.  Apart  from 
the  increased  labor  cost,  the  rise  in  prices  and  the  general  increase 
in  the  cost  of  doing  all  kinds  of  business  are  too  much  a  matter 
of  common  knowledge  to  require  present  detailed  discussion.  It 
is  not  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  some  advance  over  original 
fares  might  now  be  necessary  even  upon  the  better  paying  lines 
if  these  had  continued  to  be  separately  operated.  As  in  this  case 
the  Commission  does  not  find  that  increases  of  fare  on  any  of  said 
lines  are  exclusively  due  to  consolidation,  the  questions  of  law  pre- 
sented by  certain  requests  for  rulings  become  mere  moot  questions 
and  it  is  not  necessary  for  the  Commission  to  express  any  opinion 
thereon.  An  increase  of  rates  subsequent,  but  not  directly  at- 
tributable, to  consolidation  we  hold  to  be  valid  if  such  rates  are 
otherwise  just  and  reasonable.  But  while  some  increase  may  be 
justified  upon  the  lines  where  a  five-cent  fare  is  now  charged,  we 
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believe  that  these  lines  should  continue  to  enjoy  a  somewhat  more 
favorable  rate  than  the  remainder  of  the  system. 

The  petitioner  asks  for  a  uniform  six-cent  fare  with  a  one-cent 
charge  for  transfers.  It  admits  that  the  charge  for  transfers  is 
based  mainly  upon  its  belief  that  it  should  have  a  larger  revenue 
than  a  flat  six-cent  fare  would  give  it.  We  have  no  difficulty  for 
the  present  in  denying  that  part  of  the  petition.  We  think  that 
transfers  should  be  free  and  should  be  given  at  such  points  as  may 
tend  to  produce  equality  of  riding  facilities,  particularly  within  the 
limits  of  any  city  or  town.  The  right  to  transfers  at  any  particular 
point  will  be  open  to  revision  at  any  time. 

But  under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  company,  in 
our  judgment,  is  entitled  to  an  approval  of  a  six-cent  fare  on  all 
lines  between  present  fare  limits,  subject,  however,  to  the  require- 
ment that  the  company  shall  sell  tickets  giving  nine  rides  for  fifty 
cents,  good  only  upon  those  lines  where  the  present  rate  of  fare  is 
five  cents.  The  sale  of  tickets  at  less  than  single  fare  rates  is  com- 
mon practice  outside  of  this  Commonwealth.  We  think  that  on 
this  system  it  should  be  given,  to  this  limited  extent,  a  fair  trial. 
School  children's  fares  will,  of  course,  be,  under  the  statute,  one- 
half  the  regular  fare  of  six  cents. 

Except  for  the  cancellation  of  the  fifty-ride  books,  this  revision 
of  fares  does  not  disturb  the  existing  situation  on  those  lines  where 
a  six-cent  fare  now  prevails.  Passengers  on  the  other  lines  by 
purchasing  trip  tickets  will  pay  a  fare  of  approximately  five  and  one- 
half  cents  with  free  transfer  privileges  instead  of  the  present  rate 
of  five  cents  with  an  additional  cent  for  transfers.  We  believe  that 
this  arrangement  is  just  and  equitable  as  between  the  different 
communities  involved  and  will  cause  as  little  hardship  to  patrons 
of  the  company's  lines  as  any  scheme  that  can  be  devised  to  pro- 
vide the  additional  revenue  to  which  the  company  is  entitled. 

Assuming  that  the  communities  served  by  this  railway  continue 
prosperous  and  thus  increase  its  traffic,  the  Commission  believes 
that  the  schedule  approved,  with  rigid  economy  on  the  part  of  the 
company,  —  which  will  include  as  soon  as  practicable  an  attempt 
to  obtain  power  on  more  advantageous  terms  than  at  present,  — 
will  enable  the  petitioner  to  obtain  sufficient  revenue  to  maintain 
its  property  in  safe  and  sound  condition,  expending  for  maintenance 
and  renewals,  until  some  general  basis  for  dealing  with  depreciation 
is  ordered  or  indicated  by  this  commission,  substantially  20%  of  its 
gross  revenue,  and  also  to  provide  for  very  moderate  dividends. 
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Commissioner  White  agrees  with  the  general  result  in  this  case 
and  assents  to  the  order  attached  hereto;  but  does  not  agree  with 
that  part  of  the  report  which  holds  illegal  the  debt  of  $125,000 
incurred  in  the  purchase  of  the  South  Middlesex  property. 

OEDER. 

Notice  of  the  Middlesex  and  Boston  Street  Railway  Company  rela- 
tive to  increase  in  rates  of  fare  and  petitions  in  remonstrance, 
etc.,  of  the  Waltham  Board  of  Trade  and  of  residents  of  Wal- 
tham,  Ashland,  Natich,  Needham  and  Hopkinion. 

It  appearing  that  on  July  23,  1914,  an  order  was  entered  sus- 
pending until  October  1,  1914,  the  rates  and  charges  stated  in  the 
schedule  described  in  said  order;  and  on  September  29,  1914,  an 
order  was  entered  further  suspending  said  rates  and  charges  until 
November  2,  1914,  and 

It  further  appearing  that  a  full  investigation  of  the  matters  and 
things  involved  has  been  had,  and  that  the  Commission  on  the 
date  hereof  has  made  and  filed  a  report  containing  its  findings 
of  fact  and  conclusions  thereon,  which  said  report  is  hereby  re- 
ferred to  and  made  a  part  hereof :  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  Middlesex  and  Boston  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany be  hereby  notified  and  required  to  establish  on  all  its  lines, 
within  thirty  days  of  the  date  hereof,  upon  not  less  than  three 
days'  notice  to  the  Commission  and  the  general  public  by  filing 
and  posting  in  a  conspicuous  manner  in  its  waiting  rooms  and 
cars,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  20,  chapter  784  of  the 
Acts  of  1913,  a  schedule  readjusting  its  rates  and  fares  for  the 
transportation  of  passengers  upon  the  following  basis: 

1.  The  rate  of  fare  for  each  single  ride  between  existing  fare 
limits  shall  be  six  cents. 

2.  The  company  shall  furnish  special  tickets  in  books  or  strips 
of  nine,  for  fifty  cents,  which  shall  be  good  between  fare  limits 
where  the  present  cash  fare  is  five  cents. 

3.  The  special  tickets  in  books  of  fifty  now  furnished  by  the 
company  and  providing  for  transportation  of  passengers  upon  cer- 
tain lines  at  the  rate  of  five  cents  a  ride  shall  be  discontinued. 

4.  The  company  shall  furnish  school  tickets,  good  between  exist- 
ing fare  limits,  at  the  rate  of  ten  tickets  for  thirty  cents. 

5.  Free  transfer  privileges  shall  be  furnished  at  all  existing  trans- 
fer points  over  lines  and  to  points  where  transfers  are  now  issued. 
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Transfer  points  or  fare  limits  are  subject  to  revision  at  any  time 
on  application  to  the  Commission. 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  alter  or  affect 
the  existing  arrangement  of  the  petitioning  company  with  the  Bay 
State  Street  Railway  Company,  under  which  special  tickets  are 
issued  providing  for  a  joint  rate  of  twenty-five  cents  between 
Arlington  Heights  and  Lowell,  or  the  existing  transfer  arrange- 
ment with  the  Concord,  Maynard  and  Hudson  Street  Railway 
Company,  under  which  a  joint  fare  of  six  cents  is  equally  divided 
between  the  two  companies; 

It  is  further  ordered,  that  the  Middlesex  and  Boston  Street  Bail- 
way  Company  be  and  is  hereby  notified  and  required  to  cancel  the

Petition  of  mayor  of  Marlborough  and  others  for  relief  against 
proposed  increases  in  passenger  fares  between  Marlborough  and 
Boston  over  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad,  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  and  the  Boston  and  Albany 
railroad  (New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Com- 
pany, lessee),   to  be  caused  by  the   withdrawal  of  tariffs   of 
special  one-way  limited  and  round-trip  tickets. 
In  order  to  weigh  the  reasons  for  the  increases  proposed  by  the 
new  tariffs  and  to  consider  fully  the  objections  on  the  part  of  the 
petitioners  the  tariffs  involved  were  suspended  by  order  of  the  Com- 
mission dated  May  28  until  July  1,  1914,  and  a  public  hearing  was 
advertised  and  held  on  June  8,  1914. 

It  developed  at  the  hearing  that  there  was  no  increase  in  the  regu- 
lar established  rate  for  single  tickets  between  Marlborough  and 
Boston  and  Marlborough  and  Hudson,  but  that  certain  special 
forms  of  tickets  sold  at  reduced  rates  between  Boston  and  a  number 
of  stations  reached  by  the  Fitchburg  division  of  the  Boston  and 
Maine  railroad  were  to  be  discontinued. 

The  regular  single  ticket  fare  between  Marlborough  and  Boston, 
which  is  upon  the  regular  established  basis  of  the  division,  is 
seventy-five  cents.  In  the  new  tariffs  filed  with  the  Commission 
the  companies  propose  to  discontinue  the  limited  one-way  tickets 
which  have  been  sold  heretofore  for  seventy  cents,  and  the  limited 
round-trip  tickets  which  have  been  sold  for  one  dollar. 

The  figures  furnished  by  the  railroads  since  the  hearing  show 
that  over  fifty-one  thousand  passengers  between  Marlborough  and 
Boston  last  year  bought  the  limited  one-way  tickets  at  seventy  cents 
each,  while  less  than  nineteen  thousand  bought  the  round-trip 
tickets.  It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  the  new  tariffs,  if  made 
effective,  would  involve  an  increase  of  five  cents  for  the  majority 
of  the  passengers  between  Marlborough  and  Boston  and  an  increase 
of  twenty-five  cents  for  the  remainder,  provided  they  purchase 
single  tickets. 

It  is  probable,  however,  that  a  large  proportion  of  those  hereto- 
fore using  the  limited  round-trip  tickets  will  hereafter  avail  them- 
selves of  the  ten-trip  tickets  costing  fifty-four  cents  per  ride  and 
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representing  an  increase  of  only  four  cents,  or  the  fifty-trip  tickets 
costing  fifty  cents  per  ride,  which  would  involve  no  increase  what- 
ever. The  fact  that  these  trip  tickets  are  sold  without  restriction 
as  to  time  of  use  makes  them  preferable  in  that  respect  to  the  lim- 
ited return  tickets.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  several 
hundred  passengers  last  year  preferred  to  pay  fifty-four  cents  a 
ride  for  the  use  of  a  ten-trip  ticket  rather  than  to  purchase  a  round- 
trip  ticket  for  one  dollar. 

The  company  also  proposes  to  withdraw  the  limited  five-cent 
tickets  between  Marlborough  and  Hudson,  leaving  the  regular  ten- 
cent  rate  in  effect.  No  increase,  however,  need  result  if  passengers 
purchase  a  ten-trip  ticket  for  fifty  cents. 

As  special  round-trip  tickets  similar  to  those  which  the  compa- 
nies propose  to  withdraw  by  the  pending  tariffs  are  furnished 
nowhere  else  upon  the  railroads  within  the  Commonwealth,  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  past  practice  of  issuing  for  regular  use  round-trip 
tickets  and  special  limited  one-way  tickets  at  less  than  the  basis 
adopted  for  general  use  can  but  be  considered  as  discriminatory 
and  in  violation  of  the  statute.     It  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  petition  be  dismissed  and  that  the  tariffs  sus- 
pended be  allowed  to  become  effective  July  1,  1914.

The  petitioner  is  a  dock  and  warehouse  company  operating 
wharves,  docks  and  warehouses  on  the  East  Boston  water  front, 
and  having  rail  connections  with  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad. 
It  alleges  that  the  respondents,  or  one  or  more  of  them,  make  cer- 
tain rates  between  points  on  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  in 
Massachusetts  and  (1)  the  Commonwealth  docks  in  South  Boston, 
(2)  the  piers  and  warehouses  on  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  in 
Charlestown  and  (3)  the  piers  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad 
in  East  Boston,  which  are  unjustly  discriminatory  or  unduly  prefer- 
ential when  compared  with  rates  charged  by  the  respondents,  the 
Boston  and  Maine  and  Boston  and  Albany  Railroads,  between  the 
petitioners'  piers  and  warehouses  and  the  same  points  on  the  Bos- 
ton and  Maine  railroad  in  Massachusetts. 

As  to  some  of  the  rates  complained  of,  the  petitioner  expressed 
a  desire  that  the  Commission  continue  these  proceedings  for  the 
present  without  decision,  but  has  requested  an  adjudication  of  its 
complaint  of  unjust  discrimination  on  account  of  the  rates  made 
between  points  on  the  Boston  and  Maine  raikoad  in  Massachusetts 
and  the  Commonwealth  docks  in  South  Boston.  Upon  this  phase 
of  its  complaint  the  petitioner  has  also  agreed  that  any  finding  or 
order  made  by  the  Commission  should  relate  to  the  Boston  and 
Maine  Kailroad  only  and  should  not  apply  to  the  other  respondent 
carriers. 
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The  Commonwealth  pier,  so  called,  was  built  and  owned  by  the 
state,  and  leased,  together  with  certain  lands  controlling  the  un- 
occupied waterfront  in  South  Boston,  on  November  1,  1910,  to  the 
Old  Colony  Railroad  Company  (New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company,  lessee)  for  a  term  of  thirty  years  at  a 
yearly  rental  of  $70,000.  The  Directors  of  the  Port  of  Boston, 
after  an  investigation,  decided  that  the  interests  of  the  Port  would 
best  be  served  by  taking  over  this  pier  and  adjacent  lands  and  by 
providing  facilities  for  accommodating  large  steamships  of  the 
latest  type.  Accordingly,  by  an  agreement  executed  on  July  1, 
1912,  between  the  Commonwealth  and  the  Old  Colony,  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  and  Boston  and  Maine  Railroads,  the 
existing  lease  of  the  Commonwealth  pier  and  adjacent  lands  was 
cancelled.    This  agreement  contained  the  following  stipulation : 

2.  The  New  Haven  and  the  Boston  and  Maine,  respectively,  shall  at 
all  times  hereafter,  so  far  as  they  legally  may,  make  the  Boston  rates 
apply  to  and  from  said  Commonwealth  pier  and  other  piers,  whether 
now  or  hereafter  constructed,  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  owned 
or  controlled  by  the  Commonwealth  in  South  Boston,  said  pier  or  piers 
being  hereinafter  spoken  of  as  the  South  Boston  piers,  and  shall  make 
no  charge  additional  to  the  Boston  rate  to  be  paid  by  the  shippers  or 
receivers  of  freight  at  the  South  Boston  piers  or  the  adjoining  docks. 
It  is  the  intention  of  this  provision  that  all  business  over  the  New 
Haven  to  and  from  the  South  Boston  piers  which  are  accessible  to  the 
New  Haven  by  rail  shall  be  at  the  Hat  Boston  rate,  and  that  as  to  busi- 
ness to  and  from  the  South  Boston  piers  over  the  Boston  and  Maine, 
the  latter  and  its  connections  shall  absorb  the  cost  of  transfer  between 
said  piers  and  Boston  and  Maine  points,  out  of  the  operating  expenses 
of  the  Boston  and  Maine,  or  out  of  the  through  rate,  as  the  case  may  be, 
so  that  no  charge  additional  to  the  Boston  rate  shall  apply. 

Immediately  after  the  execution  of  this  agreement  the  Directors 
of  the  Port  proceeded  to  improve  the  properties  acquired  by  build- 
ing sheds  of  fireproof  construction,  with  ample  facilities  for  han- 
dling the  freight  and  passenger  business  of  the  largest  transatlantic 
steamships.  The  western  half  of  this  pier  was  leased  to  the  Ham- 
burg-American steamship  line  for  a  term  of  five  years,  with  an 
option  to  the  lessees  to  extend  the  lease  for  five  years  more.  The 
service  on  this  line  was  instituted  in  May,  1913,  and  continued  until 
suspended  by  reason  of  the  European  war.  The  Directors  of  the 
Port,  relying  upon  the  engagements  made  by  the  railroad  companies, 
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embodied  in  their  lease  to  the  Hamburg- American  line,  executed 
November  21,  1912,  the  following  provision: 

Article  10.  {A)  The  Directors  guarantee  that  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  and  Boston  and  Maine  Railroads,  respectively, 
shall  at  all  times  during  the  life  of  this  agreement,  make  all  railroad 
rates  to  and  from  the  Commonwealth  Pier  the  same  as  made  to  and 
from  the  terminals  used  by  the  above  railroads  for  export  and  import 
traffic.  The  Directors  shall  endeavor  to  make  similar  arrangements  with 
the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Company,  or  any  other  railroad  or  rail- 
roads which  may  hereafter  enter  the  Port. 

In  May,  1914,  the  White  Star  Line  was  given  accommodations 
on  the  east  side  of  the  Commonwealth  pier.  The  lease  to  the  White 
Star  Line  was  of  the  same  general  tenor  as  that  to  the  Hamburg- 
American  line,  except  that  the  Directors  of  the  Port  reserved  the 
right  to  use  the  east  side  of  the  pier  between  sailings,  while  the 
Hamburg-American  Line  was  given  the  exclusive  use  of  the  west 
side  of  the  pier. 

Prior  to  the  construction  of  the  new  Commonwealth  pier,  almost 
the  entire  foreign  trade  of  the  port  was  conducted  at  terminals 
owned  by  the  railroad  companies.  The  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  owns  at  South  Boston  a  terminal 
built  by  the  State  and  sold  to  the  New  York  and  New  England 
Railroad  Company.  The  Boston  and  Maine  has  two  terminals  at 
Charlestown,  the  Hoosac  Docks  and  Mystic  Wharf,  and  the  Boston 
and  Albany  owns  a  modern  terminal  with  large  sheds  of  fire  proof 
construction  in  East  Boston.  Import  and  export  business  coming 
into  and  going  out  of  Boston  harbor  is  as  to  purely  Massachusetts 
business,  largely  destined  for  or  coming  from  Boston  and  Maine 
points.  For  the  year  ending  November  30,  1911,  the  export  and 
import  tonnage,  apart  from  all  coastwise  tonnage,  passing  through 
Boston  and  Maine  terminals,  was  two  and  one-half  times  that  pass- 
ing over  the  other  railroad  terminals.  (See  Report  of  Directors  of 
Port  of  Boston  for  year  ending  November  30,  1912,  page  9.) 

Where  goods  arrive  over  one  railroad  for  export  at  a  terminal 
owned  by  another,  or  are  imported  at  the  terminal  of  one  road  for 
interior  shipment  over  the  other,  the  railroad  owning  the  terminal 
makes  a  charge  to  the  other  road  for  its  service  in  switching  the 
car  to  or  from  its  terminal  and  for  loading  or  unloading  it.  Freight 
is  exchanged  between  the  different  railroads  so  far  as  practicable 
by  detouring  cars  before  reaching  Boston.     When  this  cannot  be 
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done,  freight  is  handled  between  the  South  Boston  and  Charles- 
town  terminals  by  way  of  the  South  station  and  the  Union  Freight 
railroad,  and  between  the  East  Boston  and  Charlestown  terminals 
by  means  of  the  Grand  Junction  Railroad  of  the  Boston  and  Albany 
Railroad  Company,  which  connects  with  the  Boston  and  Maine 
railroad  at  East  Somerville.  The  switching  charge  is  at  least  fifty 
cents  a  ton.  Broadly  speaking,  this  charge  upon  export  and  import 
freight  is  absorbed  in  the  railroad  rate  to  and  from  points  west  of 
the  Hudson  river,  but  is  added  to  the  rate  on  business  to  and  from 
Massachusetts  and  New  England  points. 

The  National  Dock  and  Storage  Warehouse  Company  has  a  dock 
and  warehouses  contiguous  to  the  Boston  and  Albany  terminal  in 
East  Boston.  South  American  and  far  eastern  steamships  dock  at 
its  piers  and  its  warehouses  receive  import  and  domestic  wool,  hides 
and  other  merchandise,  much  of  which  is  transported  to  manufac- 
turing cities  located  on  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  in  Massa- 
chusetts. Upon  such  merchandise  the  company  pays  a  switching 
charge  of  two  and  one-half  cents  a  hundred  pounds,  or  fifty  cents 
a  ton,  to  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company,  in  addition  to 
the  local  Boston  rate  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad.  Thus,  to 
take  a  typical  case,  the  rate  on  wool  from  the  petitioner's  wharf  or 
warehouse  to  Lawrence  was  shown  to  be  eight  and  three-quarters 
cents  a  hundred  pounds,  while  the  rate  from  the  Boston  and  Maine 
terminals  in  Charlestown  and  the  Commonwealth  pier  in  South 
Boston  was  six  and  a  quarter  cents. 

The  rate  situation  of  the  petitioner  in  this  respect  does  not  differ 
from  that  which  governs  the  business  arriving  at  any  dock  in  South 
Boston,  not  owned  by  the  Commonwealth,  or  at  any  pier  on  Atlantic 
avenue  or  the  Boston  and  Albany  docks  in  East  Boston.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  petitioner  has  advantages  on  business  destined  to 
Boston  and  Albany  local  stations  not  enjoyed  by  shippers  at  the 
Boston  and  Maine,  New  Haven  or  Atlantic  avenue  docks. 

The  petitioner,  however,  contends  that  it  is  unjustly  placed  at  a 
disadvantage  in  competing  with  the  Commonwealth  docks  at  South 
Boston  through  the  absorption  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad 
of  switching  charges  between  these  docks  and  the  Boston  and  Maine 
terminals  in  Charlestown  in  compliance  with  the  agreement  made 
with  the  Directors  of  the  Port. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  pointed  out  that  the  facilities  of 
the  petitioner  are  not  such  as  to  enable  it  to  compete  for  the  busi- 
ness of  the  large  transatlantic  steamships  which  are  handled  at  the 
Commonwealth  pier.     Moreover,  many,  though  by  no  means  all,  of

the  cargoes  landed  at  the  petitioner's  piers  are  delivered  for  storage 
in  the  petitioner's  warehouses  and  not  for  immediate  reshipment 
by  rail,  and  in  regard  to  such  storage  business  the  Commonwealth 
pier  is  not  a  competitor. 

It  appears,  however,  that  the  Commonwealth  pier  has  been  used 
to  some  extent  for  hemp  and  sisal  ships  and  for  ships  of  the  Far 
Eastern  line  with  general  cargoes  such  as  tea,  rubber,  rattan,  china, 
cotton  and  fireworks.  The  petitioner  contends  that  it  might,  except 
for  the  more  favorable  rate  enjoyed  by  the  Commonwealth  pier, 
have  secured  some  of  this  far  eastern  business,  and  might  be  in  a 
position  to  compete  for  the  larger  volume  of  such  business  which 
is  expected  to  be  handled  at  Commonwealth  pier  in  the  future. 

However  the  matter  may  be  viewed,  there  appears  to  be  no  escape 
from  the  conclusion  that  the  present  rate  situation  on  the  Boston 
and  Maine  railroad,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  shipment  of  import  and 
export  freight  to  and  from  local  points,  constitutes  a  discrimination 
against  shipments  from  the  petitioner's  docks  as  compared  with 
shipments  from  the  Commonwealth  pier.  The  cost  and  other  inci- 
dents of  this  switching  service  are  substantially  the  same  in  both 
cases.  A  charge  of  fifty  cents  a  ton,  is  however,  made  to  the  peti- 
tioner for  this  service,  while  similar  shipments  from  the  Common- 
wealth pier  are  relieved  of  this  charge  through  the  absorption  of 
the  switching  charges  in  the  Boston  rate.  The  only  question  that 
has  been  raised  is  as  to  whether  such  discrimination  amounts  to 
an  unjust  discrimination  within  the  prohibition  of  the  statute  (Acts 
of  1906,  chapter  463,  part  II,  section  201;  Acts  of  1913,  chapter 
784,  section  22). 

It  is  true  that  numerous  differences  and  apparent  inequalities 
in  rates  are  inherent  in  the  rate  structures  of  almost  all  carriers. 
Not  all  such  differences  in  rates,  however,  are  discriminations  such 
as  the  law  forbids.  The  distinction  between  a  discrimination  which 
may  be  permissible  and  one  which  is  unjust  and  illegal,  can  be 
stated  only  in  the  broadest  terms.  Thus,  the  Massachusetts  statute 
prohibits  without  attempting  to  define  unjust  discrimination.  It 
goes  no  further  than  to  lay  down  the  general  principle  that  "  a 
railroad  corporation  shall  not  in  its  charges  for  the  transportation 
of  freight  or  in  the  conduct  of  its  freight  business,  make  or  give 
any  undue  or  unreasonable  preference  or  advantage  to  or  in  favor 
of  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  nor  subject  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  any  undue  or  unreasonable  prejudice  or  disadvan- 
tage." (Acts  of  1906,  chapter  463,  part  II,  section  201.)  The  public 
service  act  merely  gives  the  Commission  the  broad  power  to  correct 
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the  rates,  charges,  regulations  and  practices  of  common  carriers 
which  are  found  to  be  "  unjust,  unreasonable,  unjustly  discrimina- 
tory or  unduly  preferential  or  in  anywise  in  violation  of  any  pro- 
vision of  law."     (Acts  of  1913,  chapter  784,  section  22.) 

The  language  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act  is  somewhat  more 
explicit.    Section  2  provides : 

That  if  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  any  special  rate,  rebate,  drawback,  or 
other  device,  charge,  demand,  collect,  or  receive  from  any  person  or 
persons  a  greater  or  less  compensation  for  any  service  rendered,  or  to 
be  rendered,  in  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  property,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  than  it  charges,  demands,  collects  or  re- 
ceives from  any  other  person  or  persons  for  doing  for  him  or  them 
a  like  and  contemporaneous  service  in  the  transportation  or  a  like  kind 
of  traffic  under  substantially  similar  circumstances  and  conditions,  such 
common  carrier  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  unjust  discrimination,  which 
is  hereby  prohibited  and  declared  to  be  unlawful. 

Section  3  of  the  same  act  prohibits  undue  or  unreasonable  prefer- 
ence or  advantage  and  undue  or  unreasonable  prejudice  or  dis- 
advantage in  any  respect  to  localities  as  well  as  persons,  and  also 
prohibits  discrimination  between  connecting  lines  in  rates  or  facili- 
ties. While  these  provisions  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act  have 
not  been  expressly  incorporated  in  the  statutory  law  of  this  state, 
they  are  in  effect  merely  declaratory  of  principles  laid  down  by  the 
courts,  and  may  be  taken  as  a  convenient  test  of  unjust  discrimina- 
tion. 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  a  discrimination  is  unjust  and  unlaw- 
ful if  a  different  rate  is  made  to  apply  "to  a  like  and  contempo- 
raneous service  in  the  transportation  of  a  like  kind  of  traffic  under 
substantially  similar  circumstances  and  conditions".  It  is  clear 
from  the  facts  already  stated  in  this  report  that  the  discrimination 
alleged  by  the  petitioner  relates  to  a  like  and  contemporaneous 
service  in  the  transportation  of  a  like  kind  of  traffic;  but  it  has 
been  argued  that  the  circumstances  and  conditions  surrounding 
shipments  from  the  Commonwealth  pier  are  so  dissimilar  to  the 
circumstances  and  conditions  surrounding  shipments  from  the  peti- 
tioner's pier  as  to  justify  the  application  of  a  different  and  more 
favorable  rate. 

In  support  of  this  contention  it  has  been  argued  that  large  ex- 
penditures of  public  money  have  been  made  in  the  development  of 
the  Commonwealth  pier  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  service  of

large  transatlantic  steamships,  and  thus  increasing  the  foreign 
trade  of  the  port  of  Boston;  and  that  it  was  necessary  in  order  to 
develop  this  foreign  business  and  to  secure  to  the  public  the  com- 
mercial advantages  for  which  these  public  expenditures  were  made, 
that  the  Boston  and  Maine  and  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hart- 
ford railroads  should  make  the  same  rates  from  the  Commonwealth 
pier  as  from  their  own  terminals. 

It  would  hardly  be  denied  that  the  discrimination  complained  of 
would  be  unjust  and  illegal  if  the  Commonwealth  pier  were  private 
property.  It  may  be  claimed,  however,  that  the  ownership  of  this 
pier  by  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  large  public  interests  involved, 
make  it  just  and  reasonable  that  shipments  from  this  pier  should 
receive  a  more  favorable  rate.  In  other  words,  it  is  contended  that 
private  shipments  from  a  public  pier  may  properly  receive  a  prefer- 
ential rate  as  compared  with  private  shipments  from  a  private  pier. 

We  have  been  unable  to  find  any  justification  for  this  view,  either 
in  the  statute  law  or  court  decisions,  or  in  any  accepted  principles 
or  rate-making.  The  application  of  the  principle  upon  which  this 
view  is  based  would  apparently  justify  a  preferential  rate  for  private 
shipments  of  materials  and  supplies  to  be  used  in  the  erection  of 
public  buildings  or  the  construction  of  state  highways,  or  even  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers  to  and  from  public  parks  and  other 
public  reservations. 

It  is  argued,  however,  that  the  favorable  rates  applicable  to  the 
Commonwealth  pier  are  justified,  not  only  by  the  public  ownership 
of  that  pier,  but  by  the  large  public  interests  involved  in  the  present 
case.  A  similar  claim  of  general  public  advantage  has  frequently 
been  advanced  to  justify  all  kinds  of  discriminations.  The  statutes 
and  the  cases,  however,  clearly  lay  down  the  principle  that  such 
alleged  advantages  must  not  be  secured  through  preferential  rates. 
The  danger  of  permitting  a  railroad  company  upon  any  grounds  of 
business  policy  to  make  preferential  rates  is  clearly  pointed  out  in 
one  of  the  first  cases  heard  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion :  — 

A  railroad  company,  if  allowed  to  do  so,  might  in  this  way  hand 
over  the  whole  trade  on  its  road  in  some  necessary  article  of  commerce 
to  a  single  dealer;  for  it  might  at  will  make  the  discount  equal  to  or 
greater  than  the  ordinary  profit  in  the  trade;  and  competition  by  those 
who  could  not  get  the  discount  would  obviously  be  then  out  of  the 
question.  So  extreme  a  case  would  not,  however,  be  needful  to  show 
the  inadmissibility  of  such  a  discount  as  is  here  offered;  the  injustice 
would  be  equally  manifest  if  several  dealers  instead  of  one  were  able 
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to  accept  the  offer.  A  railroad  company  has  no  right,  by  any  discrim- 
ination not  grounded  in  reason,  to  put  any  single  dealer,  whether  a 
large  dealer  or  a  small  dealer,  to  any  such  destructive  disadvantage. 
(Providence  Coal  Co.  v.  Providence  and  Worcester  E.R.  Co.,  1  I.  C.  C. 
Rep.  107,  118.) 

See  also  Colorado  Fuel  and  Iron  Co.  v.  Southern  Pacific  Co.  (6 
I.  C.  C.  Eep.  488)  in  which  the  Commission  held  that  the  magni- 
tude of  a  shipper's  enterprise,  the  number  of  persons  for  whom  it 
produces  employment  and  support,  and  the  developing  results  of 
its  business  upon  the  natural  resources  of  the  state,  do  not  entitle 
it  to  different  consideration  in  respect  to  rates  than  individuals 
and  small  consumers  receive. 

Moreover,  it  is  not  necessary  for  us  to  determine  the  extent  of 
the  petitioner's  damage  in  order  to  hold  that  it  is  entitled  to  relief. 
Indeed,  it  seems  to  be  squarely  decided  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  that  a  complainant  is  not  obliged  to  show  any  actual 
damage  in  order  to  obtain  relief  from  discriminatory  rates.  It  is 
true  that  he  must  show  actual  damages  in  order  to  recover  in  a 
suit  for  reparation,  but  he  need  not  show  such  damage  in  order 
to  obtain  an  order  from  the  commission  forbidding  the  existing 
undue  discrimination.  See  Union  Tanning  Co.  v.  Southern  Rail- 
way, 25  I.  C.  C.  Rep.  112,  where  the  commission  says:  — 

Defendants  further  contend  that  on  the  facts  no  undue  discrimina- 
tion is  shown.  They  insist,  in  substance,  that  as  the  products  of  the 
Old  Fort  and  Morganton  plants  are  not  sold  in  competition  with  the 
products  at  Canton,  the  complainants  are  not  in  a  position  to  complain 
of  discrimination.  "We  do  not  agree  with  this  contention.  It  is  pred- 
icated upon  the  theory  that  favoring  one  manufacturer  over  another 
cannot  be  accounted  undue  discrimination  unless  both  are  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  of  the  same  or  similar  articles  of  commerce,  and  com- 
pete with  one  another  in  the  markets.  The  theory  is  not  sound.  The 
giving  of  a  lower  rate  to  one  manufacturer  than  to  another,  when  both 
are  so  situated  as  to  entitle  them  to  equal  rates,  must  necessarily  op- 
erate to  the  disadvantage  of  the  one  who  pays  the  higher  rate.  Un- 
doubtedly this  would  be  discrimination  and,  we  think,  clearly  within 
the  condemnation  of  the  statute  as  undue  and  unreasonable,  whether  the 
output  of  the  two  enterprises  were  the  same  or  not. 

The  fact  that  the  present  rates  from  the  Commonwealth  pier  are 
the  result  of  a  special  contract,  even  if  such  contract  was  made  by 
the  carrier  in  its  own  interest  and  for  a  valid  consideration,  does 
not  justify  such  rates  if  they  are  otherwise  unjustly  discriminatory. 
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(Louisville,  etc.  E.  R.  v.  Mottley,  219  IT.  S.  467;  TJ.  S.  v.  Union 
Stock  Yards,  226  TJ.  S.  286,  308.) 

Neither  can  we  assume  that  a  contract  executed  in  behalf  of  the 
Commonwealth  either  contemplated  or  can  be  construed  to  justify 
any  act  in  violation  of  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth  against  unjust 
and  unreasonable  discrimination. 

This  contract  was  made  by  the  Directors  of  the  Port  with  the 
sound  business  motive  of  developing  foreign  trade  at  the  port  of 
Boston  by  furnishing  steamship  companies  so  far  as  possible  rail- 
road rates  and  facilities  as  favorable  as  those  available  at  other 
ports.  There  is  nothing  in  the  contract  or  in  the  circumstances 
surrounding  it  to  indicate  that  the  Directors  of  the  Port  either 
required  or  desired  the  railroad  companies  to  withhold  the  extension 
of  similar  privileges  to  other  piers  and  terminals  on  the  commercial 
water  front  of  Boston.  On  the  contrary,  the  Directors  of  the  Port 
have  stated  that  it  would  be  a  desirable  solution  "  if  all  export  and 
import  rates  could  be  equalized  and  put  on  such  a  basis  that  the 
rate  would  include  delivery  to  all  piers  in  the  harbor."  (Report 
of  the  Directors  of  the  Port  of  Boston  upon  the  use  of  water  ter- 
minals and  railroad  connections;  House  Document  2091  of  1914, 
page  6.)  They  have  also  declared  that  the  execution  of  this  con- 
tract was  a  very  important  advance  in  the  direction  of  securing  an 
absorption  of  the  switching  charge  and  the  application  of  the  Bos- 
ton rate  on  all  railroads  to  freight  delivered  to  or  received  from  any 
pier  in  the  port.  (Report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Port  of  Boston, 
year  ending  November  30,  1912,  page  9.) 

The  attitude  of  the  Directors  of  the  Port  in  this  matter  is  clear, 
but  they  had  no  jurisdiction  or  authority  to  force  the  railroad  com- 
panies to  absorb  the  switching  charges  from  piers  in  the  harbor. 
It  is,  however,  within  the  power  of  the  railroad  companies  to  do 
so,  and  it  would  seem  that  these  companies  having  voluntarily 
executed  this  contract,  must  take  such  steps  as  are  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  contract  in  accordance  with  law,  and  are  bound,  so 
long  as  this  contract  remains  in  force,  to  apply  similar  rates  for 
similar  service  to  other  piers  on  the  water  front. 

It  was  stated  by  counsel  for  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  that 
he  had  advised  his  client  that  this  contract  with  the  Commonwealth 
was  without  consideration  on  the  part  of  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Railroad,  and  consequently  is  not  binding  upon  that  company.  This 
question  need  not  be  dealt  with  here,  as  the  company,  up  to  the 
present  time,  has  not  attempted  to  annul  this  contract  or  to  dis- 
claim its  obligations  under  it;  moreover,  if  the  question  of  the 
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validity  of  this  contract  should  be  raised,  it  is  one  for  judicial 
determination;,  as  it  is  not  within  the  province  of  this  Commission 
to  attempt  to  review  the  official  action  of  another  state  board. 

Upon  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  Commission  is  com- 
pelled to  find  that  the  rates  on  import  and  export  freight  destined 
to  or  moving  from  points  on  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  in 
Massachusetts  from  and  to  the  wharves  and  docks  of  the  petitioner 
are  unjustly  discriminatory  as  compared  with  the  rates  on  like 
traffic  between  the  same  Boston  and  Maine  points  and  the  Common- 
wealth pier. 

The  Commission  does  not  undertake  at  this  time  to  indicate  the 
exact  method  by  which  the  existing  discrimination  should  be  re- 
moved. Undoubtedly  the  most  satisfactory  solution  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  public,  would  be  the  general  absorption  of  switching 
charges  on  export  and  import  traffic  to  and  from  all  piers  in  Bos- 
ton harbor,  provided  that  this  can  be  done  without  undue  impair- 
ment of  the  railroad  revenues.  The  railroads,  however,  contended 
that  such  an  arrangement,  in  view  of  the  low  rates  between  Boston 
and  local  New  England  territory,  would  deprive  them  of  adequate 
compensation  for  the  service  rendered. 

As  the  whole  problem  in  its  practical  aspect  is  one  of  considerable 
complexity  and  difficulty,  in  view  of  the  importance  of  the  con- 
flicting interests  involved,  we  believe  that  the  public  interest  will 
best  be  served  by  permitting  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  after 
consultation  with  the  petitioner,  the  Directors  of  the  Port  and 
other  interested  parties,  to  develop  and  submit  to  the  Commission 
at  an  early  date  some  plan  for  the  removal  of  the  existing  dis- 
crimination with  the  least  possible  disturbance  of  business  con- 
ditions. 

The  Commission  will  therefore  enter  no  order  at  this  time,  but 
if  no  satisfactory  adjustment  is  reached  in  the  manner  indicated 
within  a  reasonable  time,  not  exceeding  ninety  days,  the  Commis- 
sion upon  its  own  motion  or  at  the  request  of  the  petitioner,  will 
enter  such  order  as  may  be  necessary. 

So  far  as  relates  to  the  petitioner's  complaint  of  discriminations 
other  than  those  resulting  from  the  rates  applicable  to  the  Com- 
monwealth Pier,  the  petition  is  dismissed  without  prejudice.

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Milk  Eates. 
Petition  of  L.  H.  Buggies  and  W.  A.  Hunter  relative  to  rates  fo-r 
transportation  of  milk  on  the  Boston  and  Albany  lailroad  from 
Barre  Plains  to  Boston. 

The  rate  in  effect  for  the  transportation  of  milk  by  the  Boston 
and  Albany  Eailroad  Company  at  the  time  the  petition  was  pre- 
sented was  five  cents  for  a  can  holding  eight  and  one-half  quarts, 
this  rate  covering  transportation  from  Barre  Plains  to  Boston  or 
East  Cambridge,  including  icing  and  care  of  the  milk,  and  return 
of  the  empty  can. 

Examination  of  the  subject  shows  that  the  old  rate  of  six  cents 
per  can  of  eight  and  one-half  quarts  was  in  effect  between  the  same 
points  from  1903  until  the  so-called  Saunders  Law  became  effective 
on  August  1,  1910.  It  is  claimed  by  the  railroad  company  that 
not  only  was  the  rate  reduced  at  that  time  from  six  cents  to  five 
cents  per  can,  but  the  expense  to  the  railroad  for  handling  milk 
under  the  new  conditions  was  materially  increased. 

It  was  shown  by  the  Boston  and  Albany  Eailroad  Company  that 
the  basis  of  the  present  five-cent  rate  for  eight  and  one-half  quart 
cans  from  Barre  Plains  to  East  Cambridge  and  Boston,  a  distance 
of  108  miles,  is  about  ten  per  cent,  lower  than  the  interstate  basis 
for  a  distance  not  exceeding  100  miles,  as  developed  in  the  case  of 
the  Milk  Producers'  Protective  Asso.  v.  Delaware,  Lackawanna  & 
Western  Eailroad  Co.  [I.  C.  C.  Eeports,  volume  7,  page  92]  estab- 
lishing zone  rates.  Those  rates  are  in  general  use  on  the  Boston 
and  Albany  railroad  for  both  intrastate  and  interstate  business. 

It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  the  rates  established  by  the  com- 
pany for  the  transportation  of  milk  do  not  show  any  discrimination 
against  Massachusetts  producers  as  compared  with  those  of  neigh- 
boring states.  Figures  show  that  over  one-half  of  the  milk  brought 
to  East  Cambridge  and  Boston  over  the  rails  of  the  Boston  and 
Albany  railroad  during  the  last  four  months  of  1913  came  from 
New  York  State,  where,  owing  to  the  greater  distance,  the  rates  to 
Boston  are  over  seventy-eight  per  cent,  greater  than  those  now 
under  consideration. 

As  there  appears  to  be  no  discrimination,  and  as  the  rates  charged 
by  the  company  for  the  transportation  of  milk  between  Barre 
Plains  and  Boston  appear  to  be  lower  than  those  ordinarily  charged 
for  handling  other  commodities  by  a  special  expedited  service,  and 
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as  these  rates,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commission,  are  not  ex- 
cessive or  unreasonable,  —  it  is 

Ordered,  That  this  petition  be  dismissed.

Petition  of  Charles  D.  Sage  relative  to  rate  charged  on  the  Boston 
and  Albany  railroad  for  the  transportation  of  milk  from  North 
Broolcfield  to  Worcester. 

The  petitioner  claims  that  the  rates  charged  by  the  Boston  and 
Albany  Railroad  Company  for  the  transportation  of  milk  from 
North  Brookfield  to  Worcester  are  higher  than  those  upon  other 
lines  of  railroad  for  a  similar  service  and  a  like  distance. 

An  examination  of  the  tariffs  shows  that  no  rates  are  made  in 
this  state  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  for  the  transportation  of  milk,  including  the  cost  of  icing, 
as  provided  by  the  Boston  and  Albany  tariffs,  so  that  no  compari- 
son between  the  rates  on  these  two  railroads  is  possible.  It  appears, 
however,  that  the  tariff  for  the  transportation  of  milk  in  baggage 
cars  of  passenger  trains  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hart- 
ford railroad  provides  for  a  rate  of  from  three  cents  to  five  cents, 
according  to  the  number  of  cans  carried,  for  the  minimum  distance 
of  twenty  miles ;  a  rate  of  from  four  cents  to  six  cents  for  distances 
between  twenty  and  forty-nine  miles;  a  rate  of  from  five  cents  to 
seven  cents  for  distances  from  fifty  to  ninety-nine  miles,  and  a  rate 
of  from  six  cents  to  eight  cents  for  distances  of  one  Hundred  miles 
or  more. 

On  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  the  rates  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  milk  are  established  upon  a  zone  basis,  varying  from  two 
and  one-half  cents  per  can  of  eight  and  one-half  quarts,  for  a  dis- 
tance of  twenty  miles  or  less,  to  six  and  one-half  cents  for  a  distance 
of  one  hundred  and  one  miles  or  more;  while  the  Boston  and 
Albany  Eailroad  Company  has  adopted  a  flat  rate  of  five  cents 
per  can  for  all  its  intrastate  shipments,  the  maximum  distance 
being  one  hundred  and  eight  miles.  As  the  distance  from  North 
Brookfield  to  Worcester  is  twenty-five  miles,  the  rate  per  can  on 
the  Boston  and  Maine  basis  would  be  only  three  and  one-half  cents, 
as  against  five  cents  on  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad. 

A  comparison  between  the  two  different  bases  of  rates  on  the 
two  railroad  systems  cannot,  however,  be  fairly  made  by  testing 
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them  at  one  point  only.  If  the  Boston  and  Maine  basis  as  a  whole 
were  adopted  on  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad,  it  would  be 
advantageous  to  the  petitioner,  but  it  would,  at  the  same  time, 
result  in  increased  rates  for  all  shippers  whose  milk  is  transported 
more  than  sixty  miles  by  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company. 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  cost  of  the  service  rendered,  it  would 
seem  that  the  classification  on  neither  railroad  is  strictly  sound. 
Undoubtedly  it  costs  something  more  to  transport  milk  one  hun- 
dred and  eight  miles,  the  maximum  distance  of  milk  shipments  on 
the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad,  than  to  transport  it  a  distance  of 
twenty  miles,  but  where  so  many  factors  of  expense  are  practically 
the  same,  the  additional  expense  for  the  longer  haul  is  clearly  not 
great  enough  to  justify  an  increase  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  per 
cent,  in  the  rate  as  provided  in  the  Boston  and  Maine  tariff. 

In  establishing  rates  for  the  transportation  of  such  an  important 
commodity  as  milk,  economic  factors  should  also  be  considered. 
The  Boston  and  Maine  tariff  tends  to  stimulate  a  milk  supply  from 
points  close  to  the  centers  of  distribution,  while  the  Boston  and 
Albany  tariff  tends  to  encourage  the  production  of  milk  over  a 
wider  area  by  giving  a  uniform  rate  to  all  the  producers  in  the 
Commonwealth.  From  the  standpoint  of  the  producer  and  the 
consumer,  alike,  each  system  has  certain  advantages  as  compared 
with  the  other,  but  it  is  not  easy  to  determine  where  the  balance 
of  advantage  lies.  It  may  well  be  that  the  classification  of  rates 
adopted  by  each  company  is  best  suited  to  the  conditions  on  its  own 
lines.  At  any  rate,  no  sufficient  evidence  was  presented  in  this 
case  to  justify  the  Commission  in  ordering  the  Boston  and  Albany 
Railroad  Company  to  establish  its  rates  upon  a  zone  system  similar 
to  that  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  more  especially  as  all 
commodity  rates  upon  the  latter  road  are  in  process  of  revision  at 
the  present  time. 

Probably  the  most  exhaustive  study  of  milk  rates  ever  made  in 
this  country  was  that  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in 
the  case  of  the  Milk  Producers'  Protective  Association  v.  Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna  &  Western  Railroad  Co.  [I.  C.  C.  Reports,  volume 
7,  page  92].  While  the  decision  in  that  case  does  not  apply  to  busi- 
ness handled  within  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  it  is  of 
great  value  because  the  rates  on  a  large  number  of  the  eastern 
railroads  have  been  established  in  conformity  with  that  finding  and 
because  it  furnishes  the  basis  used  in  the  tariff  of  which  complaint 
is  made.  The  lowest  rate  named  in  the  schedule  fixed  by  the  com- 
mission was  applicable  to  business  handled  from  one  to  forty  miles 
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where  the  designated  rate  was  twenty-three  cents  per  can  of  forty 
quarts.  Upon  a  proportionate  basis,  and  without  making  any  allow- 
ance for  the  additional  expense  of  handling  nearly  five  times  the 
number  of  cans,  this  is  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  over  four  and  seven- 
eighths  cents  for  a  can  of  eight  and  one-half  quarts,  which  is  applied 
as  the  five-cent  rate. 

As  no  sufficient  reason  has  been  shown  for  changing  the  existing 
basis  of  intrastate  rates  for  the  transportation  of  milk  by  the  Boston 
and  Albany  Railroad  Company,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  this  petition  be  dismissed.

Petition  of  the  Boston  Condensed  Milk  Company  for  rate  on  all 
roads  entering  Greater  Boston  the  same  as  the  tariff  recom- 
mended  by   the  Interstate   Commerce    Commission   for   milk 
transportation,   both  for   can  and   carload   quantities;   or   to 
establish  a  rate  in  this-  commonwealth  which  will  be  uniform 
on  all  railroads  entering  Greater  Boston. 
W.  A.  Graustein  for  petition.

This  petition  as  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commission- 
ers is  confined  to  the  movement  of  milk  wholly  within  the  com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts. 

The  question  of  milk  rates  and  facilities  has  been  under  con- 
sideration by  this  Commission,  its  predecessor,  and  the  legislature 
for  the  past  forty  years,  during  which  time  many  changes  have 
been  made  without  apparently  developing  a  satisfactory  basis.    The 
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request  for  different  rates  in  can  and  carload  quantities,  following 
the  basis  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  would  involve  a 
direct  violation  of  the  Saunders  Law  (Acts  of  1910,  chapter  633) 
and  therefore  cannot  be  considered. 

The  evidence  submitted  at  the  hearing  applied  only  to  rates  upon, 
the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad,  no  complaint  or  evidence  being 
offered  to  suggest  any  change  on  the  other  lines  entering  Greater 
Boston. 

The  general  rate  situation  upon  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad 
has  been  under  consideration  by  a  conference  composed  of  a  member 
of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  the  boards  repre- 
senting intrastate  interests  in  Massachusetts,  Vermont,  New  Hamp- 
shire and  Maine,  following  the  "  New  England  Investigation  "  held 
by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission;  and,  as  a  result,  an  en- 
tirely new  basis  for  class  rates  was  prepared  and  has  recently  gone 
into  effect.  Following  the  adoption  of  the  new  class  rates  will 
come  revisions  and  corrections  of  various  commodity  tariffs  now  in 
force. 

The  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  no  action  can  be  properly 
taken  on  this  petition  in  view  of  the  changes  now  in  process. 

It  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  petition  be  dismissed.

Petition  of  farmers  residing  in  the  towns  of  Acton,  Littleton,  Box- 
borough,  Harvard  and  Stow  relative  to  maintenance  of  a  milk 
car  at  the  West  Acton  station  on  the  Boston  and  Maine  rail- 
road.

The  evidence  in  this  case  shows  that  for  many  years  a  milk  car 
was  maintained  at  the  West  Acton  station  of  the  Boston  and  Maine 
railroad,  either  by  the  contractor  who  handled  the  milk  at  that 
point,  or,  since  the  passage  of  the  so-called  Saunders  Law  in  1910 
(chapter  633),  by  the  company  itself. 

This  arrangement  enabled  the  farmers  of  the  surrounding  coun- 
try, who  deliver  milk  at  this  station  for  shipment  to  West  Cam- 
bridge and  Boston,  to  load  their  product  directly  into  a  milk  car, 
iced  in  the  summer  and  heated  in  the  winter. 
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In  the  fall  of  1913  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  discontinued 
this  service,  and  milk  now  delivered  at  this  station,  amounting  to 
between  600  and  800  cans  each  morning,  is  landed  on  an  uncov- 
ered platform  adjoining  the  station  premises  to  await  the  arrival 
of  milk  cars  from  points  farther  west,  due  at  West  Acton  at  about 
nine  o'clock,  into  which  it  is  then  loaded.  In  the  meantime  the 
milk  is  exposed  to  the  varying  weather  conditions  of  summer  and 
winter. 

The  petitioners  request  that  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  be 
required  to  restore  the  milk  car  service  formerly  existing  at  West 
Acton. 

Since  the  hearing  in  this  case  the  company  has  expressed  its 
willingness  to  erect  a  shed  over  the  milk  platform  at  this  point, 
into  which  the  milk  may  be  placed  until  the  arrival  of  the  milk 
train;  but  this  is  objected  to  by  adjoining  property  owners. 

Leaving  out  of  consideration  the  desirability  of  eliminating  the 
unsanitary  conditions  under  which,  it  is  claimed,  milk  at  this  sta- 
tion is  now  handled,  which  have  in  part  been  remedied  by  the 
employment  of  an  attendant  to  supervise  its  care,  the  Commission 
is  of  the  opinion  that  the  petitioners  in  this  case  are  entitled  to 
a  transportation  service  commensurate  with  the  importance  of  the 
commodity  as  an  article  of  food,  and,  in  view  of  the  large  shipments 
made  from  West  Acton,  reasonably  adequate  for  the  proper  hand- 
ling thereof. 

It  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  be  hereby  required 
to  restore  the  milk  car  service  at  the  West  Acton  station  formerly 
maintained  at  that  point;  said  service  to  become  effective  not  later 
than  August  1,  1914.

Petition  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Eailroad  for  authority  to  publish 
and  charge  less  for  the  transportation  of  property  to  and  from 
Springfield,  Brighiwood,  Chicopee,  Chicopee  Falls,  Williman- 
sett  and  Holyohe  than  it  charges  to  and  from  Northampton  on 
business  to  and  from  Boston,  Worcester  and  Ware,  as  fully  set 
forth  in  the  petition. 
This  petition  is  presented  in  view  of  a  situation  arising  from 

the  application  of  the  basis  of  rates  suggested  by  a  conference  of 
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this  Commission  and  commissioners  of  Vermont,  New  Hampshire 
and  Maine,  and  participated  in  by  Commissioner  Prouty  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  to  business  between  Northamp- 
ton, Worcester  and  Boston,  which  makes  higher  rates  than  apply 
from  Worcester  and  Boston  to  Springfield  by  the  shorter  direct  line 
of  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad.

Reparation —  Unreasonable  Rates. 
John  Foster  Company  vs.  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad.     Authority 

to  refund  $14.16. 
Whereas,  an  application  has  been  filed  to  submit  this  case  for 
hearing  and  determination  on  pleadings  and  records  submitted,  the 
Commission,  after  consideration  of  all  the  facts,  finds  that  in  Sep- 
tember, October  and  December,  1913,  and  January,  1914,  there 
was  shipped  over  the  rails  of  the  defendant  company  from  West 
Townsend,  Massachusetts,  to  South  Hanson,  Massachusetts,  six  cars 
of  lumber,  each  car  being  billed  as  34,000  pounds,  although  in  no 
case  did  the  actual  weight  reach  that  figure.  The  defendant  ap- 
plied its  established  rate  of  twelve  cents  per  hundred  pounds  upon 
a  minimum  of  34,000  pounds,  as  called  for  by  the  official  classi- 
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fication  then  in  effect  and  the  tariff,  M.  P.  S.  C.  645,  duly  filed 
with  the  Commission,  and 

Whereas,  the  defendant  company  later  issued  a  tariff,  M.  P.  S.  C. 
767,  which  became  effective  on  March  6,  1914,  providing  a  carload 
minimum  weight  of  30,000  pounds,  as  was  in  effect  on  other  lumber 
shipments  moving  under  joint  tariffs  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  and 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroads  between  points 
similarly  situated,  in  place  of  the  34,000  minimum  called  for  by 
the  official  classification,  and  the  defendant  expresses  willingness 
to  adjust  the  freight  upon  the  six  cars  which  moved,  as  shown  by 
papers  attached,  to  the  basis  of  tariff  M.  P.  S.  C.  767,  and  thereby 
admit  that  the  charge  collected  was  unreasonable,  to  the  extent  that 
the  weight  charged  for  exceeded  the  actual  weight  of  goods  shipped 
subject  to  the  minimum  provided  of  30,000  pounds,  by  the  total 
amount  of  11,800  pounds,  which  was  charged  for  at  the  rate  of 
twelve  cents  as  previously  stated,  so  that  the  complainant  is  en- 
titled to  reparation  in  the  sum  of  $14.16,  —  it  is

Petition  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  for  authority  to  publish 
and  charge  less  for  the  transportation  of  certain  commodities 
between  Gloucester  and  Boston  than  it  charges  between  inter- 
mediate points  as  fully  set  forth  in  the  petition  and  exhibit. 
The  petition  is  presented  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 

chapter  784,  Acts  of  1913,  section  22,  empowering  the  Commission 

to  authorize  common  carriers  in  special  cases  to  charge  less  for 

longer  than  for  shorter  distances. 

The  request  arises  because  of  water  competition  between  Boston 

and  Gloucester,  which  has  developed  commodity  rates  lower  than 
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obtain  on  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  under  the  standard  mile- 
age basis  of  class  rates  recently  put  in  effect.  The  tariff  submitted, 
M.  P.  S.  C.  No.  990,  is  a  reissue  of  the  old  rates  contained  in  seven 
tariffs  which  have  been  in  effect  for  many  years. 

Having  investigated  the  matter  and  finding  that  the  rates  pro- 
posed for  the  transportation  of  similar  property  to  intermediate 
points  are  just  and  reasonable,  —  it  is 

Ordered,  That  authority  be  hereby  given  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Railroad  to  put  in  effect  the  commodity  rates  shown  in  tariff 
M.  P.  S.  C.  No.  990  to  become  effective  November  5,  1914,  and 
continue  the  same  in  effect  until  such  time  as  this  order  is  modified 
or  revoked.

This  is  a  petition  covering  freight  to  and  from  the  plant  of  the 
complainant  located  at  Bradford,  Massachusetts,  and  covering 
freight  transportation  between  that  place  and  a  large  number  of 
points  within  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  as  set  forth  at 
length  in  the  petition.  Public  hearings  were  held  on  September  30 
and  October  14,  1913,  at  which  all  parties  above  mentioned  were 
represented. 

Prom  the  evidence  it  appears  that  the  waste  paper  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  box  board,  the  finished  product  made  at  the  Brad- 
ford mill,  is  shipped  to  the  mill  from  points  on  the  Boston  and 
Maine  within  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  under  regular 
class  rates,  and  that  commodity  rates  have  been  published  from 
Bradford  and  Haverhill,  Massachusetts,  to  practically  all  local 
points  upon  the  Boston  and  Maine  within  the  state,  and  that  joint 
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rates  exist  with  the  other  carriers  above  named  available  for  the 
further  distribution  of  their  out-going  finished  product. 

The  complainant,  by  its  traffic  manager,  Isaac  Born,  in  testi- 
mony of  September  30,  page  15,  lines  2  to  6,  said:  "  As  far  as  the 
Boston  and  Maine  handling  is  concerned,  those  rates  are  erraticalty 
built.  There  is  no  regular  system  of  building  class  rates  on  the 
Boston  and  Maine  railroad.  Each  division  carries  a  different  basis 
of  class  rates."  Subsequent  consideration  has  emphasized  this  fact, 
and  as  the  class  rate  must  constitute  the  background  for  special 
commodity  rates,  the  necessity  for  a  consistent  and  homogeneous 
basis  is  imperative. 

The  conditions  at  Bradford  cannot  be  properly  considered  regard- 
less of  other  industries  in  other  localities,  and  any  order  issued 
might,  and  probably  would,  involve  unintentional  discrimination, 
unjust  to  other  shippers  and  industries. 

The  New  England  Investigation  (I.  C.  C.  27-560)  alluded  to 
in  brief  of  complainant,  page  48,  opened  the  way  for  conferences 
between  a  member  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  the 
commissions  representing  intrastate  interests  in  Massachusetts, 
Vermont,  New  Hampshire,  and  Maine.  As  a  result,  a  complete 
new  basis  for  class  rates  on  the  Boston  and  Maine  system  was  pre- 
pared. Local  tariffs  on  this  basis  are  now  in  the  printer's  hands, 
to  be  filed  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  chapter  784  of 
the  Acts  of  1913. 

It  is  evident  that  any  intelligent  and  consistent  treatment  of  the 
questions  presented  by  the  petition  must  rest  upon  this  base  as  a 
corner  stone,  and  that  neither  joint  rates  nor  commodity  tariffs 
can  be  properly  considered  before  the  completion  of  the  funda- 
mental basis.  Immediately  after  the  completion  of  the  class  tariffs 
the  work  of  harmonizing  the  various  commodity  tariffs  will  be  in 
order. 

The  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  no  action  should  be  taken 
at  this  time  in  view  of  the  expectation  that  the  new  basis  of  local 
class  rates  and  revised  commodity  rates  should  abolish  the  "  un- 
reasonable and  unduly  discriminatory  "  rates,  of  which  complaint 
is  made.    The  petition  is  therefore  dismissed  without  prejudice.

Railroad  Service. 

Petition  of  residents  of  Hardwick  and  vicinity  and  of  Ware  rela- 
tive to  passenger  train  service  on  the  Boston  and  Albany  and 
Boston  and  Maine  railroads. 
After  hearing  upon  the  above  petition  it  appeared  that  train 
No.  562  upon  the  Ware  River  branch  of  the  Boston  and  Albany 
railroad,  which  formerly  left  Barre  Plains  at  a  little   after  six 
o'clock  in  the  morning  running  to  Palmer  and  returning  as  train 
No.   565  at  night,  had  been  discontinued.     This  train  furnished 
service  which  the  people  travelling  from  the  Wheelwright  village 
in  the  town  of  Hardwick  to  and  from  Ware  have  found  to  be  of 
great  convenience.     The  petitioners  ask  that  these  trains  be  rein- 
stated. 

A  further  petition  was  filed  asking  the  reinstatement  of  west 
bound  train  No.  935  and  east  bound  train  No.  546  on  the  Central 
Massachusetts  branch  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad. 
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Evidence  presented  by  a  representative  of  the  Boston  and  Albany 
Railroad  Corporation  shows  that  the  average  receipts  npon  its  train 
for  a  period  of  seventeen  days  was  eight  cents  per  train  mile  and 
that  the  average  cost  of  operating  the  train  was  fifty-eight  and. 
one-half  cents  per  train  mile,  not  including  maintenance  of  way 
or  fixed  charges. 

It  was  stated  by  a  representative  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Rail- 
road that  that  company  now  has  three  trains  in  each  direction  run- 
ning through  Wheelwright  and  Ware,  which  the  management  feels 
is  all  the  service  that  the  territory  will  justify,  and  that  the  west 
bound  train  which  was  taken  off  did  not  earn  its  operating  ex- 
penses. Its  consolidation  with  another  train  which  leaves  Boston 
a  short  time  later  gives  practically  as  good  accommodation  to  the 
larger  portion  of  the  people  on  the  line  of  the  road. 

In  view  of  the  evidence  presented  and  taking  into  consideration 
the  financial  condition  of  both  corporations,  —  it  is

Petition  of  residents  of  Warren  and  others,  commuters  along  the 
line  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad,  for  additional  pas- 
senger service  between  Springfield  and  Worcester. 

The  petitioners  asked  for  an  additional  train  to  leave  Springfield 
daily  except  Sunday,  about  6.00  p.m.,  running  through  to  Worcester 
and  returning  from  Worcester,  following  train  No.  37  which  leaves 
Worcester  at  8.51  p.m. 

After  notice  and  hearing  it  appears  that  Palmer  has  seventeen 
trains  east  bound  and  fourteen  trains  west  bound  per  day;  Warren 
has  seven  east  bound  and  seven  west  bound  trains  per  day.;  West 
Brookfield  has  seven  east  bound  and  eight  west  bound  trains  per 
day;  Brookfield  has  six  east  bound  and  five  west  bound  trains  per 
day;  East  Brookfield  has  eight  east  bound  and  eight  west  bound 
trains  per  day;  and  all  other  stations  between  Springfield  and 
Worcester  have  five  trains  each  way  per  day.  The  East  Brook- 
field trains  also  serve  North  Brookfield,  and  there  are  nine  trains 
per  day  each  way  on  the  North  Brookfield  branch.  In  addition  to 
this  train  service,  there  is  an  electric  railway  running  from  Spring- 
field to  Palmer,  with  half-hourly  service,  and  also  an  electric  line 
running  from  West  Warren  to  Worcester,  passing  through  Warren, 
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West  Brookfield,  Brookfield  and  East  Brookfield.  There  is  also  an 
electric  line  from  North  Brookfield  to  East  Brookfield.  Since  the 
hearing  was  held  on  this  petition,  train  No.  18,  now  leaving  Spring- 
field at  5.55  p.m.,  stops  Saturday  nights  at  West  Brookfield. 

The  Commission  further  considered  the  matter  of  a  readjust- 
ment of  the  present  train  schedules  to  see  if  a  more  satisfactory 
arrangement  could  be  made  to  meet  the  request  of  the  petitioners, 
but  were  unable  to  work  out  such  arrangement  without  the  installa- 
tion of  an  additional  train.  Accommodation  train  No.  30,  leaving 
Springfield  at  4.20  p.m.,  and  train  No.  14,  leaving  Springfield  at 
9.15  p.m.,  are  not  at  present  paying  trains  between  Springfield 
and  Worcester,  and  to  require  the  railroad  company  to  install  an 
additional  train,  running  on  an  intermediate  schedule,  would  un- 
doubtedly still  further  reduce  the  revenue  of  these  trains,  and  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  would  not  be  warranted.  It  is 
therefore

Upon  the  petition  of  Russell  R.  Whitman  and  others,  for  later 
passenger  train  service  from  Boston,  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners, on  January  20,  1913,  recommended  the  installation,  for 
a  trial  period  of  three  months  beginning  February  3,  1913,  of 
additional  passenger  trains  on  the  Portland  division  and  the  South- 
ern division  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad,  leaving  Boston  at 
about  twelve  o'clock  midnight.  This  order  provided  also  that  "  at 
the  expiration  of  the   above  named  period  the  Board   will   make 
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such  further  order  or  other  recommendation  in  the  premises  as 
seems  warranted,  and  in  the  meantime  requests  that  a  count  of 
the  number  of  passengers  patronizing  these  trains  be  taken  and  a 
detailed  report  made  to  this  office  at  the  end  of  each  month." 

In  compliance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Board,  this  train 
service  was  installed  on  both  divisions  of  the  Boston  and  Maine 
railroad,  and  continued  until  the  summer  of  1913,  when  the  com- 
pany, with  the  consent  of  the  Board,  discontinued  the  service  until 
September  28,  1913.  On  that  date  the  service  was  resumed,  and 
has  continued  in  operation  to  the  present  time.  On  the  Portland 
division  the  train  now  leaves  Boston  at  12.01  a.m.,  due  at  Haver- 
hill at  1.19  a.m.,  making  a  majority  of  the  local  intermediate  stops. 
On  the  Southern  division  the  train  leaves  Boston  at  12.05  a.m., 
due  at  Lowell  at  1.15  a.m.,  making  a  majority  of  the  local  inter- 
mediate stops.  In  the  present  petition  the  company  has  asked  the 
authority  of  the  Commission  to  discontinue  this  service. 

After  a  public  hearing  and  further  investigation,  it  appears  that 
the  revenue  derived  from  these  trains  during  the  period  they  have 
been  in  operation  has  been  insufficient  to  meet  the  cost  of  opera- 
tion, and  that  the  continuance  of  this  service  would  involve  a  sub- 
stantial loss  to  the  company.  It  is  true  that  the  board  of  railroad 
commissioners  recommended  the  installation  of  this  service  for  the 
convenience  of  patrons  of  the  railroad,  although  it  was  anticipated 
that  the  operation  of  these  trains  would  not  prove  immediately 
profitable.  If  the  general  financial  condition  of  the  company  were 
such  as  to  warrant  the  continuance  of  this  service,  the  Commission 
would  be  glad  to  see  it  retained.  Unfortunate^,  the  condition  of 
the  company  at  the  present  time  is  such  as  to  require  the  exercise 
of  all  possible  economies.  While  this  condition  continues,  it  seems 
to  us  that  the  public  should  abate  something  from  the  demands 
which,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  would  be  reasonable.  It  may 
be  added  that  the  Lawrence  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Haver- 
hill Board  of  Trade,  believing  that  no  undue  burden  should  be 
placed  upon  the  company  at  this  time,  appeared  in  support  of  the 
petition. 

Owing  to  the  present- financial  condition  of  the  company,  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  rearrangements  of  other  train  schedules,  in 
order  to  provide  improved  late  train  service  from  Boston,  have  been 
made  or  are  in  contemplation,  — ■  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  approval  of  the  Commission  be  given  to  the 
petition  of  the  company  for  the  discontinuance  of  certain  late  train 
service  from  Boston  to  suburban  sections.     It  is  to  be  understood, 
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however,  that  any  interested  parties  may  hereafter  petition  the 
Commission  for  the  restoration  of  this  service  if  and  when  the 
financial  condition  of  the  company  warrants.

Petition  of  residents  of  HopJcinton  and  Ashland  relative  to  con- 
tinued operation  of  trains  through  HopJcinton  and  Ashland 
to  Boston.

Formerly  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  and  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company  furnished 
a  service  to  Boston  which  gave  Hopkinton  four  trains  daily  in  each 
direction,  but  when  the  operating  agreement  between  the  com- 
panies was  terminated  these  trains  were  taken  off.  The  only  train 
service  now  furnished  to  residents  of  Hopkinton  is  one  mixed  train 
devoted  largely  to  freight  transportation,  and  this  train  runs  on 
such  irregular  time  that  it  furnishes  passengers  practically  no 
accommodation  whatever. 

While  the  evidence  indicated  that  the  operation  of  any  passenger 
train  service  between  Hopkinton  and  Ashland  would  not  be  likely 
to  prove  remunerative  to  the  company,  the  Commission  is  of  the 
opinion  that  so  long  as  the  company  operates  this  line  it  should 
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provide  facilities  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  at  least  to 
the  extent  of  one  train  a  clay  in  each  direction,  if  there  is  any  real 
demand  for  such  service.  It  seems  desirable,  however,  that  the 
Commission,  before  making  any  permanent  order,  should  have 
additional  and  more  definite  evidence  in  regard  to  the  extent  to 
which  residents  of  Hopkinton  and  other  places  on  the  line  would 
avail  themselves  of  this  service  if  put  in  operation.  It  is  therefore 
Ordered,  That  for  an  experimental  period  of  three  months  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  run  a 
weekday  train,  leaving  Milford  at  7.05  a.m.,  Hopkinton  7.19  a.m., 
due  in  Ashland  at  7.30  a.m.,  to  connect  with  a  Boston  and  Albany 
train  for  Boston  at  7.36  a.m.  and  that  on  the  return  trip  the  train 
leave  Ashland  at  6.33  p.m.  (connecting  with  the  Boston  and 
Albany  train  from  Boston  which  is  due  in  Ashland  at  6.28  p.m.)

Petition  of  the  New  York,  Neiv  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  for  authority  to  discontinue  certain  train  service 
between  Milford,  Hopkinton  and  Ashland. 

By  order  of  the  Commission,  dated  May  11,  1914,  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  was  directed 
to  furnish  certain  train  service  between  Milford,  Hopkinton  and 
Ashland  for  an  experimental  period  of  three  months.  This  action 
was  taken  in  order  to  secure  additional  and  more  definite  evidence 
in  regard  to  the  extent  to  which  residents  of  Hopkinton  and  other 
places  on  the  line  would  avail  themselves  of  such  service  if  put  in 
operation. 

This  service  was  established  by  the  company  on  June  8,  1914, 
and  has  been  continued  for  the  experimental  period  indicated  in 
the  Commission's  order.  The  company  now  asks  for  authority  to 
discontinue  the  service. 

It  appears  that  the  train  in  question  has  carried  an  average  of 
only  one  passenger  daily  in  each  direction.  The  company  claims 
that  the  cost  of  the  operation  of  this  train,  including  payments  to 
the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company  for  the  use  of  its  station 
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and  tower  at  Ashland,  lias  been  about  six  hundred  and  sixty  dollars 
($660.00)  per  month,  while  the  revenue  has  been  about  six  dollars 
($6.00)  per  month.  The  small  patronage  appears  to  be  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  street  railway  company  furnishes  a  more  convenient 
as  well  as  a  somewhat  cheaper  service  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers  between  Hopkinton  and  Ashland.  As  no  sufficient  de- 
mand has  been  disclosed  to  warrant  the  continuance  of  this  train 
service,  it  is

Memorandum. 

These  petitions  were  filed  with  the  Commission  as  a  result  of  the 
discontinuance  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  of  the  early 
morning  marketmen's  train,  which  formerly  left  Reading  at 
5.24  a.m.  and  arrived  in  Boston  at  6.00  a.m. 

As  the  result  of  a  hearing  on  the  petition  for  the  restoration  of 
this  train,  it  was  arranged  that  the  schedule  of  the  workingmen's 
train,  which  formerly  left  Eeading  at  5.49  a.m.,  arriving  in  Boston 
at  6.25  a.m.,  should  be  changed  so  as  to  leave  at  5.36  a.m.  and 
arrive  at  6.10  a.m.,  and  that  a  subsequent  train,  which  formerly 
left  Eeading  at  6.11  a.m.,  arriving  in  Boston  at  6.47  a.m.,  should 
leave  at  6.01  a.m.  and  arrive  at  6.37  a.m. 

The  patrons  of  the  marketmen's  train  accepted  this  rearrange- 
ment of  train  schedules  as  a  satisfactory  adjustment  of  their  com- 
plaint, upon  the  understanding  that  when  the  summer  time  table 
is  put  into  effect  the  marketmen's  train  shall  be  restored  so  as  to 
arrive  in  Boston  at  about  5.30  a.m. 

Protest  was  then  made  by  patrons  of  the  workingmen's  train, 
who  petitioned  the  Commission  for  a  restoration  of  their  train  to 
its  former  schedule.  After  a  hearing  it  was  agreed  that  the 
changed  schedule  should  be  retained  until  the  summer  time  table 
is  put  into  effect,  when  the  workingmen's  train  should  be  restored 
to  its  former  schedule.

On  August  12,  1912,  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  rec- 
ommended that  a  train  be  run  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  Eailroad 
from  Peabody  to  Wakefield  Junction,  so  as  to  connect  with  train 
No.  146,  due  at  that  point  at  10.40  a.m.,  for  Boston.  In  order  to 
comply  with  this  recommendation  the  company  has  operated  train 
No.  608,  which  leaves  Salem  at  10.08  a.m.,  reaches  Peabody  at 
10.16  a.m.  and  arrives  at  Wakefield  Junction  at  10.36  a.m.  The 
return  trip  is  made  by  train  No.  605,  which  leaves  Wakefield  Junc- 
tion at  10.47  a.m.,  reaches  Peabody  at  11.06  a.m.  and  arrives  at 
Salem  at  11.13  a.m.  The  company  has  petitioned  for  authority 
to  discontinue  these  two  trains,  and  a  public  hearing  thereon  has 
been  given  by  the  Commission. 

While  it  has  been  found  necessary,  for  operating  reasons,  to  run 
these  trains  through  to  Salem,  it  is  admitted  that  there  is  no  need 
of  this  additional  service  between  Salem  and  Peabody,  as  this  por- 
tion of  the  line  already  had  ample  train  service.  It  appears  that 
since  this  service  was  installed  train  No.  608  has  carried  an  aver- 
age of  fifteen  passengers,  including  those  boarding  or  leaving  the 
train  at  intermediate  points  as  well  as  through  passengers  from 
Peabody  to  Wakefield  Junction,  and  that  train  No.  605,  which 
makes  the  return  trip,  has  received  a  still  smaller  patronage. 

The  recommendation  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners 
was  made  upon  the  representation  of  citizens  of  Peabody  that  an 
additional  morning  train  was  needed  for  the  accommodation  of 
through  passengers  from  Peabody  by  way  of  Wakefield  Junction 
to  Boston,  but  apparently  there  are  only  seven  or  eight  persons 
daily  who  avail  themselves  of  this  through  service.  As  Peabody, 
in  spite  of  its  disadvantageous  location  upon  a  branch  line  of  the 
railroad,  has  a  train  service  of  twenty  trains  a  day  in  each  direc 
tion  between  Peabody  and  Boston,  exclusive  of  the  trains  now 
under  consideration,  and  as  the  claims  of  the  citizens  of  Peabody 
and  the  expectations  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  in 
regard  to  the  patronage  of  these  trains  have  not  been  realized,  the 
Commission  believes  that  it  is  unreasonable,  in  view  of  the  present 
financial  condition  of  the  company  and  the  demands  for  additional 
service  and  accommodations  upon  other  portions  of  its  lines,  to 
ask  the  Boston  and  Maine  Eailroad  to  continue  to '  operate  these 
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trains  at  a  financial  loss  for  the  accommodation  of  such  a  small 
number  of  passengers.

Ordered,  That  the  approval  of  the  Commission  be  hereby  given 
to  the  discontinuance  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  of  the 
service  now  furnished  by  trains  No.  605  and  No.  608  between 
Salem  and  Wakefield  Junction.

8.54  a.m.  It  also  appeared  that  formerly  a  morning  train  ran  from 
East  Bridgewater  by  way  of  Elmwood  to  Westdale  and  thence  by 
the  main  line  to  Boston  and  that  this  train  furnished  the  most 
satisfactory  service  to  the  petitioners. 

The  petitioners  also  ask  that  the  last  train  at  night  for  East 
Bridgewater  be  extended  to  Elmwood,  a  distance  of  one  mile.  As 
this  would  accommodate  the  people  of  a  growing  section  of  East 
Bridgewater,  who  may  desire  to  attend  the  theatres  in  Boston,  or 
who  are  detained  in  the  city  late  in  the  evening,  the  Commission 
is  of  the  opinion  that  the  company  should  give  this  service. 

The  petitioners  further  ask  for  the  restoration  of  the  noon  train 
(so  called)  in  and  out  of  East  Bridgewater.  This  train  formerly 
left  Bridgewater  for  Whitman  at  12.05  p.m.  returning  from  Whit- 
man to  Bridgewater  at  1.33  p.m.  It  appeared  by  the  evidence  that 
this  train  was  little  used  and  was  operated  at  a  loss.  The  principal 
argument  for  its  restoration  was  that  it  deprived  East  Bridgewater 
of  a  noon  mail  from  Boston.  As  other  means  are  available  for  the 
transportation  of  newspapers  and  mails,  the  Commission  makes 
no  order  at  this  time  regarding  the  restoration  of  the  noon  train. 
The  Commission  will,  however,  be  prepared  to  consider  a  petition 
for  the  restoration  of  this  service  as  soon  as  the  financial  condition 
of  the  company  warrants. 

It  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Rail- 
road  Company  restore  the  loop-line  train,  so  called,  from  East 
Bridgewater  and  Elmwood  by  way  of  Westdale  to  Boston,  to  run 
on  week-day  mornings  upon  its  former  time  schedule  as  near  as 
may  be  practicable;  and  that  the  last  train  at  night  running  from 
Boston  to  East  Bridgewater  be  extended  to  Elmwood  station. 

The  above  order  shall  become  effective  beginning  Sunday,  June 
7,  1914.

Petitions  of  citizens  of  Conway  and  Ashfield  relative  to  passenger 

train  service  between  Shelburne  Falls  and  Northampton  and 

petition  of  the  selectmen  of  Sonthivick  relative  to  passenger 

train  service  betvjeen  thai   town  and  W  est  field  on  the  New 

York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad. 

Conway  station  is  the  next  station  south  of  Shelburne  Falls  on 

the  line  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  from 

Shelburne   Fails  by  way  of  Northampton   to   New  Haven.     The 

village  of  Conway  is  situated  about  five  miles  from  Conway  station 

and  is  served  by  the  Conway  Electric  street  railway  running  from 

the  village  to  the  station,  and  also  running  about  a  mile  farther  to 
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South  Kiver  station  on  the  Fitchburg  division  of  the  Boston  and 
Maine  railroad.  The  village  of  Ashfield  is  about  five  miles  from 
the  terminus  of  the  street  railway  line  in  the  village  of  Conway 
and  about  ten  miles  from  Shelburne  Falls.  Ptesidents  of  Ashfield 
may  therefore  avail  themselves  of  train  service  from  Shelburne 
Falls  or  may  more  conveniently  use  the  Conway  Electric  street 
railway  to  connect  with  the  train  service  from  Conway  station  or 
South  Eiver. 

From  the  evidence  presented  in  this  case,  it  appears  that  the 
service  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  be- 
tween Shelburne  Falls  and  Northampton  consisted,  until  recently, 
of  two  north  bound  and  two  south  bound  passenger  trains  daily 
Avhich  carried  both  mail  and  express,  in  addition  to  one  freight 
train  daily  in  each  direction.  A  few  months  ago,  the  company,  in 
order  to  provide  for  a  more  economical  operation  of  the  train  serv- 
ice between  these  points,  consolidated  the  freight  train  and  one 
passenger  train  into  a  mixed  train  and  made  certain  changes  in 
the  former  train  schedules.  The  petitioners  complained  of  the 
changes  made  and  asked  for  a  restoration  of  the  old  service. 

Except  for  a  somewhat  slower  service  on  one  train  daily  in  each 
direction,  owing  to  the  substitution  of  a  mixed  train  for  a  passenger 
train,  the  only  important  change  is  in  the  schedule  of  the  morning 
train  from  Shelburne  Falls  to  Northampton.  Formerly  this  train 
left  Shelburne  Falls  at  8.20  a.m.  and  was  operated  through  to  New 
Haven  and  New  York,  reaching  New  Haven  at  11.49  a.m.  and  New 
York  at  2.03  p.m.  For  the  accommodation  of  patrons  of  this  line 
between  Northampton  and  New  Haven,  who  desired  train  service 
at  a  somewhat  later  hour,  the  schedule  of  this  train  was  changed 
so  as  to  leave  Shelburne  Falls  at  9.35  a.m.,  reaching  New  Haven 
at  1.15  p.m.  and  New  York  at  3.28  p.m.  As  the  result  of  this 
change,  passengers  from  Shelburne  Falls  and  Conway  who  desire 
to  reach  Springfield  or  points  south  and  east  of  Springfield  on  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad,  or  on  the  Boston 
and  Albany  railroad,  are  obliged  to  wait  thirty-seven  minutes  at 
Northampton  in  order  to  connect  with  the  Boston  and  Maine  train 
for  Springfield. 

Without  undertaking  to  interfere  with  the  present  schedule 
from  Northampton  to  New  Haven,  we  believe  that  the  train  now 
leaving  Shelburne  Falls  at  9.35  a.m.  should  leave  about  8.30  a.m. 
so  as  to  connect  at  Northampton  with  the  "  Keene  express  "  leav- 
ing Northampton  at  9.20  a.m.,  due  in  Springfield  at  10.00  a.m., 
in  New  Haven  at  12.17  p.m.  and  in  New  York  at  2.22  p.m.     If 
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this  change  were  made,  it  is  true  that  passengers  from  Shelburne 
Falls  and  Conway  for  New  Haven  and  New  York  would  be 
obliged  to  change  to  another  train  at  Northampton,  but  beyond 
that  point  they  would  have  a  quicker  and  better  service  than  is 
now  given  by  the  accommodation  train  running  through  to  New 
Haven.  It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  the  change  of  schedule 
suggested  would  give  the  petitioners  a  greatly  improved  service 
to  Springfield  without  causing  any  impairment  of  their  present 
service  to  New  Haven  and  New  York.  Moreover,  the  travel  from 
Shelburne  Falls  and  Conway  to  New  Haven  and  New  York  is 
relatively  small  compared  with  the  travel  to  Springfield,  which 
is  the  destination  of  many  passengers  and  where  connections  are 
also  made  for  so  many  other  points. 

The  present  schedule  of  the  other  trains  upon  this  line  varies 
little  from  the  former  schedule.  Any  substantial  change  in  the 
running  time  of  these  trains  would  apparently  result  in  breaking 
existing  train  connections,  would  impair  the  present  mail  service 
and  would  be  likely  to  discommode  more  passengers  than  it 
would  accommodate.  The  company  has,  however,  expressed  its 
willingness  to  run  these  trains  upon  almost  any  schedule  to  which 
the  patrons  of  the  line  will  agree.  In  addition  to  the  trains  op- 
erated on  this  line,  the  petitioners  may  also  avail  themselves  of 
the  service  on  the  Fitchburg  division  of  the  Boston  and  Maine 
for  points  east  and  west,  with  connections  from  Greenfield  for 
Northampton  and  Springfield. 

As  the  line  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  rail- 
road between  Shelburne  Falls  and  Northampton  carries  very  few 
passengers  and  is  operated  at  a  loss,  and  as  the  company,  in  its 
present  financial  condition,  is  obliged  to  exercise  all  possible 
economies  of  operation  consistent  with  reasonable  service,  the 
Commission  believes  that  the  substitution  of  the  present  mixed 
train  for  the  passenger  train  and  the  freight  train  formerly  op- 
erated, involves  no  substantial  impairment  of  facilities  and  may 
properly  be  approved  by  the  Commission.  Such  approval  is,  how- 
ever, given  upon  the  understanding  and  condition  that  a  reason- 
ably regular  and  dependable  service  shall  be  maintained.  If  it 
should  prove  otherwise,  the  Commission  desires  to  be  apprised  of 
the  fact,  that  it  may  take  such  further  action  as  may  then  seem 
proper. 

The  petitioners  also  complained  of  the  character  of  the  pas- 
senger equipment  used  on  this  line  and  the  complaint  appears  to 
have  been  fully  justified.     The  company  has   already  made  im- 
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provements    in    its    equipment    and    the    Commission    hopes    that 
"there  may  be  no  further  reason  for  complaint  in  this  respect. 

The  petitioners  also  contended  that  the  recent  changes  in  the 
train  schedules  had  caused  an  impairment  of  the  mail  service,  as 
the  mails  are  no  longer  carried  on  the  afternoon  train  from  Shel- 
burne  Falls  and  Conway.  Conway  now  has  four  mails  a  day  in 
each  direction  but  if  additional  service  is  desired  the  company  has 
expressed  its  willingness  to  carry  pouch  mail  on  the  train  referred 
to  provided  the  necessary  arrangements  are  made  with  the  postal 
authorities. 

In  addition  to  the  complaints  of  service  from  Shelburne  Falls 
and  Conway,  which  have  already  been  considered,  complaint  was 
also  made  of  the  service  between  Westfield  and  Southwick,  which 
are  adjoining  stations  on  the  company's  line  between  Northampton 
and  New  Haven.  It  appears  that  under  the  former  schedule  the 
train  leaving  Shelburne  Falls  at  4.15  p.m.  and  reaching  North- 
ampton at  4.56  p.m.  was  operated  through  to  New  Haven.  Under 
the  present  schedule  the  corresponding  train  runs  to  Northampton 
only  and  the  service  between  that  point  and  New  Haven  is  given 
by  a  new  train  leaving  Northampton  at  3.14  p.m.  and  reaching 
New  Haven  at  5.56  p.m.  Owing  to  the  change  of  schedule  this 
train  is  now  due  in  Westfield  at  3.50  p.m.  instead  of  5.32  p.m.  as 
formerly.  The  selectmen  of  Southwick  petitioned  for  the  restora- 
tion of  the  former  schedule. 

While  the  former  schedule  might  accommodate  some  of  the  resi- 
dents of  Southwick  who  desire  service  from  Westfield  at  a  some- 
what later  hour,  it  would  apparently  discommode  a  large  majority 
of  those  using  this  train  between  Southwick  and  New  Haven.  The 
company  has,  however,  taken  this  matter  up  with  representatives 
of  the  merchants  of  Westfield,  who  are  also  interested  in  this  serv- 
ice, and  if  sufficient  demand  is  shown  the  company  is  prepared  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  furnishing  a  later  afternoon  service 
from  AVestfield  to  Southwick. 

After  consideration  of  the  complaints  of  the  several  petitioners, 
the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  make 
any  order  at  this  time,  but  recommends  that  the  company  rearrange 
and  maintain  the  service  between  Shelburne  Falls  and  Northamp- 
ton in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  made  by  the  Commission  in 
this  report.

Street  Eailway  Fares. 

Petition  of  the  selectmen  of  Holbrook  relative  to  extension  of  fare 
limit  on  the  Bay  State  street  railway. 

The  established  fare  limits  on  the  Bay  State  street  railway  pro- 
vide for  a  five-cent  fare  between  the  Braintree  railroad  station  and 
the  junction  of  Adams  and  Franklin  streets  in  the  town  of  Hol- 
brook.

Petition  of  the  Selectmen  of  Cheshire  relative  to  maintenance  of 
transforming  station  and  high  tension  loires  in  said  town  by 
the  Berkshire  street  railway,  and  relative  to  fares  upon  the 
Berkshire  street  railway. 
It  appeared  at  the  hearing  upon  this  petition  that  the  com- 
pany's high  tension  wires  were  attached  in  the  summer  of  1910 
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and  have  since  been  maintained  on  the  company's  poles  located  in 
the  highways  of  said  town,  and  used  as  a  part  of  and  in  connection 
with  its  railway  location  in  said  town;  that  the  high  tension  wires 
are  used  only  to  conduct  electricity  to  a  transforming  station  situate 
in  said  town  and  constructed  therein  in  the  summer  of  1910,  and 
used  for  converting  an  alternating  or  high  tension  current  into  a 
direct  current  supplied  to  the  trolley  wire  of  said  company  for  the 
operation  of  its  cars  by  the  overhead  system  of  electric  motive  power. 

It  was  suggested  by  the  petitioners  that  the  company  had  no 
right  to  attach  the  wires  in  question  to  its  poles  without  special 
authority  to  make  such  attachment  from  the  selectmen  of  the 
town.  Whether  or  not  this  position  would  be  sound,  in  view  of  the 
provisions  of  St.  1911,  Ch.  509,  as  suggested  on  behalf  of  the  peti- 
tioners, it  is  unnecessary  to  decide,  since  the  wires  were  attached 
to  the  poles  and  in  use  by  the  company  prior  to  the  enactment  of 
that  statute  and  under  other  provisions  of  law  existing  in  1910  as 
to  the  application  of  which  to  any  action  of  the  company  with 
respect  to  these  wires  no  question  has  been  raised. 

The  petitioners  claimed  that  the  transforming  station  was  main- 
tained in  said  town  without  leave  or  license  of  the  authorities  of  the 
town  or  of  anyone  else.  The  petitioners  did  not,  however,  call  to  the 
attention  of  the  Commission  nor  is  the  Commission  aware  of  any 
provisions  of  law  requiring  a  license  for  the  maintenance  by  a  street 
railway  company  of  a  transforming  station  necessary  or  convenient 
in  the  operation  of  its  railway  by  the  electric  system  of  motive 
power.  The  petitioners  further  claimed  that  the  operation  of  said 
station  was  attended  by  such  a  noise  of  motors  and  machinery  in 
motion  as  to  make  the  presence  of  said  station  and  its  continued 
operation  in  its  present  location  objectionable  to  persons  living  near 
it  and  detrimental  to  the  value  of  property  in  its  vicinity. 

Without  deciding  at  this  time  whether,  under  the  broad  powers  re- 
posed in  this  Commission  under  Public  Service  Law  Statutes  1913, 
Chapter  784,  the  Commission  would  have  authority  to  require  the 
abandonment  of  the  transforming  station  upon  either  of  the 
grounds  of  objection  urged  by  the  petitioners  at  the  hearing,  the 
Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  such  action  on  its  part,  even  if 
authorized,  ought  not  now  to  be  considered.  It  appears  that  the 
company  has  consulted  experts  representing  two  of  the  largest  and 
best  known  manufacturers  of  electric  machinery,  as  to  possible  im- 
provements which  might  be  made  to  remedy  the  conditions  com- 
plained of;  that  such  experts  have  been  and  are  still  studying  the 
problem ;  and  that  the  company  is  making  every  possible  effort,  with 
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a  reasonable  prospect  of  success,  to  reduce,  and  if  possible  entirely 
to  eliminate,  any  objectionable  noise  resulting  from  the  operation 
and  use  of  the  station. 

The  petitioners  also  alleged  that  the  present  rates  of  fare  on  the 
.  Berkshire  street  railway  between  Cheshire  and  Adams  and  Cheshire 
and  Pittsfield  are  excessive. 

At  the  hearing  upon  the  present  petition  it  was  stated  by  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  company  that  its  officers  are  making  a  study  of 
its  entire  system  of  fares  in  order  to  readjust  and  revise  the  same, 
and  that  as  soon  as  they  had  reached  definite  results  it  was  the 
company's  intention  to  file  with  this  Commission  revised  tariffs  of 
such  passenger  rates  to  be  put  in  effect  upon  the  company's  system. 
When  such  revised  tariffs  shall  have  been  filed  by  the  company,  all 
the  communities  interested  will  have  ample  opportunity  to  be 
heard  thereon?  and  this  Commission,  under  the  authority  of  the 
Public  Service  Law,  can  take  such  action  as  may  seem  necessary  or 
proper.  In  the  meantime  no  useful  purpose  would  be  served  by 
and  no  permanent  benefit  would  follow  from  a  change  in  the  par- 
ticular fares  of  which  complaint  was  made  in  the  petition  under 
consideration.  The  petition  is,  therefore,  placed  on  file,  on  the 
understanding  that  the  petitioners  may  again  bring  it  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Commission  in  connection  with  its  consideration  of  any 
proposed  revision  of  passenger  tariffs  upon  the  Berkshire  street 
railway.

Petitions  of  the  selectmen  and  of  residents  of  Lanesborough  rela- 
tive to  fares  and  service  on  the  Berkshire  street  railway. 

Henry  I.  Newhall,  selectman,  for  petition. 

B.  W.  Warren  for  Berkshire  street  railway. 

The  petitioners  in  one  case  request  the  establishment  of  a  five- 
cent  fare  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  between  the  village 
of  Berkshire  in  Lanesborough  and  the  city  of  Pittsfield,  upon  the 
easterly  line  of  the  company,  and  in  the  other  case  request  a  five- 
cent  fare  on  the  westerly  line  of  the  company  from  Pittsfield  to 
the  northerly  Lanesborough  town  line,  and  also  a  half-hour  car 
service  throughout  the  year. 
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The  distance  from  Park  square,  Pittsfield,  over  the  first  mentioned 
line,  to  Berkshire  village  is  about  6.52  miles.  The  distance,  over 
the  company's  westerly  line,  from  Park  square,  Pittsfield,  to  the 
northerly  Lanesborough  town  boundary  (that  between  Lanesbor- 
ough  and  Cheshire)  is  8  miles,  and  from  Park  square,  Pittsfield, 
to  Lanesborough  village,  the  distance  is  about  the  same  as  that 
from  Park  square,  Pittsfield,  to  Berkshire  village  on  the  company's 
easterly  line. 

The  present  fares  on  both  lines  to  and  from  Pittsfield  are  ten 
cents,  consisting  of  a  five-cent  fare  from  any  part  of  Pittsfield  to 
the  Pittsfield-Lanesborough  boundary  on  the  company's  westerly 
line  and  to  a  point  a  little  north  of  said  boundary  on  the  com- 
pany's easterly  line,  and  of  a  second  five-cent  fare  on  each  line 
within  the  town  of  Lanesborough.  The  petitioners  in  each  instance 
ask  the  Commission  to  eliminate  the  second  collection. 

From  an  investigation  of  the  present  financial  condition  of  the 
Berkshire  Street  Eailway  Company  it  appears  that  the  company 
has  been  unable  to  meet  its  operating  expenses  and  fixed  charges. 
This  company  reported  a  deficit  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1913, 
of  $92,320.43  and  no  dividend  was  paid  to  the  stockholders. 

While  the  company's  financial  condition  and  earnings  are  not 
such  as  to  warrant  a  reduction  of  its  present  revenue,  this  does  not 
justify  apparently  unwarranted  discriminations  in  the  rates  charged 
upon  different  parts  of  its  system,  or  to  the  public  served  by  dif- 
ferent lines.  It  appeared  in  evidence  at  the  hearings  upon  these 
petitions,  and  was  admitted  by  representatives  of  the  company,  that 
its  present  fare  between  North  Adams  and  Williamstown  village, 
a  distance  of  about  six  miles,  and  Sand  Springs  in  said  Williams- 
town,  a  distance  of  about  6.04  miles,  between  North  Adams  and 
L.  L.  Brown  Paper  Company's  office  in  Adams,  a  distance  of  6.11 
miles,  and  between  Pittsfield  and  Weston  block  in  Dalton,  a  dis- 
tance of  about  6.01  miles,  is,  in  each  instance,  only  five  cents,  in- 
cluding in  each  of  the  first  two  cases  transfer  privileges  within  the 
entire  transfer  limits  of  North  Adams,  and  in  the  third  case  within 
the  entire  transfer  limits  of  Pittsfield  during  certain  morning  and 
late  afternoon  hours.  While  these  cases  may  represent  relatively 
low  fares  and  may  not  be  typical  of  the  company's  general  basis 
of  fares,  the  Commission  recognizes  that  the  much  heavier  travel 
on  each  of  the  three  lines  mentioned,  both  between  the  termini  and 
intermediate  points,  may  entitle  the  Compaq's  patrons  using  those 
lines  to  somewhat  more  favorable  treatment  than  could  reasonably 
be  expected  for  the  comparatively  light  traffic  upon  the  two  Lanes- 
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borough  lines.     The  Commission  is,  however,  of  the  opinion  that 
the  discrimination  in  fact  existing  is  too  great. 

The  petitioners  themselves  apparently  recognized  that  their  re- 
quests contemplated  a  greater  reduction  than  the  Commission  could 
property  grant."  They  urged,  however,  and  it  appeared  in  evidence, 
that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  riding  upon  each  of  the  Lanes- 
borough  lines  was  morning  and  evening  travel  by  persons  residing 
in  Lanesborough  and  employed  in  Pittsfielcl,  and  that  some  con- 
cession should  be  made  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  class  of  patrons. 
Any  reduction  upon  either  line  may  be  attended  with  possible 
complications  of  the  through  fares  upon  these  lines,  the  reasonable- 
ness of  which  has  not  been  criticized  and  which  ought  not,  in  the 
light  of  the  Commission's  present  information,  to  be  reduced. 

For  this  reason  it  seems  inexpedient  to  make  an  order  at  the 
present  time,  but  the  Commission  recommends  that  the  company 
furnish  special  tickets  in  books  or  strips  of  seven  for  fifty  cents, 
good  between  the  hours  of  five  a.m.  and  seven  a.m.  and  between 
the  hours  of  five  p.m.  and  seven  p.m.,  for  the  use  of  its  regular 
patrons  traveling  from  any  part  of  Lanesborough  on  the  company's 
westerly  line  south  of  the  Jonathan  Smith  monument,  and  travel- 
ing from  any  part  of  Lanesborough  on  the  company's  easterly  line 
in  said  town  south  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad  station  in 
the  village  of  Berkshire,  to  any  part  of  Pittsfield,  such  tickets  to  be 
limited  to  the  use  of  local  patrons  and  not  to  be  used  or  accepted 
in  reduction  of  through  fare  between  Pittsfield  and  points  on  the 
lines  of  said  company  northerly  of  said  Jonathan  Smith  monu- 
ment and  said  Berkshire  station  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  rail- 
road, respectively. 

This  recommendation  is  made  without  prejudice  to  the  right  of 
the  company  to  file  with  the  Commission,  for  its  consideration  and 
action,  revised  schedules  of  its  passenger  fares  upon  its  entire  rail- 
way system.

The  petitioners  ask  that  such  action  be  taken  as  will  relieve 
passengers  on  street  railway  cars  having  a  terminus  within  the 
town  of  Watertown  from  paying  an  additional  fare  for  transporta- 
tion on  inward  bound  cars  to  Boston  or  intermediate  points  or  on 
outward  bound  cars  from  such  terminus  to  any  other  point  within 
the  limits  of  the  town,  and  involves  the  question  of  double  fare  for 
dual  service  furnished  by  the  Boston  Elevated  and  the  Middlesex 
and  Boston  street  railway  systems. 

Upon  this  petition  a  public  hearing  was  held  at  which  many 
witnesses  appeared.  The  question  in  this  particular  case  is  anal- 
ogous to  the  general  inquiry  that  has  recently  been  made  by  a 
joint  commission  consisting  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  and 
the  Boston  Transit  Commission  in  relation  to  dual  or  conjunctive 
service  between  the  Boston  Elevated  Eailway  Company  and  the 
Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company.  Upon  that  inquiry  the  joint 
commission  made  a  report  to  the  general  court  of  this  year  (Senate 
No.  448)  and  upon  this  report  the  Legislature  passed  a  resolve 
(chapter  149)  to  provide  for  an  investigation  by  the  Public  Service 
Commission  of  the  subject  of  street  railway  and  railroad  service 
within  the  metropolitan  district,  and  this  investigation  will  include 
the  relations  between  the  Middlesex  and  Boston  street  railway  and 
the  Boston  Elevated  railway  systems.

Petition  of  Harry  B.  Davis  and  others,  relative  to  service,  fares  and 
condition  of  cars  and  equipment  on  the  BrocMon  and  Plym- 
outh street  railway. 

Harry  B.  Davis  for  petition. 

Thomas  F.  Hunt  for  Brockton  and  Plymouth. 

The  petitioners  contended  that  the  Brockton  and  Plymouth 
Street  Railway  Company  should  furnish  more  frequent  car  service 
upon  certain  parts  of  its  Lines,  should  maintain  its  cars  and  equip- 
ment in  a  better  condition  of  cleanliness  and  repair,  and  should 
reduce  the  unit  of  fare  upon  its  lines  from  six  cents  to  five  cents. 

After  a  public  hearing,  the  Commission  expressed  the  view  that 
the  company's  operating  schedules '  should  be  rearranged  so  as  to 
give  a  more  satisfactory  and  reasonable  service,  and  suggested  that 
an  attempt  be  made  to  adjust  this  matter  by  direct  conference 
between  the  petitioners  and  the  company.  A  conference  was  accord- 
ingly held  and  an  agreement  was  reached  in  regard  to  certain  re- 
arrangements of  schedules  upon  the  company's  lines  during  the 
winter  season.  As  no  complaint  has  been  made  of  the  company's 
summer  schedule  the  Commission,  makes  no  order  or  recommenda- 
tion at  this  time  in  regard  to  the  company's  schedule  of  car  service. 

The  cars  of  the  company  are  also  being  maintained  in  a  more 
sanitary  condition  and  in  a  better  state  of  repair,  and  the  service 
of  the  company  in  this  respect  seems  now  to  be  reasonably  satis- 
factory to  the  travelling  public. 
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As  the  company  has  been  unable  from  its  present  operating  rev- 
enues to  pay  any  dividends  upon  its  common  stock,  and  as  further 
improvements  in  its  service  are  demanded  as  soon  as  the  financial 
conditions  of  the  company  will  permit,  the  Commission  would  not 
be  warranted  in  ordering  the  company  at  this  time  to  reduce  its 
unit  of  fare  from  six  cents  to  five  cents.

Petition  of  the  Selectmen  of  Hophinton  relative  to  extension  of  fare 
limit  on  the  Middlesex  and  Boston  street  railway  in  that  town; 
and  for  the  issuance  of  twenty-five  ride  ticket  books  on  said 
railway. 

The  petitioners  requested  that  the  fare  zone  on  the  Middlesex 
and  Boston  street  railway  between  Hopkinton  and  Ashland  be  ex- 
tended about  one-third  of  a  mile  westerly  from  the  present  fare 
limit  at  the  railroad  depot  to  Elm  street  in  the  town  of  Hopkinton. 
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It  was  argued  that  this  extension  would  involve  no  loss  of  revenue 
to  the  company  as  it  would  merely  furnish  accommodation  for  pas- 
sengers who  now  walk  to  the  depot  and  board  the  car  at  that  point. 
The  Commission  is,  however,  informed  that  a  considerable  number 
of  passengers,  especially  during  unpleasant  weather,  prefer  to  pay 
an  extra  fare  to  ride  from  Elm  street  to  the  depot  rather  than  walk. 
If  the  fare  limit  were  extended  as  proposed  the  company  would  not 
only  lose  this  revenue  but  would  also  lose  the  revenue  now  received 
from  passengers  who  regularly  ride  to  the  present  fare  limit  but 
would  be  brought  within  walking  distance  of  the  new  fare  limit. 
The  argument  advanced  in  this  case  is  one  frequently  made  in  sup- 
port of  petitions  for  the  extension  of  fare  limits  upon  street  rail- 
way lines  but  it  is  rarely  found  to  have  any  pertinence.  To  a 
greater  or  less  degree  every  extension  of  fare  limits  on  the  lines  of 
a  street  railway  company  involves  a  reduction  in  its  revenues. 

The  present  fare  zone  between  the  railroad  depot  in  Hopkinton 
and  the  Red  Bridge  in  Ashland  is  26,148  feet,  or  approximately  five 
miles,  which  is  somewhat  longer  than  the  other  fare  zones  on  the 
company's  lines  between  South  Framingham  and  Westborough. 
After  an  investigation  of  the  amount  of  riding  on  this  line  the 
Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  justification  for  ask- 
ing this  company  to  furnish  passenger  transportation  upon  this  line 
at  a  rate  of  less  than  one  cent  a  mile. 

The  petitioners  also  requested  that  the  special  tickets  issued  in 
books  of  fifty  and  providing  for  transportation  upon  certain  lines 
of  the  company  at  a  less  rate  than  the  individual  cash  fare  should 
hereafter  be  made  more  generally  available  by  issuing  the  same  in 
books  of  twenty-five.  As  the  Commission,  in  its  order  of  October 
28,  1914,  upon  notice  of  the  Middlesex  and  Boston- Street  Railway 
Company  relative  to  increase  in  rates  of  fare,  found  it  necessary  to 
order  the  discontinuance  of  these  fifty-ride  tickets  in  order  to 
enable  the  company  to  obtain  an  adequate  revenue,  it  becomes 
unnecessary  to  consider  the  advisability  of  issuing  such  tickets  in 
books  of  twenty-five  or  any  other  designated  number  of  rides.

Petition  of  citizens  of  the  towns  of  Swansea  and  Seekonh  relative 
to  increase  in  rate  of  fare  for  local  passengers  by  the  Provi- 
dence and  Fall  River  Street  Railway  Company. 
On  January  1,  1914,  the  Providence  and  Fall  River  Street  Rail- 
way Company  gave  notice  to  the  Commission  of  a  proposed  increase 
in  the  rate  of  fare  for  local  passengers  from  five  to  six  cents, 
effective  on  February  1,  1914. 

Public  notice  of  the  proposed  increase  in  fares  was  ordered  by 
the  Commission,  following  which  a  petition  of  citizens  of  Swansea 
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and  Seekonk  was  filed,  protesting  against  any  increase  in  rates. 
Thereupon  an  order  was  entered,  suspending  the  operation  of  the 
proposed  increase  pending  a  hearing  and  decision  on  the  petition. 

On  February  19,  1914,  a  public  hearing  was  held,  at  which  all 
the  parties  in  interest  were  fully  heard. 

The  Commission  has  given  careful  consideration  to  the  subject 
matter  of  the  petition,  and  is  of  opinion,  in  view  of  the  financial 
condition  of  the  company,  that  an  increase  in  the  rate  of  fare  for 
local  passengers  on  the  Providence  and  Fall  River  street  railway 
from  five  to  six  cents  is  justified.

Petition  of  committee  of  the  Town  of  Holden  relative  to  fares  on 
the  Worcester  Consolidated  street  railway. 

The  Worcester  Consolidated  street  railway  between  Jefferson  sta- 
tion in  Holden  and  city  hall  in  the  city  of  Worcester  is  9.66  miles 
in  length,  divided  into  three  fare  limits  of  five  cents  each,  two  of 
which,  covering  a  distance  of  5.34  miles,  being  within  the  limits  of 
the  town  of  Holden.  There  is  in  addition  a  lap-over  fare  for 
patrons  of  the  road  riding  between  Jefferson  station  and  the  Swed- 
ish chapel  in  Holden,  a  distance  of  4.27  miles,  of  five  cents. 

The  petitioners  desire  the  establishment  of  a  five  cent  fare  within 
the  limits  of  the  town  of  Holden,  thus  enabling  patrons  -  of  the 
line  to  ride  between  any  part  of  that  town  and  Worcester  city  hall 
for  ten  cents  instead  of  the  present  rate  of  fifteen  cents. 

After  an  examination  of  fares  on  the  Worcester  Consolidated 
street  railway  between  other  points  on  its  lines  and  a  consideration 
of  the  circumstances  and  conditions  of  this  case,  the  Commission 
is  of  the  opinion  that  some  concession  in  existing  fares  should  be 
made  by  the  company  for  the  benefit  of  regular  patrons  of  its  lines 
in  the  toAvn  of  Holden.

Memorandum  by  the  Commission  in  the  matter  of  petitions  of  rail- 
road and  street  railway  companies  relative  to  furnishing  free 
or  reduced  rate  service  for  charitable  purposes. 

Under  section  18  of  chapter  784  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1913 
common  carriers  are  prohibited  from  furnishing  free  transportation 
with  certain  exceptions,  one  of  which  is  that  the  act  shall  not  pro- 
hibit the  common  carrier  from  granting  free  or  reduced  rate  service 
"  for  such  charitable  purposes  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Commis- 
sion." After  notice  to  the  various  companies,  requesting  the  filing 
with  the  Commission  of  a  list  of  the  various  organizations  to  which 
such  corporations  proposed  to  issue  free  or  reduced  rate  service,, 
the  Commission  gave  a  public  hearing  on  -May  5,  1914,  in  order 
to  determine,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  principles  which  should 
guide  the  Commission  in  approving  free  or  reduced  rate  trans- 
portation for  charitable  purposes.  The  initial  responsibility  for 
granting  such  free  or  reduced  rate  service  rests,  of  course,  upon  the 
corporations  themselves;  the  Commission's  authority  is  limited  to* 
approving  or  disapproving  of  the  carriers'  decisions.  Under  these 
circumstances  it  is  not  practicable  to  make  any  general  or  all-in- 
clusive order.  All  that  can  be  done  is  to  indicate  certain  principles 
which  may  assist  the  carriers  in  determining  what  applications  they 
shall  accept  or  reject. 

The  words  "  charitable  purposes  "  are  capable  of  broad  construc- 
tion. (See  Jackson  vs.  Phillips,  14  Allen  539.)  Churches,  reli- 
gious organizations,  schools  and  colleges  are  all  public  charities 
within  the  meaning  of  the  law.  There  are  special  statutes  provid- 
ing for  reduced  rates  for  school  children.  In  the  judgment  of  the 
Commission  it  would  not  be  consistent  with  the  public  interest  to 
permit  common  carriers  to  grant  free  or  reduced  rate  service  for 
any  and  all  kinds  of  religious  and  educational  institutions.  Rather 
should  the  operation  of  this  exception  to  the  general  prohibition  be 
limited  to  needy  classes,  —  such  as  the  inmates  of  hospitals,  of 
homes  for  the  aged,  of  orphans'  homes,  of  day  nurseries,  to  such 
enterprises   as   mothers'   outings   and   other   similar   undertakings 
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supported  by  benevolent  and  charitable  societies  and  intended  for 
the  relief  of  suffering  or  to  furnish  opportunities  for  health  to 
needy  children  and  women  and  to  others  unable  from  their  own 
resources  to  provide  the  requisite  opportunities.  Trips  for  school 
children,  perhaps  to  visit  the  State  House,  Sunday  School  picnics, 
outings  of  athletic  associations  and  clubs,  and  other  similar  pur- 
poses, which  are  mainly  for  pleasure  and  not  intended,  primarily, 
to  relieve  any  real  suffering  or  need,  are  not,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Commission,  charitable  purposes  to  which  the  carriers  ought 
to  contribute  by  granting  free  or  reduced  rate  service  not  available 
to  the  general  public.

Street  Eailway  Transfers. 

Petition  of  residents  of  Revere  relative  to  the  establishment  of  free 
transfers  on  the  Bay  State  street  railway  at  the  junction  of 
Park  avenue  and  Broadway  in  Revere. 

Upon  this  petition  after  public  notice  a  hearing  has  been  given. 

In  an  order  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  dated  Decem- 
ber 2,  1910,  upon  the  petition  of  the  selectmen  of  Revere,  that 
board  considered  among  other  things  a  proposition  that  transfers 
be  given  on  the  Park  avenue  line  of  the  Boston  and  Northern  street 
railway  (now  the  Bay  State  street  railway),  entitling  passengers 
thereon  to  transportation  to  the  city  of  Lynn  for  a  single  five-cent 
fare.     Upon  this  part  of  the  petition  the  board  said : 

The  Board  finds  the  Park  avenue  line  to  be  one  of  several  side  lines 
in  the  town  of  Revere,  among  these  being  the  line  to  Revere  Beach,  and 
that  the  request  for  transfers  must  be  considered  with  reference  to  its 
general  application.  Should  the  people  of  Revere  be  given,  through 
transfers,  the  right  to  travel  from  all  lines  to  Lynn,  the  people  of  Lynn 
would  naturally  demand  transfers  from  all  lines  to  Revere  Beach.  A 
recommendation  that  passengers  should  he  carried  between  all  parts 
of  Lynn  and  Revere  Beach  for  a  single  five-cent  fare  would  be  un- 
reasonable. At  the  hearing,  however,  it  was  shown  that  during  certain 
early  morning  hours  and  late  afternoon  hours  so  large  a  number  of 
regular  patrons  have  occasion  to  travel  between  Park  avenue  and  West 
Lynn  as  to  be  entitled  to  a  special  consideration.  The  Board  therefore 
recommends  that  the  company  meet  this  situation  by  some  form  of 
ticket  at  a  reduced  rate. 
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In  compliance  with  the  recommendation  in  the  order  above 
quoted  the  company  issued  a  ticket  through  the  purchase  of  which 
patrons  were  afforded  a  seven-cent  fare,  but  it  is  apparent  that  no 
substantial  use  is  being  made  of  this  ticket.  Whatever  the  ex- 
planation of  that  fact,  it  is  certainly  desirable  that  this  ticket 
should  be  better  advertised  and  made  more  available.  As  the  com- 
pany has  given  assurance  that  this  will  immediately  be  done,  and 
as  no  changes  in  conditions  have  been  disclosed  in  the  present 
inquiry  that  call  for  reversing  the  decision  formerly  made,  —  it  is

in  cash  or  valid  ticket.  Transfers  to  be  issued  for  making  the 
reverse  journey  in  a  similar  manner,  provided  that  passengers  pay- 
ing fare  on  the  Charles  street  cars  with  checks  from  the  Essex  sta- 
tion of  the  Washington  street  tunnel  or  from  Boylston  and  Tremont 
streets  shall  not  be  given  checks  for  farther  transfer.  [P.  S.  C.

Prom  Atlantic  avenue  cars  north  bound,  terminating  at  Rowes 
wharf,  to  north  bound  cars  of  other  lines;  passengers  giving  such 
checks  for  fare  not  to  be  given  checks  for  transfer  to  &rij  elevated 
station ;  from  south  bound  Atlantic  avenue  cars  to  south  bound  cars 
of  other  lines,  but  not  to  be  issued  to  passengers  paying  fare  with 
checks  from  any  elevated  station.

monwealth avenue  cars,  except  to  passengers  boarding  the  car  in 
the  subway.

Boston  (Brighton),  November  3,  1914  —  At  Commonwealth 
avenue  and  Essex  street:  From  inbound  cars  from  Cambridge  to 
inbound  cars  on  Commonwealth  avenue,  and  from  outbound  cars 
on  Commonwealth  avenue  to  outbound  cars  for  Cambridge.

Boston  (West  Boxbury),  June  10,  1914  —  At  junction  of  Wash- 
ington and  South  streets :  Temporary  transfer  privilege  from  in- 
bound Washington  street  cars  to  passengers  boarding  the  car  before 
reaching  the  Boslindale  car  house,  to  outbound  Center  street  cars. 
[P.  S.  C.  498] 

Cambridge,  April  3,  1914  —  At  Inman  square,  Prospect  and 
Hampshire  streets,  or  Prospect  and  Cambridge  streets:  so  that  pas- 
sengers may  have  the  same  transfer  privileges  on  the  Webster 
avenue  line  as  now  exist  on  the  Springfield  street  line;  the  same 
privileges  on  the  Prospect  street-Scollay  square  line  as  now  exist 
on  other  Prospect  street  lines,  and  that  passengers  be  permitted  to 
transfer  at  Inman  square,  at  Prospect  and  Hampshire  streets,  or 
at  Prospect  and  Cambridge  streets  in  said  city.     [P.  S.  C.  425] 


Street  Eailway  Service. 

Petition  of  residents  of  Hough's  Ned',  Quincy,  relative  to  double- 
tracking  the  Bay  State  street  railway  from  Cliurch  turnout,  so- 
called,  to  Quincy  square. 
This  is  a  petition  for  the  double-tracking  of  the  line  of  the  Bay 
State  street  railway  from  Church  turnout  to  Quincy  square  in  the 
city  of  Quincy.     The  present  petition  is,  in  substance,  a  renewal 
of  the  petition  of  residents  and  property  holders  of  Hough's  Neck 
in  the  city  of  Quincy  relative  to  conditions  on  the  Hough's  Neck 
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line  of  the  Bay  State  street  railway,  upon  which  an  order  was 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Eailroad  Commissioners  on  March  15,  1913. 
In  that  order  the  Board  recommended  the  installation  of  turnouts 
and  signals  on  the  line  of  the  company  near  the  intersection  of 
Valley  street  and  Sea  street,  and  about  midway  between  Church 
siding  and  the  junction  of  Shelton  road  and  Sea  street. 

The  turnouts  and  signals  recommended  by  the  Board  were  in- 
stalled and  in  operation  before  July  1,  1913,  but  owing  to  me- 
chanical defects  which  developed  in  the  signals  soon  after  their 
installation  the  company  was  obliged  to  discontinue  their  operation 
for  a  period  of  about  two  months,  during  the  season  of  heaviest 
travel.  This  condition  made  it  necessary  to  provide  fixed  meeting 
points  for  the  cars  and  caused  delays  in  service  which  might  other- 
wise have  been  avoided.  As  the  signals  on  this  line  have  since  been 
put  in  good  operating  condition,  the  company  is  confident  that  it 
can  give  greatly  improved  service  during  the  summer  season  this 
year. 

In  view  of  this  fact,  and  as  no  complaint  was  made  in  regard 
to  the  service  during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  the  Commission 
is  of  the  opinion  that  a  reasonable  trial  should  be  given  of  the  im- 
provements upon  this  line  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  a  year  ago,  and  therefore  makes  no  further  recom- 
mendation or  order  at  this  time.

Petition  of  residents  of  Winchester  that  cars  of  the  Bay  State  Street 
Railway  Company  operated  from  that  town  to  Arlington  be 
continued  to  the  subway  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany in  the  city  of  Cambridge. 
Upon  this  petition  a  public  hearing  was  given  by  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  and  the  subject  matter  thereof  was  sub- 
sequently heard  and  considered,  in   connection  with   other  com- 
plaints relating  to  the  dual  or  conjunctive  service  of  two  street 
railway  companies  in  the  Metropolitan  District,  by  the  Public  Serv- 
ice Commission  and  the  Boston  Transit  Commission  acting  as  a 
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joint  commission  under  chapter  108  of  the  Resolves  of  1913.  In 
relation  to  this  matter  the  joint  commission  made  the  following 
report  [Senate  Document  448  of  1914,  page  29]  : 

The  cars  of  the  Bay  State  Street  Kailway  Company  from  Winchester 
run  to  Arlington  Centre,  where  they  connect  with  the  cars  of  the  Bos- 
ton Elevated  Railway  Company,  to  Harvard  square.  The  petitioners 
from  Winchester  urge  that  these  cars  should  be  run  through  to  Har- 
vard square  without  change  over  the  tracks  of  the  Elevated  Company. 

Prior  to  the  hearing  by  the  Joint  Commission,  the  Public  Service 
Commission  had  already  given  a  hearing  upon  this  matter.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  that  hearing  the  Public  Service  Commission  urged  upon  the 
two  companies  the  desirability  of  reaching  an  agreement  by  which  this 
service  should  be  put  into  effect.  Negotiations  were  accordingly  entered 
into  between  the  two  companies,  but  it  has  been  found  impossible  thus 
far  for  them  to  reach  an  agreement.  The  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company  has  claimed  that  the  running  of  these  cars  over  its  lines  in 
conjunction  with  the  operation  of  the  single  track  location  of  the  Bay 
State  Street  Railway  between  Arlington  and  Winchester  would  not  be 
conducive  to  efficient  operation ;  that  the  delays  on  the  single  track  line 
would  render  these  cars  unreliable  and  of  little  value  as  a  part  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  service,  and  that  this  arrangement  would  tend  to  in- 
crease the  congestion  at  the  Harvard  square  station  of  the  Cambridge 
subway.  Whatever  pertinence  there  may  be  in  these  objections  it  seems 
to  the  Joint  Commission  that  as  this  case  involves  no  fare  readjust- 
ments it  may  well  be  left  with  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  final 
disposition. 

Under  the  terms  of  chapter  149  of  the  Resolves  of  1914,  the  Pub- 
lic Service  Commission  is  directed  to  make  a  further  investigation 
of  the  subject  of  street  railway  and  railroad  service  in  the  Metro- 
politan District  with  particular  reference  to  certain  problems 
including  the  consolidation  of  existing  companies  and  to  report 
thereon  to  the  next  General  Court.  While  the  rearrangement  of 
service  desired  by  the  petitioners  might  be  made  with  greater  fa- 
cility in  the  event  of  a  consolidation  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company  and  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  there 
would  seem  to  be  no  adequate  reason  why  the  petitioners  in  this 
case  should  be  obliged  to  await  the  action  of  the  Commission  and 
of  the  Legislature  with  reference  to  any  radical  changes  in  existing 
conditions  of  street  railway  transportation  in  the  Metropolitan 
District.  In  the  judgment  of  the  Commission  the  rearrangement 
of  service  desired  by  the  petitioners  would  afford  improved  trans- 
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portation  facilities  to  the  residents  of  Winchester  and  the  compa- 
nies should  find  no  insuperable  difficulty  in  reaching  an  agreement 
upon  the  details  of  operation  incident  to  the  change  suggested. 

The  Commission  therefore  recommends  that  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  and  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company 
co-operate  in  bringing  about  the  rearrangement  of  service  requested 
by  the  petitioners.

Petitions  of  residents  of  Cliftondale  relative  to  service  on  the  Bay 
State  Street  railway,  of  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company 
for  modification  of  order  issued  thereon;  and  of  the  hoard  of 
aldermen  of  Maiden  relative  to  service  on  said  railway  and  for 
double  tracking  in  Maiden  street  in  Revere. 
On  July  12,  1910,  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  upon  peti- 
tion of  residents  of  Cliftondale  recommended  that  the  Bay  State 
Street  Eailway  Company  construct  a  double  track  railway  between 
Broadway  in  Revere  and  Hall  street  in  Maiden.     On  June  8,  1911, 
the  board  of  aldermen  of  Maiden  petitioned  for  double  tracking 
between   Broadway  square  in  Maiden   and   Broadway   in   Revere. 
On  July  28,  1911,  the  Bay  State  Street  Eailway  Company  filed  a 
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petition  that  the  above  named  recommendation  of  the  board  of  rail- 
road commissioners  be  modified.  After  hearing  and  conferences 
between  interested  parties,  an  understanding  was  reached  that  the 
company  should  construct  a  double  track  from  Broadway  in  Revere 
to  Hall's  corner  in  Revere.  It  was  arranged  that  an  article  be  in- 
serted in  the  warrant  for  the  next  town  meeting,  calling  for  the 
widening  of  Maiden  street.  This  was  done,  but  the  town  voted  to 
indefinitely  postpone  the  matter. 

On  September  6,  1913,  the  board  of  aldermen  of  Maiden  filed  a 
further  petition  with  the  Public  Service  Commission,  in  relation  to 
this  subject,  and  in  March,  1914,  parties  interested  again  brought 
the  matter  before  the  Commission.  There  then  seeming  to  be  no 
possibility  that  the  town  would  widen  Maiden  street,  it  was  agreed 
that  the  company  should  petition  for  the  right  to  lay  double  track 
from  Broadway  to  Hall's  corner  in  Revere.  A  petition  was  ac- 
cordingly filed  with  the  selectmen,  and  a  hearing  upon  it  held  on 
April  27,  1914.  There  was  considerable  opposition  at  the  hearing, 
and  no  action  was  then  or  since  taken  by  the  selectmen  or  the  town. 
Revere  becomes  a  city  January  1,  1915.    In  view  of  these  facts,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  petitions  be  dismissed  upon  the  understanding 
that  the  company  shall  construct  a  double  track  from  Broadway  in 
Revere  to  Hall's  corner  in  Revere  if  and  when  a  location  for  the 
same  is  granted  by  the  authorities  of  Revere.

Petition  of  the  Oharlestown  Improvement  Association  for  better 
service  on  the  surface  lines  of  the  Boston  Elevated  railway 
in  Charlestown. 

Upon  this  petition  a  hearing  was  given,  after  which  a  conference 
was  held  in  the  presence  of  the  Commissioners,  between  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Charlestown  Improvement  Association  and  of  the 
company.  It  was  found  that  the  citizens  of  this  district  desired 
that  some  means  be  provided  whereby  a  continuous  ride  may  be 
made  for  one  fare  from  any  point  on  Bunker  Hill  street  to  any 
point  on  Main  street  and  vice  versa. 

It  was  suggested  that  a  belt  line  operated  from  Sullivan  square 
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to  Sullivan  square  via  Main  street,  City  square,  Chelsea  street, 
Bunker  Hill  street  and  vice  versa,  would  give  a  strictly  local  service 
and  provide  a  means  of  transportation  between  the  Bunker  Hill 
section  and  Main  street  for  one  fare  and  without  change  of  cars. 

In  order  to  make  a  thorough  trial  of  the  proposed  service  it  is 
therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Elevated  Bailway  Company  for  an  ex- 
perimental period  of  three  months  make  a  rearrangement  of  its 
present  service  in  the  Charlestown  district  of  the  city  of  Boston, 
so  as  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  the  following  lines  of  cars :

Main  street  cars  or  inward  bound  Bunker  Hill  street  cars  to  inward 
bound  cars  from  City  square  and  vice  versa.

Petition  of  the  Charlestown  Improvement  Association  relative  to 
the  restoration  of  service  on  certain  lines  of  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  Company  between  Charlestown  and  the  subway. 
This  is  a  petition  of  the  Charlestown  Improvement  Association 
for  restoration  of  the  service  formerly  in  operation  between  Charles- 
town and  Boston  proper  upon  the  subway  lines  of  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  Company.     Upon  petition  of  the  Charlestown  Im- 
provement Association  (P.  S.  C.  545)  and  after  hearing,  the  Com- 
mission, by  order  of  June  26,  1914,  authorized  the  discontinuance 
of  direct  subway  service  and  the  substitution  of  an  experimental 
plan  of  service  which,  from  the  evidence  presented  at  the  hearing 
upon  this  petition,  appears  to  be  unsatisfactory;  and  it  is  now  the 
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unanimous  request  of  the  petitioners  that  the  service  which  for- 
merly existed,  between  Sullivan  square,  Charlestown,  and  Boston 
proper  be  restored.  The  Commission  finds,  upon  all  the  evidence 
presented,  that  the  experimental  service  established  by  order  of 
June  26,  1914,  is  inadequate,  and  that  this  petition  for  the  restora- 
tion of  direct  subway  service  should  be  granted. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  that  the  belt-line  service,, 
so  called,  from  Sullivan  square  via  Bunker  Hill  street,  Chelsea 
street,  City  square,  Main  street  and  vice  versa  should  be  operated 
for  a  further  experimental  period  of  two  months  under  close  ob- 
servation by  the  Commission,  with  a  view  to  further  determining 
the  necessity  and  desirability  of  retaining  this  line  in  operation. 

The  petitioners  represented  that  officials  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  had  agreed  with  them  some  time  ago  to  provide 
belt-line  service  between  Sullivan  square  and  South  Boston  via 
Summer  street,  and  the  necessity  of  this  service  was  strongly  urged 
at  the  hearing  upon  this  petition.  The  Commission  believes  that 
this  is  a  matter  which  should  be  taken  up  by  the  officials  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  and  representatives  of  the 
Charlestown  Improvement  Association,  with  a  view  to  securing* 
some  satisfactory  disposition  of  the  matter.  If  the  parties  are- 
unable  to  reach  an  agreement,  the  Commission  will,  upon  request, 
endeavor  to  adjudicate  the  matter. 

As  to  the  suggestion  that  cars  be  run  through  the  "  cut-out "  in 
Haverhill  street  to  prevent  delay  at  that  place,  the  Commission 
will  make  further  study  of  the  matter  with  special  reference  both 
to  the  practicability  and  safety  of  the  suggested  arrangement. 

It  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  operate 
the  following  lines  of  cars  during  normal  hours  of  the  day :  — 

1.  A  twenty-minute  line  starting  at  Sullivan  square,  Charles- 
town,  running  via  Main  street,  City  square,  Chelsea  street  and 
Bunker  Hill  street  to  Sullivan  square. 

2.  A  twenty-minute  line  starting  at  Sullivan  square  and  running 
via  Bunker  Hill  street,  Chelsea  street,  City  square  and  Main  street 
to  Sullivan  square. 

3.  The  former  ten-minute  line  running  from  Winter  Hill,  Somer- 
ville,  to  Franklin  street,  Boston,  via  Broadway,  Somerville,  Main 
street,  Charlestown,  and  Washington  street,  Boston  and  return. 

4.  The  former  ten-minute  line  running  from  Sullivan  square, 
Charlestown,  to  Pleasant  street,  Boston,  via  Bunker  Hill  street 
and  the  Tremont  street  subway  and  return. 
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5.  The  former  ten-minute  line  from  Sullivan  square,  Charles- 
town,  to  Dorchester  street,  South  Boston,  via  Main  street,  Charles- 
town,  and  the  Tremont  street  subway  and  return. 

6.  The  former  ten-minute  line  from  Sullivan  square,  Charles- 
town,  to  the  Dudley  street  terminal,  via  Bunker  Hill  street,  Charles- 
town,  and  the  Tremont  street  subway  and  return. 

The  free  transfer  privileges  shall  be  effective  as  at  present  at 
City  square,  from  inward  bound  Main  street  cars  or  inward  bound 
Bunker  Hill  street  cars  to  inward  bound  cars  from  City  square, 
and  vice  versa.

Petition  of  residents  of  the  Dorchester  district  of  the  city  of  Boston 
relative  to  service  on  surface  lines  of  the  Boston  Elevated  rail- 
way between  Milton  Lower  Mills  and  the  Fields  corner  trans- 
fer station. 

For  many  years  three  through  lines  of  cars  have  been  operated 
from  the  Milton  terminal  of  the  Boston  Elevated  railway  system 
into  Boston;  one  line  running  in  Dorchester  avenue  through  to 
Franklin  street  and  the  North  station;  another  line  from  the  Mil- 
ton car  barn  known  as  the  cross-town  line;  and  a  third  line,  the 
Washington  street  line,  which  has  run  by  way  of  Edward  Everett 
square  and  Massachusetts  avenue.  Eecently  the  service  on  the 
third  line,  during  the  hours  from  8.55  a.m.  to  3.55  p.m.  has  been 
discontinued  between  Milton  and  Fields  corner.  The  petitioners 
complain  that  this  reduction  of  service  is  an  inconvenience  to  shop- 
pers and  others  who  desire  to  take  cars  from  their  homes  and  ride 
to  the  shopping  district  without  a  transfer  at  Fields  corner.  The 
evidence  in  behalf  of  the  company  at  the  hearing  on  this  petition 
was  that  the  operation  of  the  three  lines  made  a  very  uneven  head- 
way, and  that  by  using  articulated  cars  upon  a  ten-minute  headway, 
residents  of  the  district  were  given  a  seating  capacity  of  624  seats 
an  hour  as  against  the  former  provision  of  544  seats  an  hour. 

The  Commission  believes  the  present  arrangement,  giving  a 
through  service  on  a  four  and  six  minute  headway  during  the 
middle  of  the  day  to  the  business  section  of  Boston,  to  be  reason- 
able; that  a  transfer  at  Fields  corner  is  not  a  serious  hardship  for 
residents  of  this  section  who  desire  to  use  the  Washington  street 
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line;  and  that  the  multiplication  of  surface  lines  into  the  con- 
gested portion  of  the  city  would  not  be  in  the  general  public  inter- 
est.    It  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  petition  be  dismissed.

The  conditions  of  street  railway  transportation  in  the  Roxbury 
district  are  being  kept  under  close  observation  by  the  inspectors  of 
the  Commission,  with  the  view  of  securing  improvements  in  the 
present  operating  conditions  and  service  on  the  Boston  Elevated 
railway.

Petition  of  Stoughton  Bell  and  others  relative  to  transfer  accom- 
modations on  the  Boston  Elevated  railway  at  its  Harvard 
square  station  in  the  city  of  Cambridge. 
The  Harvard  station  of  the  Cambridge  subway  has  been  con- 
structed as  a  two-story  structure,  so  as  to  permit  of  a  direct  con- 
nection between  the  subway  trains  and  the  inbound  and  outbound 
surface  cars  which  are  operated  through  this  station.  While  this 
arrangement  is  admirably  designed  to  meet  the  convenience  of 
through  passengers  from  North  Cambridge,  Arlington,  Mount 
Auburn,  Watertown  and  Belmont,  it  is  not  so  well  adapted  to  the 
needs  of  passengers  from  these  points  desiring  to  ride  to  Harvard 
square  or  to  some  point  reached  by  surface  cars  operated  from 
Harvard  square  via  Massachusetts  avenue,  Broadway  or  Cambridge 
street.  Such  passengers  arriving  from  North  Cambridge  or  other 
points  north  of  Harvard  square  are  obliged  to  climb  fifty-two  steps 
in  order  to  reach  the  street  level.     The  petitioners  complained  of 
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these  conditions,  and  suggested  that  public  convenience  and  neces- 
sity require  a  more  convenient  method  of  transfer,  either  by  run- 
ning surface  cars  north  bound  and  west  bound  from  Harvard 
square  or  by  installing  an  escalator  or  elevator  from  the  lowest 
platform  of  the  Harvard  square  station  to  the  surface. 

After  a  public  hearing  and  several  conferences  with  representa- 
tives of  the  petitioners  and  of  the  company,  the  Commission  is  of 
the  opinion,  which  is  concurred  in  by  both  parties,  that  it  would  be 
inexpedient  to  require  a  portion  of  the  cars  reaching  Harvard 
square  from  the  north  and  west  to  be  operated  into  the  subway 
station  at  Harvard  square  and  the  remainder  to  be  operated  on 
the  surface.  Such  a  rearrangement  of  service  would  be  likely 
either  to  result  in  a  serious  inconvenience  to  a  majority  of  the 
patrons  of  these  lines  or  to  involve  a  wasteful  duplication  of 
existing  facilities. 

It  was  also  suggested  that  transfer  privileges  should  be  granted 
so  as  to  enable  passengers  on  lines  operating  into  the  subway  at 
Harvard  square  to  transfer  at  the  north  and  west  portals  of  the 
subway  to  and  from  other  surface  lines.  Such  additional  transfer 
privileges  would  undoubtedly  provide  some  measure  of  relief  from 
the  conditions  complained  of;  but  in  the  judgment  of  the  Com- 
mission, as  well  as  of  the  representatives  of  the  petitioners,  trans- 
fers at  these  points  would  not  be  wholly  satisfactory,  either  from 
the  standpoint  of  public  convenience  or  of  public  safety. 

The  suggestion  most  strongly  urged  by  the  petitioners  was  the 
installation  of  an  escalator  or  elevator  from  the  lowest  platform 
level  of  the  Harvard  square  station  to  the  street  level.  The  com- 
pany contended  that  in  so  far  as  passengers  are  obliged  to  climb 
long  stairways  to  or  from  rapid  transit  lines,  the  conditions  at  Har- 
vard square  are  substantially  the  same  as  those  at  other  stations 
on  the  company's  elevated  and  subway  lines.  The  Commission 
is,  however,  of  the  opinion  that  the  conditions  at  the  Harvard 
station  are  distinguishable  from  those  existing  at  subway  stations 
with  but  one  operating  level.  This  distinction  has  already  been 
recognized  by  the  installation  of  escalators  from  the  lower  level«of 
the  Park  street  subway  station  to  the  street  level,  and  by  the  in- 
stallation of  elevators  from  the  subway  to  the  elevated  structure 
at  Atlantic  avenue. 

Owing  to  the  complex -construction  of  the  Harvard  square  station 
and  to  the  fact  that  it  was  not  designed  for  the  operation  of  esca- 
lators or  elevators,  it  has  been  found  extremely  difficult  to  provide 
for  such  facilities  in  the  present  station.     After  a  careful  study 
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of  the  problem  by  the  chief  engineer  of  the  Commission,  it  was 
found  impracticable,  within  the  limits  of  the  present  station,  to 
install  an  elevator  of  adequate  capacity  or  to  provide  for  an  escala- 
tor reaching  from  the  lowest  platform  to  the  street  level. 

After  consideration  of  various  plans  and  possibilities,  the  Com- 
mission is  of  the  opinion  that  the  company  should  install  an  escala- 
tor from  the  unloading  platform  for  Mount  Auburn  cars  to  the 
street  level.  If  this  is  done,  passengers  from  Mount  Auburn  will 
not  be  obliged  to  use  any  stairway  to  reach  the  street  level,  and 
passengers  from  North  Cambridge  will  be  able  to  avail  themselves 
of  this  escalator  by  using  a  stairway  of  sixteen  steps  from  the 
lower  platform  level.  While  this  rearrangement  of  existing  facili- 
ties does  not  fully  meet  the  demands  of  all  the  petitioners,  it  seems 
to  be  the  best  practicable  solution  of  the  problem.    It  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  install 
in  the  Harvard  square  station  of  the  Cambridge  subway  a  single 
file  escalator  of  the  cleat  type,  ascending  in  an  easterly  direction 
from  the  unloading  platform  for  cars  from  Mount  Auburn  to  the 
street  level  near  and  under  the  easterly  side  of  the  street  shelter, 
substantially  as  shown  in  yellow  on  blueprint  entitled  "Boston 
Elevated  Railway,  Cambridge  Main  Street  Subway,  Harvard 
Square  Station,  Upper  Platform  Level,  Record  Plan,  Study  No.  5, 
November  19,  1914." 

It  is 

Further  ordered,  That  the  company  file  with  the  Commission 
for  its  approval  a  supplementary  plan  showing  details  and  such 
changes  in  turnstiles  and  passageways  as  may  be  found  necessary.

cured to  the  abolition,  after  April  1,  1914,  of  all  charges  for  long 
distance  calls  in  those  cases  where  the  company  is  unable  to  locate 
the  party  called  for.

Petition  of  the  United  Improvement  Association  relative  to  four- 
and  six-party  line  service  contracts  of  the  New  England  Tele- 
phone and  Telegraph  Company. 

Benj.  C.  Lane  for  petition. 

E.  K.  Hall  for  telephone  company. 

This  was  a  petition  by  the  United  Improvement  Association 
asking  that  in  the  metropolitan  district  the  so-called  obsolete  four- 
and  six-party  suburban  residence  service  be  restored  to  the  regular 
rate  schedule  of  the  company.  Hearings  were  held  on  February  5 
and  February  24. 

The  petitioners  represented  that  while  the  various  grades  of  resi- 
dence service  under  the  new  schedule  might  meet  the  requirements 
of  many  subscribers,  there  were,  nevertheless,  others  whose  needs 
were  best  suited  by  the  old  four-  and  six-party  line  service,  and  that 
where  users  were  willing  to  put  up  with  the  inconvenience  of  such 
service,  it  should  be  made  available  for  them. 

On  the  part  of  the  company  it  was  contended  that  although  four- 
party  line  and  even  six-party  line  service  is  not  prejudicial  to  good 
service  in  smaller  communities  served  by  a  single  exchange,  neither 
four-  or  six-party  lines  have  any  proper  place  in  a  community  like 
the  suburbs  of  Boston  where  nearly  forty  per  cent  of  the  telephone 
calls  are  trunked  from  one  exchange  to  another;  that  the  service 
troubles  which  are  inevitable  in  all  multi-party  line  service  are  dis- 
proportionately increased  when  it  is  necessary  to  trunk  calls  either 
to  or  from  such  lines,  and  that  the  presence  of  these  multi-party 
lines  in  a  district  like  the  suburbs  of  Boston  is  unfair  to  all  other 
subscribers,  inasmuch  as  it  makes  it  impossible  for  the  company  to 
maintain  the  general  standard  of  service  to  which  the  community 
is  entitled. 

It  is,  of  course,  obvious  that  any  subscriber  who  is  sharing  his 
line  with  five  others  cannot  expect  as  good  service  as  he  would  get 
on  a  private  or  a  two-party  line.  The  most  unfortunate  feature  of 
such  service,  however,  is  that  the  service  difficulties  experienced  on 
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multi-party  lines  affect  not  only  the  subscribers  on  these  lines  but 
all  other  subscribers  who  are  endeavoring  to  reach  them. 

The  Commission  is  satisfied,  that  six-party  line  service  is  entirely 
unsuited  to  a  multi-exchange  district  like  the  metropolitan  sub- 
urban, where  the  service  problems  at  best  are  most  complex,  and 
is  convinced  that  it  would  be  distinctly  hostile  to  the  interests  of 
the  community  to  take  any  action  which  might  result  in  increasing 
the  number  of  six-party  lines  in  this  district. 

Although  unwilling  to  sanction  the  taking  of  any  new  contracts 
for  six-party  line  service,  the  number  of  old  contracts  for  such 
service  now  in  effect  is  so  small  that  the  Commission  does  not  at 
this  time  see  any  necessity  of  modifying  the  company's  contem- 
plated plan  in  connection  with  these  contracts,  as  outlined  in  its 
circular  letter  of  December  1,  1913. 

With  somewhat  less  force,  the  objections  to  the  six-party  line- 
apply  to  the  four-party  line  service  as  well.  The  Commission, 
nevertheless,  believes  that  the  four-party  line  may  be  given  further 
trial  without  the  probability  of  serious  impairment  of  the  general 
service.  There  are  reasons  that  seem  to  make  such  a  trial  dis- 
tinctly desirable,  especially  if  the  service  be  made  available  to  new 
subscribers.  It  should  demonstrate  conclusively  how  much  real 
demand  there  is  for  this  grade  of  service.  It  would  give  the  Com- 
mission ample  opportunity  to  satisfy  itself  as  to  the  effect  of  these 
lines  on  the  service  of  other  subscribers.  It  would  also  make  the 
four-party  line  available  for  such  six-party  line  subscribers  as  may 
wish  to  change  to  it  and  it  might  well  result  in  enabling  the  com- 
pany to  keep  the  lines  better  filled,  thus  securing  an  increased 
efficiency  from  its  plant. 

The  Commission  does  not  feel  that  sufficient  data  is  available 
to  make  a  final  decision  on  the  matter  at  this  time  and  accordingly 
recommends  that  the  company  restore  to  its  schedule  for  further 
trial  the  so-called  four-party  line  suburban  residence  service.  If, 
in  the  light  of  further  experience  and  trial,  it  appears  that  this 
grade  of  service  is  unduly  burdensome  to  the  general  service,  or 
that  it  is  otherwise  unsuitable,  its  retention  may  be  brought  up  for 
reconsideration  by  either  the  company  or  the  Commission  Avitliout 
prejudice  by  reason  of  this  recommendation  or  its  acceptance.

Complaint  of  the  Hyde  Parle  Business  Mens  Association  (by  John 
P.  Rattigan  of  Hyde  Parle  and  Representative  William  L.  F. 
Gilman)  concerning  head-room  under  bridge  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  over  the  Neponset  river, 
south  of  Glenwood  avenue,  Hyde  Parle. 

Memorandum. 

In  connection  with  the  improvements  in  the  Neponset  river  by 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  655  of  the  Acts  of  1911,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
remove,  temporarily,  the  superstructure  of  a  bridge  formed  of  eight 
pile  bents  spanning  the  river  south  of  Glenwood  avenue  in  the 
Hyde  Park  district  of  Boston.  This  bridge  supports  certain  freight 
tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  and 
has  been  maintained  for  many  years  by  the  railroad  company. 

If  this  bridge  should  be  replaced  at  the  former  level  the  com- 
plainants alleged  that  it  would  interfere  seriously  with  the  boating 
which  would  be  likely  to  become  general  after  the  improvements 
in  the  river  had  been  completed.  "When  the  new  channel  is  com- 
pleted the  clearance  under  the  bridge,  as  estimated  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  would  be  three  feet,  four  inches  during  the  period 
of  high  water  flow,  or  until  about  the  middle  of  June,  and  after 
that  date,  until  the  early  part  of  October,  the  clearance,  owing  to 
the  fall  of  the  water,  would  be  likely  to  be  about  five  feet. 

The  Commission  was  therefore  asked  to  require  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  to  replace  the  super- 
structure of  this  bridge  in  such  a  manner  as  to  permit  of  eighteen 
inches  additional  head-room  thereunder.  Estimates  of  the  cost  of 
such  elevation  of  the  bridge  vary  from  $5,800  to  $11,700.  It  also 
appeared  that  the  railroad  company  had  already  incurred  an  ex- 
pense of  nearly  $10,000  in  altering  this  and  other  bridges  at  the 
request  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  without  any  legal  obligation 
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on  the  part  of  the  railroad  company  or  any  benefit  to  it  as  the 
result  of  such  alterations. 

The  Commission  was  of  the  opinion  that  it  had  no  jurisdiction 
in  regard  to  this  matter,  but  heard  the  same  in  the  hope  that  it 
might  be  found  possible  to  reach  some  satisfactory  solution  by 
agreement  of  parties.  The  railroad  company,  however,  declined 
to  assume  the  additional  expense  involved  in  the  elevation  of  this 
bridge,  as  the  financial  condition  of  the  company  and  the  need  of 
improvements  upon  its  lines  in  the  interest  of  public  convenience 
and  safety  were  such  as  to  preclude  the  company  from  making  any 
further  contributions  of  money  in  order  to  promote  boating  or  for 
other  public  improvements  upon  the  Neponset  river.

Ordered,  That  the  complaint  be  dismissed  for  lack  of  jurisdiction.

Circular. 

Regulations  for  Bridge  Guards. 
Section  143,  of  Part  II,  of  chapter  463  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  as 
amended  by  chapter  161  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  requires  that 

Every  railroad  corporation,  at  every  bridge  or  other  structure,  any 
portion  of  which  crosses  the  railroad  above  the  track,  shall  erect  and 
maintain,  in  a  manner  prescribed  by  the  board  of  railroad  commission- 
ers, suitable  bridge  guards,  of  a  type  approved  by  said  board,  except 
at  places  where,  and  so  long  as,  it  is  specially  exempted  from  the  duty 
of  so  doing  by  said  board.  A  corporation  which  neglects  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  forfeit  fifty  dollars  for  each 
month's  neglect.  Whoever  wilfully  destroys  or  breaks  any  such  bridge 
guard  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  days. 

Under  the  above  section  the  Commission  prescribes  the  follow- 
ing Regulations,  superseding  all  those  heretofore  made : 

1.  The  standard  forms  of  pendent  or  "  whip-cord  "  and  of  hori- 
zontal-bar bridge  guards  or  "tell-tales,"  now  in  common  use  on 
the  leading  railroads  of  this  state,  are  approved  by  the  Commission. 
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2.  On  main  tracks  and  on  main-line  side  tracks,  the  guard 
should  be  placed  not  less  than  100  nor  more  than  200  feet  from 
the  bridge  or  other  overhead  structure. 

3.  In  yards  and  on  switching  tracks  the  guards  should  be  placed 
not  less  than  50  nor  more  than  100  feet  from  the  bridge  or  other 
overhead  structure. 

4.  The  distance  is  to  be  measured  in  all  cases  from  a  point  over 
the  centre  of  the  protected  track  in  the  near  side  of  the  bridge  or 
structure,  in  the  direction  of  approach  by  trains;  and  a  guard  is 
to  be  maintained  on  one  or  on  both  sides  of  the  bridge  or  structure 
according  as  trains  are  run  on  the  track  in  one  or  in  both  directions. 

5.  Where  two  bridges  or  structures  are  not  more  than  200  feet 
apart  in  the  clear,  only  one  guard  between  them  is  required,  the 
same  to  be  placed  midway  between  the  two. 

6.  The  guard  should  be  erected  and  maintained  so  that  the  same, 
or  the  lowest  part  thereof,  will  hang  or  swing  about  three  inches 
lower  than  the  lowest  part  of  the  bridge  or  structure  which  it  is 
designed  to  protect.

Order  relative  to  provision  for  depreciation  by  railroad  corporations 
and  street  railway  companies  hereafter  applying  for  approval 
of  proposed  issues  of  stoch  or  bonds. 
On  April  29,  1914,  the  Commission,  on  its  own  motion,  gave  a 

public  hearing  on  notice  to  the  carriers  stating  that  it  had  under 

consideration  the  adoption  of  an  order  in  substantially  the  folloAv- 

ing  form : 

Ordered,  That  railroad  and  street  railway  corporations  hereafter 
applying  for  the  approval  of  the  Commission  to  proposed  issues  of 
stock  or  bonds  for  purposes  other  than  refunding  bonds  previously 
issued,  shall  show  as  part  of  their  case  the  method  by  which  and  the 
extent  to  which  such  corporations  have  provided  for  depreciation  of 
their  property. 

It  is  manifest  that  no  system  of  managing,  or  of  supervising  the 
management  of  common  carriers  is  sound  and  enduring  which  does 
not  adequately  take  into  account  depreciation,  —  not  only  the  de- 
preciation due  to  ordinary  wear  and  tear  but  to  obsolescence  due 
to  a  great  variety  of  causes.  Unless  and  until  depreciation  is  taken 
care  of  —  and  shown  in  the  accounts  to  have  been  taken  care  of  — 
there  is  no  accurate  way  of  determining  whether  dividends  have 
been  properly  paid  or  whether  a  floating  debt  has  been  "  properly 
incurred  for  lawful  purposes." 

Ultimately  the  method  of  dealing  with  depreciation  adopted  by 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  is  likely  to  be  made  appli- 
cable by  this  commission  not  onlv  to  railroads  but  to  street  railways 
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as  well.  Compare  section  12  of  chapter  784  of  Acts  of  1913.  For 
the  present  it  seems  sufficient  that  an  order  be  made  in  the  follow- 
ing form,  —  and  it  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  railroad  corporations  and  street  railway  companies 
shall  hereafter  be  prepared  to  show  at  any  time  and  in  connection 
with  any  proceedings,  the  method  by  which  and  the  extent  to  which 
such  corporations  provide  for  depreciation  of  their  property.

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  this  memorandum  and  order  be  served 
upon  every  railroad  corporation  and  street  railway  company  sub- 
ject to  the  jurisdiction  of  this  commission.

Certificates  relative  to  Abolition  of  Grade  Crossings. 

Petition  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company  and  The  New  York, 
New  Raven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  for  certificate 
relative  to  the  abolition  of  the  grade  crossing  of  Main  street 
and  the  Old  Colony  railroad  {The  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  Railroad  Company,  lessee)  in  the  town  of  Leominster. 
This  petition  is  brought  under  section  43,  part  I,  chapter  463, 
Acts  of  1906.     This  section  provides,  among  other  things,  for  a 
certificate  by  the  Commission,  where  grades  of  railroad  and  high- 
way are  to  be  separated,  that  in  its  opinion  the  adoption  of  the 
plan  and  the  expenditure  to  be  incurred  thereunder  are  consistent 
Anth  the  public  interests. 

The  report  of  the  special  commission  provides  for  the  abolition 
of  the  grade  crossing  at  Main  street,  by  raising  the  tracks  of  the 
railroad  and  depressing  the  street  at  a  new  location  about  one  hun- 
dred fifty  (150)  feet  northerly  of  the  present  crossing;  the  tracks 
of  the  railroad  to  be  carried  over  the  highway  on  a  steel  plate 
girder  bridge  supported  partly  by  abutments  and  partly  by  steel 
columns  set  near  the  curb  lines  of  the  sidewalks  of  the  highway, 
said  bridge  to  be  constructed  with  an  open  floor  system  with  shel- 
ters over  each  sidewalk.  In  our  opinion,  the  inconvenience  to 
pedestrians  upon  the  sidewalk,  caused  by  use  of  columns  near  the 
curb  line  as  a  partial  support  of  the  bridge,  both  as  to  the  occu- 
pancy of  the  sidewalk  space  and  the  obstruction  of  the  view,  is  not 
warranted  by  the  saving  in  expense.  The  danger  and  annoyance 
to  travellers  in  the  roadway,  caused  by  the  drip  and  falling  of 
cinders  or  other  material  from  the  railroad  tracks,  should  be  ob- 
viated by  the  construction  of  a  bridge  with  drip  proof  or  ballast 
floor. 

The  report  also  provides,  as  a  means  of  connecting  Mill  and 
Tremaine  streets  with  Main  street  as  relocated,  that  a  "  Third  New 
Way"  shall  be  constructed  and  which,  as  laid  out,  requires  the 
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travel  in  its  principal  direction  to  turn  through  an  acute  angle. 
There  appears  to  be  no  reason  why  this  connection  should  not  be 
made  at  right  angles  to  Main  street. 

The  general  layout  of  the  relocated  portion  of  Main  street,  North 
Main  street  and  the  "  Third  New  Way  "  does  not  appear  to  con- 
form to  the  requirements  of  chapter  498  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  which 
provides  that  there  shall  be  a  clear  view  in  each  direction  for  at 
least  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  feet  from  the  center  of  said  highway 
where  the  same  passes  over  or  under  a  railroad  or  railway,  unless 
the  proposed  plan  for  the  abolition  of  the  grade  crossing  is  ap- 
proved by  the  Massachusetts  highway  commission. 

The  manifest  intent  of  the  statute  under  which  this  proceeding 
is  brought  is  to  confer  power  upon  the  Commission  somewhat  in 
the  nature  of  a  veto.  We  are  in  doubt,  therefore,  concerning  the 
extent  to  which  we  ought  to  suggest  our  views  to  the  special  com- 
mission, but  we  deem  it  proper,  in  fairness  to  all  parties,  to  indi- 
cate in  detail  our  objections  to  the  arrangement  shown  and  also 
what  modification  of  such  arrangement  would  appear  to  be  con- 
sistent with  the  public  interests.  If  the  present  general  plan  is 
to  be  adhered  to,  any  modification  of  the  plan  obviating  the  sug- 
gested objections  will  receive  the  favorable  consideration  of  the 
Commission.  We,  therefore,  without  making  formal  order  upon 
the  petition,  suggest  that  the  special  commission  give  further  con- 
sideration to  the  situation.

Change  of  Geade  of  Raileoads. 
Petition  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company  and  the  New  Yo-rh, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  for  consent  to 
change  in  the  grade  of  the  Old  Colony  railroad  in  the  city  of 
Quincy. 
It  appearing  that  a  change  in  the  grade  of  the  Old  Colony  rail- 
road  (New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company, 
lessee)  in  the  city  of  Quincy  is  incidental  to  the  plan  adopted  by 
the  special  commission  for  the  abolition  of  the  grade  crossings  of 
Saville  and  Water  streets  in  that  city,  after  notice  and  hearing  and 
full  consideration,  —  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  consent  of  the  Commission  be  hereby  given  to 
the  following  change  in  railroad  grade  proposed  by  the  special  com- 
mission above  named  in  connection  with  its  plan  for  the  abolition 
of  said  crossings: 

The  grade  of  the  Old  Colony  railroad  is  hereby  changed  and  estab- 
lished as  follows,  viz. : 

Beginning  at  station  426  of  the  base  line  of  location  of  said  railroad 
as  shown  on  said  plan  at  the  elevation  of  thirty-eight  and  eight  hun- 
dredths (38.08)  feet;  thence  southerly  descending  by  a  vertical  curve 
to  station  431  at  the  elevation  of  thirty-seven  and  eighty-eight  hun- 
dredths (37.88)  feet;  thence  by  an  ascending  grade  at  the  rate  of 
naught  and  fifty-seven  hundredths  (0.57)  feet  per  hundred  (100)  feet 
to  station  445  plus  65  at  the  elevation  of  forty-six  and  twenty-three 
hundredths  (46.23)  feet;  thence  ascending  by  a  vertical  curve  to  station 
448  plus  35  at  the  elevation  of  forty-seven  (47)  feet;  thence  level  to 
station  465;  thence  ascending  by  a  vertical  curve  to  station  468  at  the 
elevation  of  forty-seven  and  fifty-one  hundredth?  (47.51)  feet.

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Certificate  as  to  Expenditure. 

Petition  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  for  approval  of  expenditures  for  the  abolition  of  a 
crossing  at  grade  of  the  highway  and  railroad  at  Sagamore' 
station  in  the  town  of  Bourne. 

Memorandum. 

Under  an  agreement  between  the  selectmen  of  Bourne  and  the 
presidents  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  and  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company,  approved  by  the 
board  of  railroad  commissioners  on  January  15,  1913,  under  the 
provisions  of  section  41  of  part  I  of  chapter  463  of  the  Acts  of 
1906,  a  portion  of  the  bridge  or  viaduct  with  its  approaches  was 
constructed  as  a  new  way  in  substitution  for  the  highway  crossing 
at  grade,  which  was  discontinued.  This  portion  of  the  viaduct  was 
to  connect  with  the  other  portion  of  said  viaduct  constructed  by 
the  Boston,  Cape  Cod  and  New  York  Canal  Company  under  the 
authority  of  the  board  of  harbor  and  land  commissioners  and  the 
board  of  railroad  commissioners,  sitting  jointly. 

Under  this  petition,  the  railroad  company  submits  as  the  cost 
of  the  abolition  of  said  grade  crossing,  the  difference  between  the 
cost  of  the  whole  of  the  above  described  bridge  or  viaduct  and  the 
estimated  cost  of  the  bridge  which  would  have  been  required  if  the 
highway  grade  crossing  had  not  been  abolished. 

After  a  hearing  the  Commission  decides  that  the  proper  expen- 
diture for  the  abolition  of  the  grade  crossing  should  be  determined 
by  ascertaining  the  cost  of  the  structure  as  built  in  accordance  with 
the  above  mentioned  agreement  between  the  selectmen  of  the  town 
of  Bourne  and  the  presidents  of  the  railroads,  and  that  the  peti- 
tioner should  file  with  the  Commission  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
amount  legally  and  properly  expended,  upon  the  basis  aforesaid, 
for  work  done  or  for  damages  so  far  as  rendered  necessary  for 
the  abolition  of  said  grade  crossing.

Alteration  of  Crossings  and  Bridges. 

Petition  of  the  directors  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Com- 
pany under  section  23  of  Fart  I  of  chapter  -k-63  of  the  Acts 
of  1906,  and  acts  in  amendment  thereof,  for  the  alteration  of 
bridge  No.  3.  by  which  Harrison  avenue  passes  over  the  Bos- 
ton &  Albany  railroad  in  the  city  of  Boston. 
Suffolk,  ss. 

It  appearing,  after  public  notice  and  hearing  all  parties  in- 
terested, that  said  bridge  is  at  a  crossing  of  the  public  way  known 
as  Harrison  avenue  and  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad  within 
the  city  of  Boston,  and  that  it  is  necessary  for  the  security  and 
convenience  of  the  public  that  an  alteration  of  a  crossing  should  be 
made  in  said  bridge,  which  does  not  involve  the  abolition  of  a 
crossing  at  grade,  for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding  the  bridge  and  of 
making  certain  structural  changes  for  the  purpose  of  strengthen- 
ing and  improving  it,  —  it  is 
Ordered,  That 

1.  The  present  superstructure,  consisting  of  longitudinal  metal 
girders  resting  on  the  masonry  abutment  and  pier  and  supporting 
plank  flooring  is  to  be  entirely  removed. 
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2.  On  the  present  abutment  and  pier,  which  are  to  remain  un- 
changed except  so  far  as  is  necessary  to  adapt  them  to  the  new 
superstructure,  is  to  be  constructed  a  steel  bridge  consisting  of 
four  lines  of  longitudinal  girders  with  transverse  floor  beams  en- 
cased in  concrete.  The  floor  of  the  bridge  is  to  be  finished  with 
suitable  paving  for  the  roadway  and  granolithic  finish  on  the 
sidewalks. 

3.  The  present  clear  height  of  fifteen  feet  from  the  top  of  the 
rails  of  the  railroad  to  the  under  side  of  the  bridge  is  to  remain 
unchanged. 

4.  The  clear  roadway  between  curb  lines  of  the  bridge  is  to 
remain  unchanged. 

5.  The  clear  sidewalk  widths  are  to  be  changed  as  follows :  — 
the  width  of  the  west  sidewalk  is  to  be  8'  0"  in  the  clear;  the 
width  of  the  east  sidewalk  is  to  be  12"  0"  in  the  clear. 

6.  The  grade  of  the  roadway  and  sidewalks  of  the  bridge  is  to 
remain  unchanged. 

7.  The  work  is  to  be  executed  substantially  in  accordance  with  a 
plan  entitled  "  General  Steel  Plan,  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad, 
N.  Y.  C.  &  H.  R.  R.R,  Co.,  Lessee,  Bridge  No.  3,  Boston  Division, 
Harrison  Ave.'',  dated  Boston,  Mass.,  July  1914,  and  signed  by 
F.  B.  Freeman,  Chief  Engineer,  and  A.  D.  Case,  Engineer  of 
Structures,  which  plan  has  been  signed  by  and  filed  with  the  rec- 
ords of  this  Commission  and  is  made  a  part  of  this  decision. 

The  bridge  is  designed  in  accordance  with  the  Massachusetts 
Public  Service  Commission's  specifications  for  bridges  carrying 
electric  railways,  to  carry  in  addition  to  its  own  weight  the  follow- 
ing live  load : 

1.  On  each  track  a  train  of  50  ton  street  cars,  20  ft.  centre  to 
centre  of  trucks  and  5  ft.  centre  to  centre  of  axles,  the  load  on  each 
axle  being  121/2  tons. 

2.  On  any  part  of  the  roadway  outside  of  the  car  tracks  and  side- 
.walks  uniformly  distributed  load  of  100  lbs.  per  square  foot.  Im- 
pact equal  to  25%  of  the  live  load. 

As  a  part  of  this  work  it  is  necessary  to  make  slight  changes  in 
the  pier  where  one  of  the  columns  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
structure  rests.  The  party  carrying  this  decision  into  effect  is  to 
do  the  work  of  supporting  the  Elevated  structure  during  the  prog- 
ress of  these  changes  in  such  a  manner  as  to  permit  the  operation 
of  trains  in  a  reasonable  manner  on  said  structure. 
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The  details  of  said  bridge  shall  be  carried  out  and  the  whole 
work  shall  be  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  Commission.

and  convenience  of  the  public  that  an  alteration  should  be  made 
in  said  bridge,  which  does  not  involve  the  abolition  of  a  crossing 
at  grade,  for  the  purposes  of  rebuilding  the  bridge  and  of  making 
certain  structural  changes  for  the  purpose  of  strengthening  or  im- 
proving it  in  order  to  carry  safely  the  heavier  rolling  stock  now 
in  use  by  said  railroad  company,  —  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  said  bridge  passing  over  Franklin  street  in 
the  city  of  Boston  be  altered  and  rebuilt  in  the  manner  and  within 
the  limits  hereinafter  described : 

1.  The  present  abutments  are  to  remain  unchanged. 

2.  The  present  clear  passageway  under  the  bridge  is  to  remain 
unchanged. 

3.  The  present  minimum  unclerclearance  under  the  bridge  is  to 
remain  unchanged. 

4.  The  present  superstructure  consisting  of  longitudinal  I-beams 
carrying  the  ties  of  the  railroad  is  to  be  removed. 

5.  On  the  existing  abutments  of  the  present  bridge  a  new  super- 
structure is  to  be  built  consisting  of  longitudinal  steel  girders 
connected  by  diaphragms;  between  these  girders  are  to  be  built 
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reinforced  concrete  slabs.  These  slabs  are  to  be  covered  with  water- 
proofing material.  Track  ties  are  to  be  framed  over  the  tops  of 
the  girders  to  support  the  rails. 

6.  The  work  is  to  be  executed  substantially  in  accordance  with 
a  plan  marked  "  General  Steel  Plan.  Boston  and  Albany  R.R., 
N.  Y.  C.  &  H.  E.  R.R.  Co.,  Lessee.  Bridge  No.  19.  Boston  Divi- 
sion. Over  passenger  subway  at  Allston  Sta.",  dated  Boston,  Feb- 
ruary, 1914,  and  signed  by  F.  B.  Freeman,  Chief  Engineer,  and 
A.  D.  Case,  Engineer  of  Structures,  and  signed  by  and  filed  with 
the  records  of  this  Commission  and  made  a  part  hereof. 

The  details  of  said  bridge  shall  be  carried  out  and  the  whole 
work  shall  be  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  Commission.

Petition  of  the  New   York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  for  approval  of  agreement  for  alteration  in  the  cross- 
ing where  Savin  Hill  avenue  passes  above  the  New  Yorlc,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  and   the   Old   Colony  railroad 
(New   Yorlc,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad   Company, 
lessee)  near  Savin  Hill  station  in  Boston. 
It  appearing  after  notice  and  hearing,  that  the  mayor  of  the  city 
of  Boston  and  the  directors  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  Railroad  Company  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  necessary  for 
the  security  and  convenience  of  tbe  public  that  an  alteration  be 
made  in  the  crossing  in  the  city  of  Boston  near  Savin  Hill  station, 
where  the  highway  passes  above  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  railroad  and  the  Old  Colony  railroad  (New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Bailroad   Company,   lessee)  ;  that  they-  are 
agreed  upon  the  character  of  the  alteration  to  be  made,  and  that 
an  instrument  in  writing  specifying  the  manner  and  limits  within 
which  said  alteration  shall  be  made,  the  party  by  whom  the  work 
shall  be  done,  the  general  method  of  construction  and  the  appor- 
tionment of  cost,  has  been  duly  executed  by  the  mayor  of  the  city 
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of  Boston,  the  president  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  and  the  president  of  the  Old  Colony  Rail- 
road Company,  a  copy  of  which  agreement  is  as  follows : 

Agreement  for  the  Alteration  of  Savin  Hill  Avenue  with  the 
Railroad  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Whereas  there  is  a  certain  highway  in  the  city  of  Boston  known  as 
Savin  Hill  avenue  which  crosses  above  the  tracks  of  the  Old  Colony 
Railroad  Company,  leased  to  and  operated  by  The  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  near  the  Savin  Hill  station, 
so  called,  and  the  Mayor  and  council  of  said  city  and  the  directors  of 
said  railroad  companies  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  necessary  for  the 
security  and  convenience  of  the  public  that  an  alteration  shall  be  made 
in  said  crossing  whereby  the  bridge  shall  be  rebuilt  and  strengthened, 
and  the  grade  of  the  highway  shall  be  raised,  and  have  agreed  as  to 
the  alterations  which  shall  be  made; 

Now  therefore,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  acts  of  1906,  chap- 
ter 463,  part  I,  section  41,  and  acts  in  addition  to  and  in  amendment 
thereof,  this  agreement  in  writing  is  made  and  signed  in  behalf  of  the 
city  of  Boston  by  the  Mayor  thereunto  duly  authorized,  and  in  behalf 
of  said  railroad  companies  by  their  respective  presidents  thereunto 
duly  authorized,  specifying  the  manner  and  limits  within  which  the 
alterations  shall  be  made,  by  whom  the  work  shall  be  done,  the  general 
method  of  construction,  and  how  the  cost  shall  be  borne. 

Alteration  in  Highway  Crossing  the  Tracks. 
The  grade  of  the  highway  known  as  Savin  Hill  avenue  shall  be 
raised  not  exceeding  eight  (8)  inches  at  the  bridge  over  the  tracks  of 
the  railroad  companies,  so  as  to  permit  the  placing  of  a  bridge  with 
a  depth  of  floor  system  of  one  (1)  foot  five  (5)  inches  at  each  end 
thereof,  and  with  a  clear  head  room  between  the  top  of  the  rails  of 
the  railroad  at  their  present  elevation  and  the  under  side  of  the  bridge 
at  all  points  beneath  it  except  directly  under  the  three  floor  beams,  of 
fifteen  (15)  feet  six  (6)  inches.  From  each  end  of  the  bridge  the  grade 
shall  descend  from  the  new  level  to  meet  the  existing  grade,  on  the 
southeasterly  side  at  a  point  thirty-seven  (37)  feet  from  the  southeast 
end  of  the  bridge,  and  on  the  northwesterly  side  at  a  point  seventy-five 
(75)  feet  from  the  northwest  end  of  the  bridge,  both  these  last  named 
distances  to  be  measured  on  the  center  line  of  the  street. 

Bridge. 
The  present  bridge  shall  be  replaced  with  a  new  bridge  with  a  width 
of  roadway  of  thirty-two    (32)    feet  between  wheel   guards,  and  with 
sidewalks  on  either  side  seven  (7)  feet  six  (6)  inches  wide,  measuring 
from  the  center  line  of  girders  to  inside  of  fence  railing. 
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The  work  shall  include  such  revision  of  surface  of  roadway  and  side- 
walks, together  with  changes  in  manholes,  catch  basins,  water  gate 
boxes,  etc.,  as  may  be  required. 

Plan. 

The  above  alterations  shall  be  made  substantially  in  accordance  with 
plan  hereto  attached  entitled  "  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  RR.  Boston  Div. 
Boston  to  South  Braintree,  Bridge  No.  2.95  Savin  Hill  Ave.,  0.  H.

Opinion  and  order  of  the  Commission  relative  to  contract  between 
T.  H.  Phair  and  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  for  the  pur- 
chase of  ties. 
This  was  a  proceeding,  instituted  by  the  Commission  on  its  own 
motion,  to  consider  the  legality  and  propriety  of  an  outstanding 
contract  between  T.  H.  Phair  of  Presque  Isle,  Maine,  and  the  Bos- 
ton and  Maine  Railroad  for  the  purchase  of  ties  for  the  year  1914 
and  particularly  of  that  part  of  the  contract  which  is  as  follows :  — 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  the  party  of  the  first  part  will  not 
purchase  ties  on  the  line  of  the  Bangor  &  Aroostook  railroad  from  any 
other  than  the  party  of  the  second  part,  during  the  continuation  of 
this  contract:  and  the  party  of  the  second  part  will  not  sell  ties  from 
the  line  of  the  Bangor  &  Aroostook  Railroad  to  any  parties  other  than 
the  party  of  the  first  part,  the  Bangor  &  Aroostook  Railroad  and  the 
Maine  Central  Railroad:  and  the  party  of  the  second  part,  also,  will 
not  buy  or  contract  with  or  through  any  party  for  ties  along  the  line 
of  the  Maine  Central  railroad,  during  the  continuation  of  this  contract. 

A  public  hearing  was  given  on  the  22nd  of  April,  1914,  at  which 
the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  was  represented  by  its  general  solici- 
tor and  its  purchasing  agent  and  Mr.  Phair  also  appeared  and  was 
heard. 

The  gist  of  this  provision  is  that  the  railroad  company  shall  not, 
during  the  life  of  the  contract,  buy  ties  along  the  line  of  the  Bangor 
and  Aroostook  railroad  from  anyone  except  Phair,  and  that  Phair, 
on  his  part,  shall  not  sell  to  anyone  except  the  Boston  and  Maine, 
the  Bangor  and  Aroostook  and  the  Maine  Central  railroad  com- 
panies; also,  that  Phair  shall  not  buy  any  ties  along  the  line  of 
the  Maine  Central  railroad. 

It  is  perfectly  manifest,  on  superficial  examination,  that  the  in- 
evitable tendency  of  this  contract  is  to  give  to  Phair  a  monopoly 
of  the  tie  business  along  the  line  of  the  Bangor  and  Aroostook, 
which  is  a  line  some  four  hundred  miles  in  length  through  the 
greatest  timber  district  of  New  England. 
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At  the  hearing  it  appeared  that  although  this  contract  runs  for  a 
year  only,  contracts  similar,  so  far  as  this  provision  is  concerned, 
have  been  made  with  Phair  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  Eailroad  for 
some  fourteen  years ;  and  that  the  Maine  Central  railroad  company, 
which  has  been  controlled  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  Eailroad,  has 
also  for  many  years  made  contracts  containing  the  same  provision; 
also,  that  Phair  is  a  director  of  the  Bangor  and  Aroostook  railroad 
company  and  furnishes  a  large  part  of  the  ties  bought  by  the  Ban- 
gor and  Aroostook  railroad  company.  It  is  manifest  that  under 
these  circumstances  no  producer  of  ties  along  the  Bangor  and 
Aroostook  railroad  would  reasonably  expect  to  find  any  considerable 
market  for  his  ties  except  through  Phair.  The  electric  companies 
and  the  Canadian  Pacific  railroad  company  may  take  a  few  Aroos- 
took ties.  But  Phair  himself  testified  that  he  thought  he  handled 
more  than  seven-eighths  of  the  ties  produced  in  the  Bangor  and 
Aroostook  country. 

It  is  contended,  on  behalf  of  the  railroad  company,  that  they  can 
get  their  ties  as  cheaply  through  Phair  as  they  can  otherwise.  The 
difficulty  with  that  proposition  is  that  after  a  monopoly  has  been 
established  in  a  great  territory  like  Aroostook  it  is  impossible  for 
any  railroad  wanting  to  purchase  ties  to  know  whether  it  is  or  is 
not  getting  its  ties  as  cheap  as  it  would  in  an  open  market.  The 
present  purchasing  agent  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Eailroad  testi- 
fied that  he  found  the  system  in  vogue  when  he  assumed  his  office 
in  1910  and  that  he  was  practically  compelled  to  buy  ties  of  Phair 
or  go  without  Aroostook  ties.  Such  is  the  natural  and  inevitable 
result  of  this  sort  of  competition-killing  contract.  There  is  no 
reasonable  inducement  for  any  man  in  Aroostook  to  produce  ties 
unless  he  is  prepared  to  sell  them  to  Phair.  As  practically  the  only 
outlet  for  ties  in  Aroostook  county  was  through  Phair,  the  pro- 
ducers were  compelled  to  deal  with  him;  and  the  purchasing  rail- 
roads were,  as  a  result  of  the  very  system  which  they  had  them- 
selves helped  to  create,  also  compelled  to  deal  with  him. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  cite  authorities  to  show  that  this  con- 
tract is  in  restraint  of  trade  and  therefore  illegal  and  contrary  to 
public  policy.  That  it  tends  to  kill  competition  appears  on  its  face. 
The  facts  disclosed  as  to  its  operation  but  emphasize  the  inevitable 
object  and  tendency  of  the  restrictive  provision.  The  railroads  are 
entitled  to  a  free  and  open  market  in  which  to  buy  their  ties;  the 
producers  of  ties  are  entitled  to  a  free  and  open  market  in  which 
to  sell  their  ties.     The  contract  is  not  only  illegal  at  common  law, 
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but  as  it  affects  interstate  commerce,  it  is  apparently  obnoxious  to 
the  terms  of  the  Sherman  act. 

The  public  policy  of  this  Commonwealth  is,  as  shown  both  by  the 
course  of  legislation  and  by  the  rulings  of  our  court  of  last  resort, 
entirely  opposed  to  such  competition-killing,  monopoly-creating  ar- 
rangements and  contracts  as  this.  Compare  Eevised  Laws,  chapter 
56,  section  1,  making  it  a  criminal  offence  for  a  vendor  to  require 
his  vendee  not  to  deal  in  the  goods  of  any  other  person  or  corpora- 
tion. This  statute  was  held  constitutional  in  Commonwealth 
v.  Strauss,  188  Mass.  229  and  Commonwealth  v.  Strauss,  191  Mass. 
545.  See  also  Acts  of  1907,  chapter  469,  section  1,  condemning  in 
sales  or  leases  of  machinery,  stipulations  to  prevent  the  lessee  or 
purchaser  from  using  the  machinery  of  others  than  the  vendor  or 
lessor.  Compare  also  St.  1908,  chapter  454,  providing  remedial 
measures  for  prosecuting  such  arrangements  and  agreements  in  re- 
straint of  trade.  See  also  St.  1911,  chapter  503;  St.  1912,  chapter 
651;  St.  1913,  chapter  709;  Alger  v.  Thacher,  19  Pickering  51. 

In  numerous  cases  involving  controversies  between  employer  and 
employee  our  courts  have  ruled  consistently  against  the  "  closed 
shop."  See  Plant  v.  Woods,  176  Mass.  492;  Garst  v.  Charles,  187 
Mass.  144;  Pickett  v.  Walsh,  192  Mass.  572;  Hanson  v.  Innis,  211 
Mass.  301 ;  Aberthaw  Construction  Co.  v.  Cameron,  194  Mass. 
208;  Minasian  v.  Osborne,  210  Mass.  250.  In  substance  and  in 
legal  effect  the  arrangements  which  the  Boston  and  Maine  and 
Maine  Central  railroads  have  made  for  the  purchase  of  ties  in 
Aroostook  are  closely  analogous  to  the  "  closed  shop  "  proposition 
which  our  courts  have  repeatedly  ruled  illegal  and  contrary  to 
sound  public  policy. 

Without  amplifying  reasons,  enough  has  been  said  to  indicate 
that  an  order  should  be  made  as  follows :  — 

Ordered,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of 
Massachusetts  the  outstanding  contract  between  the  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroad  and  T.  H.  Phair  for  the  purchase  of  ties  for  the 
year  1914,  which  contract  contains  the  following  stipulation, 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  the  party  of  the  first  part  will  not 
purchase  ties  on  the  line  of  the  Bangor  &  Aroostook  railroad  from  any 
other  than  the  party  of  the  second  part,  during  the  continuation  of 
this  contract;  and  the  party  of  the  second  part  will  not  sell  ties  from 
the  line  of  the  Bangor  &  Aroostook  Railroad  to  any  parties  other  than 
the  party  of  the  first  part,  the  Bangor  &  Aroostook  Railroad  and  the 
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Maine  Central  Railroad:  and  the  party  of  the  second  part,  also,  will 
not  buy  or  contract  with  or  through  any  party  for  ties  along  the  line 
of  the  Maine  Central  railroad,  during  the  continuation  of  this  contract. 

is,  so  far  as  the  above  quoted  stipulation  is  concerned,  illegal  and 
contrary  to  public  policy  and  that  said  railroad  should  forthwith 
take  proper  legal  steps  to  cause  the  cancellation  of  said  stipulation 
in  said  contract  and  to  obtain  a  release  from  any  alleged  obligation 
thereunder : 

Ordered  Further,  That  said  corporation  make  a  report  of  its 
doings  under  this  order  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  hereof.

The  main  objects  of  this  investigation  have  been  accomplished 
by  the  publicity  incident  thereto  and  by  the  enactment  of  orders 
No.  173  and  No.  158.  The  improper  relations  between  the  New 
Haven  Eailroad  and  some  of  the  State  House  reporters  have  been 
further  dealt  with,  by  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  through  an 
amendment  of  Eule  100,  prohibiting  legislative  reporters  from 
representing  applicants  for  legislation.  No  useful  public  purpose 
would  be  served  by  a  detailed  analysis  of  the  nearly  fifteen  hundred 
pages  of  evidence,  —  transcribed  and  open  to  public  inspection,  — 
or  by  extended  comment  upon  those  persons  who  are  shown  to  be 
involved  in  any  of  the  vicious  practices  which  this  public  investiga- 
tion has  effectually  killed. 

Two  points  require  brief  comment. 

First :  —  The  voucher  system  of  the  New  Haven  Eailroad  is  en- 
tirely inadequate  and  inaccurate.  It  should  be  so  reformed  that 
the  voucher  will  show  with  substantial  accuracy  the  nature  of  the 
services  rendered,  and  also  show  what  official  is  really  responsible 
for  the  expenditure  authorized.    The  mere  multiplication  of  official 
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names  upon  vouchers  serves  but  to  hide  or  destroy  real  responsi- 
bility. 

Second:  —  The  New  Haven  Railroad  expended  some  $7,800 
of  its  own  money  for  the  purpose  of  distributing  copies  of  a  publi- 
cation issued  on  December  19,  1912,  containing  an  utterly  false 
and  misleading  statement  to  the  effect  that  the  Validation  Commis- 
sion of  1910  had  found  the  value  of  the  New  Haven  Railroad's 
assets  to  be  $101,000,000  more  than  its  liabilities.  To  publish  or 
to  authorize  the  expenditure  of  funds  of  a  public  service  corpora- 
tion for  publishing  statements,  known  to  be  false  and  misleading, 
concerning  official  findings  as  to  public  service  corporations  should 
be  made  a  criminal  misdemeanor.  Analogous  legislation  as  to  false 
advertising  has  already  been  enacted  (compare  Acts  1911,  chapter 
492  and  Acts  1912,  chapter  489).  Investors  in  mining  properties 
and  purchasers  of  ordinary  goods  are  not  entitled  to  a  higher  de- 
gree of  protection  against  false  advertising  than  are  investors  in 
the  securities  of  public  service  corporations  subject  to  the  super- 
vision of  regulating  commissions.

given  to  the  owners  of  said  land  and  to  all  other  parties  interested 
as  ordered  by  the  Commission,  and  a  hearing  has  been  given  at 
which  the  petitioner  was  represented  by  Thornton  Alexander,  Esq., 
its  attorney  and  Charles  E.  Cotting  et  al.  trustees  under  the  will  of 
Edward  Tuckerman  deceased,  owners  of  said  land  were  represented 
by  Edward  T.  Estey  one  of  said  trustees. 

At  the  hearing  held  as  aforesaid  the  owners  of  said  land  raised 
the  question  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  in  relation  to 
the  taking  of  said  land.  While  the  language  of  the  statutes  ap- 
pears to  be  somewhat  confused  and  inconsistent,  the  Commission 
is  of  the  opinion  that  it  should  give  effect  to  the  clear  intention  of 
the  general  court  to  transfer  the  duties  in  relation  to  land  takings 
by  railroad  corporations  for  certain  specified  purposes  from  the 
county  commissioners  to  this  Commission. 

The  Commission  therefore  rules  that  it  has  jurisdiction  in  rela- 
tion to  the  pending  petition  and  does  now  determine  that  the 
petitioner  requires  said  additional  land  for  the  purposes  set  forth 
in  said  petition  and  is  unable  to  obtain  the  same  by  agreement  with 
the  owners  thereof,  and  does  now  prescribe  the  limits  within  which 
said  land  may  be  taken  by  the  petitioner  for  the  purposes  aforesaid 
without  the  permission  of  the  owners  thereof,  to  wit:  One  parcel 
of  land  bounded  and  described  as  follows :

Memorandum. 

After  a  public  hearing,  conferences  with  the  petitioners  and 
representatives  of  the  companies,  and  further  consideration,  the 
Commission  requested  the  companies  to  submit  plans  showing  the 
removal  of  certain  portions  of  their  railroad  yards  in  Northampton 
to  a  point  further  north,  in  order  to  minimize  the  nuisance  com- 
plained of ;  together  with  estimates  of  the  expense  involved  thereby. 
These  plans  and  estimates  are  on  file  with  the  petition. 

It  appears  that  if  carried  into  effect  these  plans  would  involve 
a  very  substantial  expenditure,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mission, is  not  warranted  by  the  financial  condition  of  the  com- 
panies at  this  time. 

The  inspector  of  the  Commission  within  this  district  has  been 
instructed  to  give  special  attention  to  the  conditions  complained 
of  and  the  Commission  will  welcome  any  suggestions  that  may  tend 
to  better  the  situation. 

The  petition  will  be  placed  on  file  to  be  taken  up  by  any  inter- 
ested party  whenever  the  financial  condition  of  the  Boston  and 
Maine  Eailroad  and  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Rail- 
road Company  would  seem  to  justify  further  action  being  taken 
thereon.

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Whistling. 

Petition  of  the  joint  hoard  of  selectmen  and  the  hoard  of  public 
works  of  Arlington  relative  to  whistling  by  locomotives  of  the 
Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  between  Arlington  Centre  and 
Linwood  street  in  the  town  of  Arlington. 

By  the  provisions  of  section  148  of  Part  II,  chapter  463  of  the 
acts  of  1906  the  Commission  may  by  an  order  in  writing  forbid 
or  regulate  the  sounding  of  whistles  on  the  locomotives  of  a  rail- 
road corporation  at  any  specified  grade  crossings  of  the  tracks  of 
such  corporation  with  any  highway  or  public  way.  In  the  adminis- 
tration of  this  law  it  has  been  the  practice  to  ascertain  whether 
the  crossing  was  protected  in  any  other  way,  as  by  gates  or  a  flag- 
man or  by  electric  bells. 

The  crossing  at  Linwood  street  in  Arlington  is  understood  to  be 
a  private,  not  a  public,  way,  but  owing  to  an  accident  which  oc- 
curred at  this  point  in  1910  the  railroad  corporation,  on  the  advice 
of  its  law  department,  ordered  whistling  at  this  crossing. 

The  complaint  is  against  whistling  by  inbound  trains.  A  hear- 
ing has  been  given  and  the  locality  has  been  examined  by  the  Com- 
mission and  its  inspection  department.  It  appears  that  this  cross- 
ing is  used  very  little  and  that  trains  are  never  run  at  a  high  speed  at 
this  point,  as  they  make  a  stop  at  the  Arlington  station,  but  a  short 
distance  west  of  the  crossing.  The  crossing  is  situated  at  the 
middle  of  a  curve,  so  that  the  view  of  inbound  trains  approaching  it 
is  very  obscure,  while  there  are  no  gates  or  other  crossing  protection. 
Because  of  these  conditions  the  Commission  declines  to  prohibit 
whistling,  and  it  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  petition  be  dismissed.

Petition  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany for  authority  to  make  certain  changes  in  connection  with 
whistle  signals  on  locomotives. 
Upon  this  petition  a  hearing  was  given  at  which  the  petitioner 
and  representatives  of  other  railroad  corporations  were  heard. 

The  petitioner  asks  that  it  be  permitted  to  reserve  as  a  signal 
for  calling  in  a  flagman  one  long  and  three  short  whistle  blasts ;  and 
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that  it  be  authorized  to  substitute  as  the  fire  alarm  signal  a  call 
consisting  of  five  short  blasts  of  the  whistle  repeated.  Section  3  of 
chapter  431  of  the  Acts  of  1907  provides  that  "any  engineer,  con- 
ductor or  other  employee  of  a  train  who  discovers  a  fire  burning 
uncontrolled  on  lands  adjacent  to  the  tracks  shall  forthwith  cause 
a  fire  signal  to  be  sounded  from  the  engine,  which  shall  consist  of 
one  long  and  three  short  whistle  blasts  repeated  several  times. 
.  .  .  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  affect  the  authority 
conferred  upon  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  by  the  pro- 
visions of  section  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  of  Part  II  of  chapter 
four  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  six."  Section  148  above  referred  to  authorizes  the  com- 
missioners, upon  petition  and  after  notice  to  the  railroad  corpora- 
tion and  a  public  hearing,  to  recommend  such  changes  as  it  con- 
siders proper  in  the  manner  of  sounding  whistles  on  locomotives. 

The  evidence  shows  that  until  the  issuance  of  a  new  book  of 
rules  by  the  petitioner  in  June  of  this  year,  the  Company  has  fol- 
lowed the  provisions  of  the  act  of  1907  and  that  the  granting  of 
the  petition  would  not  only  be  in  conflict  with  that  provision  but 
with  the  rule  adopted  in  conformity  therewith  by  all  other  rail- 
road corporations  operating  in  this  commonwealth.  The  Commis- 
sion does  not  think  it  wise  at  this  time  to  make  any  change  in  the 
rule  and  it  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  petition  be  dismissed.

STATIONS  AND  STATION  ACCOMMODATIONS. 


Stkeet  Railway. 

Petition  of  inhabitants  of  Brockton,  Rockland  and  Whitman  rela- 
tive to  waiting  room  accommodations  and  service  on  the  Bay 
State  street  railway  in  the  city  of  Brockton. 

The  petitioners  asked  that  a  street  railway  waiting  room  be  pro- 
vided and  maintained  by  the  respondent  company  within  the  cen- 
ter of  the  business  section  of  Brockton.  Complaint  was  also  made 
as  to  the  crowded  condition  of  the  cars  and  the  running  time  on 
certain  lines. 

As  the  lines  of  the  Bay  State  street  railway  in  Brockton  meet 
at  different  junction  points,  a  single  waiting  room  would  not  ac- 
commodate all  passengers.  The  company  stated,  and  the  petition- 
ers agreed,  that  this  difficulty  would  be  obviated  and  the  congestion 
of  tracks  and  cars  would  also  be  relieved  by  the  construction  and 
operation  of  a  loop-line  near  City  Hall  Square. 

After  consideration  of  the  evidence,  the  Commission  felt  that  the 
installation  of  a  loop-line  as  suggested  would  tend  to  increased  effi- 
ciency of  car  operation  and  greater  regularity  of  service,  would 
relieve  the  crowded  condition  of  the  cars  by  a  better  distribution 
of  street  railway  travel,  and  would  make  it  possible  to  consolidate 
waiting  rooms  at  different  points  into  one  commodious  waiting 
room  with  proper  facilities.  The  Commission  suggested  that  the 
company  be  given  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  secure  the  necessary 
locations  from  the  local  authorities  and  to  put  into  effect  these 
improvements  in  its  railway  service. 

As  a  result  of  these  suggestions,  the  company  has  obtained  from 
the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Brockton  locations  and  reloca- 
tions of  tracks  which  provide  the  loop-line  suggested  and  has  leased 
quarters  on  School  street,  near  Main  street,  for  a  waiting  room  of 
ample  size  to  accommodate  waiting  passengers.  As  the  plans  of 
the  proposed  waiting  room  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  various 
public  bodies  advocating  waiting  room  facilities,  —  it  is

quired to  erect  and  maintain  shelters  at  certain  places  on  their 
lines  in  the  city  of  Maiden. 

Upon  this  petition  a  hearing  was  given ;  a  careful  inspection  has 
been  made  of  the  thirty-six  points  at  which  the  petitioners  asked 
that  shelters  be  erected,  after  which  a  conference  was  had,  in  the 
presence  of  the  Commissioners,  between  the  mayor  of  Maiden  and 
representatives  of  the  companies.  At  this  conference  it  appeared 
that  there  was  no  justification  for  waiting  rooms  or  shelters  other 
than  at  the  termini  of  the  Lebanon  and  Broadway  lines,  and  that 
waiting  rooms  at  these  points  would  be  for  many  reasons  preferable 
to  shelters. 

It  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Elevated  Eailway  Company  establish 
and  maintain  waiting  rooms  in  the  city  of  Maiden  on  Lebanon 
street  at  the  terminus  of  its  Lebanon  street  line  and  on  Broadway 
at  the  terminus  of  its  Broadway  line.

Petition  of  residents  of  Winchester  for  the  establishment  of  a  wait- 
ing room  at  Winthrop  square  in  the  city  of  Medford  for  the 
use  of  patrons  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  and 
the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company. 
The  Bay  State  Street  Eailway  Company  maintains  a  street  rail- 
way service  from  Woburn  and  Winchester  to  the  terminus  of  its 
line  at  Winthrop  square  in  the  city  of  Medford,  where  the  cars  of 
that  company  are  taken  over  by  crews  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Eail- 
way Company  and  operated  through  to  Sullivan  square.     Passen- 
gers from  Woburn  and  Winchester  who  desire  to  ride  to  Maiden  or 
Everett  for  an  additional  five  cent  fare  are  obliged  to  transfer  at 
Winthrop  square  to  cars  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company, 
which  are  operated  half  hourly  betAveen  West  Medford  and  Everett. 
The  petitioners  complain  that  they  are  frequently  subjected  to 
long  delays  in. making  connections  between  the  two  lines  at  Win- 
throp square,  and  ask  that  the  Commission  direct  the  establish- 
ment of  a  waiting  room  at  that  point. 
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As  the  Commission  is  informed  that  it  would  be  exceedingly 
difficult  for  the  companies  to  secure  land  upon  which  to  erect  a 
waiting  room  at  or  near  Winthrop  square,  and  as  protest  has  been 
made  by  the  mayor  of  Medford  against  the  establishment  of  a 
waiting  room  at  that  point,  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that 
it  would  not  be  warranted  in  directing  the  companies  to  comply 
with  the  request  of  the  petitioners. 

The  Commission  however  believes,  and  the  petitioners  agree, 
that,  the  results  desired  could  be  accomplished  by  the  removal  of 
the  transfer  point  to  Medford  square,  where  passengers  may  trans- 
fer with  greater  comfort  and  security,  and  where  a  more  frequent 
service  to  points  in  Maiden  and  Everett  would  be  made  available 
for  passengers  from  West  Medford,  as  well  as  from  Winchester  and 
Woburn. 

It  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  be  hereby 
required  to  establish  forthwith  additional  free  transfer  privileges  at 
Medford  square  in  the  city  of  Medford,  as  follows : 

1.  Transfers  to  be  issued  to  passengers  on  inbound  Woburn  oars- 
paying  cash  fare  at  or  after  leaving  Winthrop  square,  to  outbound 
Main  street-Salem  street  cars. 

2.  Transfers  to  be  issued  to  passengers  boarding  inbound  West 
Medford  cars,  to  outbound  Main  street-Salem  street  cars. 

3.  Transfers  to  be  issued  from  Salem  street  cars  bound  toward 
Medford  square,  to  outbound  cars  of  West  Medford  or  Woburn 
lines,  good  only  within  the  lines  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company.

Memorandum. 
In  view  of  the  intimation  conveyed  by  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  in  its  order  of  April  12,  1911,  that  an  extension  of 
the  East  Boston  tunnel  under  and  through  Bowdoin  square  and 
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Cambridge  street  would  be  the  most  practicable  means  of  relieving 
present  deficiencies  in  rapid  transit  facilities  in  the  West  End  dis- 
trict of  Boston,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  extension  was 
subsequently  authorized  by  chapter  741  of  the  Acts  of  1911  (and 
is  now  in  process  of  construction),  the  Board,  after  a  public  hear- 
ing and  further  conferences,  stated  to  the  petitioners  that  it  was 
impossible  to  make  an  intelligent  determination  in  regard  to  the 
necessity  of  establishing  a  station  in  the  Cambridge  subway  at 
Charles  street  until  after  the  completion  of  the  extension  of  the 
East  Boston  tunnel. 

The  petition  is  therefore  placed  on  file,  without  prejudice  to  the 
right  of  the  petitioners  to  file  a  new  petition  if  the  facilities  to  be 
made  available  by  the  extension  of  the  East  Boston  tunnel  should 
prove  inadequate  for  the  reasonable  transportation  requirements  of 
this  section  of  the  city.

Petitions  of  the  boards  of  aldermen  of  Medford  and  Somerville  and 
the  city  council  of  Woburn,  relative  to  operating  conditions  at 
the  Sidlivan  square  station  of  the  Boston  Elevated  railway  in 
the  city  of  Boston;  also  complaint  of  the  Everett  Board  of 
Trade  upon  same  subject. 

Upon  the  petition  of  the  citizens'  committee  of  Maiden  and  others 
relative  to  conditions  at  the  Sullivan  square  terminal  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  railway,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  on  Decem- 
ber 24,  1912,  issued  an  order  recommending  that  for  a  trial  period 
of  three  months,  beginning  January  1,  the  company  arrange  the 
operation  of  its  trains  at  Sullivan  square  so  as  to  permit  passengers 
arriving  at  the  upper  level  from  the  Maiden  and  Everett  districts 
to  board,  from  the  platform  heretofore  used  for  unloading  only, 
such  trains  as  are  to  be  operated  around  the  loop  and  back  into 
the  city. 

The  petitioners  in  the  pending  case,  representing  the  cities  of 
Medford,  Somerville  and  Woburn,  claimed  that  the  changes  made 
in  the  operation  of  trains  at  the  Sullivan  square  terminal,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  order  of  the  Board,  had  given  passengers  from 
Maiden  and  Everett  an  unjust  preference  over  passengers  from 
Medford,  Somerville  and  Woburn. 

After  a  public  hearing  and  further  conference,  the  Board  was  of 
the  opinion  that  the  rearrangement  of  service  at  Sullivan  square 
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did  not  constitute  an  unjust  discrimination,  but  was  necessary  in 
order  to  give  passengers  from  Maiden  and  Everett  transportation 
facilities  at  the  Sullivan  square  terminal  more  nearly  equal  to  those 
enjoyed  by  passengers  from  Somerville,  Medford  and  Woburn.  The 
Board  accordingly  notified  the  company  that  the  rearrangement  of 
service  recommended  by  the  Board  on  December  24,  1912,  should 
be  maintained  until  otherwise  ordered. 

Complaint  was  also  made  by  the  petitioners  in  regard  to  the 
crowded  conditon  of  cars  operating  to  and  from  the  Sullivan  square 
terminal  during  the  rush  hours.  In  order  to  relieve  these  con- 
ditions the  company  is  now,  in  compliance  with  a  suggestion  of  the 
Board,  operating  a  larger  number  of  cars  upon  its  trains  over  the 
elevated  structure  and  through  the  Washington  street*  tunnel  and  is 
running  these  trains  during  certain  morning  and  evening  hours  as 
frequently  as  conditions  of  safe  operation  will  permit.  The  conges- 
tion of  travel  at  the  Sullivan  square  terminal  during  the  rush  hours 
will  also  be  further  relieved  upon  the  completion  of  the  extension 
of  the  Boston  Elevated  railway  to  Everett  and  Maiden.  It  is 
therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  petition  be  dismissed.

Petitions  of  the  Hyde  Pari'  Current  Events  Club  and  of  various 
oilier  women's  clubs,  and  of  the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city 
of  Worcester  relative  to  height  of  steps  of  street  railway  cars. 

On  the  above  petitions  public  hearings  were  given,  followed  by 
a  careful  examination  of  all  equipment  in  use  on  street  railways 
in  Massachusetts.  The  complaint  that  many  car  steps  are  unrea- 
sonably high  proves  to  be  well  founded,  but  it  is  also  true  that  a 
satisfactory  solution  of  the  problem  is  by  no  means  easy  to  find. 

In  no  section  of  this  country  was  the  development  of  street  rail- 
ways, electrically  operated,  of  such  mushroom  growth  as  in  this 
Commonwealth.  The  rapid  formation  of  new  companies  during 
the  experimental  stage  of  electric  railway  development  created  a 
great  demand  for  electrical  equipment,  which  was  met  by  the  pur- 
chase of  such  cars  as  could  be  found  in  the  market  ready-made  or 
by  the  construction  of  cars  representing  radically  different  ideas 
in  regard  to  design  and  construction.  The  installation  of  electrical 
equipment  in  the  old  horse  cars  added  another  element  of  variety. 
These  conditions  have  resulted  in  a  greater  diversity  in  the  type 
of  street  railway  cars  than  can  be  found  in  any  other  state  in  the 
Union.  A  large  portion  of  the  equipment  referred  to  is  still  too 
frequently  found  in  use  upon  our  street  railways.  Much  of  it  has 
long  ago  paid  for  itself  and  should  be  retired  from  service  as  soon 
as  money  can  be  obtained  by  the  companies  for  the  purchase  of 
new  equipment  to  replace  it. 

The  excessive  height  of  the  steps  upon  street  railway  cars  is  due 
in  large  measure  to  the  demand  for  greater  speed  of  operation. 
This  has  necessitated  the  use  of  larger  wheels  and  motors  and  an 
increased  elevation  of  the  car  body  in  order  to  provide  proper 
clearance.  Most  of  the  new  box  cars  recently  purchased  have, 
however,  been  designed  so  as  to  provide  steps  of  not  more  than 
fifteen  inches  in  height,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  any  equipment 
hereafter  acquired  should  have  steps  in  excess  of  that  height. 

It  is  a  more  difficult  problem  to  determine  what  requirements 
are  reasonable  with  reference  to  the  alteration  of  equipment  now 
in  use.  If  the  Commission  should  make  the  requirement  that  the 
height  of  steps  upon  all  cars  be  reduced  to  fifteen  inches  the  change 
would  necessitate  such  important  and  expensive  structural  changes 
in  a  large  part  of  the  equipment  now  in  use  that  many  companies 
would  be  obliged  to  "  scrap  "  a  large  number  of  cars  which  are 
otherwise  serviceable  and  in  good  operating  condition.     Such  re- 
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quirement  would  in  our  judgment  impose  an  unjust  financial 
burden  upon  the  companies. 

When  an  investigation  is  made  of  specific  complaints  in  regard 
to  high  steps  on  street  cars  it  is  usually  found  that  the  steps  are 
from  eighteen  to  twenty-four  inches  in  height.  The  height  of  the 
steps  on  many  of  these  cars  can  he  reduced  to  seventeen  inches 
or  less  by  lowering  the  step  hangers  or  making  other  minor  changes 
upon  box  cars  and  by  providing  single  folding  steps  upon  open 
cars.  On  many  other  cars,  however,  more  extensive  alterations  are 
required  in  order  to  adapt  them  to  this  standard.  The  vestibules 
on  some  of  the  box  cars  must  be  rebuilt  and  some  of  the  open  cars 
must  be  equipped  with  double  folding  steps,  if  there  is  sufficient 
clearance  in  the  streets  to  permit  of  their  safe  operation. 

The  Commission  believes  that  all  old  equipment  which  is  re- 
tained in  service  can  be  altered  over  to  this  standard  without  undue 
hardship  to  the  companies,  if  they  are  given  a  reasonable  time  to 
put  these  improvements  into  effect.  It  would  hardly  seem  rea- 
sonable, however,  in  view  of  the  differences  in  financial  standing 
and  ability  of  the  various  companies  and  of  the  diversity  of  con- 
ditions upon  their  lines  to  hold  all  companies  to  exact  compliance 
with  any  definite  time  limit  which  may  be  imposed.  The  Com- 
mission is  of  the  opinion  that  the  changes  indicated  should  be 
made  prior  to  July  1,  1915,  but  in  special  cases  is  prepared,  for 
good  cause  shown,  to  make  a  reasonable  extension  of  this  time 
limitation,  provided  that  such  action  is  warranted  by  reason  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  company  or  other  exceptional  cir- 
cumstances or  conditions.    It  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  all  passenger  cars  hereafter  purchased  and  op- 
erated by  street  railway  companies  in  this  Commonwealth  shall  be 
equipped  with  steps  not  over  fifteen  inches  in  height,  the  bottom 
step  to  be  measured  from  a  plane  even  with  the  top  of  the  rails. 
It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  all  passenger  cars  now  owned  and  operated  by 
street  railway  companies  in  this  Commonwealth  and  which  are  to 
be  operated  after  July  1,  1915,  shall,  prior  to  such  date,  be  so 
altered  that  no  step  thereon  shall  be  more  than  seventeen  inches 
in  height,  the  bottom  step  to  be  measured  from  a  plane  even  with

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Snow  Regulations. 

Petition  of  the  Berkshire  Street  Railway  Company  for  amendment 
of  regulations  established  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the 
City  of  Pittsfield  governing  the  removal  of  snow  in  that  city. 

After  notice  and  hearing  and  full  consideration,  it  appearing 
that  the  petitioner  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of 
Pittsfield  have  agreed  upon  certain  amendments  to  the  regulations 
as  originally  established  by  said  board,  —  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  approval  of  the  Commission,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  seventy-five,  part  III,  chapter  463  of  the  Acts 
of  1906,  be  hereby  given  to  the  regulations  established  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Pittsfield  for  the  clearance  of  snow 
from  its  tracks  in  that  city  by  the  Berkshire  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  for  the  removal  of  such  snow  by  said  street  railway 
company  from  the  streets  or  ways  in  which  such  tracks  are  located, 
established  in  an  order  of  said  Board  of  Public  Works  dated  August 
12,  1914,  said  regulations  to  be  amended  as  follows: 

The  Berkshire  Street  Railway  Company  shall  remove  the  snow  to 
within  six  inches  of  the  finished  surface  for  the  entire  .width  of  the 
traveled  highway  or  to  within  six  inches  of  the  ice  formed  on  the  sur- 
face of  the  highway,  including  the  clearing  of  gutters  for  the  proper 
passage  of  surface  water,  and  including  siioav  deposited  in  the  said 
highway  and  gutters  from  the  sidewalk,  on  the  two  following  named 
streets :  — ■ 

Wahconah  street  from  North  street  to  Wilson  street,  Burbank  street. 

Upon  all  other  than  the  aforesaid  streets  and  including  streets  upon 
which  street  railways  are  now  laid,  the  City  of  Pittsfield  shall  remove 
snow  thrown  from  the  tracks  of  the  Berkshire  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany along  the  traveled  highways. 

These  requirements  apply  to  snowfalls  of  six  inches  or  more. 

Mixed  ice  and  sand  picked  or  cut  from  the  tracks  shall  not  be  thrown 
upon  the  traveled  part  of  the  highway  outside  the  space  occupied  by 
the  tracks,  and  eighteen  inches  each  side  thereof. 

Provided,  however,  that  these  regulations  shall  in  no  way  alter  or 
change  the  legal  liability  of  either  the  City  or  the  Railway  Company.

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Telephone  Service. 
Memorandum. 

As  a  result  of  a  careful  study  of  undue  use  of  service  on  party 
lines  by  some  subscribers  to  the  exclusion -of  others,  the  Public 
Service  Commission,  several  months  ago  recommended  that  the 
telephone  company  should  call  the  attention  of  the  subscribers 
upon  such  party  lines  to  the  necessity  for  co-operation  in  order 
that  all  subscribers  might  secure  more  nearly  that  for  which  they 
contract.  The  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company 
accordingly  enclosed  with  its  monthly  bills  an  appeal  to  party  line 
subscribers,  calling  attention  to  the  matter  as  outlined  by  the  Com- 
mission. Reports  from  various  sources  indicate  that  this  appeal 
has  been  generally  recognized  and  efforts  made  to  adhere  to  the 
suggestions  that  conversations  be  limited  to  five  minutes  when 
others  wish  to  use  the  line,  and  to  give  immediate  right  of  way 
in  case  of  emergency  calls.  The  public  will  at.  once  appreciate 
that  the  whole  question  is  a  delicate  one  to  approach,  but  with  the 
question  of  multi-party  lines  forming  one  of  the  most  important 
phases  of  Metropolitan  district  telephone  service,  and  the  efforts 
of  the  Public  Service  Commission  directed  to  the  solution  of  this 
particular  feature  of  that  service,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that 
subscribers  to  this  form  of  service  shall  fully  understand  that  a 
contract  for  such  a  service  which  is  necessarily  a  cheaper  one,  car- 
ries with  it  an  implied  obligation  to  reasonably  divide  the  time 
upon  such  lines,  so  that  subscribers  wishing  to  use  the  line  may 
expect  the  one  having  temporary  right  of  way  to  realize  their 
responsibility  to  other  subscribers  when  it  is  made  evident  to  them 
that,  other  subscribers  are  waiting,  and  particularly  where  the 
conversation  is  of  an  unimportant  character.  Representatives  of 
the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  are  calling 
upon  various  subscribers  who  come  under  the  ban  from  time  to 
time,  explaining  the  necessity  for  co-operation,  and  the  Commission 
appeals  to  subscribers  upon  party  lines  to  assist  in  this  propaganda 
which  it  is  carrying  on  with  full  confidence  in  its  favorable  solution 
because  of  -the  absolute  fairness  of  the  very  great  majority  of  men 
and  women  when  the  real  conditions  are  brought  home  to  them.

point  inward  bound  to  Brookline  Village  and  thence  into  Boston, 
and  to  transfer  from  outward  bound  Harvard  avenue  cars  to  out- 
ward bound  Commonwealth  avenue  cars,  this  privilege  not  to  apply 
to  passengers  boarding  the  car  in  the  subway,  because  there  they 
may  conveniently  board  Commonwealth  avenue  cars.

Ordered,  That  free  transfer  privileges  be  instituted  by  the  Bos- 
ton Elevated  Eailway  Company  at  the  junction  of  Commonwealth 
avenue  and  Harvard  avenue,  in  the  Brighton  district  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  to  provide  for  transfer  as  follows : 

From  inward  bound  Commonwealth  avenue  cars  to  inward  bound 
Harvard  avenue  cars; 

From  outward  bound  Harvard  avenue  cars  to  outward  bound 
Commonwealth  avenue  cars,  except  to  passengers  boarding  the  car 
in  the  subway.

Traffic  Begulations. 

Petition  of  the  selectmen  of  Greenfield  for  approval  of  regulations 
relative  to  street  railway  traffic  in  that  town. 
This  petition  is  brought  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Acts  of  1906,  chapter  463,  part  III,  section  74,  and  has  been  the 
subject  of  a  hearing  and  careful  investigation.  Eules  9  and  10 
only  of  those  submitted  relate  to  the  operation  of  street  railway 
cars.     Eule  9  reads  as  follows : 

No  street  car  or  other  vehicle  shall  stop  at  the  corner  of  Federal 
street,  between  Ames  and  Main  streets,  for  any  purpose  except  when 
actually  loading  or  unloading  bulky  merchandise. 
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It  appears  that  it  is  feared  the  stopping  of  the  cars  at  this  point 
may  interfere  with  the  movements  of  the  fire  apparatus  from  a 
fire  engine  house  which  is  located  on  the  west  side  of  Federal  street, 
about  one  hundred  feet  from  Main  street.  It  further  appears  that 
it  has  been  the  practice  for  southbound  cars  of  the  Connecticut 
Valley  street  railway,  after  discharging  passengers  at  this  point, 
to  stop,  either  to  await  its  schedule  or  to  allow  the  northbound  car 
to  come  in  sight  before  proceeding  into  Main  street.  The  Com- 
mission believes  it  would  be  a  hardship,  especially  in  inclement 
weather,  to  compel  the  travelling  public,  after  leaving  the  car,  to 
cross  a  street  one  hundred  feet  wide  to  reach  Main  street,  where 
most  of  the  business  places  of  Greenfield  are  located,  and  that  the 
main  cause  of  complaint  would  be  removed  if  the  cars  were  per- 
mitted to  stop  only  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  and  delivering 
passengers  and  when  loading  or  unloading  bulky  merchandise. 

It  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  regulations  made  and  promulgated  by  the  se- 
lectmen of  Greenfield  relative  to  traffic  in  that  town  be  revised,  so 
far  as  the  operation  of  street  railway  cars  is  concerned,  by  sub- 
stituting for  Rule  9  the  following: 

Street  railway  cars  shall  stop  at  the  corner  of  Federal  and  Main 
streets  only  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  and  delivering  passengers, 
and  when  actually  loading  or  unloading  bulky  merchandise. 

And  it  is  further 

Ordered,  That  said  regulations,  as  revised,  be  hereby  approved.

Weekly  Payment  of  Wages. 

Petition  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  and  Pacific  Railway  (by  8.  L. 
Parrott,   General  New  England  Agent)    for  exemption  from 
the  requirement  of  law  relative  to  the  tveekly  payment  of  cer- 
tain of  its  employees. 
After  notice  and  hearing  and  further  consideration,  under  the

Acts  of  the  year  1911,  providing  for  weekly  payments  of  wages  of 
employees,  so  far  as  its  office  in  the  city  of  Boston  is  concerned.

Wheelguards. 


Petition  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  conference  board  of 
street  railway  employees  of  Massachusetts  relative  to  the 
equipment  of  street  railway  cars  with  suitable  wheelguards, 
fenders,  heated  and  glass  vestibules  and  air  brakes. 

Meraorandum.' 
After  public  hearings  and  further  consideration,  the  Commission 
makes  the  following  memorandum : 

1.  Fenders  and  Wheelguards.  —  Street  railway  companies  op- 
erating in  the  commonwealth  have  equipped  their  cars  with  fenders 
and  wheelguards  of  a  type  approved  either  by  the  board  of  rail- 
road commissioners  or  by  this  Commission. 

2.  Air  Brakes.  —  The  policy  of  the  Commission  with  regard  to 
the  installation  of  air  brakes  upon  street  railway  cars  is  indicated 
in  the  thirty-fourth  annual  report  of  the  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners (see  page  45),  as  folloAvs: 

The  power  brake  has  been  for  several  years  in  use  upon  many  rail- 
ways in  this  state.  The  Board  has  on  more  than  one  occasion  expressed 
the  opinion  that  all  clonble-truck  cars  equipped  for  high  speed  upon 
inter-urban  railwaj'S  should  be  provided  with  power  brakes.  Compa- 
nies have  as  a  rule  accepted  this  suggestion,  and  have  taken  steps  to 
equbp  with  such  brakes  all  cars  of  this  character  which  had  not  already 
been  provided  with  them. 

We  believe  that  the  rule  should  be  made  general  that  all  heavy  cars 
operated  at  a  high  speed  should  have  a  power  brake.  For  light  cars 
operated  at  a  sIoav  speed,  particularly  those  which  pass  through  crowded 
streets  under  circumstances  which  require  the  motormen  to  constantly 
stop  and  start  them  in  order  to  avoid  collision  with  other  traffic,  the 
hand  brake  may  have  advantages. 
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In  compliance  with  the  above  suggestions  of  the  hoard  of  rail- 
road commissioners,  double-truck  cars  operated  on  high  speed  lines 
are  now  generally  equipped  with  air  brakes,  and  it  is  the  policy  of 
the  street  railway  companies  to  install  air  brakes  on  all  new  double- 
truck  cars. 

3.  Heated  Vestibules  and  Glass  Vestibules  or  Wind  Shields.  — 
With  respect  to  these  subjects,  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion 
that  it  would  not  be  justified  in  requiring  companies  to  furnish 
facilities  for  heating  all  ear  vestibules  in  winter,  or  in  providing 
glass  vestibules  or  wind  shields  on  all  open  cars.  It  appears  that 
while  very  few  car  vestibules  are  heated,  a  number  of  companies 
have  provided  either  glass  vestibules  or  wind  shields  on  many  of 
their  open  cars. 

There  are  some  long-distance  high-speed  lines  on  which  heated 
vestibules  on  box  cars  in  the  winter  and  glass  vestibules  or  wind 
shields  on  open  cars  in  the  summer  may  be  required,  and  with  this 
object  in  view  the  Commission  will  continue  its  study  and  investi- 
gation of  these  particular  subjects.

way service  furnished  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  and 
the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  in  the  metropolitan  district; 
and  to  report  their  conclusions  and  recommendations,  if  any,  to  the 
general  court  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  next  January.  The  joint 
commission  shall  give  public  hearings  and  shall  have  authority  to  admin- 
ister oaths  and  to  require  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production 
of  books  and  papers.  Members  of  the  commission  shall  serve  without 
compensation,  but  the  commission  may  expend  for  necessary  purposes 
a  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  which  amount  shall  be 
assessed  upon  the  metropolitan  parks  district. 

In  accordance  with  this  Resolve  the  joint  commission  met 
and  organized  by  the  election  of  Frederick  J.  Macleod,  Chair- 
man of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  as  Chairman,  and 
James  B.  Noyes,  of  the  Boston  Transit  Commission  as 
Secretary. 

Nine  advertised  public  hearings  were  held  on  the  following 
dates:  September  4th,  5th,  17th,  November  14th,  21st,  28th, 
December  11th,  12th  and  15th.  In  addition  the  joint  com- 
mission has  held  many  conferences  with  the  interested  parties. 
For  reasons  already  made  clear  in  communications  to  the 
General  Court  the  joint  commission  was  unable  to  complete 
its  report  on  or  before  the  10th  day  of  January,  1914,  and  was 
obliged  to  ask  for  an  extension  of  time. 

After  careful  consideration  of  all  the  matters  which  have 
been  brought  before  it  and  as  thorough  a  study  of  the  situation 
as  time  and  the  other  duties  of  the  two  commissions  would 
permit,  the  joint  commission  now  submits  its  report  to  the 
General  Court  in  compliance  with  the  Resolve. 

CHARACTER    OF    THE    INQUIRY. 

The  language  of  the  Resolve  is  very  broad  and  might  be 
construed  to  include  an  investigation  of  all  matters  in  any  way 
affecting  the  operation,  service,  accommodations  or  facilities 
of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  and  the  Bay  State 
Street  Railway  Company  in  the  metropolitan  district.  The 
legislative  history  of  the  Resolve,  however,  seemed  to  indicate 
that  the  intent  of  the  Legislature  was  that  only,  or  at  least 
primarily,  matters  affecting  the  dual  service  of  the  two  com- 
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panies  named  should  be  considered.  This  view  is  reinforced 
by  the  fact  that  the  Legislature  then  had  under  consideration 
chapter  784  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  by  which  the  Public  Service 
Commission  was  given  full  authority  to  deal  with  all  matters 
affecting  the  service  or  operation  of  a  single  company.  Under 
that  Act  the  Public  Service  Commission  may  investigate  any 
complaints  as  to  rates  or  service  and,  without  reporting  to  the 
General  Court,  may  prescribe  such  remedies  as  may  in  its 
opinion  be  just  and  reasonable.  Various  parties,  however, 
appeared  at  the  hearings  and  expressed  the  desire  to  be  heard 
upon  certain  matters  affecting  the  service  rendered  by  the  in- 
dividual companies.  The  joint  commission,  therefore,  con- 
cluded to  hear  any  complaints  of  this  character  which  might 
be  presented  to  it. 

The  subjects  considered  by  the  joint  commission,  therefore, 
may  be  divided  into  two  classes: 

I.  Complaints  relating  to  the  service  furnished  by  a  single 
company. 

II.  Complaints  relating  to  the  dual  or  conjunctive  service 
of  the  two  companies. 

As  the  problems  presented  by  these  two  lines  of  inquiry  are 
radically  different  it  seems  desirable  that  they  should  receive 
separate  treatment, 

I.     COMPLAINTS   RELATING    TO    SERVICE    FURNISHED    BY 
A    SINGLE    COMPANY. 

With  reference  to  those  matters  which  fall  within  this  sub- 
division of  the  report,  the  most  general  cause  of  complaint 
against  both  companies  was  the  crowded  condition  of  the  cars 
and  irregularity  of  service,  especially  during  the  rush  hours. 
That  such  conditions  exist  upon  certain  lines  of  both  companies 
is  a  matter  of  general  knowledge.  An  improvement  of  the 
service  in  this  respect  is  urgently  needed,  but  there  are  many 
practical  difficulties  in  bringing  about  as  large  a  measure  of 
relief  as  is  desirable. 

One  of  the  facts  most  difficult  to  meet  in  urban  transportation 
is  the  great  variation  in  the  amount  of  traffic.  The  variation  of 
traffic  in  different  months,  as  indicated  by  the  gross  monthly 
earnings  of  the  companies,  is  marked.     Variations  from  day  to 
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day  are  proportionately  even  greater.  A  pleasant  day  will 
bring  out  crowds  of  passengers  and  severely  overtax  certain  lines 
of  travel.  The  greatest  difference,  however,  occurs  in  the  dif- 
ferent hours  of  the  day.  The  rush  hours  are,  as  every  one 
knows,  in  the  early  forenoon  and  in  the  late  afternoon,  the 
greatest  traffic  occurring  during  the  latter  period.  These  varia- 
tions are  illustrated  by  the  statistical  tables  which  are  filed  as 
Appendices  1  to  7,  inclusive,  with  this  report. 

It  is  this  great  variation  in  the  hourly  traffic  which  is  the 
principal  cause  of  overcrowding.  The  tables  given  in  Appen- 
dix 8  of  this  report,  showing  the  seats  furnished  by  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  and  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway 
Company  compared  with  the  passengers  carried  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1913,  indicate  that  both  of  these  companies 
furnish  in  the  aggregate  during  the  entire  twenty-four  hours 
as  many  seats  as  they  carry  passengers. 

These  figures,  however,  indicate  merely  that  there  would  be 
an  ample  number  of  seats  for  all  passengers  carried  upon  the 
lines  of  both  companies  if  the  cars  were  apportioned  with  exact 
accuracy  to  the  needs  of  each  community  and  if  the  travel  were 
evenly  distributed  throughout  all  hours  of  the  day.  That  sup- 
position is,  however,  so  much  at  variance  with  the  facts  as  to 
rob  these  figures  of  any  large  significance.  The  discomfort  at- 
tendant upon  overcrowding  during  the  rush  hours  is  not  lessened 
by  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  surplus  seats  are  available 
when  they  are  not  needed. 

The  problem  of  handling  the  enormous  volume  of  traffic  which 
moves  during  the  rush  hours  in  every  large  city  is  one  of  ex- 
traordinary difficulty.  This  difficulty  cannot  be  adequately  met 
by  furnishing  additional  cars,  owing  to  the  fact  that  on  many 
lines  existing  tracks  and  facilities  are  utilized  to  their  full 
capacity.  Eor  instance,  it  would  be  practically  impossible  to 
add  to  the  number  of  cars  now  being  operated  during  the  rush 
hours  through  the  Park  street  station  of  the  Tremont  street 
subway  or  through  Boylston  street,  and  yet  these  cars  are  almost 
all  crowded  with  people  standing.  The  situation  is  much  the 
same  at  other  points  where  overcrowded  conditions  are  most 
acute. 

It  is  true,  however,   that  on  some  lines  additional  cars  or 
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additional  power  supply  or  additional  double-tracking  would 
greatly  relieve  the  congestion  during  the  rush  hours.  The  en- 
largement of  existing  terminal  facilities  and  the  construction 
of  additional  subways  would  also  promote  improvements  in  the 
existing  service.  Improvements  of  this  kind,  however,  involve 
large  expenditures  by  the  companies,  and  cannot  all  be  made  at 
once.  Additional  facilities  are  constantly  being  supplied  by  the 
companies  on  their  own  volition  or  under  the  direction  of  the 
Public  Service  Commission.  The  joint  commission  suggests 
that  these  matters  may  well  be  left  with  the  Public  Service 
Commission,  which  has  ample  authority  to  deal  with  them. 

In  addition  to  the  improvements  in  service  which  are  possible 
through  increased  facilities,  a  large  measure  of  relief  .would 
be  furnished  by  a  better  distribution  of  existing  traffic.  Pres- 
ent conditions  are  much  aggravated  by  the  tendency  of  pas- 
sengers to  crowd  into  the  first  car  that  comes  along,  even  if  it 
is  immediately  followed  by  another  car  with  plenty  of  available 
seats.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  ex- 
periments have  also  been  made  by  the  companies  in  running  an 
express  service  on  certain  of  the  longer  routes.  This  tends  to 
segregate  local  from  long  distance  passengers  and  to  bring  about 
a  better  distribution  of  travel.  We  believe  that  this  express 
service  might  well  be  extended  to  other  long  distance  lines 
where  it  can  be  done  without  impairment  of  proper  local  fa- 
cilities. 

Some  improvements  might  also  be  brought  about  through 
traffic  regulations  covering  vehicles  in  the  streets  and  the  en- 
forcement of  the  same  by  the  police.  Some  further  regulations 
covering  the  opening  and  closing  of  drawbridges  would  also 
prevent  obstruction  of  traffic  on  certain  lines  during  the  rush 
hours. 

It  is  sometimes  urged  that  a  street  railway  company  should 
provide  every  passenger  with  a  seat,  but  however  desirable  this 
might  be  in  the  public  interest,  such  a  requirement,  owing  to 
conditions  already  explained  and  occasional  extraordinary  de- 
mands upon  the  service,  would  be  impossible  of  execution ;  but 
if  it  is  impracticable  under  present  conditions  to  expect  that 
all  passengers  will  be  furnished  with  seats,  it  is  to  be  expected 
that  if  they  are  asked  to  stand  they  will  be   provided   with 
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proper  standing  room.  The  fact  that  it  may  be  impossible  to 
furnish  all  passengers  with  seats  at  all  times  does  not  justify 
excessive  or  indecent  overcrowding. 

The  suggestion  has  frequently  been  made  that  a  limit  should 
be  placed  upon  the  number  of  persons  who  are  permitted  to 
stand  on  street  railway  cars.  If  any  regulations  of  this  kind 
are  to  be  made  effective,  some  legislation  seems  necessary  in 
order  to  give  the  officials  of  the  company  authority  to  exclude 
from  the  cars  passengers  who  may  persist  in  their  attempt  to 
board  a  car  after  it  already  has  its  full  complement  of  standing 
passengers.  This  remedy  has  been  tried  in  a  few  cities,  but 
we  are  not  informed  as  to  the  degree  with  which  it  is  en- 
forced. For  instance,  in  Minneapolis  an  ordinance  commonly 
known  as  the  straphangers'  ordinance  limits  the  number  of 
standing  passengers  to  50  per  cent,  of  the  standing  capacity  of 
the  car. 

It  may  prove  practicable  to  recommend  or  require  the  street 
railway  companies  to  allow  only  a  certain  number  of  persons 
standing  in  each  car.  We  have  not  had  sufficient  opportunity 
of  investigating  this  matter  to  be  able  to  make  any  definite 
recommendation  as  to  what  this  number  should  be.  The  gen- 
eral principle  is  all  that  can  now  be  suggested. 

While  any  such  rule  might  tend  to  relieve  the  present  con- 
gestion of  street  railway  travel,  it  is  also  open  to  serious  ob- 
jection. As  we  have  already  indicated,  it  would  probably  prove 
very  difficult  of  enforcement  when  a  multitude  of  people  present 
themselves  for  admittance  to  a  car  and  insist  upon  getting  on. 
The  enforcement  of  any  inflexible  rule  of  this  character  might 
also  produce  considerable  hardship.  For  instance,  a  night  car 
running  once  an  hour  may  ordinarily  carry  but  ten  or  twenty 
people.  Some  night  an  unexpected  contingency  occurs  and  a 
hundred  people  or  more  attempt  to  crowd  upon  the  car.  It 
would  be  a  great  injustice  to  force  them  to  wait  an  hour  for 
another  car,  and  the  company  can  hardly  be  expected  to  be 
prepared  at  all  times  for  unforeseen  exigencies  of  this  kind. 
Perhaps  the  most  that  can  be  said  is  that  where  cars  on  a  cer- 
tain line  are  habitually  overcrowded  and  no  other  remedy  is 
practicable  this  remedy  should  be  applied.  Some  further  in- 
vestigation of  this  matter  by  the  Public  Service  Commission 
might  be  productive  of  good  results. 
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So  far  as  present  conditions  are  susceptible  of  improvement 
ample  authority  is  vested  in  the  Public  Service  Commission  to 
deal  with  them.  This  joint  commission,  therefore,  makes  no 
recommendation  in  regard  to  overcrowding  and  other  operating 
conditions.  The  facts  which  have  been  brought  out  in  the 
hearings  are,  of  course,  available  for  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission whenever  these  matters  are  brought  before  it  for  definite 
action. 

It  may  be  worth  while  to  point  out,  however,  that  the  work 
now  being  undertaken  by  the  Transit  Commission  will  probably 
remedy  a  number  of  the  difficulties  which  have  been  complained 
of.  There  is,  undoubtedly,  much  overcrowding  on  the  Wash- 
ington street  tunnel  trains  and  at  Dudley  street  station.  This 
and  the  Park  street  station  are  probably  the  most  congested 
points  in  the  transportation  district  of  Boston  and  the  ones 
most  in  need  of  relief.  The  construction  of  the  Dorchester 
tunnel  to  Andrew  square  will  make  the  latter  point  a  dis- 
tributing center  for  the  Dorchester  district  similar  to  what 
Dudley  street  now  is,  and  may  reasonably  be  expected  to  very 
largely  relieve  that  crowded  terminus. 

Chapter  741  of  the  Acts  of  1911  provided  that  the  Boylston 
street  subway  should  have  its  terminus  at  Park  street,  requir- 
ing the  substantial  enlargement  of  the  present  Park  street 
station.  Chapter  810,  Acts  of  1913,  however,  authorized  the 
Transit  Commission  to  make  a  temporary  connection  of  the 
Boylston  street  subway  tracks  with  those  of  the  present  Tremont 
street  subway  and  to  make  a  further  report  with  reference  to 
the  permanent  terminal  of  the  Boylston  street  subway. 

In  the  part  of  chapter  741,  Acts  of  1911,  relating  to  the 
Dorchester  tunnel,  the  Commission  is  authorized  to  enlarge 
Park  street  station  independent  of  the  Boylston  street  subway. 
The  Transit  Commission  has,  within  a  short  time,  received  the 
consent  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  to  this  en- 
largement, and  it  is  its  purpose  to  proceed  immediately  to  make 
such  enlargement  as  will  be  consistent  with  whatever  conclusion 
may  ultimately  be  reached  as  to  the  permanent  terminal  of  the 
Boylston  street  subway. 

Similarly,  the  construction  of  the  extension  of  the  East  Bos- 
ton tunnel  will  very  much  increase  the  traffic  accommodations 
afforded  the  communities  which  it  serves.     At  the  present  time. 
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only  about  76  cars  per  hour  can  be  operated  at  the  Scoliay 
square  terminal,  and  at  the  rush  hours  these  cars  are  naturally 
crowded.  The  extension  of  the  tunnel,  by  which  the  present 
stub  terminal  will  be  replaced  by  a  loop,  will  enable  a  maximum 
of  not  less  than  250  cars  per  hour  to  be  operated,  and  will, 
therefore,  very  much  ameliorate  the  conditions. 

II.     COMPLAINTS  RELATING  TO   THE   DUAL   OR  CONJUNC- 
TIVE   SERVICE    OF   THE   TWO   RAILWAY   COMPANIES. 

As  we  have  already  pointed  out,  it  was  this  phase  of  the 
present  inquiry  which  the  legislature  had  chiefly  in  mind  when 
the  resolve  creating  this  Joint  Commission  was  enacted.  It  is 
therefore  the  most  important,  as  it  has  proved  to  be  the  most 
difficult  problem  with  which  this  Commission  has  had  to  deal. 

Most  of  the  subjects  which  fall  within  this  subdivision  of 
our  report  were  requests  for  an  increase  of  accommodations  for 
a  single  five  cent  fare,  —  some  contemplating  an  extension  of 
the  Boston  Elevated  lines  through  streets  where  no  lines  now 
exist,  others  asking  that  the  cars  of  one  company  should  run 
upon  the  tracks  of  the  other,  carrying  passengers  a  longer  dis- 
tance for  one  fare.  One  or  two  requests  were  for  through  cars 
which  would  dispense  with  changing  cars  but  without  any  re- 
duction in  fare. 

Before  dealing  with  the  specific  complaints  presented  by 
different  communities  within  the  metropolitan  district,  it  seems 
desirable  to  consider  the  present  street  railway  situation  in 
some  of  its  broader  aspects. 

Statement  of  the  Present  Situation. 

There  is  no  question  of  the  fact  that  there  are  inequalities 
in  the  street  railway  service  in  different  parts  of  the  metropoli- 
tan district.  Starting  from  the  center  of  the  city  it  is  possible 
to  ride  a  much  greater  distance  for  a  single  fare  in  some  direc- 
tions than  in  others,  and  on  some  lines  there  is  less  overcrowding 
and  greater  speed  than  on  others. 

The  following  table  will  illustrate  some  of  these  inequalities :

The  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  has  only  one  line 
running  to  the  center  of  Boston,  namely  that  which  passes 
through  Chelsea  to  Scollay  square.  On  this  line  a  passenger 
can  ride  for  a  five  cent  fare  from  Scollay  square  to  Cliftondale, 
Saugus,  a  distance  of  8.40  miles. 

The  following  table  illustrates  various  long  rides  which  may 
be  taken  for  a  single  fare  on  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway 
Company's  lines :

An  examination  of  these  tables  shows  that  a  person  may  ride 
from  the  center  of  the  city  to  Arlington  Heights,  Wayerley, 
Middlesex  Fells,  Charles  River  or  Milton  Lower  Mills,  all  dis- 
tances exceeding  seven  miles,  for  a  single  fare.  The  longest 
ride  from  the  center  of  the  city  on  the  elevated  lines  is  to  Milton 
Lower  Mills  via  Forest  Hills,  a  distance  of  9.76  miles;  while 
the  shortest  distances  are  those  to  Marine  park  in  South  Boston, 
a  distance  of  3.19  miles,  and  to  Chelsea  via  East  Boston,  a  dis- 
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tance  of  3.38  miles  —  this  last  trip  costing  six  cents  on  account 
of  the  East  Boston  tunnel  toll. 

So  far  as  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  lines  are  concerned, 
the  inhabitants  of  Chelsea,  Revere  and  neighboring  towns  are 
certainly  at  a  disadvantage  compared  with  some  other  suburbs 
of  Boston. 

The  residents  of  Chelsea  and  Revere,  as  well  as  of  other 
communities  as  far  as  eight  miles  from  Boston,  may  travel  to 
and  from  Boston  over  the  lines  of  the  Bay  State  street  railway 
for  a  single  fare.  But  travel  by  these  lines,  therefore,  is  often 
slow  and  subject  to  vexatious  delays,  due  to  the  operation  of 
the  drawbridges  and  the  congestion  of  street  travel.  The  Bos- 
ton Elevated  line  through  the  East  Boston  tunnel  avoids  most 
of  these  obstructions,  and  is  a  quicker  and  more  convenient 
route ;  but  some  of  the  cars  reach  only  the  easterly  part  of 
Chelsea,  and  the  others  run  only  to  Orient  Heights,  a  distance 
of  4.03  miles  from  the  center  of  Boston,  and  a  change  of  cars 
and  an  additional  fare  are  required  in  order  to  reach  Revere 
Beach  reservation  or  other  points  beyond  Gladstone  street. 

The  charter  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  pro- 
vides that  only  a  single  five  cent  fare  shall  be  charged  for  a 
continuous  passage  in  the  same  general  direction  between  any 
two  points  in  the  territory  covered  by  this  system.  Thus,  a 
passenger  may  not  only  ride  from  Arlington  to  the  center  of 
Boston,  a  distance  of  8.66  miles,  for  five  cents,  but,  if  he  desires 
he  may  transfer  and  continue  his  ride  as  far  as  Mattapan  or 
the  Charles  river,  covering  in  this  way  a  distance  of  18  miles 
or  over  for  five  cents.  Even  longer  rides  than  this  are  possible 
under  present  transfer  arrangements. 

In  contrast  with  these  long  rides  for  a  single  fare,  there  are 
other  instances  where  two  fares  must  be  paid  for  a  very  short 
distance.  A  five  cent  fare  is  charged  both  by  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Company  and  the  Bay  State  Company  for  a  single  ride, 
however  short.  If,  therefore,  a  passenger  wishes  to  ride  from 
a  point  on  one  line  near  any  junction  to  a  point  on  another  line 
beyond  it,  he  must  of  course  change  cars  and  pay  two  fares. 
This  inequality,  however,  is  inherent  in  the  present  situation. 
If  the  junction  point  is  changed  the  inequality  will  exist  in  a 
different  location. 
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There  are  some  other  cases  where  more  than  a  single  five  cent 
fare  is  charged  for  a  comparatively  short  ride.  Such  instances 
are  the  following: — 

1.  Any  passage  through  the  East  Boston  tunnel,  as  for  in- 
stance, from  Scollay  square  to  Maverick  square  in  East  Boston, 
costs  six  cents,  on  account  of  the  tunnel  toll.  It  should  be 
remembered,  however,  that  the  amount  of  the  tunnel  toll,  one 
cent,  though  collected  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany, is  turned  over  to  the  city  of  Boston  after  deducting  the 
expense  of  collection. 

2.  The  fare  from  any  part  of  East  Boston  to  any  point  on 
the  line  of  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  in  Chelsea 
north  of  Chelsea  square  or  to  any  part  of  Revere  is  eight  cents, 
four  cents  to  the  Bay  State  and  four  cents  to  the  Boston  Elevated. 

3.  The  fare  from  any  part  of  East  Boston  to  Mystic  Wharf, 
or  Charlestown  jSTavy  Yard  via  Chelsea  square,  is  ten  cents,  — 
five  cents  to  the  Bay  State  and  five  cents  to  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated. If  the  trip  is  made  by  the  East  Boston  tunnel  the  fare 
is  six  cents,  and  is  all  paid  to  the  Boston  Elevated. 

4.  The  fare  from  any  part  of  East  Boston  via  Chelsea  square 
and  the  Bay  State  street  railway  to  some  points  on  the  lines  of 
the  Elevated  railway  in  Everett  or  Maiden  is  13  cents,  —  four 
cents  to  the  Bay  State  and  nine  cents  to  the  Boston  Elevated. 
If  the  trip  is  made  via  the  East  Boston  tunnel  and  Sullivan 
square  the  fare  is  six  cents  and  is  all  paid  to  the  Boston  Elevated 
Company. 

5.  The  fare  by  the  most  direct  route  from  any  part  of 
Maiden  or  Everett  on  the  lines  of  the  Boston  Elevated  to  any 
point  on  the  lines  of  the  Bay  State  Co.  in  the  same  cities 
is  ten  cents,  —  five  cents  to  the  Elevated  and  five  cents  to  the 
Bay  State. 

6.  The  fare  from  any  point  on  the  lines  of  the  Bay  State 
in  Chelsea  to  some  points  on  the  lines  of  the  Elevated  in  Everett 
or  Maiden  is  ten  cents,  —  five  cents  to  the  Bay  State  and  five 
cents  to  the  Elevated.  If  the  trip,  however,  is  made  first  to 
City  square,  Charlestown,  thence  to  Sullivan  square  and  out 
again  to  Everett  and  Maiden,  the  fare  is  eight  cents,  —  four 
cents  to  the  Bay  State  and  four  cents  to  the  Elevated. 

The  inequalities  which  have  been  described  are  undeniable. 
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and  at  first  sight  may  seem  unfair.  It  might  seem,  theoretically, 
that  every  passenger  should  have  a  right  to  ride  an  equal  dis- 
tance for  the  same  fare,  no  matter  at  what  point  he  might 
begin  to  ride.  There  is  no  practicable  way,  however,  of  bring- 
ing about  such  an  ideal  arrangement  or  of  collecting  fares  in 
such  a  way  that  every  passenger  can  ride  an  equal  distance 
for  an  equal  payment.  No  system  has  ever  been  put  in  opera- 
tion which  will  accomplish  this  result.  Even  the  zone  system 
entirely  fails  to  accomplish  it,  as  this  simply  provides  that  the 
fare  from  any  point  within  a  given  zone  to  any  point  in 
another  zone  shall  be  the  same.  On  the  Hungarian  steam  rail- 
roads, for  instance,  the  first  zone  is  fifteen  miles  in  width,  and 
the  second  nine  miles,  and  a  passenger  pays  the  same  fare  for 
traveling  one  mile  that  he  does  for  traveling  fifteen,  or  the 
same  for  traveling  lS1/^  miles  that  he  does  for  traveling  twenty- 
four.  On  street  railways  the  zones  would  of  course '  be  much 
narrower,  but  there  would  still  be  inequalities. 

There  are  even  greater  inequalities  in  other  branches  of  the 
public  service.  Moreover,  the  inequalities  of  service  and  of 
fare  in  the  Boston  metropolitan  district,  considerable  as  they 
are,  are  not  arbitrary  inequalities,  deliberately  imposed  by  some 
public  or  private  authority,  but  are  the  result  of  a  natural  de- 
velopment, in  the  course  of  which  all  communities  have  bene- 
fited, although  some  have  benefited  more  than  others. 

Further,  some  of  the  existing  disparities  are  the  result  of 
physical  and  topographical  conditions  which  cannot  be  elimin- 
ated. For  instance,  Chelsea  and  Revere  are  separated  from  the 
business  district  of  Boston  by  streams,  constituting  natural  ob- 
structions which  there  is  no  way  of  avoiding  except  by  the 
construction  of  bridges  and  tunnels,  which  involve  enormous 
expense  as  compared  with  the  cost  of  ordinary  street  railway 
locations.  Natural  obstacles,  therefore,  can  only  be  removed 
at  the  expense  of  creating  new  financial  burdens. 

Notwithstanding  these  considerations,  a  reasonable  approach 
to  equality  of  facilities  is  much  to  be  desired,  and  various  in- 
equalities, which  have  been  described  above,  are  real  and  vex- 
atious. 

The  fact,  however,  that  these  inequalities  are  not  arbitrary, 
but  are  the  result  of  development,  in  the  course  of  which  even 
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communities  which  now  seem  to  be  discriminated  against  have 
greatly  benefited,  will  be  more  clearly  understood  if  we  outline 
briefly  what  the  course  of  this  historical  development  has  been. 

Histokical  Outline  of  the  Development  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  and  of  the  Bay  State 
Street  Railway  Company  in  the  Metropolitan  Dis- 
trict. 

Street  cars  have  been  operated  in  Boston  for  more  than  fifty 
years,  but  it  was  not  until  1887  that  steps  were  taken  to  unify 
the  street  railway  service  and  adapt  it  to  the  needs  of  the  metro- 
politan district.  Before  that  date  the  street  railway  systems 
consisted  of  several  independent  horse  car  lines  radiating  from 
the  business  center.  There  were  practically  no  through  lines 
and  few  free  transfers.  Chapter  413  of  the  Acts  of  1887 
authorized  the  consolidation  of  all  but  one  (the  Lynn  &  Boston 
Railroad  Company)  of  the  street  railway  companies  operating 
in  Boston  into  the  West  End  Street  Railway  Company. 

In  accordance  with  this  act  the  properties  of  the  Cambridge, 
Metropolitan,  South  Boston  and  Boston  Consolidated  Street 
Railway  Companies  were,  on  November  12,  1887,  transferred 
to  the  West  End  Street  Railway  Company,  and  all  these  prop- 
erties were  thereafter  operated  under  one  management. 

The  Lynn  &  Boston  Railroad  Company  was  not  included  in 
this  consolidation,  largely  on  account  of  opposition  from  the 
representatives  of  Chelsea  and  Revere,  who  thought  that  the 
consolidation  would  result  in  a  monopoly  and  an  increase  of 
fares  between  these  places  and  Boston.  It  is  largely  as  the 
result  of  this  opposition  that  these  communities  find  themselves 
to-day  in  the  position  of  complainants. 

This  consolidation  resulted  in  a  comprehensive  and  unified 
car  service  for  Boston  and  most  of  its  suburbs.  Through  lines 
were  established,  connecting  the  suburbs  on  each  side  of  the 
city,  fares  were  reduced,  the  interchange  of  traffic  between 
various  lines  was  facilitated,  and  in  many  other  ways  the  ac- 
commodations afforded  to  the  public  were  improved. 

Prior  to  this  time  the  fare  was  generally  six  cents,  although 
five  tickets  were  in  many  cases  sold  for  twenty-five  cents.  The 
fare  to  Arlington  Centre,  the  terminus  in  Arlington,  was  eight 
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cents,  and  the  fare  via  Everett  and  Medford  to  points  on  the 
so-called  Maiden  circuit  was  from  eight  to  ten  cents.  An  eight 
cent  exchange  check  was  provided  by  chapter  113,  section  47 
of  the  public  statutes,  for  passengers  transferring  from  one 
street  railway  system  to  another,  and  a  nine  cent  exchange 
check  between  the  Lynn  &  Boston  Horse  Railroad  and  the  Bos- 
ton street  railways. 

In  those  days  the  traffic  was  very  light  compared  with  what 
it  is  at  present,  the  cars  were  small  and  the  speed  slow.  It  was, 
therefore,  practicable  for  conductors  to  collect  fares  for  short 
distances,  whereas  under  the  changed  conditions  now  existing 
this  would  be  impossible.  We  find,  therefore,  that  on  some  of 
the  lines  the  fare  for  short  distances  was  less  than  five  cents. 
For  instance,  on  the  Cambridge  Street  Railway  about  1880  the 
fares  are  said  to  have  been  as  follows : 

Between  Bowdoin  square  and  the  corner  of  Charles  and  Cambridge 
streets  the  fare  was  two  and  one-half  cents  if  a  strip  of  tickets  was 
bought. 

Between  Bowdoin  square  and  the  following  points  fares  were  as 
follows : 

To  the  railroad  crossing  on  Main  street,  Cambridge,  the  fare  was 
three  cents  cash. 

To  Dana  street  the  fare  was  six  cents  cash  or  five  tickets  for  twenty- 
five  cents. 

To  Harvard  square  the  fare  was  eight  cents  cash,  or  four  tickets  for 
twenty-five  cents. 

To  Lakeview  avenue  the  fare  was  ten  cents  cash  or  six  tickets  for 
fifty  cents. 

To  Mt.  Auburn  the  fare  was  twelve  cents  cash  or  five  tickets  for 
fifty  cents. 

To  Watertown  or  Newton  the  fare  was  fifteen  cents  cash  or  four 
tickets  for  fifty  cents. 

There  was  also  a  local  five  cent  cash  fare  existing  between  Watertown 
and  Newton. 

In  1871  the  fares  on  the  Cambridge  street  railway  varied 
from  three  cents  to  eighteen  cents.  On  the  South  Boston  street 
railway  the  fare  was  six  cents  or  twenty  tickets  for  a  dollar. 
On  the  Metropolitan  street  railway  cash  fares  were  from  five 
to  fifteen  cents,  and  on  the  Midd]esex  street  railway  the  fare 
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from  Boston  to  Winter  Hill,  Medford,  Everett  and  Maiden  was 
ten  cents  cash,  and  to  Union  square  eight  cents. 

In  1880  the  fare  from  the  center  of  Boston  to  Charlestown, 
Winter  Hill  and  Union  square  was  six  cents  cash  or  five  tickets 
for  twenty-five  cents ;  to  Everett,  eight  cents  cash  or  four  tickets 
for  twenty-five  cents;  to  Maiden,  ten  cents  cash  or  three  tickets 
for  twenty-five  cents. 

Shortly  after  the  consolidation  in  1887  the  fares  on  all  lines 
of  the  West  End  Street  Railway  Company  were  made  five  cents 
and  the  exchange  check  with  the  Lynn  &  Boston  was  reduced 
from  nine  cents  to  eight  cents;  eight  cent  exchange  checks  were 
continued  between  different  parts  of  the  system  which  had 
formerly  been  separate  street  railways.  Gradually  a  good  many 
free  transfers  were  instituted,  but  the  volume  of  transferring 
was  trivial  and  the  number  of  transfer  points  were  few  in  com- 
parison with  present  conditions. 

The  above  facts  show  very  clearly  that  the  notable  develop- 
ment in  recent  years  in  respect  to  fares  has  consisted  in  extend- 
ing long  distance  rides  for  five  cents,  while  some  of  those  who 
ride  shorter  distances  now  have  to  pay  slightly  more  than  they 
did  in  the  days  of  the  horse  railway. 

Immediately  after  the  consolidation,  the  West  End  Company 
sought  some  motor  power  more  economical  than  horses  and 
allowing  a  greater  speed  of  operation.  The  installation  of  a 
cable  system  was  already  begun  when  recent  developments  in 
the  use  of  electricity  as  a  motive  power  for  street  cars  were 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  company,  the  cable  project  was 
abandoned  and  electrical  equipment  was  substituted.  The  first 
electric  line  was  opened  January  1,  1889 ;  this  was  between 
Brookline  and  Boston,  being  equipped  in  part  with  an  overhead 
trolley  and  in  part  with  an  underground  conduit  system.  The 
latter  proved  unsatisfactory  and,  after  a  trial  of  several  months, 
it  was  abandoned  and  the  trolley  system  substituted.  On  Feb- 
ruary 16,  1889,  the  first  complete  trolley  line,  that  between 
Cambridge  and  Boston,  was  placed  in  operation ;  it  proved  satis- 
factory from  the  start.  The  first  equipment,  however,  was  some- 
what crude  and  experiments  on  a  large  scale,  costing,  it  is  said, 
more  than  a  million  dollars,  were  required  before  the  develop- 
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ment  stage  was  passed  and  the  trolley  system  became  a  demon- 
strated success. 

With  the  installation  of  electric  operation  great  improvements 
in  the  service  were  made.  The  lines  were  extended  further 
into  the  suburbs,  quicker  time  was  made,  and  much  larger 
cars  were  put  into  use;  fares  were  reduced  and  free  transfer 
privileges  largely  extended. 

In  1897  the  entire  West  End  Street  Railway  Co.  was  leased 
to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company.  During  the  same 
year  the  Tremont  street  subway  was  opened  for  traffic  and  a 
new  era  began,  involving  the  use  of  subway  and  elevated  lines, 
constructed  at  very  large  expense  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
the  bulk  of  the  traffic,  at  considerable  speed,  above  and  below 
the  public  streets  to  points  beyond  the  congested  district,  there 
to  be  distributed  by  surface  cars  in  the  suburbs.  The  period 
since  1897  has  witnessed  the  construction  of  elevated  lines  be- 
tween Sullivan  square,  Dudley  street  and  Forest  Hills,  of  the 
East  Boston  tunnel,  the  Washington  street  tunnel  and  the 
Cambridge  subway,  and  of  the  East  Cambridge  elevated  and 
viaduct  line.  These  lines,  providing  for  rapid  transit,  have 
cost,  in  the  aggregate,  with  the  Tremont  street  subway,  about 
$52,000,000. 

Notwithstanding  this  enormous  investment  within  the  last 
twenty  years  for  the  purpose  of  providing  rapid  transit  facilities, 
expenditure  for  this  purpose  is  going  on  at  the  present  time  at 
a  more  rapid  rate  than  ever  before.  The  Boylston  street  sub- 
way, the  Dorchester  tunnel  and  the  extension  of  the  East  Bos- 
ton tunnel  are  all  under  construction,  involving  a  total  addi- 
tional cost  of  approximately  $15,000,000. 

One  result  of  these  improvements  has  been  to  make  it  im- 
possible to  collect  fares  for  very  short  distances  on  account  of 
the  large  size  of  the  cars  and  their  comparatively  high  speed. 
Long  distance  riding  has  very  much  increased  and  great  de- 
velopments have  taken  place  in  the  suburban  districts.  The 
average  length  of  a  half  round  trip  between  the  center  of  the 
city  and  suburban  points  in  1889  was  3.62  miles;  in  1913  the 
average  length  of  a  half  round  trip  of  surface  cars  was  4.28 
miles.  A  very  large  number  of  the  surface  lines  from  the 
center  of  the  city  have  been  abandoned  and  replaced  by  rapid 
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transit  lines  which  carry  passengers  to  distributing  points  be- 
yond the  congested  district,  as  at  Sullivan  square,  Dudley  street 
and  Forest  Hills. 

Some  interesting  comparative  information  relative  to  con- 
ditions at  the  time  of  consolidation  and  at  the  present  time 
is  given  in  the  following  table:

Attention  is  especially  called  to  the  enormous  increase  in 
the  frequency  of  the  service  as  indicated  by  the  number  of  car 
miles  run  per  mile  of  track  operated.  In  1887  this  was  62,667 
miles  on  the  average,  while  in  1913  it  was  113,054,  an  increase 
of  82  per  cent. 

The  charter  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  pro- 
vides (section  10,  chapter  500  of  the  Acts  of  1897)  : 

Said  corjDoration  may  establish  and  take  a  toll  or  fare  which  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  five  cents  for  a  single  continuous  passage  in  the  same 
general  direction  upon  the  roads  owned,  leased  or  operated  by  it;  and 
this  sum  shall  not  be  reduced  by  the  legislature  during  the  period  of 
twenty-five  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

This  provision  has  made  it  necessary  to  greatly  enlarge  the 
free  transfer  system,  and  has  made  possible  the  long  rides  for 
a  single  fare  referred  to  above. 

It  should  also  be  remarked  that  in  the  old  days,  before  con- 
solidation, there  was  much  joint  use  of  tracks  by  the  various 
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companies.  Competition  between  the  companies  under  these 
conditions  resulted  in  very  poor  service  to  the  public,  owing 
to  the  frequent  and  often  deliberate  blocking  of  one  car  by 
another.  These  conditions  are  still  fresh  in  the  memories  of 
some  of  those  who  will  read  this  report,  and  they  were  un- 
doubtedly one  of  the  main  causes  for  the  consolidation  in  1887 ; 
by  it  past  difficulties  and  deficiencies  have  been  mainly  removed 
and  a  service  has  been  developed  which,  in  the  opinion  of  many 
experts,  is  not  on  the  whole  excelled  in  any  large  city  in  the 
world.1 

Bay  State  Stkeet  Railway  Company. 
Aside  from  the  development  of  the  lines  now  operated  by 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company,  there  are  other  sub- 
urban lines  in  the  metropolitan  district,  such  as  those  of  the 
Newton  and  Boston  Railway,  the  Boston  and  Worcester  and 
the  Blue  Hill  street  railway.  The  most  important  of  these 
companies,  however,  is  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company, 
which  operates  the  largest  mileage  of  any  street  railway  in  the 
world,  its  lines  extending  from  Nashua,  N.  H.,  through  Mas- 
sachusetts to  Providence  and  Newport,  R.  I.     This  company 

1  A  recent  paper  by  George  Duncan  Snyder,  published  in  the  minutes  of  proceedings  of  the 
Institution  of  Civil  Engineers,  London,  March  11,  1913,  on  "City  Passenger-Transportation 
in  the  United  States,"  contains  the  following  statement:  — 

"Boston's  transit  system  is  more  diversified  than  that  of  any  other  city  in  the  United  States. 
It  has  one  system  of  elevated  lines  for  use  by  multiple-unit  trains  and  another  for  use  by  electric 
tramcars,  and  it  has  two  systems  of  underground  railways  for  the  use  of  multiple-unit  trains  — ■ 
one  for  the  use  of  electric  tramcars,  so  as  to  relieve  congestion  on  the  streets,  and  the  other  to 
enable  the  tramcars  to  cross  the  harbour.  Its  subway  was  the  first  to  be  opened  in  the  United 
States.  Its  transit  system  has  been  developed  steadily,  and  it  has  kept  pace  with  the  growth 
of  traffic  more  nearly  than  any  other  city." 

In  discussing  the  paper  Sir  Maurice  Fitzmaurice  said:  — 

"He  thought  hardly  sufficient  justice  had  been  done  in  the  Institution  to  the  great  work  that 
had  been  carried  out  in  Boston.  Boston  was  the  first  city  in  the  United  States  to  have  under- 
ground railways.  He  remembered  very  well  going,  in  1897,  through  the  works  then  in  progress 
in  Tremont  street,  Boston.  He  had  been  there  several  times  since,  and  he  had  always  been 
struck  with  the  remarkable  progress  that  had  been  made  in  the  construction  of  the  underground 
railways.  THE  STATIST  of  the  previous  Saturday  (8th  March,  1913)  contained  the  fol- 
lowing statement  about  the  transport  facilities  in  Boston:  — 

"  The  city  of  Boston  is  provided  with  transportation  facilities  in  a  manner  equalled  by  few 
and  excelled  by  none.  Not  only  is  the  centre  of  the  city  covered  with  means  of  transportation, 
but  the  various  lines  radiate  in  all  directions  out  into  the  suburbs,  connecting  at  the  termini 
with  the  lines  of  other  companies,  so  that  it  is  possible  to  travel  many  miles  on  what  would  be 
called  in  England  a  tramway  system." 

"He  regarded  that  as  a  very  just  description  of  the  transportation  position  in  Boston  at 
present.  In  that  connection  he  thought  it  should  also  be  remembered  that  the  type  of  under- 
ground railway  now  so  common  in  the  United  States  — ■  constructed  with  roof  and  sides  of 
steel  girders  surrounded  with  concrete  —  originated  with  Mr.  H.  A.  Carson,  M.  Inst.  C.  E., 
in  Boston.  It  was  some  years  later  that  the  same  type  was  adopted  in  New  York,  as  explained 
by  Mr.  Parsons  in  his  Paper." 
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is  a  consolidation,  made  July  1,  1911,  of  the  Boston  and  North- 
ern and  the  Old  Colony  street  railway  companies,  which  had 
previously  been  formed  through  the  consolidation  of  a  large 
number  of  smaller  railways.  Seventy-two  street  railway  com- 
panies have  thus  come  under  the  control  of  one  coherent  or- 
ganization doing  a  very  large  business  north  and  south  of  Boston 
and  including  most  of  the  street  railway  facilities  of  eastern 
Massachusetts.  The  lines*  of  this  system  connect  at  various 
outlying  points  with  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  system,  and 
one  of  its  lines  runs  its  cars  over  the  Elevated  tracks  to  Scollay 
square.  The  effect  of  this  consolidation  has  been  to  unify 
transit  facilities  between  the  metropolitan  district  and  more 
distant  communities  to  a  remarkable  degree;  its  development 
has  required  the  expenditure  of  large  sums  of  money  for  re- 
construction and  for  facilities  to  make  economical  operation 
possible. 

The  number  of  cities  and  towns  served  by  this  system  is  91, 
with  a  population,  according  to  the  last  census,  of  2,226,913. 
The  mileage  of  the  entire  system  is  947.118.  For  the  last  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1913,  this  company  carried  181,280,062 
revenue  passengers,  operated  30,030,806  car  miles  and  had 
6.665  employees. 

In  1881  the  constituent  companies  which  formed  this  present 
system  were  operated  with  horses  in  the  cities  of  Lowell,  Law- 
rence, Haverhill,  Salem,  Lynn,  Brockton,  Taunton  and  Fall 
River.  For  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1881,  the  mileage  of 
these  companies  was  49.5.  The  first  of  the  original  companies 
organized  as  a  street  railway  was  the  Lynn  &  Boston  Railroad 
Company,  incorporated  April  6,  1859,  its  charter  calling  for 
a  location  from  the  town  of  North  Chelsea  (now  Revere) 
through  Saugus  to  Lynn.  The  development  of  this  great  system 
has  exhibited  the  same  phenomena  which  have  been  previously 
described  with  reference  to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  system. 
Uniform  methods  of  operation  have  been  adopted,  lines  extended 
and  reconstructed,  fares  reduced,  transfers  afforded,  and  in 
many  other  ways  increased  facilities  have  been  given  to  the 
public.  The  result  has  been  that  all  communities  served  by 
this  system  have  benefited  in  comparison  with  past  conditions, 
as  in  the  case  of  those  served  by  the  Boston  Elevated  railway.

In  Appendix  9  will  be  found  a  statement  of  the  fare  reductions, 
extensions  of  fare  limits  and  transfer  privileges  which,  have 
been  granted  on  these  lines  between  January  1,  1900,  and 
September  30,  1913.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  a  few  in- 
stances where  fares  have  been  increased,  and  a  list  of  these  is 
given  in  Appendix  10. 

Specific  Complaints. 

Thus  far  we  have  been  dealing  with  general  transportation 
conditions  in  the  Metropolitan  district.  We  have  attempted  to 
point  out  the  inequalities  that  now  exist  and  to  show  that  these 
have  arisen  as  the  result  of  consolidations,  which  have,  on  the 
whole,  resulted  in  greatly  improved  transportation  facilities. 

The  inequalities  to  which  we  have  referred  have  resulted  in 
specific  complaints  from  various  communities  which  have  been 
heard  by  the  Joint  Commission.  It  seems  desirable  that  these 
specific  complaints  should  now  be  considered  and  that  a  state- 
ment should  be  made  of  the  more  important  facts  and  con- 
siderations in  each  case. 

East  Boston-Revere. 
The  cars  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  run 
through  the  East  Boston  tunnel  and  over  surface  tracks  in  East 
Boston  to  the  terminus  of  its  own  line  at  Orient  Heights  and 
thence  to  Gladstone  street  over  lines  leased  from  the  Bay  State 
Street  Railway  Company.  The  Bay  State  runs  from  this  point 
to  Revere  Beach,  a  distance  of  1.8  miles  over  tracks  leased 
from  the  Boston  and  Revere  Electric  Street  Railway  Company. 
This  is  the  shortest  and  most  expeditious  route  to  Revere  Beach 
from  the  city  proper.  It  is  substantially  shorter  than  the  only 
other  street  car  route,  which  is  over  the  tracks  of  the  Bay  State 
Street  Railway  Company  from  Scollay  square  through  Charles- 
town,  Chelsea  and  Revere  to  Revere  Beach.  The  route  by  way 
of  the  East  Boston  tunnel  is  also  free  from  the  vexatious  pos- 
sibilities of  delay  to  which  the  other  route  is  exposed  by  having 
to  cross  several  drawbridges.  On  the  other  hand,  it  requires 
payment  of  more  than  a  single  fare  from  Scollay  square  to 
Revere  Beach. 
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The  petitioners  urged  that  some  arrangement  should  be  ef- 
fected by  which  the  Boston  Elevated  cars  would  run  directly 
over  this  route  to  Revere  Beach.  They  did  not  urge  any  reduc- 
tion in  the  fare,  but  this  would  follow  necessarily  if  the  Elevated 
undertook  to  run  its  cars  from  Scollay  square  to  Revere  Beach, 
because  of  the  requirements  of  its  charter  which  forbid  its 
obtaining  more  than  five  cents  for  a  single  ride  in  the  same 
general  direction.  The  case  of  the  petitioners  appealed  strongly 
to  the  members  of  the  Joint  Commission  because  Revere  Beach 
is  less  than  six  miles  from  Scollay  square  and  because  the  crea- 
tion of  a  short  and  expeditious  route  to  that  beach  from  Scollay 
square  for  five  cents,  with  all  the  transfer  privileges  which  that 
involves,  would  mean  not  only  decided  advantages  to  the  in- 
habitants of  the  town  of  Revere,  but  also  to  the  numerous  people 
dwelling  within  the  Metropolitan  district  who  are  anxious  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  the  Metropolitan  Park 
Reservation  at  Revere  Beach,  which  was  created  for  their  benefit 
and  for  which  they  have  paid  in  so  large  a  proportion. 

The  position  of  the  people  of  East  Boston  was  particularly 
emphasized,  in  that  they  are  unable  to  go  to  Revere  Beach 
for  one  fare,  and  this  fact  was  impressive  as  an  argument  in 
the  same  direction.  The  petitioners  also  urged,  with  great  force, 
that  this  improvement  in  facilities  would,  in  their  opinion,  be 
bound  to  lead  to  an  ultimate  increase  in  returns  arising  from 
the  greater  use  which  an  appreciative  public  would  make  of 
the  improved  facilities. 

The  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  urged  that  it  was 
impracticable  for  it  to  undertake  this  task  without  entering  upon 
extensive  and  costly  improvement  of  the  tracks  of  the  Boston 
and  Revere  Electric  Street  Railway  Company  leased  to  the 
Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company,  and  without  incurring  a 
large  outlay  for  equipment  and  other  capital  expenses.  It  also 
urged  that  this  traffic  would  be  very  unremunerative,  as  it  in- 
volves not  merely  a  passage  for  five  cents  from  Scollay  square 
to  Revere  Beach,  but  means,  in  a  very  large  proportion  of  the 
cases,  a  passage  for  five  cents  from  some  one  of  the  residential 
districts  to  Scollay  square  and  thence  to  Revere  Beach.  It  also 
pointed  out  that  travel  of  this  type  was  very  difficult  and  ex- 
pensive to  provide  for  satisfactorily,  because  it  occurs  for  only 
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a  few  months  of  the  year  and  for  particularly  the  pleasant  Sun- 
days and  holidays  during  that  period.  The  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  also  argued  that  the  creation  of  this  route 
through  the  East  Boston  tunnel  would  be  very  likely  to  cause 
such  congestion  in  the  tunnel  as  would  lead  to  the  serious  detri- 
ment of  the  regular  patrons  using  this  line. 

The  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  urged  that  the  tak- 
ing over  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  of  its  line 
from  Gladstone  street  to  Revere  Beach  would  not  only  involve 
the  loss  of  this  line  to  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company, 
but  would  lead  to  the  diversion  of  practically  all  of  the  Revere 
Beach  business  now  handled  by  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway 
Company  from  Scollay  square  via  Chelsea  and  Revere,  as  well 
as  its  Beachmont  business,  and  would,  therefore,  have  a  far 
reaching  effect  upon  the  earning  power  of  the  Bay  State  Street 
Railway  Company.  This,  it  is  claimed,  would  mean  an  esti- 
mated reduction  in  the  gross  revenue  of  that  company  of  about 
a  million  dollars  per  year. 

The  acquisition  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company 
of  rights  in  the  line  from  Gladstone  street  to  Revere  Beach 
would  be  bound,  therefore,  to  involve  the  expenditure  of  a  sub- 
stantial sum  of  money  on  its  part  as  remuneration  to  the  Bay 
State  Street  Railway  Company. 

The  members  of  the  Joint  Commission  were  much  impressed 
by  the  justice  of  the  case  made  out  by  the  petitioners  and  be- 
lieve that  it  is  a  consummation  to  be  desired,  but  do  not  see 
how  it  can  be  achieved  without 

(a)  The  payment  of  a  large  sum  of  money  by  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  to  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway 
Company. 

(b)  The  expenditure  of  a  substantial  sum  of  money  by  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  in  improvement  of  the 
track  and  roadbed  of  the  line  from  Gladstone  street  to  Revere 
Beach,  for  the  purchase  of  equipment  and  for  the  incurring  of 
other  capital  expenses,  and 

(c)  The  undertaking  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany of  a  large  traffic  which  is  bound  to  be  unremunerative,  at 
any  rate  for  the  immediate  future. 

The  question  of  whether  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
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pany  is  able  to  bear  this  financial  burden  at  this  time,  in  con- 
nection with  other  desirable  extensions,  is  one  that  will  be 
discussed  later  in  this  report. 

Pending  the  consideration  and  adoption  of  some  practicable 
means  of  affording  a  larger  measure  of  relief,  it  should  at  least 
be  made  possible  for  the  residents  of  East  Boston  to  reach 
Revere  Beach  for  one  fare.  This  could  be  accomplished  if  the 
Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  could  make  some  arrange- 
ment by  which  its  cars  could  be  run  over  the  tracks  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  to  Maverick  square. 

Chelsea. 

In  order  to  reach  Scollay  square  for  the  five-cent  fare  the 
residents  of  Chelsea  must  use  the  lines  of  the  Bay  State  Street 
Railway  Company.  This  route  passes  through  narrow  streets 
in  Chariest-own,  and  involves  the  crossing  of  three  drawbridges. 
The  crowding  of  these  streets  and  the  use  of  the  drawbridges 
are  sources  of  delay  and  annoyance.  When  Scollay  square  is 
reached  an  additional  fare  is  required  if  a  passenger  desires  to 
go  to  any  destination  on  the  line  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company. 

The  petitioners  urged  that  it  is  an  unjust  discrimination 
against  Chelsea  that  it  should  be  compelled  to  undergo  these 
delays  and  pay  more  than  one  fare  to  have  access  to  the  various 
parts  of  the  Boston  Elevated  system,  when  many  other  com- 
munities at  greater  distances  from  Boston  enjoy  much  greater 
privileges.  They  also  argued  that  if  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company  took  over  the  line  of  the  Bay  State  Street  Rail- 
way Company  from  Boston  to  Chelsea  it  would  get  an  adequate 
return  upon  its  investment  because  even  if  that  part  of  the 
travel  which  is  transferred  at  Scollay  square  for  more  distant 
points  upon  the  Elevated  system  should  be  carried  at  a  loss, 
the  greater  part  of  the  travel  would  consist  of  passengers  from 
Chelsea  to  Scollay  square  and  from  Scollay  square  to  Chelsea, 
and  of  local  travel  between  the  different  parts  of  Chelsea  which 
would  be  distinctly  profitable.  The  petitioners  urged  that  a 
tunnel  should  be  constructed  from  Chelsea  to  Boston  in  order 
to  avoid  the  delays  and  annoyances  mentioned  by  them,  and 
that  meanwhile  arrangements  should  be  made  so  that  certain 
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lines  of  Bay  State  cars  from  Chelsea  might  run  through  the 
East  Boston  tunnel  to  Scollay  square. 

The  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  pointed  out  that  the 
extension  of  its  lines  to  Chelsea  would  involve  a  certain  amount 
of  unremunerative  travel  caused  by  transfers,  either  from  Chel- 
sea lines  to  its  other  lines,  or  vice  versa,  and  that  it  would  be 
compelled  to  pay  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  a 
very  substantial  sum  for  the  lines  which  it  would  be  compelled 
to  take  over  if  this  arrangement  were  effected.  The  company 
also  pointed  out  that  the  East  Boston  tunnel  as  at  present  con- 
structed could  not  take  on  the  additional  amount  of  traffic  which 
the  petitioners  urge  without  seriously  impairing  its  facilities 
for  serving  its  present  patrons. 

The  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  introduced  evidence 
tending  to  show  that  it  would  be  entitled  to  a  very  large  sum  of 
money  as  recompense  for  any  taking  by  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  of  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company's 
Chelsea  system. 

The  Joint  Commission  believes  that  it  would  be  unwise  to 
attempt  to  impose  the  burden  of  the  Chelsea  traffic  upon  the 
East  Boston  tunnel  as  at  present  constructed,  but  has  no  doubt 
that  considerable  relief  may  be  afforded  to  Chelsea  by  the  ex- 
tension of  the  East  Boston  tunnel  which  is  now  in  process  and 
which  ought  to  be  completed  before  the  end  of  next  year.  The 
Joint  Commission  does  not  deem  it  proper  to  pass  upon  the 
question  of  a  separate  tunnel  from  Chelsea  to  Boston,  as  that 
matter  is  now  pending  before  the  legislature. 

The  Commission  believes  that  the  dissatisfaction  of  the 
people  of  Chelsea  with  existing  transportation  facilities  is 
justified  and  that  under  a  proper  arrangement  of  transportation 
facilities  within  the  metropolitan  district  Chelsea  should  be 
placed  in  a  position  of  equality  with  other  communities 
similarly  situated. 

Maiden. 

At  the  present  time  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company 
and  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  both  have  locations 
in  the  city  of  Maiden.  In  addition  to  the  lines  separately  owned 
and  operated  by  the  two  companies  in  that  city  there  is  a  joint 
operation  from  Maiden  square  east  over  Salem  street  and  also 
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southeasterly  from  Maiden  square  over  Ferry  street  towards  the 
Everett  line. 

At  the  present  time  all  the  citizens  of  Maiden  with  the  ex- 
ception of  those  residing  in  the  northerly  part  of  the  city  can 
reach  Boston  over  the  lines  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company  by  the  payment  of  a  single  fare.  From  Maiden  square 
northerly  to  the  Malden-Melrose  line  the  street  car  service  is, 
however,  furnished  by  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company. 
Passengers  from  that  portion  of  the  city  desiring  to  reach  other 
portions  of  Maiden  or  to  ride  through  to  Boston  are  obliged  to 
pay  two  fares.  The  petitioners  suggested  that  owing  to  this 
situation  the  residents  of  the  northerly  section  of  Maiden  were 
placed  at  a  disadvantage  as  compared  with  other  sections  of  the 
city,  and  strongly  urged  that  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company,  by  lease  or  otherwise,  should  take  over  the  tracks  of 
the  Bay  State  company  from  Maiden  square  to  the  Malden- 
Melrose  line,  a  distance  of  about  a  mile. 

It  was  urged  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  that 
its  line  to  Maiden  square  was  already  longer  than  it  could 
profitably  operate,  and  that  the  extension  of  this  line  requested 
by  the  petitioners  would  result  in  a  substantial  loss  to  the 
company. 

It  was  also  pointed  out  by  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway 
Company  that  if  its  line  terminated  at  the  Malden-Melrose  line 
as  suggested  by  the  petitioners  instead  of  at  Maiden  square,  it 
would  mean  an  additional  fare  for  north-bound  passengers  to 
Melrose,  Wakefield,  Reading  and  intervening  points,  to  Lowell 
and  Lawrence  on  the  line  of  the  Bay  State  street  railway. 
Such  an  arrangement  would  also  disrupt  the  transfer  system 
of  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  relative  to  Linden 
passengers  who  might  desire  to  transfer  from  the  present  track 
of  the  Bay  State  street  railway  to  Maiden  square  and  the 
Malden-Melrose  line. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  existing  transportation  arrangements 
place  the  residents  of  the  northern  section  of  Maiden  at  a  dis- 
advantage as  compared  with  other  sections  of  the  city.  Resi- 
dents of  this  district  are  obliged  to  pay  double  fare  not  only 
to  reach  Boston  but  also  to  reach  other  sections  of  Maiden. 

In  dealing  with  questions  of  street  railway  transportation,  the 
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Public  Service  Commission  and  its  predecessor,  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners,  have  recognized  the  propriety  of  pro- 
viding for  a  single  street  railway  fare  in  each  city  or  town 
wherever  this  can  be  done  without  serious  detriment  to  the 
street  railway  company.  If  the  city  of  Maiden  were  served  by 
the  lines  of  a  single  street  railway  company  this  Joint  Com- 
mission, in  accordance  with  the  principles  laid  down  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  would  strongly 
recommend  such  a  rearrangement  of  existing  conditions  as 
would  at  least  permit  passengers  to  ride  between  any  two  points 
in  the  city  of  Maiden  for  a  single  fare.  The  primary  difficulty 
in  this  case,  as  in  most  other  cases  considered  by  the  Joint 
Commission,  is  owing  to  the  complications  incident  to  the  fact 
that  the  city  is  served  by  two  independent  street  railway  com- 
panies, each  of  which  is  reasonably  entitled  to  a  fare  upon  its 
own  line. 

The  Commission  recognizes  that  the  residents  of  the  northern 
section  of  the  city  of  Maiden  have  just  cause  of  complaint,  and 
will  indicate  in  a  later  part  of  this  report  what  seems  to  the 
Commission  to  be  the  most  practicable  method  of  dealing  with 
this  complaint  and  others  of  a  similar  character. 

Medford. 

The  lines  of  street  railway  in  the  city  of  Medford  are  all 
operated  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  with  the 
exception  of  a  piece  of  track  from  the  Winchester  line  to  Win- 
throp  square,  which  is  operated  by  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway 
Company.  The  cars  of  the  latter  company  come  from  Woburn 
and  Winchester,  passing  the  Oak  Grove  Cemetery  and  down 
Winthrop  street  in  Medford  to  Winthrop  square,  where  the  cars 
are  taken  over  by  the  crew  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany and  operated  through  to  Sullivan  square. 

Complaint  was  made  because  the  existing  arrangement  makes 
it  necessary  for  citizens  of  Medford  residing  upon  the  line  of 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  to  pay  two  fares  in 
order  to  reach  the  Oak  Grove  Cemetery  or  the  Winchester  line. 

It  appears  that  the  line  of  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany was  constructed  from  Winchester  to  Winthrop  square,  Med- 
ford, in  1888,  and  about  that  time  arrangements  were  made  with 
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the  West  End  Street  Railway  Company  to  use  the  tracks  of 
the  latter  company  to  Medford  square,  which  was  made  the 
terminus  of  this  line.  In  1903  a  petition  was  filed  with  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  by  the  citizens  of  Winchester, 
requesting  a  waiting  room  at  Winthrop  square,  Medford.  Un- 
der date  of  October  21,  1903,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners handed  down  an  opinion  stating  in  effect  that  a  waiting 
room  would  not  solve  the  difficulties  and  suggesting  that  ar- 
rangements be  made  between  the  two  companies  whereby 
through  service  should  be  operated  from  Winchester  and  Wo- 
burn  via  Winthrop  and  Medford  squares  to  Sullivan  square. 
This  arrangement  was  later  carried  out.  Soon  after  this  joint 
operation  was  put  into  effect,  a  protest  was  made  to  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners  by  citizens  of  Winchester,  Woburn 
and  Medford,  and  a  hearing  was  held  on  February  14,  1905. 
A  preliminary  order  was  issued  on  May  31,  1905,  and  on 
June  6,  1906,  the  following  memorandum  order  was  adopted 
by  the  Board : 

The  data  furnished  by  the  company  in  respect  to  the  character  and 
amount  of  travel  between  Medford  and  Winthrop  square  fails  to  give 
the  specific  information  desired.  We  are  satisfied,  however,  that  the 
benefits  received  from  through  service  clearly  outweigh  the  inconvenience 
resulting  from  the  change  in  relationship  between  the  two  street  railway 
companies.  It  would  be  out  of  the  question  that  we  should  ask  the 
companies  to  re-establish  the  old  agreement  and  restore  former  con- 
ditions. 

The  petitioners  admit  that  the  through  service  to  Boston, 
which  was  made  effective  by  this  arrangement,  is  a  distinct 
benefit,  but  urge  that  it  is  possible  to  retain  the  through  service 
and  still  give  the  advantages  in  respect  to  fares  which  prevailed 
under  the  former  system.  They  desire  that  the  cars  of  the  Bay 
State  Street  Railway  Company  from  the  north  should  run  to 
Medford  square  or  preferably  that  the  Elevated  line  should  be 
extended  northerly  to  the  Medford- Winchester  line.  A  petition 
to  this  effect  has  been  filed  with  the  Public  Service  Commission, 
but  action  thereon  has  been  suspended  by  that  Commission  pend- 
ing the  filing  of  this  report. 

The  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  contended  that  the 
existing  arrangement  for  through   service  under  which   each 
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company  assumed  control  of  its  own  line  is  the  only  one  that 
is  reasonably  practicable  from  an  operating  standpoint,  and 
that  if  the  present  fare  limit  at  Winthrop  square  were  extended 
over  the  line  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  to  Med- 
ford  square  it  would  necessitate  an  accounting  with  the  latter 
company  for  local  fares  to  that  point  in  addition  to  the  present 
obligations  of  the  company  in  connection  with  its  through  serv- 
ice to  Boston.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  alternative  suggestion 
of  the  petitioners  were  carried  out  and  the  cars  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  were  operated  through  to  the  Win- 
chester line,  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  contended 
that  the  length  of  the  ride  would  exceed  the  proper  limits 
of  a  five  cent  fare  and  would  be  an  undue  burden  upon  the 
company. 

It  seems  to  the  Commission  that  if  any  re-arrangement  is  to 
be  made  of  the  general  fare  situation  growing  out  of  the  dual 
operation  of  the  two  street  railway  companies  some  method 
should  be  found  to  relieve  the  conditions  of  which  complaint  is 
made  by  the  petitioners. 

Winchester. 

The  cars  of  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  from 
Winchester  run  to  Arlington  Centre,  where  they  connect  with 
the  cars  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company,  to  Harvard 
square.  The  petitioners  from  Winchester  urge  that  these  cars 
should  be  run  through  to  Harvard  square  without  change  over 
the  tracks  of  the  Elevated  Company. 

Prior  to  the  hearing  by  the  Joint  Commission,  the  Public 
Service  Commission  had  already  given  a  hearing  upon  this 
matter.  At  the  conclusion  of  that  hearing  the  Public  Service 
Commission  urged  upon  the  two  companies  the  desirability  of 
reaching  an  agreement  by  which  this  service  should  be  put 
into  effect.  Negotiations  were  accordingly  entered  into  between 
the  two  companies,  but  it  has  been  found  impossible  thus  far 
for  them  to  reach  an  agreement.  The  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company  has  claimed  that  the  running  of  these  cars  over  its 
lines  in  conjunction  with  the  operation  of  the  single  track  loca- 
tion of  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  between  Arlington  and 
Winchester  would  not  be  conducive  to  efficient  operation;  that 
the  delays  on  the  single  track  line  would  render  these  cars  un-

reliable  and  of  little  value  as  a  part  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
service,  and  that  this  arrangement  would  tend  to  increase  the 
congestion  at  the  Harvard  square  station  of  the  Cambridge 
subway.  Whatever  pertinence  there  may  be  in  these  objections 
it  seems  to  the  Joint  Commission  that  as  this  case  involves  no 
fare  readjustments  it  may  well  be  left  with  the  Public  Service 
Commission  for  final  disposition. 

Hyde  Park. 

At  the  present  time  Hyde  Park  is  served  by  two  single  track 
lines  of  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company.  One  of  these 
lines  extends  from  the  Boston  boundary  line  at  Readville  trot- 
ting park  in  a  northerly  direction  by  way  of  Hyde  Park  avenue, 
a  distance  of  about  3.17  miles,  to  the  former  boundary  line 
between  Boston  and  Hyde  Park,  where  the  line  connects  with 
the  Boston  Elevated  railway  line  to  Forest  Hills.  The  other 
line  of  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  extends  from 
the  Hyde  Park-Dedham  boundary  line  by  way  of  River  street 
in  a  northeasterly  direction,  a  distance  of  about  3.31  miles,  to 
the  former  boundary  line  between  Hyde  Park  and  the  Mattapan 
district  of  Boston,  where  it  connects  with  the  Boston  Elevated 
railway  line  by  way  of  Blue  Hill  avenue.  These  two  lines  of 
the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  intersect  at  Cleary 
square,  in  the  center  of  Hyde  Park. 

The  cars  of  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  are 
operated  by  that  company  to  the  former  Hyde  Park-Boston 
line,  and  from  that  point  are  carried  through  to  Boston  by  the 
crew  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company.  A  traffic  ar- 
rangement exists  between  the  two  companies  under  which  pas- 
sengers on  the  Hyde  Park  avenue  line  are  carried  to  Forest 
Hills  without  payment  of  an  additional  fare.  Outbound,  a 
single  fare  carries  a  passenger  to  the  former  Boston-Hyde  Park 
line,  beyond  which  point  an  additional  fare  is  collected  by  the 
Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company.  Passengers,  however,  who 
board  the  Hyde  Park  cars  at  Forest  Hills  or  points  south  of  it 
are  carried  for  one  fare  to  any  part  of  Hyde  Park.  At  the 
present  time  residents  of  Hyde  Park  can  travel  from  any  part 
of  Hyde  Park  to  any  other  part  of  Hyde  Park  on  the  lines  of 
the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  for  a  single  fare,  and 
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from  any  part  of  Hyde  Park  to  Dedham,  to  Mattapan  and  to 
Eorest  Hills  for  the  same  fare ;  but  to  reach  the  center  of  Boston 
or  other  points  on  the  Boston  Elevated  railway  system  beyond 
Forest  Hills  they  are  obliged  to  pay  two  five-cent  fares. 

The  citizens  of  Hyde  Park  protest  against  the  continuance  of 
this  condition  and  request  some  rearrangement  of  existing  con- 
ditions which  will  enable  passengers  from  any  part  of  Hyde 
Park  to  reach  Boston  and  all  other  points  served  by  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  for  the  payment  of  a  single  five- 
cent  fare.  For  many  years  this  matter  has  been  a  subject  of 
agitation  by  the  citizens  of  Hyde  Park,  their  chief  contention 
now  being  that  Hyde  Park  comes  within  the  precedent  estab- 
lished in  the  case  of  West  Roxbury  and  Roslindale  by  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

In  1901  a  petition  was  filed  with  the  Board  of  Railroad  Com- 
missioners by  residents  of  Roslindale  asking  for  a  reduction  of 
fare  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad.  In 
the  order  issued  in  this  matter  on  December  17,  1901,  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners,  after  declining  to  recommend  a 
reduction  of  fares  on  the  steam  railroad,  made  the  following 
suggestion  : 

We  think  we  ought  to  add,  that  in  our  opinion  the  real  disadvantage 
under  which  the  people  of  Roslindale  suffer  is  the  lack  of  street  rail- 
way accommodation  usually  enjoyed  by  those  similarly  situated.  While 
with  one  exception  all  other  parts  of  Boston  are  connected  with  a  five- 
cent  fare,  the  people  of  Roslindale  have  to  pay  two  such  fares  in 
travelling  to  and  from  the  other  parts  of  the  city,  —  one  to  the  West 
Roxbury  &  Roslindale  Company  and  one  to  the  Boston  Elevated  Com- 
pany. 

Through  consolidatien  and  voluntary  agreement  between  companies, 
it  has  come  to  be  the  general  rule  throughout  the  State  that  within  city 
or  town  limits  there  should  be  a  five-cent  fare.  There  would  seem  to 
be  no  good  reason  why  some  equitable  arrangement  could  not  be  brought 
about  between  the  companies  interested,  which  would  give  to  this  com- 
munity the  street  railway  facilities  of  which  it  stands  ^n  need. 

To  accomplish  this  it  was  necessary  that  there  should  be 
legislative  action  authorizing  a  long  term  lease.  Chapter  388 
of  the  Acts  of  1902  followed.  The  settlement  of  the  details 
of  the  agreement  between  the  companies,  rendered  difficult  by 
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the  number  of  conflicting  interests  to  be  adjusted,  was  finally 
concluded,  and  on  February  16,  1903,  a  form  of  lease  was 
agreed  upon  between  the  boards  of  directors  of  the  two  com- 
panies, which  was  approved  with  slight  modifications  by  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  on  April  9,  1903.  As  a 
result  of  this  arrangement,  citizens  of  West  Roxbury  and  Ros- 
lindale  secured  transportation  to  all  points  of  the  metropolitan 
district  served  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  for 
the  payment  of  a  single  five-cent  fare. 

For  several  years  thereafter  bills  were  presented  to  the  legis- 
lature by  citizens  of  Hyde  Park  to  secure  the  necessary  author- 
ity for  the  execution  of  a  lease  between  the  two  companies  which 
would  make  effective  a  five-cent  fare  between  Hyde  Park  and 
Boston.  The  authority  to  execute  such  lease  was  for  several 
years  refused  by  the  legislature.  One  argument  used  by  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  was  that  Hyde  Park's  case 
was  different  from  that  of  West  Roxbury,  as  the  latter  com- 
munity was  a  part  of  Boston,  and  therefore  came  within  the 
principle  of  one  fare  in  one  municipality,  whereas  if  Hyde 
Park  received  a  five-cent  fare  a  similar  reduction  of  fare  could 
not  be  denied  to  other  outside  communities. 

On  January  1,  1912,  Hyde  Park  was  annexed  to  the  city 
of  Boston.  Throughout  the  whole  course  of  the  annexation 
movement  the  desirability  of  a  five-cent  fare  was  a  leading 
argument  in  Hyde  Park  in  favor  of  annexation  to  Boston. 
Having  become  a  part  of  Boston,  Hyde  Park  procured  from 
the  legislature  of  1912  the  passage  of  the  enabling  legislation 
required  for  the  five-cent  fare.  (Chapter  644,  Acts  of  1912.) 
This  act  provided  that  any  part  of  the  railway  and  property 
of  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  in  Hyde  Park  might 
be  leased  to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  by  agree- 
ment of  the  stockholders  of  both  companies,  provided  that  the 
terms  of  the  lease  should  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Rail- 
road Commissioners.  It  was  also  provided  that  nothing  in 
the  act  should  be  "construed  as  a  legislative  determination  that 
there  should  be  a  readjustment  of  fares  or  of  distances  covered 
by  fares,  but  that  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  should 
be  free  to  consider  any  reason  for  or  against  any  such  read- 
justment of  fares  and  distances  covered  by  fares."     After  the 
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passage  of  this  act  the  matter  was  brought  before  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners  by  petitions,  and  a  hearing  was 
held,  which  was  attended  by  a  large  number  of  citizens  of  Hyde 
Park.  While  the  matter  was  pending  for  decision  before  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  the  resolve  creating  this  Joint 
Commission  was  enacted,  and  the  case  of  Hyde  Park  was  again 
presented  before  this  Commission. 

The  petitioners  contended  that  the  case  of  Hyde  Park  came 
within  the  precedent  established  in  the  case  of  West  Roxbury 
because  both  communities  are  now  a  part  of  Boston,  and  are 
equally  entitled  to  the  application  of  the  principle  of  one  fare 
in  one  municipality,  because  the  same  companies  are  involved 
and  because  the  length  of  haul  in  each  case  is  substantially  the 
same.  The  petitioners  also  contended  that  the  establishment 
of  a  five-cent  fare  would  not  impose  any  substantial  burden 
upon  the  companies.  They  also  contended  that  the  position  of 
Hyde  Park  is  unique  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  Hyde  Park  is 
the  only  part  of  Boston  without  the  five  cent  fare  and  is,  there- 
fore, entitled  to  immediate  and  favorable  consideration  without 
reference  to  any  action  which  may  be  taken,  or  recommendation 
which  may  be  made  in  regard  to  other  communities. 

It  was  contended  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company 
that  if  it  leased  the  lines  of  the  Bay  State  street  railway  in 
Hyde  Park,  the  cost  of  operation  and  fixed  charges  on  these 
Hyde  Park  lines,  based  upon  the  cost  of  similar  tracks  in  West 
Roxbury  and  upon  the  same  basis  of  rental  as  that  included  in 
the  lease  of  the  West  Roxbury  lines,  would  involve  an  estimated 
additional  expense  to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company 
of  something  over  $96,000  per  year  if  the  five-cent  fare  should 
be  extended  to  these  lines.  This  amount,  however,  would  be 
diminished  by  the  revenue  arising  from  local  travel  within 
the  district  itself.  Eor  the  purpose  of  determining  the  volume 
of  local  traffic  in  Hyde  Park,  and  the  revenue  which  would 
come  from  this  source  to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany, a  count  was  taken  by  representatives  of  each  of  the  two 
companies,  under  the  supervision  of  inspectors  of  the  Public 
Service  Commission.  The  results  were  tabulated  and  calcula- 
tions made  which  indicated  that  the  annual  local  revenue  would 
amount  to  something  over  $56,000.     If  this  amount  should  be 
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deducted  from  the  estimated  additional  expense  for  the  through 
service,  it  would  indicate  that  the  operation  of  these  lines 
would  involve  an  additional  expense  to  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  of  about  $40,000  a  year. 

The  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  claimed  that  if  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  took  over  its  tracks  in  Hyde 
Park  it  should  also  take  over  the  power  house  and  a  car  house 
which  are  operated  in  connection  with  that  service,  and  that  the 
total  cost  of  the  property  to  be  taken  in  Hyde  Park  alone  would 
be  $500,000,  instead  of  $150,000,  as  estimated  by  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company.  The  Bay  State  Street  Railway 
Company  also  contended  that  if  its  Hues  in  Hyde  Park  were 
to  be  taken  over  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company,  the 
compensation  should  represent  not  merely  the  replacement 
value  of  the  lines,  but  also  the  damage  to  the  remainder  of  the 
Bay  State  street  railway.  In  the  language  of  counsel  for  the 
Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company,  — "  The  loss  of  each 
piece  of  railway  that  it  is  proposed  to  take  means  more  than 
the  loss  of  physical  property.  It  is  an  attack  upon  the  vital 
strength  and  earning  power.  Fair  prices  may  be  paid  or  fair 
rentals  established,  but  invasions  of  traffic  are  involved  that 
would  cripple  this  railway  in  its  ability  to  maintain  its  service 
in  the  cities  and  towns  which  it  must  continue  to  serve." 

In  the  present  case  it  was  contended  that  if  the  Elevated 
Company  should  take  over  the  Hyde  Park  lines,  the  entire 
Dedham,  Walpole  and  Westwood  business  of  the  Bay  State 
would  be  so  isolated  that,  in  justice,  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company  should  take  over  this  portion  of  their  line  also,  or 
make  proper  compensation  to  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway 
Company  for  loss  of  revenue  upon  these  lines.  It  was  also 
pointed  out  that  if  the  proposed  transfer  of  lines  were  made 
for  the  benefit  of  Hyde  Park,  there  would  immediately  follow 
loss  of  accommodation  and  increase  of  fares  between  Dedham, 
the  shire  town,  and  six  or  seven  of  the  towns  with  which  it  has 
immediate  interests  in  the  transaction  of  private  and  public 
business.  It  was  also  claimed  that  neither  company  was  in  a 
financial  position  to  take  on  additional  burdens  for  further  un- 
profitable long  distance  riding. 

The  companies  also  contended  that  the  precedent  of  the  West 
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Roxbury  case  was  not  applicable  to  Hyde  Park,  because  West 
Roxbury  was  a  part  of  Boston  at  the  time  when  the  company 
received  its  charter,  having  been  annexed  in  1874,  while  Hyde 
Park  became  annexed  in  1912,  fifteen  years  after  the  charter 
was  granted  and  largely  for  the  purpose  of  attempting  to  secure 
the  five-cent  fare.  It  was  urged  that  if  Hyde  Park  secured  the 
five-cent  fare  by  reason  of  annexation  to  Boston,  then  no  matter 
what  attempt  might  be  made  to  guard  against  the  creation  of  a 
precedent,  the  citizens  in  many  other  communities,  at  no 
greater  distance  from  City  Hall,  could  follow  the  same  course 
as  the  citizens  of  Hyde  Park  and  by  becoming  annexed  to  Bos- 
ton could  with  equal  logic  demand  the  establishment  of  a  five- 
cent  street  railway  fare. 

The  claims  of  Hyde  Park  for  a  five-cent  fare  were  pressed 
before  the  Joint  Commission  with  great  vigor,  determination 
and  ability.  Whatever  distinction  may  be  drawn  between  the 
cases  of  West  Roxbury  and  Hyde  Park  —  and  it  is  probable 
that  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  had  no  thought  of 
making  a  precedent  by  its  recommendation  in  the  West  Roxbury 
case,  as  all  other  portions  of  Boston  then  enjoyed  the  five-cent 
fare  —  the  citizens  of  Hyde  Park  feel  very  strongly  that  the 
two  cases  are  analogous  and  that  the  existing  situation  consti- 
tutes an  improper  discrimination  against  Hyde  Park.  If  the 
five-cent  fare  were  granted  to  all  parts  of  Hyde  Park,  the  maxi- 
mum ride  to  the  center  of  Boston  would  be  slightly  over  ten 
miles.  This  distance  is  about  one  mile  greater  than  the  distance 
from  the  Summer  street  station  to  Charles  river,  West  Roxbury, 
and  is  longer  than  any  haul  now  given  from  the  center  of  the 
city  on  the  lines  of  the  Boston  Elevated  railway. 

The  length  of  the  ride  desired  by  Hyde  Park  for  a  five-cent 
fare  is  greater  than  that  asked  for  by  any  of  the  other  com- 
munities which  were  heard  by  the  Joint  Commission.  In  so 
far  as  Hyde  Park  can  have  any  special  claims  for  consideration 
as  against  these  other  communities,  it  must  rest  upon  the  theory 
invoked  in  the  West  Roxbury  case,  that  there  should  be  a  single 
fare  within  city  or  town  limits.  While  this  principle  has  been 
recognized  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  in  many 
decisions  it  has  never  been  regarded  as  an  inflexible  rule.  The 
Board    has    on    numerous    occasions    refused    to    apply    that 
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principle  where  the  length  of  ride  involved  or  the  financial 
condition  of  the  operating  company  would  make  such  a  require- 
ment unreasonable.  Moreover,  where  this  principle  has  been 
applied,  it  has  been  confined,  except  in  the  West  Roxbury  case, 
to  the  fare  exacted  by  a  single  street  railway  company. 

With  reference  to  the  claim  of  Hyde  Park  for  special  con- 
sideration because  it  comes  within  the  principle  of  one  fare 
for  one  municipality,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  its  position 
in  this  respect  is  not  unique.  In  Arlington,  Medford,  Maiden, 
Everett  and  Chelsea,  as  a  result  of  the  dual  street  railway 
service,  it  is  necessary  to  pay  two  fares  for  a  ride  between 
certain  portions  of  the  same  city  or  town. 

If  the  case  of  Hyde  Park  were  the  only  one  with  which  this 
Commission  had  to  deal,  it  might  be  urged  that  the  estimated 
additional  expense  to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company 
for  taking  over  this  service  is  not  serious  enough  to  stand  in 
the  way  of  an  improvement  of  such  far-reaching  benefit  to  the 
people  of  Hyde  Park.  But  if  relief  is  granted  to  Hyde  Park 
no  sound  reason  can  be  urged  for  withholding  it  from  the  other 
communities  that  have  appeared  before  this  Commission.  Not 
only  that,  but  if  a  five-cent  fare  were  established  for  Hyde 
Park,  there  would  seem  to  be  little  justice  in  denying  similar 
privileges  to  other  communities  within  a  ten  mile  radius  of  the 
center  of  Boston.  This  area  would  include  all  or  parts  of 
Milton,  ISTewton,  Waltham,  Winchester,  Woburn,  Stoneham, 
Melrose,  Saugus,  Chelsea,  Revere  and  Lynn.  To  extend  the 
limits  of  the  five-cent  fare  over  this  entire  area  would  probably 
result  in  financial  disaster  to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company  and  would  arrest  street  railway  development  in  the 
metropolitan  district. 

The  Commission  is  fully  aware  of  the  serious  importance  of 
this  matter  to  Hyde  Park,  as  the  existing  situation  tends  to 
check  the  development  of  that  section  of  Boston  as  compared 
with  adjacent  districts  now  having  the  privileges  of  a  five-cent 
fare.  The  present  situation  is  unjust  and  cannot  be  expected  to 
endure.  The  inequalities  of  the  existing  system  are,  however, 
not  confined  to  Hyde  Park  but  extend  to  every  part  of  the 
metropolitan  district  where  a  dual  street  railway  service  now 
exists.     On  no  theory  of  justice  or  equity  can  the  Commission 
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single  out  one  community  for  especially  favored  treatment.  As 
the  complaint  is  general,  the  remedy  must  also  be  general  and 
one  that  will  be  just  and  equitable  in  its  applications  to  all 
parts  of  the  metropolitan  district. 

Statistical  and  Financial. 

It  is  essential  for  the  formation  of  a  fair  judgment  on  the 
important  questions  relating  to  the  dual  service  of  these  two 
companies  to  consider  their  growth  during  recent  years  and 
their  present  financial  condition.  The  essential  facts  regarding 
this  matter  will  here  be  summarized. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  statistical  tables  contained  in  Ap- 
pendices 11,  12  and  13,  which  give  much  interesting  data 
regarding  the  West  End  Street  Railway  Company  and  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  at  five-year  periods  since 
1888.  Particular  attention  should  be  directed  to  several  of  the 
more  important  facts  disclosed  by  these  tables.  It  appears  that 
the  capital  invested  per  one  dollar  of  gross  earnings  was  $2.3875 
in  1888,  and  that  this  has  steadily  increased  until  it  reached 
$6.22  in  1913.  In  other  words,  the  capital  has  grown  very 
much  faster  than  the  gross  earnings. 

It  also  appears  that  the  number  of  revenue  passengers 
carried  annually  for  each  one  dollar  of  investment  has  shown 
a  great  reduction.  In  1888  for  each  one  dollar  of  investment 
8.37  revenue  passengers  were  carried,  so  that  the  gross  revenue 
earned  on  the  basis  of  a  five  cent  fare  was  $0.4155  for  each  one 
dollar  of  capital  invested;  whereas,  in  1913  only  3.09  revenue 
passengers  were  carried  for  each  one  dollar  of  investment  and 
the  revenue  therefrom,  at  a  five  cent  fare,  was  only  $0,154  for 
each  one  dollar  invested. 

These  tables  also  show  that  while  taxes  in  1888  were  3.11 
per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings,  this  percentage  in  1913  was  6.64 
per  cent.,  or  more  than  double;  and,  at  the  same  time,  the 
percentage  of  dividends  to  gross  earnings  has  declined  from 
9.68  in  1888  to  7.05  in  1913. 

The  immense  growth  in  the  volume  of  free  transfers  is  clearly 
indicated.  The  number  of  free  transfer  passengers  has  increased 
from  about  11,000,000  in  1893  to  upwards  of  218,000,000  in 
1913.    Of  course,  many  of  these  transfers  are  occasioned  by  the 
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necessity. of  changing  from  the  Elevated  to  the  surface  lines  at 
Sullivan  square,  Dudley  street  and  Forest  Hills. 

It  should  be  stated  that  the  deficits  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Street  Railway  Company  which  are  shown  for  the  years  1912 
and  1913  were  largely,  if  not  entirely,  due  to  the  losses  from 
the  strike  which  occurred  in  June  and  July,  1912,  thus  affecting 
both  of  these  fiscal  years. 

Similar  tables  of  statistics  with  reference  to  the  Bay  State 
Street  Railway  Company  are  given  in  Appendices  14  and  15. 
These  tables  show  that  essentially  the  same  tendencies  appear 
in  these  two  street  railway  systems. 

It  is  apparent  from  the  figures  which  have  been  given  that 
the  investment  obligations  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company  have  been  increasing  much  faster  than  the  earnings 
and  that  its  surplus  over  dividends  is  exceedingly  small.  The 
gross  investment  has,  of  course,  been  greatly  expanded  by  the 
many  costly  additions  which  have  been  made  to  the  transporta- 
tion system.  The  table  in  Appendix  11  shows  that  the  deficit 
at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $496,377.  If  the  com- 
pany is  to  earn  its  interest  and  fixed  charges  and  a  dividend 
of  6  per  cent,  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1914,  it  must  not 
only  cover  this  deficit  but  earn  the  further  sum  of  $315,764  in 
order  to  pay  additional  fixed  charges  and  dividends  on  addi- 
tional capital  stock,  thus  requiring  $812,141  more  than  was 
earned  for  the  last  fiscal  year.  Moreover,  within  the  next  two 
or  three  years  the  company  will  have  to  operate  three  additional 
subways,  which  it  has  already  leased  and  the  rental  upon  which 
will  amount  to  $675,000  per  annum.  It  will  also  have  to  pro- 
vide large  sums  for  equipping  these  subways  and  for  additional 
power  and  cars.  Thus,  looking  ahead  but  a  few  years,  it  is 
evident  that  the  company  will  have  to  earn  nearly  $2,000,000 
a  year,  net,  above  what  it  earned  last  year,  without  regard  to 
increases  in  wages  or  other  operating  expenses,  if  it  is  to  main- 
tain its  6  per  cent,  dividend.  Added  to  this,  the  arbitration 
board,  which  has  recently  rendered  its  report,  has  awarded  in- 
creases in  wages  to  the  employees  of  the  company  which  will 
amount  to  a  very  large  sum  annually.  If  we  add  this  sum  to 
the  amounts  above  mentioned,  it  is  evident  that  the  company 
must  be  in  a  position  to  meet  an   enormous  increase  in   the 
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demands  upon  its  financial  resources.  These  figures  emphasize 
the  necessity  of  rigid  economy  and  a  proper  conservation  of 
the  revenues  of  the  company. 

In  this  connection  the  Joint  Commission  deems  it  proper  to 
quote  the  following  extracts  from  the  report  of  the  arbitration 
board : 

Conclusion  of  Boakd  on  Financial  Condition  of  Company. 

The  evidence  before  the  board  would  seem  to  indicate  that  burdens 
have  been  thrown  upon  this  company  faster  than  the  increase  in  traffic 
justifies.  Besides  the  rapidly  growing  item  for  rental  of  subways  now 
built  and  building,  it  should  not  be  forgotten  that  the  public  begins  by 
exacting  as  a  charge  upon  its  earnings,  ahead  of  dividends,  interest, 
wages,  and  everything  else,  an  annual  sum  in  taxes  which  in  1913 
amounted  to  $1,128,021.  This  sum  is  substantially  equal  to  the  amount 
the  company  paid  on  dividends,  which  for  that  fiscal  year  amounted  to 
$1,197,000. 

A  glance  at  the  rapidly  increasing  capitalization  of  the  company, 
which  has  gone  on  at  a  rate  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  increase  in 
gross  earnings,  indicates  plainly  enough  that  this  company  is  being 
rapidly  overloaded  by  excessive  capital  expenses  and  rentals  for  capital 
expenses  incurred  by  the  city  in  the  construction  of  tunnels  and  sub- 
ways. If  we  include,  as  we  should,  the  capital  expenses  by  the  city  in 
subways,  because  the  burden  of  paying  interest  and  sinking  fund 
falls  upon  the  company,  we  find  that  in  1897,  with  gross  earnings  of 
$8,712,032,  the  company  was  obliged  to  earn  a  return  upon  $25,291,913 
of  capital.  In  1913,  with  gross  earnings  of  $16,968,328,  the  company 
was  obliged  to  earn  a  return  upon  $105,684,146  of  invested  capital. 
During  this  period,  therefore,  the  gross  earnings  increased  94.6  per  cent, 
and  the  capital  investment  increased  317.86  per  cent. 

This  policy,  if  continued,  is  going  to  send  the  company  to  the  poor- 
house,  and  it  is  also  going  to  render  it  impossible  for  the  company  to 
obtain  each  year  the  additional  capital  which  it  must  have  in  order  to 
supply  the  transportation  service  needed  by  the  people  of  this  com- 
munity. Today  the  stock  of  the  company  is  selling  below  par,  and,  under 
the  provisions  of  law  that  the  capital  stock  must  always  equal  the  amount 
of  bonded  indebtedness,  the  company  has  the  right  to  sell  only  $4,236,800 
more  bonds,  and  then,  unless  the  stock  rises  again  to  par  or  above,  it 
will  begin  to  lack  funds.  It  will  be  unutterably  foolish  and  not  tend  to 
better  traffic  conditions,  but  lead  to  almost  irretrievable  injury,  if  this 
process  of  overloading  the  company  is  not  stopped,  so  as  to  give  the 
gross  earnings  of  the  company  a  chance  to  catch  up  with  its  capitaliza- 
tion. Thereafter  the  additional  yearly  burden  placed  upon  the  company 
should  proceed  at  a  rate  measured  in  proportion  to  the  possibilities  of 
the  situation. 
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Position  of  Stockholders. 

If  it  be  true  that  the  metropolitan  community  is  loading  upon  this 
company  burdens  which  it  cannot  bear,  the  community  is  not  only 
unwise  in  its  own  interest,  but  it  is  committing  an  act  of  rank  injustice 
towards  the  6,000  shareholders  who  have  come  forward  to  supply  capital 
amounting  to  $25,586,828.13,  including  premiums. 

Fifteen  hundred  of  the  Elevated  stockholders  own  less  than  five  shares, 
3,000  less  than  10. 

In  connection  with  this  discussion  of  the  finances  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company,  it  becomes  pertinent,  in 
view  of  the  various  requests  made  for  extensions  of  the  com- 
pany's lines,  to  inquire  how  far  the  company  can  profitably 
carry  passengers  for  a  five-cent  fare.  A  discussion  of  this 
matter  will  be  found  in  Appendix  16.  It  is  there  pointed  out 
that  while  no  data  are  available  for  exact  determination  of  this 
matter,  an  analysis  of  certain  statistics  of  the  company  seems 
to  warrant  the  inference  that  the  limit  of  a  profitable  ride  is 
about  four  and  a  quarter  miles.  This,  of  course,  is  not  to  be 
taken  to  mean  that  the  operation  of  a  line  in  excess  of  four  and 
a  quarter  miles  is  necessarily  unprofitable.  A  considerably 
longer  line  may  be  operated  with  profit  to  the  company  if  the 
maximum  distance  riding  is  offset  by  sufficient  amount  of  local 
and  short  distance  riding.  Moreover,  if  the  system  is  considered 
as  a  whole,  certain  longer  lines  which  are  in  themselves  un- 
profitable may  be  offset  by  shorter  lines  in  other  directions  where 
the  average  ride  is  less  than  four  and  a  quarter  miles.  Care 
must,  therefore,  be  taken  not  to  press  too  far  any  conclusions 
which  may  be  reached  from  this  line  of  inquiry. 

In  Appendix  17  a  table  is  given  showing  the  average  num- 
ber of  revenue  passengers  per  half  round  trip  and  the  miles  of 
single  track  operated  by  the  West  End  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany and  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  during  each 
year  since  1888.  In  this  connection  the  following  facts  are  of 
interest:  The  total  operating  expense  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  during  the  year  1912-13  was  $15,196,090.  The  total 
number  of  half  round  trips  was  13,443,554.  The  average  cost 
per  half  round  trip  was,  therefore,  $1.13. 

In  order  to  cover  this  cost  on  the  basis  of  a  five  cent  fare 
an  average  of  23.6  passengers  must  be  carried  on  each  half  round 
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trip.  The  following  table  gives  the  average  number  of  revenue 
passengers  on  several  routes.  Many  of  these  routes  show  an 
insufficient  number  of  passengers  to  meet  the  average  operating 
cost,  without  allowing  any  return  to  capital.

Note:  —  All  of  these  lines  connect  with  the  rapid  transit  terminal  to  which  they  deliver 
passengers,  which  are  credited  on  this  statement  as  revenue  passengers,  and  from  which  they 
receive  many  passengers  not  here  shown,  whose  fares  are  paid  on  rapid  transit  lines  on  their 
stations,  or  on  other  surface  cars. 


Remedies  for  the  Present  Situation. 

While  the  inequalities  and  injustices  which  exist  in  the  pres- 
ent situation  are  the  result  of  past  developments  and  not  of 
deliberate  action,  they  are  none  the  less  burdensome  and 
unjust. 

The  fundamental  difficulty  in  attempting  to  deal  with  them 
in  any  flexible  manner  is  the  rigid  provision  in  the  charter  of 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  which  guarantees  to  the 
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company  the  right  to  charge  a  fare  of  five  cents  for  any  passage 
upon  its  lines,  and  also  imposes  upon  the  company  the  obliga- 
tion of  carrying  passengers  in  the  same  general  direction  over 
its  entire  system  for  a  fare  of  not  more  than  five  cents. 

In  dealing  with  the  situation  as  it  now  exists  the  only  ques- 
tion that  can  be  considered  is  whether  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company  ought  to  be  asked  to  extend  its  transportation  fa- 
cilities to  the  various  communities  whose  cases  have  been  heard 
and  to  other  communities  whose  claims  have  been  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  members  of  the  Commission  without  receiving 
any  additional  compensation  for  the  additional  facilities  fur- 
nished. 

This  question  is  complicated  also  by  the  fact  that  the  lines 
which  the  various  complainants  desire  the  Boston  Elevated  to 
assume  belong  to  another  and  separate  corporation,  —  the  Bay 
State  Street  Railway  Company.  It  is  true  that  under  section 
25  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  act  (chapter  784,  Acts 
1913)  the  Commission  is  granted  the  power  to  require  com- 
panies whose  lines  form  a  continuous  or  connecting  line  of  trans- 
portation to  establish  through  routes  and  joint  rates,  fares  and 
charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  for  the  oper- 
ation of  cars  for  such  transportation,  the  Commission  having 
authority  to  determine  the  amount  of  any  through  rate  payable 
to  each  company.  It  is,  however,  expressly  provided  that  each 
company  shall  have  full  control  of  the  cars  of  the  other  company 
while  they  are  operated  over  its  tracks.  Moreover,  if  the 
through  rate  is  only  five  cents  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company  is  entitled,  under  its  charter,  to  receive  the  entire  fare, 
and  the  other  company  can  hardly  be  expected  to  operate  its 
portion  of  the  through  route  without  compensation. 

If  the  object  sought  by  the  petitioners  is  to  be  accomplished 
by  a  slightly  different  method,  and  if  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company  is  to  be  asked  to  take  over,  by  lease,  purchase  or 
otherwise,  certain  lines  of  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany, it  is  to  be  remembered  that  the  latter  company  not  only 
owns  these  lines,  but  also  owns  power  houses,  plants,  machinery 
and  apparatus  connected  with  and  contributory  to  that  service. 
The  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  cannot  be  deprived  of 
these  without  just  compensation,  and  this  must  be  paid  to  it 
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by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  in  order  to  ac- 
complish the  ends  sought  by  the  complainants,  either  as  the  re- 
sult of  an  amicable  adjustment  or  as  the  result  of  direct  or 
indirect  action  of  public  authorities.  Such  compensation  would 
in  either  event  include,  not  only  the  value  of  the  property 
actually  taken  over  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company, 
but  also  the  injury  caused  thereby  to  the  remainder  of  the  Bay 
State  system. 

It  is  obvious  from  the  analysis  which  has  already  been  made 
of  the  financial  condition  of  the  two  companies  that  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  cannot  assume  the  large  burden 
of  taking  over  all  these  lines  in  addition  to  its  present  obligations 
without  financial  injury  of  such  a  nature  and  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  make  it  entirely  unjust  to  ask  that  company  to  assume  such 
burdens  at  the  present  moment. 

The  provisions  of  the  charter  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company,  the  complications  growing  out  of  the  dual  ownership 
of  lines  which  it  is  desired  to  operate  for  a  single  five  cent  fare, 
and  the  present  financial  condition  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company,  constitute  the  main  obstacles  to  the  relief  sought 
by  the  various  complainants.  But  there  are  other  obstacles 
which  exist  in  the  way  of  a  complete  solution  of  the  problem. 

The  Resolve  in  terms  was  limited  to  two  companies,  the  Bos- 
ton Elevated  Railway  Company  and  the  Bay  State  Street  Rail- 
way Company;  but  there  are  three  other  street  railway 
companies  which  have  lines  within  the  metropolitan  district,  — 
the  Blue  Hill,  the  Boston  and  Worcester  and  the  Middlesex  and 
Boston,  and  it  is  impracticable  to  deal  with  the  situation  in 
any  complete  manner  without  considering  these  lines  as  well 
as  the  two  which  form  the  subject  of  the  Resolve. 

Moreover,  a  comprehensive  study  of  transportation  condi- 
tions in  the  metropolitan  district  should  not  be  limited  to  the 
street  railway  companies,  but  should  include  all  the  transporta- 
tion facilities  in  the  district  by  steam  railroads  as  well  as  by 
street  railways.  It  is  not  impossible  that  certain  lines  within 
the  district  now  operated  by  steam  could  be  utilized  to  better  ad- 
vantage to  the  owners  and  with  benefit  to  the  public  if  they 
were  made  a  part  of  the  street  railway  system,  or  at  any  rate 
more  closely  co-ordinated  with  existing  street  railway  facilities. 
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Such  lines,  for  instance,  as  the  Shawmut  branch  of  the  ISTew 
Haven,  and  possibly  such  as  the  Medford  branch  of  the  Boston 
and  Maine  and  the  Watertown  branch  of  the  Fitehburg  might 
be  disconnected  from  the  steam  railroad  systems  and  made  a 
part  of  the  street  railway  systems.  The  Joint  Commission 
considers  that  there  is  a  strong  probability  that  some  such  re- 
arrangement of  certain  branches  of  steam  railroads  might  be 
worked  out  with  much  benefit  to  all  concerned,  and  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  provide  for  future  needs,  and  perhaps  obviate  the 
construction  of  expensive  subways  or  elevated  lines.  On  the 
northerly  side  of  the  city  the  conditions  in  East  Boston  and 
Revere  would  be  much  improved  if  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach 
and  Lynn  railroad  could  be  electrified  and  carried  under  the 
harbor  to  a  terminus  in  the  city. 

This  problem  of  correlating  the  railroad  lines  with  the  street 
railway  lines  has  never  been  reported  on  by  any  public  au- 
thority. It  is  worthy  of  investigation ;  and  the  present  financial 
condition  of  the  steam  railroads  renders  this  a  favorable  time 
for  suggesting  such  an  inquiry. 

As  has  already  been  pointed  out,  the  order  under  which  the 
Joint  Commission  is  acting  deals  only  with  two  of  the  street 
railway  companies  furnishing  part  of  the  transportation  facili- 
ties for  the  metropolitan  district,  and  these  two  street  railway 
companies  exist  and  operate  under  different  laws,  —  the  Bay 
State  under  the  general  law,  and  the  Elevated  under  a  special 
charter.  The  difficulties  of  creating  a  proper  transportation 
system  for  the  metropolitan  district,  growing  out  of  the  Ele- 
vated's special  charter,  have,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commission, 
often  been  exaggerated,  but  real  difficulties  exist.  It  should 
not,  however,  be  overlooked  that  no  one  seriously  contemplates 
cutting  the  five-cent  fare,  the  right  to  charge  which  is  undoubt- 
edly protected  by  the  Elevated's  charter.  The  corresponding 
obligation  of  the  Elevated  to  carry  passengers  over  the  whole 
line  in  the  same  general  direction  for  five  cents  may  be  waived 
in  whole  or  part  by  the  Commonwealth. 

Without  elaborating  the  argument,  it  is  very  clear  that  quite 
different  relations  between  these  two  companies  and  other  com- 
panies furnishing  part  of  the  transportation  facilities  of  the 
metropolitan  district  must  be  created  before  fair,  undiscriminat- 
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ing  and  adequate  facilities  can  be  furnished  to  the  entire  district. 
It  is  not  for  the  Joint  Commission  now  to  forecast  just  what 
those  relations  may  most  advantageously  be. 

The  Joint  Commission  believes  that  no  large  measure  of  relief 
can  be  afforded  to  the  various  communities  at  the  present  time 
by  a  piece-meal  dealing  with  the  situation,  and  that  the  only 
hope  of  any  substantial  and  effective  immediate  relief  for  those 
communities  which  suffer  injustice  or  discrimination  under  the 
present  system  is  by  a  thorough  and  fundamental  consideration 
of  the  whole  metropolitan  transportation  problem,  involving  the 
five  street  car  systems  which  serve  the  district,  and  such  rail- 
road systems  or  such  parts  thereof  as  may  be  properly  included 
within  the  same  investigation ;  and  involving  not  only  the  con- 
sideration of  questions  of  fares  and  service,  but  also  the  question 
of  the  charter  rights  and  property  rights  of  the  parties  and  pos- 
sible changes  which  might  result  from  a  consolidation  or  combi- 
nation of  all  or  a  part  of  the  companies  concerned. 

If  it  is  desirable  that  the  service  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company  be  extended  beyond  the  present  limits  of  its  lines, 
it  may  be  found,  upon  a  more  exhaustive  study  of  the  whole 
situation,  that  the  only  practicable  method  of  providing  these 
additional  facilities  is  through  an  amendment  of  the  company's 
charter  which  will  relieve  it  from  some  of  its  present  obligations. 

It  is,  of  course,  not  to  be  expected  that  the  traffic  in  each 
particular  district  served  should  be  remunerative.  The  larger, 
social  point  of  view  must  also  be  considered.  It  is  undoubtedly 
true  that  an  urban  population  should,  if  practicable,  be  dis- 
tributed into  the  suburbs  and  not  crowded  together  in  the  heart 
of  the  city.  If,  therefore,  a  long  distance  line  has  sufficient  short 
distance  riding  to  make  it  remunerative  as  a  whole,  it  may  well 
be  that  the  community  will  be  benefited  if  the  short  distance 
riders  help  to  pay  for  carrying  the  long  distance  riders  further 
than  would  in  itself  be  remunerative.  Every  line  must  be  con- 
sidered with  reference  to  its  own  peculiar  conditions. 

These  considerations,  however,  do  not  apply  to  transit  from 
a  suburb  through  the  center  to  another  suburb  on  the  other  side 
of  the  city,  or  even  to  unlimited  free  transfers  which  allow  a 
person  to  go  from  one  point  to  another  point  for  one  fare  if  the 
general  direction  is  not  changed.    If  unreasonably  long  through 
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rides  and  unreasonably  free  transfers  could  be  eliminated  it 
might  be  possible  for  the  companies  to  increase  in  other  direc- 
tions the  accommodations  which  they  now  furnish. 

The  question  of  amending  the  present  charter  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company,  however,  not  only  affects  the  com- 
munities which  were  heard  by  the  Joint  Commission,  but  also 
the  interests  of  all  parts  of  the  metropolitan  district.  That 
inquiry  would  involve  a  more  elaborate  investigation  than  this 
Joint  Commission  has  been  able  to  make  or  could  possibly  make 
in  response  to  the  resolve  now  under  discussion. 

The  Joint  Commission,  therefore,  does  not  feel  that  it  should, 
in  justice  to  all  concerned,  attempt  at  this  time  any  partial  so- 
lution or  recommend  any  definite  action  with  regard  to  the 
various  individual  complaints  affecting  dual  service  which  have 
been  heard  by  the  Joint  Commission.  The  intricacy  of  the 
question  involved  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous  pages,  and 
the  various  ramifications  of  this  complicated  subject  explained. 

The  Joint  Commission  appreciates  that  the  working  out  of 
a  plan  practicable  in  its  detail  and  feasible  of  operation  on  the 
one  hand,  and  just  to  the  communities  and  to  the  various  com- 
panies and  their  security  holders  on  the  other  hand,  is  something 
which  would  require  a  very  thorough  investigation  and  most 
careful  consideration;  but  it  believes,  none  the  less,  that  some 
such  plan  can  be  worked  out  and  made  effective. 

The  Joint  Commission  does  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  in- 
timating that  the  only  possibility  of  relief  for  the  various  com- 
munities lies  in  this  direction.  It  hopes  that  after  a  period 
of  recuperation  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  may  be 
in  a  position  to  assume  a  still  larger  measure  of  public  sendee; 
but  it  feels  that  that  company  is  in  no  position  at  the  present 
moment  to  assume  any  large  additional  burdens  and  that  the 
only  just  and  practicable  plan  for  immediate  relief  is  the  one 
which  it  has  suggested. 

The  Joint  Commission,  therefore,  respectfully  recommends 
that  to  some  public  authority  be  committed  a  thorough  and 
fundamental  consideration  of  the  whole  metropolitan  transpor- 
tation problem,  involving  all  street  car  systems  which  serve  the 
district  and  such  railroad  systems,  or  such  parts  thereof,  as  may 
be  properly  included  within  the  same  investigation ;  and  involv- 
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ing  not  only  a  consideration  of  questions  of  fares  and  service, 
but  also  questions  of  the  charter  rights  and  property  rights  of 
the  parties  and  the  relations  between  the  various  companies  con- 
cerned as  well  as  the  relations  of  the  transportation  system  as  a 
whole  to  the  municipalities  constituting  the  metropolitan  district.

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Appendix   16. 

Maximum  Length  of  a  Profitable  Ride. 

It  is  very  important  and  interesting,  but  extremely  difficult,  to 
determine  how  far  a  street  railway  can  profitably  carry  pas- 
sengers for  a  single  5  cent  fare.  The  question  does  not  admit 
of  any  general  answer.  It  is  impossible  to  ascertain  accurately 
the  cost  of  carrying  a  passenger  for  a  given  distance,  for  the 
reason  that  it  is  practically  impossible  to  determine  the  average 
length  of  ride.  The  cars  on  any  given  line  pick  up  and  drop 
passengers  at  many  points,  —  some  passengers  riding  long  dis- 
tances and  others  riding  very  short  distances.  If  the  average 
length  of  ride  could  be  ascertained,  then  from  the  total  number  of 
passengers  the  total  number  of  passengers  miles  could  be  com- 
puted. From  this  figure  and  the  total  operating  expenses  the 
cost  per  passenger  mile  could  be  found,  and  thus  the  maximum 
distance  which  a  passenger  could  profitably  be  carried  for  a 
single  fare  could  be  ascertained.  In  the  absence  of  the  neces- 
sary data,  however,  the  question  has  generally  been  considered 
to  be  one  of  ascertaining  whether  the  company  is  earning  more 
than  a  reasonable  return  or  not.  If  it  is,  it  may  be  good  policy 
to  recommend  or  urge  that  the  facilities  and  accommodations 
afforded  the  public  should  be  increased. 

It  is  possible,  however,  by  considering  the  subject  in  an  ap- 
proximate way,  to  arrive  at  some  interesting  results,  and  this 
will  now  be  attempted  for  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany.    Its  capital  is  as  follows:  —

This  table  shows  that  upon  the  total  investment  of  the  two 
companies  the  average  rate  of  return  is  about  5.4  per  cent.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  capital  of  these  companies  has  been 
issued  under  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners, that  the  same  Board  approved  the  rate  of  return  on 
the  West  End  common  and  preferred  stock,  and  has  fixed  the 
price  at  which  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  stock  should  be 
sold  as  high  as  $155  a  share  (par  value  $100),  it  cannot  be  urged 
with  reason  that  this  average  rate  of  return  is  too  high.  If  we

These  results  are  very  illuminating.  The  only  assumptions 
involved  are  the  estimate  of  transfer  passengers,  and  that  every 
passenger  rides  two-thirds  the  entire  length  of  a  half-round  trip. 

Regarding  the  first  estimate,  it  seems  liberal  to  assume  that 
six-tenths  of  all  the  passengers  who  pay  fares  transfer  to  some 
other  line.  If  the  number  is  less  than  this,  the  actual  number 
of  passenger  miles  operated  is  less  than  has  been  computed,  and 
consequently  the  actual  cost  per  passenger  mile  is  greater  than 
computed,  from  which  it  follows  that  the  profitable  ride  would 
be  less  than  4.25  miles  on  the  basis  of  present  return  on  capital. 

Regarding  the  assumption  that  every  passenger,  including 
transfer  passengers,  rides  two-thirds  the  length  of  a  half-round 
trip,  it  seems  probable  that  this,  too,  is  a  large  estimate,  and 
that  a  lower  one  would  be  more  nearly  correct.  If  this  is  true, 
it  would  also  indicate  that  the  profitable  haul  is  less  than  4.25 
miles.  Furthermore,  the  expense  of  operation  is  nearly  constant, 
whether  passengers  ride  the  entire  length  of  a  half-round  trip  or 
only  a  fraction  of  that  length,  for  wages  and  all  other  expenses, 
except  that  for  the  additional  power  necessary  to  haul  the 
weight  of  the  passengers,  are  the  same  whether  he  travels  the 
entire  route  or  only  a  part  of  it.

From  the  above  investigation  it  therefore  appears  that  the 
limit  of  a  profitable  haul,  without  allowing  any  greater  return 
on  the  investment,  and  for  depreciation,  than  at  present,  is 
probably  less  than  four  and  a  quarter  miles.  Any  passenger 
who  rides  a  greater  distance  than  this  is  getting  more  than  he 
pays  for,  and  any  one  who  rides  less  than  this  is  getting  less 
than  he  pays  for.  This  statement  is  as  close  an  approximation 
to  the  truth  as  can  be  deduced  from  the  available  statistics.

History  of  the  Inception  of  the  Eight  Cent  Check,  and  its  Use 
at  the  Present  Time. 

By  chapter  113  of  the  Public  Statutes  of  Massachusetts,  it 
was  enacted  that  a  passenger  riding  in  a  street  railway  car  from 
a  point  in  the  city  of  Boston  to  another  point  therein,  upon  pay- 
ing a  sum  in  addition  to  the  established  fare  for  such  passage, 
and  on  the  whole  not  more  than  8  cents,  should  receive  a  check 
which  would  entitle  him  to  a  passage  on  the  same  day  only,  in 
any  car  run  by  any  other  company  between  any  two  points  in 
said  city,  but  not  to  a  passage  on  the  same  route  on  which 
the  check  was  issued,  or  a  route  parallel  thereto  and  between 
and  including  two  common  points.  ...  A  passenger  riding  in  a 
street  railway  car  from  a  point  within  or  without  said  city  to 
another  point  therein,  if  the  established  fare  between  such  points 
is  not  more  than  6  cents,  upon  paying  a  sum  in  addition  to 
such  fare,  and  on  the  whole  not  more  than  9  cents,  should  re- 
ceive a  check  which  would  entitle  him  to  a  passage  on  the  same 
day  only  in  any  car  run  by  any  other  company  between  any 
points  in  said  city,  or  from  any  point  therein  to  any  point  with- 
out said  city  between  which  the  established  fare  is  not  more 
than  6  cents,  but  not  to  a  passage  on  the  same  route  on  which 
the  check  was  issued,  or  a  route  parallel  thereto,  and  between 
and  including  two  common  points. 

The  use  of  the  commutation  check,  proceeds  of  which  are 
divided  equally  between  the  two  companies,  by  the  original  act 
confining  its  use  to  passengers  riding  wholly  within  the  city  of 
Boston  for  8  cents,  or  from  any  point  within  the  city  of  Boston 
to  points  without  the  city  of  Boston  for  9  cents,  and  in  the  latter 
case  through  the  granting  of  extensions  of  its  privileges  by  the 
Lynn  &  Boston  Railroad  Company,  now  the  Bay  State  Street 
Railway  Company,  during  prior  years,  and  reduced  to  8  cents, 
allows  passengers  on  payment  of  an  8  cent  fare  to  ride  from  or 
to  any  part  of  the  Elevated  system,  including  the  elevated  and 
tunnel  lines,  from  or  to  any  part  of  the  Bay  State  system  reached 
from  Boston  by  the  ordinary  payment  of  a  5  cent  fare. 

Such  parts  of  the  Bay  State  system  reached  by  the  use  of  an 
8  cent  check  comprise:  — 

From  Scollay  Square,  Boston,  to  Washington  Avenue,  Everett 
Avenue,    Broadway    and    Webster    Avenue,    lines     in     Chelsea; 
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Broadway,  Revere  Beach,  Beachmont,  Park  Avenue  and  Maiden 
Street,  lines  in  Revere;  Everett  Square;  Sylvian  Street,  Melrose, 
via  Ferry  Street,  and  Maiden  Square,  Maplewood  Square, 
Maiden,  and  Cliftondale  Square,  Saugus. 

From  Orient  Heights,  East  Boston,  to  Revere  Beach,  Beach- 
mont, and  to  the  Revere-Chelsea  line  via  Beach  Street  and 
Broadway,  Revere. 

From  Chelsea  Square  or  Bellingham  Station,  Chelsea,  from 
passengers  arriving  by  Boston  Elevated  tunnel  cars,  to  Wash- 
ington Avenue,  Everett  Avenue,  Broadway  and  Webster  Avenue, 
lines  in  Chelsea;  Broadway,  Revere  Beach,  Beachmont,  Park 
Avenue  and  Maiden  Street,  lines  in  Revere;  Sylvian  Street, 
Melrose,  via  Maiden  Square,  Maiden,  and  Cliftondale  Square, 
Saugus.
